Chicago,  Aug.  14.— Interest  In  the 
Investigation  into  tlie  affairs  of  the 
suspended  Milwaukee  Avenue  State 
bank  was  stimulated  today  by  antici- 
pation of  a  cla.sh  bet\veen  the  circuit 
and  superior  courts  of  Cook  county. 
Judge  John  Gibbons  of  the  former 
tribunal  yesterday  appointed  the  Chi- 
cago Title  &  Trust  company  receiver 
for  the  bank,  and  today  preparations 
were  made  to  oust  Receiver  John  C 
Fetzer,  acting  under  authoi'ity  of 
Judge  Brentano  of  the  superior  court. 
Besides  this  complication,  there  is  still 
to  be  settled  the  status  of  Receiver 
W.  C.  Nlblack,  named  by  Referee  in 
Baiikruplcy  Eastman  to  collect  the 
l-ersonal  e«tato  of  President  Paul  O. 
Stensland. 

The  official  report  of  the  condition 
of  the  defunct  institution  Is  to  be 
given  to  the  state  auditor  today,  but 
Bank  Examiner  C.  C.  Jones  has  de- 
cided to  withhold  the  contents  of  the 
report  from  the  public  in  Chicago,  in 
order  to  protect  those  most  vitally 
interested  in  the  bank's  affairs.  He 
may,  however,  he  says,  decide  to  give 
extracts  from  the  report. 

The  banks  of  the  Chicago  Clearing 
House  association  have  offered  a  re- 
wiwa  of  $;>,000  for  the  apprehension  of 
Paul  O.  Stensland,  fugitive  president 
of  the  Milwaukee  Avenue  State  bank.

The  propor- 
tion of  men  who  commit  suicide  to 
women  is  tliree  to  one.  For  every  one 
woman  who  kills  herself  there  are 
three  men  wiio  do  so. 

Greater  New  Y'ork  ranks  fifth  as  a 
suicide  (  Itv,  being  exee.d.jd  In  this  di- 
rection bvSt.  Louis.  Hobyken,  Chicago 
and  Oakland.  Cal..  in  the  order  named. 
After  New  York  come  Milwaukee,  Cln- 
einiiati,  Newark.  Boston.  Indianapolis 
and  New  Orleans.  The  city  which  has 
the  fewest  suicides  In  proportion  to 
population  is  Fall  River.  Mas.s..  w.iere 
2.7  per  cent  in  100.000  of  population  kill 
themselves.

A  SCHEME  THAT  FAILED. 

The   stand   taken   by   Governor   Johnson   over  a   year 
ago  in  a  speech  before  the  Municipal  IcaRUC  convention 
held  at  Minneapolis,  that  a  reduction  should  be  made  in 
the  freight  rates  on  all  commodities  charged  by  Minne- 
sota   railroads    and    that    discrimination    in    rates   as   be- 
tween   individuals    and    localities    must    cease,    had    the 
effect  of  causing  the  state  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
mission to  start  a  rate  hearing  at  which  some  important 
information   has    been    obtained   through    the    efforts    of 
Attorney     Manahan    of    the    Shippers'    association    and 
others.     It  has  been  evident,  all  through  the  proceedings, 
that    the    railroad    commtssioiters    were    not    anxious    to 
do  anything  to  injure  the  feelings  of  the  railroad   offi- 
cials  or   to   force   the   it:>ad3   to   reduce   their   rales,   and 
what    they    have    done    in    the    way    of    compelling    the 
roads    to    furnish    information    on    the    subject    has    been 
at  the  demand  and   urgent  insistence  of  the  representa- 
tives   of    the    shippers.      This    was    clearly    apparent    to 
Governor  Johnson,  who  had  been  closely  watching  the 
actions    of   the    commission,    and    he    took    occasion    last 
iTioiith  to  intimate  in  an  interview  published  in  St.  Paul 
that  if  the  commission  failed  to  perform  the  duty  imposed 
upon    it    by    law    to    equitably    adjust    the    freight    rates 
charged  by  the  railroads  of  the  state,  he  might  be  com- 
pelled   to    exercise    the    authority    conferred    upon    him 
and  remove   the   commissioners  from  office.     This   inti- 
mation caused  a  flutter  in  the  railroad  camp,  as  it  had 
undoubtedly   been   the   program   to   drag   along   the    rate 
hearing   a    little    longer   and    then    fix    up    a   compromise 
that  would  be  agreeable   to  the  railroads  and  grant  but 
little  relief  to  the  shippers.     The  governor's  talk  inter- 
fered with  this  little  scheme,  and  the  editor  of  a  Repub- 
ican  paper  in  Rochester  was  requested  to  write  a  letter 
%o    the    commissioners    on    the    subject,    asking    several 
carefully   prepared   questions   to   which    the   commission 
made  reply,  as  arranged,  with  the  idea  of  showing  that 
jlGovernor    Johnson    had    done    nothing    to    induce    them 
to  order   a   reduction   of   rates. 

Yesterday  this  correspondence  was  given  out    by  the 
►  Republican   press   bureau,   and    .iimultaneously    the   com- 
mission attempted  to  hold  a  secret  session  and  stop  the 
fate    hearing    by    accepting    a    proposition    by    the    three 
northern  roads  to  reduce  the  wheat  rate  I  cent  a  hundred 
pounds.     This  would  have  been  a  very  satisfactory  end- 
ing for  the  railroads  of  the  investigation  which  has  cost 
Ihe    state   $25,000.     The    reduction   on    wheat    represents 
but   a   small    fraction   of   the   saving   which    a    reduction 
of  the  rates  on  commodities  in  general  would  secure  to 
|he  pcoi)le  of  the  state.     The  commission  was  ready  to 
^accept  the  railroads'  offer,  but  the  presence  of  President 
"    Stickney    of   the   Chicago    Great    Western,   who   insisted 
that    the    ma.ttcr    be    publicly    discussed,    put    a    sudden 
end  to  the  scheme  to  sacrifice  the  interests  of  the  ship- 
pers.    Mr.    Stickney,    who    has    for   j'cars    been    fighting 
for    equitable    freight    rates,    could    not    be    bluffed,    the 
commission  was  forced  to  give  a  public  hearing,  and  the 
final    result    was    that    the    railroads'    compromise    offer 
was  rejected.

CANADIAN  IMMIGRATION. 

Canada  is  making  a  vigorous  campaign  for  immi- 
grants, as  events  have  lately  shown  on  numerous  occa- 
sions. She  has  broad  acres  awaiting  settlement,  and 
she  is  sparing  no  effort  or  expense  to  get  the  settlers  she 

needs. 

Her  principal  work,  however,  is  among  her  "own 
people,"  as  the  immigration  figures  for  the  past  five 
years  show.  In  that  time  Canada  has  received  5-21.494 
immigrants,  about  half  as  many  as  the  United  States 
alone  received  last  year,  and  of  that  total  only  15^,^^3 
have  come  from  continental  Europe.  The  balance  have 
been  divided  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain,  in  nearly  eciual  portions,  182,671  from  the  former 
and  186,584  from  the  latter. 

The  greatest  increase  in  immigration,  however,  has 
been  in  the  flow  from  Great  Britain  to  Canada,  atid  the 
least  increase  is  in  the  immigration  from  the  continent. 
In  iQOO-oi,  out  of  a  total  immigration  of  4«;,i49.  Great 
Britain  furnished  11,800,  the  United  States  furnished 
I7,<>87,  and  continental  Europe  furnished  I9.35--  Next 
year  the  immigration  from  Great  Britain  has  increased 
to  17.259.  from  the  United  States  to  26,388.  and  from 
the  continent  to  23.732,  while  the  total  was  67.379- 
In  1902-03  occurred  the  largest  jump  in  British  immigra- 
tion, reaching  41,792,  while  America  immigration  reached 
49,473  and  continental  immigration  37,099.  Since  then 
Great  Britain  has  held  the  lead,  American  immigra- 
has    fallen    ofT,    and    continental    immigration    has

about  held  its  own.  In  1903-04  British  immigration  was 
50,374,  American  45.171.  and  continental  34,785.  and  in 
the  following  year  they  were  65.359,  43.65-2  and  37,-55 
respectively. 

From  furnishing  less  than  a  quarter  of  the  total. 
Great  Britain  rose  in  five  years  until  it  furnished  last 
year  nearly  one-half.  Five  years  ago  the  continent 
furnished  40  per  cent,  and  last  year  it  furnished  only  26 
per  cent.  Five  years  ago  this  country  furnished  36  per 
cent,  and  last  year  its  proportion  had  dropped  to  30  per 

cent. 

The  Canadian  government  is  now  paying  British 
immigration  agents  $1.75  P<;i"  Ji^afi  ^or  English,  Scotch 
and  Irish  immigrants.  The  big  increase  has  come  since 
the  close  of  the  Boer  war.  and  it  still  continues.  This 
year  Great  Britain  will  give  Canada  al)Out  100,000  immi- 
grants, more  than  half  the  total  of  her  emigration  to 
Canada   in  the   previous  five  years. 

This  will  account  in  a  large  measure  for  the  falling 
off  in  British  immigration  to  the  United  States.  While 
Canada  will  not  get  such  a  generous  variety  of  new 
citizens  as  this  country,  she  will  be  able  to  preserve  her 
national  traits  to  a  greater  extent,  and  if  homogeneity  is 
a  virtue,  she  will  have  it  in  a  far  greater  degree  than 
this  nation  will  ever  have  it  until  her  conglomeration 
of  races  is  welded  into  a  new  race.

DENATURED  ALCOHOL. 

The  American  commission  hcadc«i  by  John  W. 
Yerkes,  commissioner  of  internal  revenue,  which  is 
studying  the  denatured  alcohol  systems  in  force  in 
Europe,  seems  to  be  worrying  about  the  peril  of  fraud 
on  the  revenue  that  may  result  if  too  great  leeway  is 
given  to  the  making  of  denatured  alcohol. 

This  is  exciting  apprehension  lest  the  revenue  regula- 
tions may  be  so  drawn  as  to  prevent  the  manufacture  of 
alcohol  under  the  new  l.tw  in  distilleries  in  the  neigh- 
borhoods where  the  'grain,  potatoes  and  other  raw  ma- 
terials  are   produced. 

If  this  results  in  confining  the  manufacture  of  de- 
natured alcohol  to  a  few  large  plants  in  commercial 
centers,  it  will  rob  the  law  of  half  the  benefits  that  had 
been  expected  from  it.  It  will  permit  a  ready  absorp- 
tion of  the  industry  by  a  new  trust,  which  will  inevit- 
ably use  its  power  to  capture  the  greater  portion  of  the 
benefits  arising  out  of  the  new  dispensation.

SUCCESSFUL  WEED-KILLING. 

The  discovery  of  an  economical  spraying  of  crops 
that  will  exterminate  wild  mustard,  cockle  burr,  dande- 
lions and  yellow  dock  without  injuring  the  grain,  lately 
made  by  Prof.  R.  A.  Moore  of  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin, is  very  important  to  farmers,  and  it  raises  the 
question  of  whether  it  could  not  be  used  upon  city  lawns 
to  exterminate  dandelions  and  plantain,  without  injuring 
the  grass. 

Of  course  the  experiments  were  carried  on  with  ref- 
erence to  grain  alone,  but  it  docs  not  seem  probable  that 
if  the  spray  is  harmless  to  growing  grain  it  could  work 
much  hardsiiip  to  grass.  In  a  field  of  grain  it  is  wild 
mustard,  nuot  prolific  and  pestiferous  of  weeds,  that 
bothers  more  than  dandelions.  And  the  claim  is  made 
for  Prof.  Moore's  spray  that  no  matter  how  thick  the 
wild  mustard  maj'  be,  it  can  be  utterly  destroyed  without 
any  injury  to  the  grain  crops.  The  cost  is  said  to  be 
no  more  than  50  cents  an  acre.

a  system,  will  keep  from  the  public  a  Targe  share  of  the 
benefits  that  ought  to  come  frotn  a  sensible  operation 
of  the  law. 

The  commissioners  concede,  after  investigation  in 
Germany,  that  frauds  are  practically  unknown  there, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  thete  are  many  local  dis- 
tilleries, close  to  the  potato  patches  and  urain  fields, 
but  they  express  serious  doubt  whether  similar  rules 
could  be  equally  well  enforced  in  this  country.  Why 
they  should  fear  this  they  do  not  state. 

If  the  treasury  regulations  are  reasonable,  there 
should  be  a  multitude  of  small  distilleries  close  to  the  raw 
materials,  which  would  also  be  close  to  the  market 
if  all  that  is  claimed  for  denatured  alcohol  proves  to  be 
true.

injuring  the  desirable  ones.  In  farm  work  a  large 
spraying  machine  is  used  which  looks  very  much  like  a 
chemical  engine  except  that  the  large  copper  tank, 
which  holds  seventy-five  gallons  of  solution,  is  mounted 
.upon  a  two-wiiecled  cart  and  is  drawn  by  one  horse. 
Extending  like  arms  ten  feet  from  each  side  of  the  ma- 
chine are  pipes  filled  with  holes  which  spread  a  spray 
over  the  crops.  The  drawing  of  the  machine  sets  in 
operation  a  pump  which  keeps  a  pressure  of  100  pounds, 
upon  tlic  li(iuid.  The  machine  sprays  a  swath  twenty- 
two  feet  wide,  and  the  arms  are  adjustable  .so  that  the 
fog  can  be  sprayed  close  to  the  crop,  or  even  raised  in 
a  perpendicular  manner  for  passing  through  narrow 
places. 

As  described  by  a  Madison  dispatch  in  the  Commer- 
cial West,  about  100  pounds  of  iron  sulphate,  a  bluish 
powder  which  resembles  granulated  sugar,  is  dissolved 
|n  fifty-four  gallons  of  water,  which  is  sufficient  to  spray 
an  acre  of  grain.  The  iron  sulphate  costs  about  50  cents, 
and  it  readily  dissolves  and  goes  into  solution  in  five  or 
ten  minutes.  It  is  not  poistmous,  and  will  not  injure 
cattle   or  other  stock  coming  in  contact  with   it. 

The  work  of  spraying  is  done  as  rapidly  as  raking 
hay.  Two  men  are  better  for  fast  work,  as  one  man 
keeps  the  mitxure  ready  while  the  other  is  at  work  with 
the  machine.  The  spraying  should  be  done  before  the 
plants  are  in  blossom.  All  plants  above  ground  are 
killed  by  the  process,  and  two  days  later  all  that  can 


power  for  their  farm  machinery,  and  the  product  could 
be  put  to  many  uses  in  every  part  of  the  country. 

The  danger  has  been  magnified  by  the  commission,  it 
would  seem,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  at  least 
recommend  a  trial  of  regulations  that  will  permit  the 
new  industry  to  scatter  itself  over  as  wide  an  area  as 
possible.

THEY  LIKE  SECRETARY  ROOT 

Montevideo  People  Pleased  With  Senti- 
ments He  Expressed. 

Montevideo.  Aug.  14.— After  paying 
a  farewell  visit  to  President  Ordonez, 
the  .nlnister  of  foreign  affairs  and  the 
Archbishop  of  Uruguay.  Secretary 
Root  and  family  embarked  on  board 
an  Argentine  gunboat  and  sailed  last 
evening    for   Duenos    Ayres.    where    the 

to  be 
officially  received  at  the  landing  at  11 
o'clock  this  morning.  President 
Ordonez  and  his  ministers  accompan- 
ied the  visitors  to  the  wharf,  where 
in  the  presence  of  an  Immense  assem- 
blage the  president  embraced  Mr 
Root  and  In  a  brief  speech  assured 
him  that  Uruguay  will  ever  preser%'c 
the  liveliest  recollections  of  his  visit, 
which  will  not  fall  to  cement  the  bonds 
of  friendship  between  the  peoples'  and 
governments  of  both  republics.  The 
newspapers  of  Montevideo  last  even- 
ing devote  leading  articles  to  the  ex- 
pression of  similar  sentiments,  leav- 
ing no  doubt  as  to  the  good  Impression 
created  l)y  Mr.  Root's  speeches  and 
declarations. 


St.  Paul.  Aug.  14.— When  the  rail- 
road and  W'arehouse  commission  met 
again  yesterday  afternoon,  Chairman 
Mills  announced  that  the  proi>osition 
the  Northern  Pacific,  Groat  North- 
ern and  Soo  roads  to  grant  a  re- 
duction of  1  cent  a  bushel  on  whe«it  if 
the  Investigation  of  freight  rates  was 
dropped,  would  mean  a  reduction  of 
about  10  per  cent  per  hundred  miles, 
and  he  was  informed  that  it  would 
moan  a  sacrifice  of  about  $300,000  by 
the  railways.  He  declared  that  the 
commission  was  inclined  to  accept  the 
compromise,  providing  the  railroads 
would  make  some  concessions  with  I'e- 
spt^it  to  rates  on   other  commodities. 

Opposition  to  the  proposed  com- 
promise was  made  on  behalf  of  the 
Omaha,  St.  Paul  and  other  Southern 
Minnnes<ota  roads,  which  claimed  that 
they  would  be  more  seriously  affected 
by  the  contemplated  reduction  in  tho 
grain  rates  than  by  a  readjustment  of 
the  commodity  tariff.  In  view  of  this 
opposition,  the  commission  finally  an- 
nounced that  the  projK>sition  of  the 
three  northern  roads  had  been  re- 
jected. 

At  the  open  hearing,  which  was 
held  In  tho  afternoon,  Mr.  Stickney 
called  W.  W.  Broughton  and  Vice 
President  Campbell  of  the  Great 
Northern,  to  the  stand,  and  from 
them  secured  the  Inforination  that  the 
reduction  on  grain  would  amount  to 
$3lH),000,  but  the  reduction  on  Minnne- 
sota  wheat  would  amount  to  between 
$120,000  and  $16S,o00,  and  that  part  "of 
the  remainder  would  go  to  I>akota 
farmers  and  part  would  go  on  ship- 
ments of  coarse  grain.  He  also  showed 
that  after  paying  operating  expenses ; 
and  interest  on  Iwnds,  the  Great 
Northern,  out  of  its  gross  earnings 
of  $30,000,000.  had  a  surplus  of  $8,000,- 
(<O0.  and  paid  dividends  of  $8,000,000. 
He  could  not  .see,  he  said,  how  with 
.such  a  surplus  a  reduction  amounting 
to  $128,000  would  drive  thorn  into  bank- 
ruptcy.    Continuing,   he   said: 

"It  has  been  established  at  this 
hearing  that  there  are  In  this  .'^tale 
two  kinds  of  rates  on  merchandise,  a 
rate  on  roads  south  of  St.  Paul  and 
a  rate  on  roads  north  of  St.  Paul.  The 
rates  south  are  but  a  little  higher 
than  the  proposed  rates  on  merchan- 
dise, tho  rates  north  are  20  per  cent 
higher  than  the  rates  south.  The  Great 
Northern  and  Northern  Pacific  testi- 
mony would  .show  that  this  reduction 
would  reduce  their  revenue  $^00,000  a 
l>icce.  It  Is  statid  that  the  merchants 
would  get  all  the  benefit,  and  this  is 
true,  but  they  are  entitled  to  it.  I 
don't  think  the  commission  is  justified 
in  trading  off  $500,000  which  the  mer- 
chant Is  entitled  to  for  $120,000,  which 
they  can  order  given  to  the  farmer, 
if  he  Is  entitled  to  it.  The  Great 
We.stern  will  not  agree  to  the  piopo- 
silion." 

The  commission  decided  that  under 
those  circumstances  It  would  reject 
the  proposition. 

AMALGAMATION 
OF  THE  PARTIES 

Octoberlsts  in  Russia  May 

Unite  With  Peaceful 

Parties. 

St.  Petersburg,  Aug.  14. — Indica- 
tions at  the  meeting  of  the  central 
committee  of  the  old  Octoberist 
party  which  closed  yesterday,  point 
to  the  amalgamation  of  the  October- 
lsts with  tho  new  peaceful  party 
of  ">egeneratlonlsts,  and  the  accep- 
tance of  the  program  drawn  up 
by  Count  Heyden,  M.  Guchlaoff  and 
others.  All  tho  speakers  at  the 
meeting  of  the  committee  expres.sed 
them.selves  in  favor  of  this  plan, 
and  a  resolution  was  adopted  to 
transmit  an  appeal  to  the  regenera- 
tlonlts  of  all  the  local  committees 
to  take  a  vote  on  the  union  of  the 
two  parties.  It  had  been  hoped  that 
the  Conservative  wing  of  the  Consti- 
tutional Democrats  would  join  in 
this  movement,  but  some  hot  heads 
among  the  Octoberlsts  were  disposed 
to  In.slst  upon  formal  abjuration  of 
tho  Constitutional  Democratic  party 
on  the  ground  that  It  had  pro.sti- 
tuted  Itself  to  revolutionary  Ideas 
and    shipwrecked    the    parliament. 

The  police  of  St.  Petersburg  today 
captured  a  wooden  model  of  a 
field  gun  which  had  been  used  for 
the  training  of  a  company  of  rev- 
olutionary artillery.  The  police  also 
.seized  a  factory  which  was  engaged 
In  making  shells  and  bombs,  of 
which  fifty,  and  a  quantity  of  dyna- 
mite   and    pyroxiline    were    captured.

Capt.  Guy  A.  Eaton,  in  command  of 
the  vessel,  expressed  himself  as  being 
very  well  pleased  with  the  showing 
ji.ade  by  Duluth.  Tho  othi-r  beats 
taking  part  were  the  llagship  Wolver- 
ine Capt.  aiorrell.  who  was  In  direct 
charge  of  tho  entire  maneuvers;  Doro- 
thea of  Chicago.

BURIED  UNDER 
HEAVY  DEBRIS 

Trench  Caves  In,  Killing 

One  Man  and  Iniur- 

ing  Another. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  14.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— One  man,  J.  Fredquist,  waa 
killed,  and  another  John  C.  McCoy, 
seriously  Injured,  as  the  result  of  the 
caving  In  of  a  trench  at  Seventh  and 
Sibley  streets  at  9  o'clock  today. 
Fredquist  and  McCoy,  laborers.  In  the 
employ  of  the  Northern  Steam  Heat- 
ing company,  were  laying  mains  on 
Seventh  street,  tho  trench  they  were 
in  being  about  nine  feet  deep.  It  was 
strongly  i)roppcd  but  while  a  crew  of 
men  were  engaged  in  digging  tho 
sides  suddenly  caved  In.  burying 
Fredquist  and  McCoy  under  tons  jf 
debris. 

Several  hundred  workmen  were 
laboring  in  the  vicinity  and  In  a  min- 
ute a  hundred  men  were  in  tho  trench 
and  shoveling  for  human  Hve».  The 
two  men  were  dug  out  In  less  than 
three  minutes.  When  they  were  extrl- 
cattHl  it  was  discovered  that  Fredquist 
ctiuld  not  live.  His  ribs  were  all  broken 
and  driven  inward,  puncturing  his 
lungs.  McCoy  also  was  badly  bruised, 
but  liis  injuries  are  not  fatal.

BIG  RAILROAD  CONTRACT. 

Alaska  Central  Will  be  Extended  140 
Miles  Into  Interior. 

Seattle.  Aug.  14.— Recent  advices 
from  Seward,  are  to  the  effect  that 
the  contract  has  been  let  for  the  con- 
struction of  140  miles  of  the  Alaska 
Central  railroad  from  its  present  ter- 
minus at  Turnagain  Arm,  and  that  lie- 
fore  the  winter  of  1907  sets  in  it  is 
expected  that  225  miles  of  that  road 
will  have  been  completed.  The  latest 
reiJorts  from  the  north  stale  that  about 
S»00  men  are  at  work,  while  the 
force  is  being  increased  as  fast  as  pos- 
sible. There  was  some  loss  by  deser- 
tions to  gold  stampedes,  but  the  ranks 
are  being  filled  up  by  new  recruits.

Chlcag'o,  Aug.  15.— A  Washington 
special  to  the  Record-Herald  says: 
Those  wonderful  Uttle  brown  men  of 
Japan  are  constantly  In  the  world's 
eye  these  days  with-  something  to 
startle  or  amaze.  Paternalism  is  un- 
dergoing an  experiment  in  the  Rising 
Sun  Empire  that  commands  the  at- 
tention of  the  world's  economists  and 
sociologists.  On  sea  and  in  Its  new 
land  i>ossessions,  gained  by  war,  the 
sons  of  the  mikado  are  making  com- 
mercial strides  and  inaugurating 
unique  industrial  policies  that  excite 
the  admirution,  and  at  the  same  time 
arouse  the  fear  of  civilized  nations, 
which  had  been  progressive  for  cen- 
turies when  Japan  emerged  from  isola- 
tion. 

Kvery  report  that  comes  from 
consuls  and  commercial  agents 
Japan  contains  something  of  new 
terest,  and  many  of  them  are  as 
ti-ancing  as  a  short  story  romance 
well  as  instructive.  From  pi-o.secuting 
one  of  thf  greatest  wars  of  modern 
times  to  dealing  with  a  great  famine, 
the  Japanese  are  all  the  time  teaching 
the  rest  of  the  world  somellUng,  and 
it  is  with  regard  to  the  latur  that  a 
brief  exp<>sition  now  is  pertinent.  A 
rep<jrt  from  Consul  General  John  Ed- 
wards Jones  of  Dalny,  made  from 
Yokohama,  under  date  of  June  15,  tells 
of  the  end  of  the  recent  famine,  and 
furnishes  something  fresh  to  excite 
c«»mment  on  the  abilltits,  system  and 
resourcefulness  of  the  Japanese  gov- 
ernment. 

The  famine  district,  news  of  which 
Hrst  reached  this  country  last  fall, 
covered  an  art  a  of  15,^)0  squ;u-e  miU-s, 
a  strip  of  territory,  densely  i>opulated, 
extending  200  miles  and  seventy-hvo 
miles  wide  from  the  m«>untains  to  th> 
sea.  Eaaly  in  the  famine  the  scarcity 
of  food  put  the  people  to  the  extrejne 
of  eating  the  r«)ot3  and  leaves  of  trees 
and  shrubs,  aoorns  and  straw. 

The  government  at  once  acted  upon 
the  practical  conditions  that  existed, 
and  no  doubt  saved  thousands  of  lives, 
instf-ad  of  making  herculean,  and  per- 
haps unsuccessful,  efforts  to  get  in 
food  of  more  conventional  character— 
for  starvation  will  not  wait  upon  the 
arrival  of  ships  or  caravans— the  gov- 
ernment immediately  dispatchetl  its 
chemists  to  get  samples  of  these  emer- 
gency ffMJds,  and  analyzed  them  to 
determine   their   food   value. 

This  accomplished,  the  government 
clumists  were  sent  to  each  village, 
wiuro  they  delivered  lectures  to  the 
people,  pointing  out  the  8ultal>lH  roots 
and  Imves  and  dlri«ctlng  thorn  in  the 
preparation  of  fo«>d  from  acorns.

To  the  United  State-  more  than  any 
other  country  the  people  of  tho  famine 
stricken  region  attr.uute  their  relief 
C)ut  of  a  total  of  $75e,<W()  gold  that  went 
to  assist  upward  of  half  a  million  peo- 
ple laJO.OOO  was  contributed  by  citizens 
of  this  country  This  contribution  ar- 
rived at  least  six  weeks  earlier  than 
any  other,  and  was  known  aa  "the 
United   States    fund." 

In  the  utilization  of  tho  funds  and 
supplies  another  striking  characteristic 
of  jTipanese  paternalism  was  developed. 
The  government  set  about  Its  task 
with  the  Idea  of  saving  the  self-respect 
of  the  people  and  not  pauperizing  them. 
In  every  village  headquarters  was  es- 
tablished and  food  was  given  to  last 
three  days,  but  In  no  Instance  did  It 
exceed  In  amount  2Vt  cents  in  gold  a 
day  for  each  person.  No  money  was 
given.  Every  man,  woman  and  child 
was  looked  after.  A  man  was  placed 
In  charge  of  each  twentv-fivo  houses 
In  the  famine  region,  and  he  was  re- 
quired to  see  to  it  that  his  charges 
were  properly  cared  for.  Kach  day  he 
made  reports  to  his  superior,  and  when 
a  specially  deserving  case  was  recount- 
ed   special  care   was  directed   to  It. 

The  most  potent  Influence  of  the 
Atnerlcan  relief  committee  under  mis- 
sionary auspices  was  exerted  in  the 
saving  of  young  girls,  driven  to  des- 
peration through  suffering  of  their  par- 
ents. Human  vultures  were  preying  on 
these  children  of  misfortune.  Two  or- 
phanages were  established— oiie  at  Sen- 
dal.  where  2.^0  girls  were  cared  for,  and 
fed  The  Salvation  army  did  noble 
service  the  other  nt  Okayama.  where 
g60  orphans  were  cared  for.  and  was  suc- 
cessful In  finding  positions*  In  respect- 
able families  for  many  girls.  The  for- 
eign committee  of  relief  neld  Its  final 
meeting  In  June  and  the  balance  on 
hand   was  equally  divided  between   the 


Sendnl  and  okayama  orphsnages. 

This,  In  brief.  Is  the  hlglily  Interest- 
ing history  of  Japan's  lamine.

Twenty 
ether  states  followed  these.  The  vet- 
erans of  Uock  Island  county.  111.,  acted 
as  the  personal  escort  of  Commander 
Buck  of  that  department,  this  being 
the  first  time  in  forty  years  that  the 
escort  of  the  department  commander 
has  been  a  post  situated  outside  of 
the  city  of  Chicago.  The  escort,  which 
1  was  about  200  strong,  presented  a 
I  handsome  appearance  in  their  dark 
'  blue  uniform,  white  caps  and  white 
gaiters.  In  the  band,  which  preceded 
the  Rock  Island  veterans,  were  repre- 
sented  the  extremes  of  enlistment  In 
the  Civil  war.  the  one  being  Ansin  M. 
Hubbard  of  Moline,  who  although  »u 
years  of  age,  marched  In  as  sprightly 
a  manner,  and  blew  his  life  as  shrilly 
as  he  did  during  the  Civil  war.  Ihe 
other  extreme  was  seen  In  the  person 
of  Lyston  D.  Howe  of  Streator.  11.. 
who  was  the  youngest  man  to  enlist 
during   the   war. 

Following  the  ranks  of  the  men  nom 
New  York,  came  the  scarlet  banrjer 
of  Massachusetts,  with  a  strong  dele- 
gation behind  it.  New  Jersew  and 
Maine  marched  next,  each  with  a  fair 
sized  representation,  and  then  caine 
the  first  of  the  far  western  stales, 
California  and  Nevada  being  massed 
together.  Their  men  were  few  in  num- 
ber and  then  New  England  came  to 
the  front  once  more  with  the  men  f"""!^ 
Rhode  Island,  New  Hampshire  and 
Vermont.  The  latter  .state  was  es- 
pecially well  represented,  many  mem- 
bers of  the  famous  old  "Verinont 
brigade"  being  In  tho  line.  Maryland 
had  a  small  detachment  and  then 
came  long  ranks  of  the  western  sol- 
diers of  the  armies  of  the  Cumberland  j 
and  of  the  Tennessee,  marching  under' 
the  banners  of  Michigan,  Indiana.] 
Iowa,  Missouri  and  Kentucky.  The  ieft  i 
of  the  line  was  Minnesota  which  natur- ' 
allv  was  present  in  heavy  force.  It 
soldiers  received  the  most  hearty  greet- 
ings as  they  closed  the  long  lino.  The 
column  was  about  three  hours  In  pass- 
ing a  given  point. 

Despite  a  somewhat  hot  and  sultry 
day,  the  rc-unlons  of  the  various  regi- 
ments planned  for  yesterday,  were 
carried  through  with  great  success. 
There  was  not  a  floor  In  any  of  the 
hotels  nor  a  hall  in  the  city  which  did 
not  hold  the  survivors  of  .some  or- 
ganization that  was  In  the  field  during 
the  war.  Some  of  the  gatherings  were 
largely  attended,  but  others  were  f on- 
fined  to  not  more  than  a  half  dozen 
of  the  original  regimental  members. 
The  reunions  In  the  majority  of  cases 
did  not  last  for  any  length  of  time  and 
the  veterans  were  soon  on  their  way 
to  visit  some  of  the  points  of  interest 
about    the    city. 

Receptions  were  also  held  by  mem- 
bers of  the  ladles  of  the  Grand  Army, 
the  Women's  Relief  Corps  and  other 
organizations  of  a  similar  character 
all  of  them  keeping  open  house 
throughout  the  day.

The  fir.'^t  annual  session  of  the  Su- 
perior assembly  opened  this  morning 
at  9  o'clock,  a  number  of  the  minis- 
ters, mi.s.sionary  workers  and  Inter- 
ested citizens  being  preaeut  to  hear 
the    opening    addresses. 

Mayor  IJnley,  hi  giving  the  ad- 
dress of  welcome,  revlewtni  the  gmwth 
of  the  city  along  Intellectual  lines. 
;dnce  his  coming  here,  fifteen  years 
ago.  He  welci>med  the  as.^enibly  as  a 
new  factor  in  tlie  city's  advancement, 
and  said  he  was  satisfied  it  would 
have,  a  rapid  growth  and  be  an  insti- 
tution of  which  Superior  people  would 
be  proud. 

Ho  was  followed  by  Rev.  J.  H. 
Nason,  who  spoke  of  the  need  of  sucli 
a  work  as  the  as.-^embly  projioses  to 
do,  and  ot  the  great  alvantages  wliich 
Sui>erlor  can  offer  to  thosL-  desiring  to 
combine  a  summer  outing  with  the 
work   of  a  Bible  Training  schcn)!. 

Mr.  Nason  then  lntr.)diiced  Prof. 
James  A.  Blalsdell,  professor  of  Bibli- 
cal literature  In  Beloit  college,  who 
gave  the  lir.st  of  a  series  of  lectures 
on  ••Consecutive  old  TfStament  His- 
tory." liefore  taking  up  his  lecture, 
Pi-of.  Blalsdell  spoke  of  the  rise  of 
the  Chautau(iua  movement,  and 
showed  how  it  was  the  result  of  the 
desire  of  mature  people  to  continue 
their  oduc;ition  and  keep  pace  with  the 
new    di.«<eoveries   in    science. 

He  believ€Ml  the  Superior  a-s.sembly 
had  the  opportunity  t)f  performing  a 
large  aer\  ice,  and  that  it  would  grow 
to   meet   this  opportunity. 

In  discussing  the  story  of  the  Heb- 
rews. Prof.  Blalsdell  said  he  desired 
to  relate  their  history  as  they  believed 
It  to  be,  and  for  convenience,  dlvldeil 
It  into  ten  peritxJs  or  epochs*.  The 
brst  of  these  was  called  the  period  of 
earliest  beginnings,  and  dealt  with  the 
stories  of  the  creation,  garden  of 
Kden.  the  fall  of  man,  the  flond  and 
the  confusion  of  tongues.  He  showed 
that  the  people  round  about  the 
Hebrews  believed  many  of  the  same 
r>ld  stories  that  the  Hebrews  did.  but 
that  the  Hebrews  were  the  first  people 
to  attribute  the  control  of  the  world 
to  fme  tiod. 

The  seond  period  was  the  patri- 
archal era.  or  the  era  of  great  fath- 
ers. The  Jews  believed  Abraham  to 
be  the  first  man  to  break  away  from 
the  worship  of  the  moon,  which  was 
universal  among  his  people,  and  to 
conceive  of  Crod  as  a  Spirit.  The 
.story  of  Isaac  shows  how  Abraham 
also  broke  away  from  the  then  com- 
mon iiracllco  of  offering  human  sacri- 
fices. The  story  of  Jo.«<eph  explained 
the  presence  of  the  Jewish  nation  In 
Egypt. 

Tlev.  J.  W.  Powell  of  Duluth  then 
.spoke  on  "Mo<!em  Theological  Prob 
leiii."i."  ITo  said  ■  th.at  every  ago  had 
its  theological  struggle,  and  th.it  each 
got  a  little  nearer  the  truth.  Modern 
philosophy  emphasizes  personality, 
and  teaches  that  thought  and  not 
substance  is  the  fundamental  reality 
It  Is  the  problem  of  the  minister  to- 
day to  bring  his  theological  thought 
Into  some  relation  with  the  spiritual 
need.i  of  the  men  aroujid  him,  Mr. 
I  I'owell  said. 

At  8  o'clock  Prof.  Charles  A.  P.ayne 
delivered  a  lecture  on  ".Scenes  and 
I  Lessons  From  the  San  Francisco 
i  Tracredy."  Mr.  Payne  was  In  San 
I  Francisco  when  the  earthqu.ake  oc- 
icurred.  and  lived  for  te-n  days  with  the 
I  refugees.  The  views  shown  were  ex 
I  eellent.  and  tho  speaker  brought  home 
t  to  bis  audience.  In  a  forceful  way.  the 
spirit  of  brotherhood  which  prevailed 
during  the  disaster.

X'lans  of  the  contrac- 
tors wa.s  grtettil  with  a  Joyful  tooling  of 
vvlilstU's  from  the  boats  tn^d  up  on  either 
eld"  of  the  bridge  witii  owners  either 
anxious  to  get  out  with  loads  or  to  get  In 
for  loads. 

'lh»-  bridge  was  pchcdulod  to  move  yes- 
t«  rday  morning,  but  mlnt)r  delays  In  the 
way  of  a  broken  pump  and  otlier  things. 
K.gelher  with  the  precautionary  meas- 
urej  taken  by  the  contraitors,  held  th-- 
actual  operation  off  until  the  latter  part 
of    the    afternoon. 

Tlie  bridge  rested  on  four  of  the  Duluth 
Dredge  &  l>o<-k  comjiany's  large  scows,  the 
beats  having  been  sunk  prrvloiisly,  tmd 
a  timber  supp<»rt  built  up  to  the  bridge 
stringers.  When  all  was  in  readiness,  th( 
water  was  pump<d  out  of  the  scows  and, 
as  they  rose,  tlie  big  liSO-foot  steel  span 
was  slowly  lifted  from  Its  stone  piers. 
The  tugs  Medina,  Walton  H.  and  Kmmett 
towtd  it  ov)  r  to  th('  place  wh<re  It  will 
rest  pending  the  rtpair  of  the  draw.

To  as- 
semViie  men  and  nuiterial,  and  to  ftnally 
move  an  WlO-ton  structure  over  water, 
practically  between  Sunday  and  Tuesday 
♦  vonlngH,  Is  considered  a  pretty  good  rec- 
ord and  on*  that  has  b#en  of  much  In- 
tf-rest    to  engineers   ivn<l   vesselmen. 

With  the  llxed  span  out,  there  is  a  170- 
foot  ehanntl  with  from  twenty-five  to 
tliirty  feet  of  water  aiul  a  -'30-foot  chan- 
nel  with  at  hast  nineteen  fe<'t  of  water. 

The-  steamer  Wells  w;is  the  first  boat 
through  i»fter  the  span  was  taken  out.

INDEPENDENT  VOTERS. 

While  tlic  independent  voter  is  a  power  in  polite 
the  only  real  power  among  the  voters,  for  that  matter— 


MUNICIPAL  OWNERSHIP. 

M.  E.  IngalLs,  one  of  thp  members  of  the  committee 
of  the  national  civic  federation  sent  abroad  to  investi- 
gate municipal  ownership,  returned  recently,  and  m  in- 
terviews gave  some  of  hi.s  observations  on  the  subject. 

lie  said  that  while  in  Glasgow.  Manchester  and 
Liverpool  the  system  works  admirably,  and  is  looked 
upon  as  a  public  benefit,  in  certain  other  places  sentiment 
is  the  otiier  way. 

And  of  cour.se,  while  he  doe.>  not  say  so,  it  all  depends 
upon  the  management.  Municipal  enterprises,  under 
proper  management  and  freed  absolutely  from  political 
entanglements,  should  be  as  successful  and  as  profitable 
as  private  enterprises. 

Under  poor  management,  and  hampered  with  politi- 
cal aflfiliations,  municipal  ownership  would  be  a  fail- 
ure. So  would  private  ownership,  if  it  had  to  submit  to 
such  cnctunbrancts.  Nor  is  private  ownership  e.xempt 
from  similar  ailments.  Often  the  management  of  public 
service  corporations  comes  into  the  hands  of  men  who

much    of    his    effectiveness    is    lost    because    he    and    his 
fellows  are  not  organized. 

An  attempt  is  being  made  in  Michigan  to  put  the 
independent  vote  into  tangible  form,  and  the  result 
will  be  watched  with  great  interest.  It  is  not  proposed 
to  form  a  new  party,  or  to  seek  to  win  any  of  the 
voters  away  from  the  parties  to  which  they  hold  more 
or  less  allegiance. 

The  plan  is  merely  to  organize  in  the  interests  of 
good  government  and  good  citizenship,  and  to  let  the 
members  of  the  organization  work  within  their  own 
parties.  The  organization  is  to  be  known  as  the  "Pro- 
gressive Voters'  league,"  and  it  is  proposed  to  organize 
the  state  by  securing  signers  to  an  enrollment  card  con- 
taining the  following  statement  of  principles: 

Bflloving  that  the  people  should  control  the  gov- 
ek-nment  of  Michigan.  I  hert-by  enroll  myself  as  one 
In  .sympathy  with  tlio  purposes  of  the  progre-s.-^lvo 
voters'  leiiguo,  whhh  I  understand  to  be  as  follows: 
To  secure  majority  rule;  to  stop  corporate  and 
corrupt  rule;  to  bring  about  the  direct  responsi- 
bility of  elected  offlflals  to  t-lectors  by  freeing  tliem 
from  subserviency  to  corporate  and  tln:in(i;il  Influ- 
ences by  the  adoption  of  the  principles  of  direct 
legislation;  homo  rule  (including  the  right  of  tho 
people  of  each  locality  to  decide  whether  thoy  will 
have  public  ownership  of  public  utlllti<>s  or  grant 
franchises);  efficient  non-partisan  civil  service.  I 
will  exert  my  Influence  to  secure  a  legislature  and 
non-partisan  eonslilutlonal  convention  free  from 
tho  domination  of  the  railroads  and  other  public 
utility  corporatlon.s,  and  to  .support  candidates  whose 
character  and  Intelligence  guarantee  that  their 
endorsement  of  tho  above  principles  will  bo  faith- 
fully  observed. 

In  any  state  which  is  not  absolutely  controlled  by 
one  party  or  the  other  such  a  league  could  dictate  the 
policies  of  both  parties. 

The  independent  vote  in  such  a  state  is  large  enough 
to  swing  any  election.  By  independent  is  not  meant 
those  belonging  to  no  party,  but  those  members  of  the 
two  chief  parties  who  care  more  for  principle  than  for 
party,  and  more  for  good  government  than  for  the 
political  profit  of  the  bosses. 

The  partisan  voter  is  the  one  that  votes  for  his  party 
and  its  candidates  whether  they  are  right  or  wrong, 
good  or  bad.  It  is  such  an  unintelligent  vote  as  this 
that  gives  the  bosses  their  power  to  betray  public  in- 
terests to  selfish  interests,  to  barter  the  common  good 
for  their  own  protfi.  It  is  the  independent  voters  who 
prevent  such  infamous  negotiations  by  refusing  to  vote 
for  the  candidates  of  their  party  unless  they  are  the 
right  kind  of  candidates  and  own  the  right  kind  of 
principles. 

Of  course  such  an  organization  as  the  one  proposed 
in  Michigan  is  attended  with  danger.  If  it  once  ap- 
peared that  it  was  being  used  for  selfish  purposes,  its 
usefulness  would  be  at  an  immediate  end.  But  so  long 
as  it  works  with  a  mind  single  to  the  attainment  of  the 
common  good  it  will  be  a  useful  and  practical  organi- 
zation. 


wield  their  power  for  their  own  profit,  and  in  this  event 
the  stockholders  are  certain  to  get  the  worst  of  it. 
Such  cases  might  tend  to  prove  that  private  ownership 
is  a  failure,  but  they  do  not,  any  more  than  isolated 
cases  of  poorly  managed  municipal  plants  prove  that 
municipal   ownership   is   a   failure. 

Uuluth  is  very  well  satisfied  with  municipal  owner- 
ship as  far  as  it  has  gone,  and  it  has  reason  to  be.  But 
instead  of  letting  its  municipal  water  and  light  plants 
get  into  the  hands  of  politicians,  the  city  has  placed 
them  under  the  direction  of  non-partisan  boards  com- 
posed of  business  men,  and  employment  in  the  depart- 
ment is  under  civil  service  rules.  The  result  is  that 
the  plants  are  Well  managed,  the  service  is  excellent, 
prices  are  moderate,  and  the  plants  are  financially 
solvent. 

This  city  would  no  sooner  think  of  putting  its  water 
plant  into  private  ownership  than  it  would  of  turning 
over'  its  fire  department  to  a  corporation  and  giving  it  a 
franchise  to  carry  on  the  business  of  fire  protection. 
Both  are  public  .services,  and  there  is  no  more  reason 
why  water  should  be  supplied  by  private  concerns  than 
there  is  why  fire  protection  should  be  supplied  in  such 
a  manner. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  the  mention  of  the  term 
"Municipal  ownership"  does  not  now  cause  the  alarms 
that  it  used  to  cause,  when  private  owners  of  public 
utilities  were  busily  creating  in  the  breasts  of  the  tax- 
payers fears  of  unknown  horrors  that  would  come  from 
municipal  ownership.  Certain  enterprises  like  the  fur- 
nishing of  water  and  light  are  almost  universally  con- 
trolled by  the  municipalities.  Soon  municipal  owner- 
ship of  other  public  utilities  like  telephones  and  street 
railways  will  be  as  common,  and  public  ownership  of 
ice  plants,  slaughterhouses  and  other  public  service  con- 
cern will  be  much  more  common.

POSTOFFICES  AND  GROWTH. 

When  the  Republican  candidate  for  governor  of 
Minnesota  sounded  the  keynote  of  his  campaign  shortly 
after  the  state  convention,  he  showed  that  it  was  his  in- 
tention to  make  the  claim  that  Minnesota  is  not  grow- 
ing, that  the  agricultural  sections  are  going  backward 
instead  of  forward,  and  that  therefore  an  active  cam- 
paign   lor    slate    development    waa    needed. 

The  Herald  promptly  showed,  by  the  last  state  census, 
that  this  statement  was  untrue,  and  that  nearly  all  the 
agricultural  portions  of  the  state  are  growing,  particu- 
larly those  of  Northern  Miiinesota. 

Mr.  Cole  has  unfortunately  missed  the  point  of  the 
state  development  campaign  in  which  every  citizen  of 
Minnesota  should  be  engaged,  regardless  of  his  politics 
or  of  who  is  to  be  elected  governor  next  November. 

The  point  is  not  that  Miiuiesota  is  not  growing,  for 
it  is,  in  every  way,  industrially,  commercially  and  agri- 
culturally. But  it  is  not  growing  fast  enough.  In  order 
to  make  it  grow  faster  Xorthern  Minnesota  needs  good 
roads,  an  immigration  campaign,  and  drainage  of  the 
state's  swamp  lands  by  the  .state.  This  is  state  develop- 
ment, and  Northern  Minnesota  has  been  clamoring  for 
it  for  a  couple  of  years. 

Here  is  another  little  item  that  shows  what  Northern 
Minnesota  is  doing.  The  latest  postal  guide,  issued  by 
the  United  States  postoffice  department,  shows  that 
since  December  i,  1905.  the  department  has  established 
thirty-five  postotTices  in  this  state. 

Of  that  number  31,  or  nearly  90  per  cent,  are  located 
in  Northern  Minnesota,  and  the  remainder  in  Central 
or    Soutliern    Minnesota. 

Now  a  new  postnfTice  means  a  new  community,  as  a 
rule.  It  means,  in  most  of  these  cases,  a  community  of 
settlers  who  have  grown  numerous  enough  to  convince 
the  department  of  their  need  of  an  niTice  of  their  own.

HYGIENE  ON  THE  FARM. 

The  figlit  against  consumption  is  spreading  at  a 
most  encouraging  rate,  and  the  general  tendency  to 
make  it  an  organized  and  effective  effort  promises  much 
good  to  the  public  health. 

Dr.  Livingstone  I-'arrand,  secretary  of  the  National 
Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  recently 
returned  from  an  extended  tour  of  certain  rural  regions, 
and  reported  that  the  farmers  arc  alive  to  the  importance 
of  assisting  in  the  work  or  eradicating  the  white  plague. 

It  migiU  be  supposed  that  the  country  districts 
would  be  reasonably  free  from  consumption.  The  average 
farm  house  is  isolated  from  other  buildings,  giving 
fresh  air  ample  access  to  all  sides.  The  farmer  and  his 
family  and  his  employes  live  outdoor  lives,  and  take 
in  daily  plentiful  quantities  of  fresh  air,  the  greatest 
enemy  of  the  germs  of  consumption. 

Yet  the  dread  disease  is  common  in  farming  districts, 
and  often  sweeps  through  whole  families  with  terrible 
certainty,  giving  encouragement  to  the  old-fashioned 
view  that  the  disease  is  inherited.  That  it  is  not  in- 
herited is  well  known  nowadays,  though  it  is  agreed 
that  the  children  of  parents  sickly  from  any  cause  are 
likely  to  be  deficient  in  vitality  and  prone  to  diseases 
which  fatten  on  weakness. 

The  troulile  on  the  farm  is  the  common  habit  of  ex- 
cluding fresh  air  from  the  homes.  The  farmer  is  in- 
clined at  night,  according  to  Dr.  Livingstone— and  any- 
body who  has  lived  on  a  farm  will  bear  hiiu  out— to 
hermetically  seal  his  house  and  to  sleep  in  rooms  to 
which  air  has  no  access  even  in  summer.  Thus  while 
fresh  air  in  abuinlance  may  sweep  all  about  his  home,  it 
seeks  in  vain  to  gain  entrance  upon  its  healthful,  purify- 
ing work. 

Given  a  single  case  of  consumption  in  such  a  home,  ,  M-n.:^,H-^nder«H^.^Bra^ 
and  a  colony  of  germs  is  established  large  enough  to  •'  ■'  .,-,....  i.^..„.,„.„..  m  .  m 
kill  a  regiment  of  people.  Every  unventilated  room 
is  an  ofTer  of  hospitality  to  all  germdoin,  of  which  the 
germs  do  not  hesitate  to  avail  themselves.  Spare  rooms, 
kept  for  company  and  seldom  opened  upon  any  other 
occasion  than  when  the  advent  of  visitors  makes  their 
use  necessary,  may  be  as  fatal  as  a  draught  from  a 
germ  lube.  Stuffy  "parlors."  filled  with  old-fashioned 
hnery  and  kept  in  perpetual  darkness  and  full  of  stagnant 
air  "because  the  sun  fades  the  carpets."  will  become 
fruitful  breeding  places  for  germs,  and  after  a  visit  from 
a  consumptive  are  likely  to  be  as  dangerous  as  a  fever- 
infested  swamp. 

It  is  a  good  thing,  therefore,  that  the  farmers  are 
awakening  to  the  value  of  pure  air  and  the  efficacy  of 
the    fight   against    consumption.

He  Is  well  acquainted 
with  the  country,  and  declares,  as  an 
authority,  that  there  Is  no  slate  In  the 
union  which  is  doing  belter  by  its 
people  than  the  good  oid  state  of 
Kansas.  Today,  in  speaking  of  the 
western  part  of  Kansas,  which  has 
but  recently  opened  up,  he  said: 

"In  the  western  part  of  our  state 
we  are  not  running  as  much  to  corn 
and  hogs  as  other  parts  of  the  sta.le. 
Corn  has  not  become  acclimated,  but, 
of  course,  will  be  in  time,  and  then  if 
farmers  want  lo  enter  that  specialty, 
they  may  do  so.  But  just  now  in  the  : 
west  the  farmers  are  running  lo  wheat 
and  alfalfa,  and  there  is  a  good  profit 
In  each. 

"This  year  Kansas,  I  believe,  will 
produce  close  lo  100,000,000  bushels  of 
wheat.  The  lowest  estimates  made  so 
far  give  the  yield  at  90,000,000  bushels, 
and  I  believe  the  state  will  do  belter 
than  that.  I  guess  even  you  folks  up 
here  will  consider  that  a  bumper  crop, 
won't  you?  Alfalfa  Is  also  in  great 
abundance,  and  the  farmers  are  mak- 
ing money  out  of  It.  Kansas  will  soon 
rival  and  surpass  Minnesota  as  a 
bread  and  butter  state. 

"Dairying  is  getting  to  be  quite  the 
thing  in  Western  Kansas,  and  now  a 
train  known  as  the  Jersey  Special  Is 
running  through  that  part  of  the 
country  for  the  benefit  of  the  dairies. 
Western  Kansas  farmers  are  selling 
thousands  of  gallons  of  milk,  and  I 
would  not  like  to  say  how  much  butter 
every  day. 

"In  Western  Kansas  every  bit  of 
railroad  land  that  is  any  good  Is 
taken  up  and  being  worked.  It  is 
making  Its  holders  rich,  loo,  and  each 
farmer  has  a  good  bank  account.  You 
don't  find  any  poor  farmers  down  our 
way.  And  besides  that,  they  can  get 
the  money  to  carry  on  their  business 
at  6  and  8  per  cent.  The  old  25  per 
cent  days— and  begging  for  it  at  that 
—have  gone,  and  Kansas  and  her 
farmers  are  rich  beyond  the  dreams  of 
avarice.  The  people  who  first  went 
into  the  western  part  got  wiped  out; 
but  that  Is  the  history  of  most  new 
countrie>s.  Those  who  followed  them 
are  making  good  though.  I  shout  for 
Kansas." 


RETIRE  MACARTHUR 

TO  GIVt  WUUO  PLACE. 


Washington,  Aug.  15.— The  war  depart- 
ment order  a.ssigning  Gen.  Arthur  Mac- 
A.nhur  lo  command  temporarily  at  Van- 
couver, in  connection  with  departmental 
gotsip  about  strained  relatiuns  which 
have  existed  since  Ihe  designation  of  Gen. 
Franklin  Bell  to  be  chief  of  staff,  i.s  fol- 
lowed with  suggestions  that  it  may  be 
the  policy  of  President  Roosevelt  to  re- 
I're  Gen.  MacArtliur  in  advance  of  the 
date  when  that  oflicer  necessarily  wouM 
retire  under  the  law.  Only  by  doing  this 
can  President  rtoosevelt  during  ins  terni 
in  the  presidency  place  his  friend,  Gen. 
Leonard  Wood,  at  the  head  of  the  army, 
it  is  asserted. 

Gen.  MacArthur  will  reach  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  general  on  Sept.  14,  on 
v.'hich  date  Gen.  Corbin  retires.  An- 
nouncement already  has  been  made  that 
MacArthur  will  be  named  lo  succeed 
Corbin.  Under  the  law  MacArthur  will 
not  retire  until  June  2,  IDO'J,  a  date  after 
President   Roosevelt's  term  expires. 

The  bill  abolishing  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant general  passed  the  house  in  the 
l.isl  session  and  it  is  lo  be  pressed  in 
the  senate  next  winter.  II  is  now  inli- 
niated  that  so  earnest  is  the  desire  of 
President  Roo.sevell  that  hi.«  former  com- 
panion in  arms  shall  reach  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  general  that  he  has  .signified 
a  purpose  to  veto  the  bill  abolishing  the 
grade  if  it  shall  pass. 

Ihe  only  way  in  which  Wood  could  be 
a(3vanced  to  command   of   the   army  dur- 


ing; the  presidcnt'.s  term  would  be  to  have 
Gen.  MacArthur  retire  a  few  weeks  in 
a<]\ance  of  the  date  of  his  retirement 
I  by  operation  of  law,  and  this  program,  it 
is  said,  has  been  determine<l  upon. 

President  Roosevelt  is  not  criticised  for 
t:>e  naming  of  Gen.  Bell  as  chief  of  staff. 
That  action  is  attributed  to  Secretary 
Taft.  ,It  has  produced  friction  amonar 
all  the  major  generals,  who  rank  Brig. 
Gtn.  Bell,  and  the  military  secretary. 
Maj.  Gen.  Ainsworth,  has  declined  the 
duty  of  signing  orders  from   Bell's  office.

1 
which  is  worth  millions  of  dollars,  and 
which  Is  now  Involvi'd  in  litigation  in  . 
the  district  court  here.  | 

The  letter  lelerred  to  In  the  entry  j 
is  missing  from  the  tiles  of  the  oi'fice, 
having  been  stolen  or  mislaid  since  the 
land  was  known  to  bo  valuable,  but 
scores  of  certilied  copies  of  it  are  In 
existence.  It  states  tiuvt  the  entry  is 
.spurious"    and    •iraudulcnt." 

The  patent  was  Issu.  d  on  the  land, 
in  spite  of  this  notation,  on  April  15, 
18S0. 

Mr.  Megins  claims  that  the  patent 
was  fraudulent,  and  that  the  land 
therefore    reverts    to    the    government.

TO  HOLD  FURTHER  RACES. 

Results  at  Marblehcad  Are  Not  Regarded 
as  Conclusive. 

Marblehcad,  Ma.s.s.,  Aug.  15.— In  a  most 
uncertain  breeze  the  Cod,  owned  by  Dr. 
Morton  Prince  of  Boston,  won  the  sec- 
ond of  the  trial  races  fur  the  selection 
of  the  defenders  of  the  Roosevelt  cup. 
The  Caramba.  own-d  by  C.  H.  W.  Kosti-r, 
was  a  close  second,  wliilw  Clieewlnk  v  1. 
the  entry  of  F.  G.  MacComber,  was 
third. 

The  results  of  the  cup  race  for  the 
defenses  of  the  Roosevelt  cup  being  re- 
garded as  somewhat  Inconclusive,  the  re- 
gatta committee  of  the  Eastern  Yacht 
club  last  night  decided,  at  the  soliciia- 
tlons  of  some  of  the  owners  of  the  boats, 
to  hold  two  races  a  day  for  the  next  two 
days.

FIRST  INSURANCE  CASL 

Before  Court  In  San  Francisco— Insur- 
ance Attorney  Threatens. 

San  Francisco,  Aug.  15.— The  first 
of  the  insurance  cases  Involving  the 
earthquake  clause  was  called  for  trial 
yesterday  by  Sucperior  Judge  Hebard. 
The  case  is  that  of  the  Rosenthal  Shoe 
company  against  the  Williamsburg  In- 
surance company.  The  attorney  for 
the  insurance  people  asked  that  the 
case  be  not  .set  for  trial  until  oppor- 
tunity would  be  given  the  Judges  to 
mutually  arrange  with  tho  Insurance 
companies  for  a  test  case.  Ho  said 
that  the  insurance  companies  would 
demand  a  Jury  trial  in  each  case  and 
unless  proper  arrangements  were  made 
for  a  test  case,  tho  courts  would  bo 
occupied  for  years  in  hearing  insur- 
ance litigation. 

The  attorney  for  tho  plaintiff  de- 
clared that  there  were  points  of  fact 
in  this  connection  that  could  not  be 
settled  by  a  test  case.  The  court  then 
asked  tho  insurance  attorney  If  he 
waived  a  Jury  trial  and  was  answered 
••no." 

Tho  Judge  then  asked:  "Do  you  de- 
mand a  jury  trial?",  but  could  not  get 
a  direct  answer.  The  attorney  for  the 
shoe  company  then  announced  that  to 
save  time  he  would  formally  demand 
a  Jury  trial.  The  case  was  set  for 
Aug.  27.

Northome,  Minn..  Aug.  16.— (Special  to 
the  Herald.)— John  Deltz  of  Cameron  dam 
fame,  has  a  conteniporaiy  In  Northome, 
in  the  person  of  Aad  A.  Tone,  a  local  at- 
terney.  Backus  &  Brooks,  In  putting  in  a 
fepur  to  Bartlett  hike,  have  trespassed  on 
land  belonging  to  Mr.  Tone,  by  cutting 
down  his  tinilxr  and  grading  and  pre- 
pjiring  the  land  for  railroad  purposes. 
They  also  constructed  a  dam  on  his  prem- 
ises to  .stop  a  stream  of  water,  that  the 
level  of  Bartlett  lake  would  be  raised  so 
they  could  Jloat  their  logs  to  the  landing 
at  the  shore.  Tone  served  notices  on  the 
company  and  required  settlement  for  the 
use  of  iiis  land  and  for  damage  done  to  It. 
It  la  understood  that  It.  L..  llorr,  secre- 
tary of  the  lumber  company,  agreed  to 
have  terms  of  settlement  delivered  to  Mr. 
Tone  and  as  they  failed  to  do  this.  Tone 
fUled  trees  across  tho  right-of-way  that 
had  been  cut  and  graded,  posted  notices 
of  trespa.ss,  and   blew   up  the  dam. 

Tlie  company,  which  Is  locally  repre- 
scnied  by  W.  Stack,  rebuilt  their  dam. 
but  this  time  they  put  it  on  some  state

:  armed  then;  with  Winche.stt  rs,  to  see 
I  that  it  docs  not  meet  the  fate  that  be- 
fell the  other  dam.

Farmers,  as    Well    as 

Seedsmen,  Oppose  Free 

Distribution. 

Washington.  Aug.  14.— Indications  are 
that  the  congressional  free  eetd  «i3- 
tribution  will  be  fought  more  bitterly 
next  session  than  ever  before.

The  opinion  generally  prevails  that 
the  Vatican  seeks  to  create  a  situa- 
tion compelling  the  govt-rnment  to 
enter  into  negotiations  for  some  form 
of  church  organization  that  will  be 
acceptable  to  the  state.  However, 
there  is  no  indication  of  the  govern- 
ment's intention  to  move  in  that 
direction.  The  government  journals 
.strongly  disapprove  of  the  encyclical. 
The    Temps   says: 

"The  re.solutlon  to  afflict  ail 
friends  of  religious  peace  is  very  ap- 
parent. Uncompromlsingness  domi- 
nates pontifical  circles.  An  immense 
majority  of  reasonable  French  Cath- 
olles  desired  the  benefit  of  the  lib- 
eral provisitms  of  the  sej-aration  law. 
It  goes  without  saying  that  the  pon- 
tifical decision  will  not  ohanere  the 
sentiment  of  the  lll>t-i;al  minded 
French  who  above  all  whsh  for  re- 
ligious peace.  The  soparatiott  law 
contains  broad  and  toUrant  disposi- 
tions and  is  accepted  as  such  by  un- 
prejudiced men.  The  anti-elerleals 
even  raise  objections  to  the  liberality 
of  the  law.  One  wonders  at  the 
hopeless  chimera  to  whUh  the  pope 
is  now  clinging.  The  only  outcome 
of  pontifical  n  slstance  is  that  the 
church  herself  deprives  her  devotees 
of  the  worship  to  which  they  are 
attached  by  old  cu.«itoms.

Sault  .Ste.  Marie— The  supreme  court 
having  affirmed  the  conslltutlonalltv  of 
the  specific  tax  law  of  1883.  the  Mlchl- 
gan-Lako  Superior  Power  company  of 
the  Lake  Superior  corporation  will  con- 
tinue to  escape  local  taxation,  merely 
paying  the  nominal  fee  of  Jo.OOO  annu- 
ally to  the  state  for  the  privilege  of 
conducting  Its  business  at  Sault  fete. 
Marie,  tho  scene  of  Its  operations,  -yn^i 
higher  tribunal  affirms  the  opinion  of 
Circuit  Judge  Steere.  denying  a  writ 
of  mandamas  to  Charles  b.  Beadle,  a 
nroDerty  owner  at  the  Soo,  to  compel 
the  assessors  to  place  the  water  power 
canal,  power  house  and  other  property 
of  the  company  on  the  local  assess- 
ment rolls.  Although  the  holdings  con- 
cerned are  valued  at  severa  million 
dollars,  the  company  has.  since  i!«)», 
paid  to  the  state  1  per  cent  on  a  capi- 
tal of  $500,000.  In  lieu  of  all  other

The  law  was  attacked  bv  Beadle  on 
the  ground  that  the  legislature  could 
not  fix  the  capital  of  a  corporation  as 
a  basis  for  computation  of  specific  tax;

Guns  and  knives  are  said  to  have  played 
a  part  In  what  was  almost  an  old-fash- 
loned  mutiny  on  board  the  .«teamer  North 
West  on  her  last  trip  up  the  lakes.  Ac-

The  affair  grew  out  of  a  disagreement 
between  the  firemen  and  the  house  stew- 
ard the  former  claiming  that  they  were 
not  being  fed  in  a  proper  manner  The 
Hteward  was  a  Spaniard,  with  the  ex- 
citable blood  of  his  race,  and  when  one 
of  the  firemen  made  a  Pe"^""?,'  P%fv;J 
concerning  the  food  served,  lett  ng  flow 
a  larije  volume  of  picturesque  lanBuag'.\ 
the  .Spaniard  flew  Into  a  rage  and  pulled 
a  revolver,  threatening  to  do  all  sorts  of 
things  to  the  person  of  the  coal  sUnger. 

It  appears  the  other  firemen  had  a  poor 
opinion  of  the  steward  for  they  rallied 
to  the  support  of  their  friend,  and  t\%o  or 
three  of  them  drew  knives.  A  woray 
battle  ensued,  and  the  weapons  might 
have  been  brought  into  actual  use  \?  the 
captain  had  not  appeared  on  the  sceiie 
with  a  gun  of  his  own.  He  succeeded  in 
restoring  order  for  the  time  being,  and 
the   men  went   back  to  their  fl"'irters. 

When  the  boat  arrived  in  Duluth  last 
evening  with  3A  passengers,  the  firemen 
as.serted  that  tlu-y  would  quit  work  unless 
the  steward  was  discharged,  lo  further 
complicate  the  situation,  the  French 
cooks  sided  with  the  Spaniard,  and  said 
that  if  he  were  compelled  to  leave,  ttiey 
would  go  with  him.  Then  one  of  the 
waiters  tried  to  prevail  upon  his  brother- 
workers  to  join  in  a  sympathetic  strike 
for  one  side  or  the  other,  but  was  un- 
successful. He  was  a  diminutive  stirt  of 
a  fellow,  and  his  actions  caused  a  lot  of 
amusement  among  the  pas.sengers.  Stand- 
ing on  the  top  of  a  barrel  he  gesticulated 
until  hl.s  arms  nearly  fiew  from  their 
sockets,  and  harangu»-d  the  c%wd  until 
he  was  hoarse. 

The  steward  finally  quit  of  his  own  ac- 
cord, and  the  trouble  ended  by  all  the 
men  Involved  going  l)ack  to  work.

The  suggestion  is  made

Blueberry    Bread. 

Sift  together  a  quart  of  flour,  two 
heaping  teaspoonfuls  baking  powder 
and  a  level  teaspoonful  salt.  Turn  m 
cold  milk  enough  to  make  a  stiff  batter; 
then  add  two  cupfuls  blueberries  or 
huckleberries  that  have  been  washed 
and  dried,  then  dredged  with  flour. 
Bake  1  na  square,  shallow  pan  and 
break,  not  cut.    Eat  hot  with  butter. 

Blueberry    Gems. 

Beat  to  a  cream  a  half  cup  each  but- 
ter and  sugar,  then  add  one  beaten 
egg  and  beat  again.  Add  tow-thirds  of 
a  cup  of  sweet  milk,  then  a  cup  and 
three-fourths  of  flour  sifted,  with  a  tea- 
spoonful  and  a  half  of  baking  powder. 
Beat  well,  add  a  cupful  of  the  washed 
and  floured  berries  and  bake  in  hot  but- 
tered gem  pans  about  half  an  hour. 

Gruham    Huckleberry     Puffs. 

Beat  the  yoke  of  a  large  egg.    Add  to 
it  a   saltspoonful   of  salt  and  a  cupful 
of    milk,    mixing    thoroughly.      Beat    In 
gradually  three-fourths     cupful     wHeat  i 
fk)ur,  a  cup  and  a  half  graham  flour,! 
one    cup    Ice    cold    milk    or    water    and , 
one-half    cup      floured     berries.     When 
smooth    and   foamy   fold   in   the   stiffly 
beaten    white    of    the    egg.      Have    the 
muffin   irons    hot,    fill    about   one-third 
full  of  batter  and   bake  In  a  hot  oven 
for   twenty   minutes. 

Huckleberry,  Pancakes. 

Sour  milk  Is  best  for  these,  though 
sweet  milk  and  baking  powder  will 
answer.  It  Is  a  good  idea  to  make  the 
batter  of  flour  and  sour  milk  In  the 
evening,  let  it  stand  over  night,  adding 
soda,  salt,  berries  and  eggs  in  the 
morning.  To  make  them,  sift  together 
two  cupfuls  of  flour  already  once  sifted 
and  two  scant  cups  of  sour  milk.  In 
the  morning  stir  In  one  teaspoonful 
soda,  a  half  teaspoonful  salt,  the  yolk 
of  two  well  beaten  eggs  and  a  cuprul 
or  more  huckleberries  dredged  with 
flour.  If  the  batter  seems  too  thin 
add  a  little  more  flour  and  fold  in  the 
stiffly  whipped  whites  of  the  eggs.  Bake 
on  a  hot  griddle  well  greased.  These 
cakes  may  be  made  without  eggs  and 
will  be  even  more  tender.

New    England    Huckleberry    Pudding. 

Mix  together  two  quarts  warm  milk, 
three-fourths  cup  finely  chopped  suet, 
two  table.spoonfuls  molasses,  a  half 
teaspoonful  each  soda  and  salt,  and 
enough  Indian  meal  to  make  a  stiff  bat- 
ter. Add  at  the  last  two  eggs,  wiiites 
and  yolks  beaten  separately,  and  a 
quart  of  huckleberries  dredged  with 
flour.  Boil  two  and  a  half  hours  In  a 
buttered  bag  or  mould,  never  allowing 
the  water  to  stop  boiling,  and  serve 
hot  with  foamy  sauce. 

Huckleberrj'    Mould   for   Invalids. 

Cook  the  berries  with  a  llltle  water 
until  the  skins  are  mushy.  Strain, 
sweeten  to  taste,  thicken  with  a  little 
flour  or  cornstarch,  turn  into  a  mould 
and  set  on  the  Ice  to  harden.  Serve 
with  whipped  cream,  If  cream  is  al- 
lowed, though  it  is  very  palatable 
without  any  sauce.  This  is  said  to  be 
the  best  fruit  to  use  where  there  is  a 
lack  of  gastric  juice,  but  the  berries 
should  be  put  through  a  sieve. 

Huckleberry    Gingercake. 

Put  Into  a  pan  one  cupful  New  Or- 
leans molasses  and  a  cupful  of  sour 
milk.  Add  a  heaping  teaspoonful 
soda  and  stir  until  tho  foaming  ceases. 
Adu  butter  the  size  of  an  egg.  a  pinch 
of  salt  and  a  teaspoonful  ginger. 
Lastly,  turn  "  Into  the  batter  enough 
flour  to  mix  very  soft,  and  a  cupful 
washed,  dried  and  dredged  berries. 
Bake  in  a  moderate  oven. 

Huckleberries  can  be  added  to  any 
plain  cake.  In  the  same  way  raisins 
are  used,  allowing  a  cupful  to  a  loaf 
of  cake. 

Huckleberry    Bread    Pudding. 

Line  a  buttered  pudding  dish  with 
buttered  bread  cut  in  half-inch  slices. 
Take  off  the  crust-s  and  fit  the  bread 
to  the  dish.  Fill  with  huckleberries, 
and  sprinkle  over  them  sugar  and  the 
juice  and  grated  rind  of  a  lemon. 
Cover  with  fitted,  buttered  slices  of 
bread,  set  the  dish  In  a  pan  of  hot 
water,  cover  and   bake  In  a  hot  oven

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AS  TO  JURY  VERDICTS. 

Down  in  the  C.eort?ia  legislature,  which  has  been  in 
session  this  hot  weather  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  all 
other  legislatures  are  taking  their  •  summers  quietly,  a 
bill  was  recently  introduced  providing  that  a  verdict  may 
b«  returned  in  any  case  upon  a  three-fourths  vote  of  a 

petit  jury.    - 

It  may  not  pass.  It  probably  will  not  pass,  because 
it  is  a  radical  change  from  ancient  custom,  and  a  change 
that  will  come  but  slowly  if  it  comes  at  all. 

But  nevertheless  it  is  a  change  that  many  people  will 
favor,  lawyers  and  clients  and  judges  alike,  and  it  is  not 
at  all'  improbable  that  a  better  brand  of  justice  will  be 
worked  out  ol  the  jury  system  in  that  way  than  is  pos- 
sible with  the  present  rule  that  verdicts  must  be  unani- 
mous. .  . 
Possibly  such  a  change  should  apply  only  to  civil 
cases,  leaving  the  criminal  cases  to  result  in  verdicts 
only  upon  unanimous  votes.  But  the  necessity  of  secur- 
ing a  full  vote  in  civil  cases  results  in  injustice  as  often 
as  it  does  in  justice. 

Where  a  case  is  submitted  to  a  jury  after  a  long 
trial,  and  the  jury  disagrees  with  one,  two  or  three 
jurors  hanging  out  against  all  the  rest,  it  is  one  of 
the  most  discouraging  outcomes  possible.  All  the  labor 
and  expense  of  the  trial  has  gone  for  nothing.  Unless, 
perchance,  a  settlement  can  be  effected,  it  must  be  all 
done  over  again,  and  in  tlie  meantime  witnesses  may 
die  or  escape,  evidence  may  be  lost,  or  by  other  means 
justice  may  be  defeated   through   the   delay. 

Another  result  in  civil  cases  is  the  compromise  ver- 
dict, which  is  seldom  just  and  often  absurd.  Some  years 
ago  a  child  was  terribly  injured  by  a  street  car  in  Du- 
luth. The  only  issue  was  whether  or  not  the  company 
was  liable.  If  it  was,  the  child's  parents  were  entitle.l 
to  a  substantial  verdict.  If  it  was  not,  they  were  entitled 
to  nothing.  After  being  out  some  time  the  jury  returned 
a  verdict  for  $150  damages,  which  the  court  promptly 
set  aside,   ordering  a   new   trial. 

The  result  was  reached,  according  to  the  confession 
of  a  juror,  by  getting  an  average  of  the  amounts  the 
different  jurors  wanted  to  give.  As  a  number  of  them 
did  not  believe  the  street  railroad  company  to  be  liable, 
their  votes  were  represented  by  zero,  and  this  brought 
the  average  down  to  the  ridiculous  sum  mentioned, 
which  the  jury  gravely  produced  as  its  verdict.  This 
method  of  reaching  verdicts  is  very  common  in  damage

On  the  whole,  in  civil  cases  at  least,  it  seems  likely 
that  the  three-fourths  verdict  would  give  better  results 
than  the  present  unanimous  verdict,  with  its  mistrials 
and  miscarriages  of  justice. 


Arkansas  in  50  out  of  75;  Florida  in  30  out  of  45  towns; 
Georgia  has  prohibition  in  the  entire  state  except  four 
cities;  Louisiana  in  20  out  of  50  counties;  Maryland  in 
15  out  of  24  counties;  Mississippi  tn  71  out  Of  75  coun- 
ties; Missouri  in  84  out  of  115  counties;  North  Carolina 
in  60  out  of  90  counties;  South  Carolina  in  the  whole 
state  except  ten  cities  where  the  traffic  is  under  the 
state  dispensary  system;  Texas  in  120  out  of  240  coun- 
ties; Virginia  in  55  out  of  106  counties. 

Many  Northern  states  have  county  option  laws,  and 
in  most  of  them  that  have  none  there  is  a  strong  senti- 
ment in  favor  of  them.  Minnesota  has  none,  but  at 
every  session  of  the  legislature  a  county  option  bill  is 
introduced,  and  ultimately  the  country  members  will 
succeed  in  securing  the  adoption  of  such  a  law. 

Recently  in  the  Republican  state  convention  in  Ten- 
nessee a  strong  resolution  was  adopted  endorsing  the 
local  option  law  as  having  resulted  in  decreased  drunk- 
enness, and  favoring  its  further  extension.  In  that 
state  70  out  of  96  counties  prohibit  liquor  selling. 

The  strong  trend  of  the  South  toward  prohibition  is 
explained  plausibly  by  the  statement  that  it  is  dictated 
largely  by  a  desire  to  keep  liquor  away  from  the  negroes. 
White  men  make  beasts  of  themselves  with  liquor  as 
well  as  black  men.  but  whether  it  is  justified  or  not  it 
is  the  fact  that  the  South  favors  prohibition  because  it 
fears  drunken  negroes. 

So  in  his  desire  to  protect  himself  from  intoxicated 
negroes  running  amuck,  the  white  man  of  the  South 
does  himself  a  real  service  by  removing  from  his  own 
reach  the  temptation  to  drink.  There  is  so  much  talk 
about  the  Southerner  and  his  mint  juleps  that  this  show- 
ing of  the  strength  of  prohibition  in  his  part  of  the 
country  is  astonishing  to  many. 

It  will  be  noted  that  few  of  these  states  have  com- 
plete prohibition,  though  several  of  the  Northern  states 
have  such  laws,  like  Maine,  Kansas,  Iowa  and  North 
Dakota.  On  the  whole  the  local  option  system,  leaving 
it  to  the  vote  of  the  counties,  seems  best.  Minnesota 
has  a  law  under  which  village  and  townships  can  vote 
"no  license,"  and  there  seems  to  be  considerable  demand 
for  a  county  option  law.

A  PLEASANT  PROBLEM. 

A  young  man  opened  up  an  interesting  discussion 
recently  when  he  wrote  to  the  New  York  Sun  for  ad- 
vice. He  said  that  his  home  is  in  a  pleasant  little  West- 
ern city  and  that  he  had  lately  come  into  an  income  of 
$5,000  a  year.  "Would  you  advise  me,"  he  asked,  "to  try 
to  make  more  or  to  live  upon  what  I  have,  doing  the 
best  I  can  with  it  for  myself  and  others?" 

Since  then  numerous  correspondents  have  been  pour- 
ing their  letters  in  upon  the  Sun,  offering  the  young 
man  more  kinds  of  advice  than  he  could  possibly  have 
hoped  for.  So  many  kinds  arc  there  that  very  likely  he 
will  be  about  as  well  off  as  he  was  when  he  started. 

Advice  is  the  cheapest  thing  there  is,  and  though  it  is 
sometimes  the  most  valuable,  an  enormous  proportion  of 
it  is  utterly  wasted.  Most  people  when  they  ask  advice 
do  not  seek  it  in  good  faith.  They  have  formed  opinions, 
and  what  they  really  want  is  to  have  s<miebody  approve 
them  and  back  them  up.  Those  honestly  seeking  advice 
usually  get  so  many  kinds  that  they  are  as  much  in 
doubt  at  the  end  as  they  were  in  the  beginning. 

In  this  case,  however,  the  greater  part  of  the  advice, 
in  fact  nearly  all  of  it,  was  to  the  effect  that  the  young 
man  ought  to  sit  tight  on  what  he  has  and  try  to  make 
the  most  of  it,  rather  than  to  put  it  into  enterprises  with 
the   hope   that   they   would   increase   it. 

That  amount  of  money  coming  in  every  year  is  a 
pretty  comfortable  income  for  a  young  man.  It  will 
support  him  in  comfort,  even  in  some  degree  of  luxury. 
If  his  tastes  run  to  traveling,  it  will  give  him  all  he 
wants,  upon  a  reasonable  scale.  He  could  give  pleasure 
to  himself,  and  to  others.  If  his  desire  to  benefit  his 
fellows  took  the  form  of  philanthropy,  he  could  live  com- 
fortably and  still  have  money  left  with  which  to  soften 
the  hard  lot  of  the  poor  and  the  afflicted.  In  short,  so 
far  as  income  is  concerned,  he  would  have  enough  to 
satisfy  all  reasonable  and  wholesome  needs.  Why  should 
he  want  more? 

But  whatever  he  did,  it  would  be  fatal  to  abandon 
himself  to  the  idle  pursuit  of  pleasure.  He  must  have 
some  occupation,  and  if  he  could  find  no  other  would 
be  far  better  off  in  trying  to  make  more  money  than 
he  would  in  doing  nothing.  If  he  could  find  some  use- 
ful hobby,  that  would  not  impoverish  him  but  would 
give  him  an  aim  in  life  and  occupation  for  his  time  and 
energies,  it  would  help  him  very  much. 

But  it  is  a  problem  that  he  will  have  to  settle  for 
himself,  and  a  lot  of  people  will  envy  him  in  his  lot  of 
having  no  worse  a  puzzle  to  deal  with. 


THE  SOURCE. 

Alton  B.  Parker,  whom  some  people  may  remember 
as  a  candidate  for  president  in  1904,  recently  said: 

Not  one  of  the  successful  prosecutions  for  which 
the  existing  administration  Is  now  entitled  to  credit 
Is  based  on  any   new   statute.

All  three  are  right,  and  yet  none  of  the  three  touched 
the  vital  point,  the  spring  from  which  flowed  the  prose- 
cutions and  the  money  that  made  them  possible  and  the 
disposition  to  undertake  them. 

Public  opinion  is  the  moving  force  back  of  it  all.  In 
Mr.  Roosevelt's  first  term  and  in  the  administration  of 
Mr.  McKinley  there  was  no  such  public  opinion  as  there 
has  been  of  late.  There  was  discontent,  it  is  true,  but 
it  was  vague,  disorganized  and  not  quite  certain  what  its 
grievances  were  or  how  to  remedy  them. 

Now,  however,  the  public  is  quite  certain  what  the 
trouble  is,  and  is  much  more  certain  how  to  get  at  it 
than  it  was  before.  The  public  realizes  that  from  tariff- 
protected  trusts,  aided  by  secret  collusions  with  trans- 
portation companies  by  which  the  trusts  have  had 
numerous  advantages  over  their  competitors,  most  of  its 
troubles  have  come.  The  public,  too.  has  learned  that 
it  was  largely  its  own  fault,  for  permitting  politics  to 
become  a  market  for  special  privileges  sold  by  the  poli- 
ticians to  the  "interests"  at  the  expense  of  the  public  and 


nearly  sending  a  charge  of  shot  aft^r  the 
pup.  I  thought  of  some  dogs  I  had  seen 
spoiled  that  way,  however,  and  didn  t  do 
It.

Superior   Assembly 

Proves  Interesting. 

Professor  Blaisdell  and 

Charles  Payne  Are  the 

Speakers. 


Yesterday's  session  of  the  Superior 
assembly  was  opened  at  8:45  a.  m.  with 
flevotlonal  exercises  conducted  by  Kev. 
Ha-rry  Milford. 

At  9  o'cioclc  Professor  Blaisdell  de- 
livered the  sc'ODiul  of  his  lectures  on 
"Consecutive  Old  Testament  Hib- 
fory."  At  the  outset  he  endeavored  to 
Oiake  clear  that  Christianity  did  not 
depend  upon  a  knowKdge  of  the  his- 
torical facts  of  the  I{ll)le,  but  upon  a 
inan's  willingnt-ss  to  follow  God's  lead- 
ing. A  knowledge  of  how  God  ltd  the 
Hebrews  into  a  hight-r  and  better  con- 
ception of  tiod  would  help  the  ChriS' 
tlan  to  understand  how  God  leads  in- 
dividual lives."  he  said.  He  took  up 
tli«  history  of  the  Israelites  from  the 
time  of  their  bondage  in  Egypt  until 
the  time  they  had  established  a  king- 
dom. 

Interesting  discoveries,  he  said, 
bad  been   made  In  recent   years,    which

Following  the  story  of  the  departure 
of  Israel  from  Eg.N-pt  and  the  giving  of 
the  law  to  Moses  upon  Mt.  Sinai, 
Professor  Blaisdell  .«poke  of  an  old  stone 
engraving  wkieh  pictured  a  God  hand- 
ing down  a  law  to  a  king  who  ruled 
a  thousand  years  before  the  time  of 
Mo.ses.  The  old  engraving  showed  that 
the  conception  of  God  as  the  author  of 
law  was  a  very  early  one  and  sul>se- 
quent  religious  history  has  shown  how 
this   conception   has   grown. 

After  tho  Israeli  tis  had  bt?en  led 
into  the  promised  land,  they  were  not 
in

the  tribes,  and  thus  are  found  in  the 
books  of  Joshua,  Judges  and  First 
Samuel,  the  accounts  of  many  local 
heroes,    like    Sampson    and    Gideon.

At  this  point  Prof.  Blaisdell  will 
take  up  the  story  In  his  n^xt  lecture. 
The  course  which  he  is  giving  should 
be  especially  helpful  to  Sunday  school 
teachers  and  workers,  as  It  o<Tnnect3 
the  whole  Hebrew  history,  and  forms 
an  excellent  background  for  Bible 
study. 

Charles  A.  Payne's  lecture  on  "Nat- 
ure's Story  of  Creation"  proved  very 
interesting  and  Instructive.  He  Is  a 
great  lover  of  nature,  and  pictured, 
in  a  vivid  way,  the  processes  bj'  which 
the  glaciers  of  the  Ice  age  had  hol- 
lowed out  the  lakes  of  Wlsctmsln,  and 
how  the  streams  had  for  millions  of 
years  been  cutting  tho  canons  of  the 
liockles. 

Prof.  Blaisdell's  lecture  In  the  even- 
ing on  "A  Trip  Through  Palestine." 
was  well  Illustrated  with  stereoptlcon 
views,  and  showt^  the  audience  scenes 
In  Joppa  and  Jerusalem,

STREAMS 
VERY  LOW 

Sportsmen  Complain  of 

Conditions  Due  to  Lack 

of  Rain. 

Poor  Fishing  is  Expected 

During  Remainder 

of  Season. 


The  trout  streams  about  Duluth, 
In  fact  all  through  Northern  Min- 
nesota and  Wisconsin  are  at  their 
lowest  ebb,  due  to  the  continued 
dry  weather  and  tho  fishing  pros- 
pects are  about  as  bad  as  can  be 
imaginable.  Duluth  sportsmen  that 
have  been  out  recently  to  try  the 
neighboring  streams  report  that  It 
is  useless  to  attempt  to  catch  any 
trout    with    the    water    as    low    as    at 

the    present    time. 

Sucker  river  Is  said  to  have 
dwindled  down  to  a  mere  creek  ani  i 
the  water  is  so  low  in  Le-ster  river 
that  a  person  can  walk  the  river 
bed  dry  shod  for  a  great  many 
miles.  Places     in     the     river     bed 

that  have  been  under  water  the 
season  around  in  the  past  are  said 
to  show  rocky  and  dry  with  now 
and    then    a    shallow    pool. 

The   trout,    it   is   claimed   have    <Via- 
I  appeared,    either    to   seek    the    ieaper 
waters     of     Lake      Superior     or      the 
waters     of     the     feeding     lakes. 

The  neighboring  rivers  Aero  not 
nearly  so  high  this  spring  as  last, 
owing  to  the  open  winter  and  lack 
of  spring  rains.  The  June  rains 
raised  the  water  to  some  extent, 
but  after  the  first  of  July  last 
there  has  been  little  rain  .of  any 
consequence  over  the  entire  district 
drained  by  the  northern  flowing 
streams,  while  in  some  parts  of 
the  district  there  is  almost  a  drouth 
and  the  smaller  streams  have  prac- 
tically   dried    up. 

Local  fishermen  are  feeling  rather 
discouraged  over  the  outlook,  as 
many  of  them  were  planning  on  at 
least  one  more  trip  before  the  trout 
season  closes  Sept.  1.  According  to 
the  present  Indications  there  will 
be  no  more  trout  fishing  this  year, 
at  least  no  legal  fishing  for  even 
were  the  rains  to  raise  the  streams 
and  the  fish  begin  to  come  down 
again  it  would  be  several  weeks,  it 
is  claimed,  before  the  fishing  would 
begin  to  be  any  good,  as  the  high 
water  would  be  full  of  food  for 
trout. 

One  peculiar  ln.stance  involving 
a  trout  catch  is  said  to  have  taken 
place  at  Smlthvllle,  within  the  last 
few  days.  Several'  small  boys  were 
playing  along  a  small  creek  which 
is  not  even  of  a  size  to  designate 
by  a  name  and  In  which  there  is 
scarcely  enough  water  at  present  to 
float  a  chip,  when  they  espied  a 
big  trout  that  had  practically  been 
stranded     when      the       Trater      went 


down.  The  fish  was  cornered  in  a 
small  pool  and  the  boys  caught  it 
with    their    hands. 

According  to  Victor  Dash,  who 
saw  the  trout,  it  measured  14  inches 
from  tip  to  tip.  Mr.  Dash  says  that 
nobody  about  Smithville  ever  heard 
of  any  trout  In  tho  creek  before 
and  the  presence  of  a  fish  of  that 
size,  so  far  from  the  bay  or  any 
other  large  body  of  water,  has  oc- 
casioned   much   surprise. 

Trophy  Season  Ended. 

The  trophy  season  of  the  Duluth  Central 
Gun  club  is  over,  and  no  more  regular 
shoot.s  will  be  held  tliis  year. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  season, 
howe\-er,  practice  shoots  will  probably 
bt!  held  every  Saturday  and  Sunday 
afternoons  at  the  Highland  grounds. 

TO  RELIEVE  " 
THE  STRAIN 

Measures  to  Adjust  Coney 
Island  Trouble— Offi- 
cials Arrested. 

New  York,  Aug.  16.— The  troubles  of  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Tran.slt  company  with 
those  of  its  patrons  who,  since  Sunday, 
have  acted  under  an  opinion  of  Supreme 
Court  Justice  Gaynor  and  refused  to  pay 
two  5-cent  fares  to  Coney  Island,  seemed 
last  night  to  be  nearing  an  amicabie 
adjustmont,  and  It  is  expected  that  by 
Friday  tho  seashore  trafCic  over  the 
Brooklyn  trolley  roads  will  be  under 
something  like  normal  conditions. 

The  company  yesterday  afternoon  adopt- 
ed a  plan  suggested  by  Acting  Mayor 
McGowan,  to  give  a  rebate  receipt  to 
every  person  paying  a  10-cent  fare,  5  cents 
to  be  returned  to  the  holder  If  the  court 
of  appeals  upholds  the  deci.sion  of  Justice 
Gaynor  that  5  cents  is  the  legal  fare  to 
Coney  Island.  It  was  staled  that  the 
company  is  preparing  a  test  case  befoi^e 
the  court  of  appeals.  This  is  regarded  as 
an  act  of  conciliation,  as  the  burden  of 
proof  has  been  held  to  rest  with  tha 
public. 

Justice  Gaynor  himself  helped  to  bring 
about  a  peaceable  solution  of  the  diffi- 
culty yesterday  by  giving  out  an  inter- 
view In  which  ho  advised  everyone  to  pay 
the  double  fare  rather  than  commit  acts 
of  violence. 

Police  Magistrate  Hlgglnbotham  late 
last  night  caused  the  arrest  of  Vice  Presi- 
dent John  F.  Calderwood,  General  Traffic 
Manager  Dow  F.  Smith  and  District  Supt.

More  than  10,000  troops  will  be  here 
during  the  maneuvers.  The  National 
Guard   will  come  In   this  order: 

Aug.  IGth  to  19th— Arkansas,  with 
two   regiments   of   infantry. 

Aug.  19th  to  26th— Kansa.s,  with  two 
regiments  of  Infantry  and  one  battery. 

Aug.  26th  to  Sept.  2d— Missouri, 
with   three  regiments  of  infantry. 

Sept.  1st  to  9th — Iowa,  with  one  regi- 
ment of  infantry  and  one  hospital 
corps.  ,  ^ 

Sept.  23d  to  30th— Oklahoma,  with 
one  regiment  of  infantry,  one  hospi- 
tal corps,  one  signal  and  one  engineer- 
ing coips. 

The  regular  troops  who  will  be  In 
camp  continuously  during  the  two 
months    are    as    follows: 

Infantry— Eighteenth  regiment.  Thir- 
tieth regiment,  Third  Battalion  of  en- 
gineers, one  company  of  the  signal 
corps,  hospital  corps  detachment.  Ap- 
proximate number  of  men,  3,2o0. 

Cavalry — One  squadron  of  tiie  Sec- 
ond regiment,  two  squadrons  of  the 
Ninth  regiment,  Eleventh  regiment,  two 
squadrons  of  the  Thirteenth  regiment. 
Approximate    number    of    men,    3,200. 

Artillery— Second.  Seventh,  Tenth. 
Twentieth,  Twenty-second,  Twenty- 
llfth,  Twenty-nintli  and  Tiiirtieth  bat- 
teries of  field  artillery  and4he  Eleventn 
and  Slxti-entli  (selge)  batferUs  of  tield 
artillery.  Aprroxlmate  number  of  men, 
1.100. 

"I  don't  know  what  I'll  do  If  an  offi- 
cer glvt*s  an  order,"  wrote  one  stail 
officer  to  a  colonel  of  Kansas  militia. 
"I'll  probably  faint  away  or  run,  but 
I'll   do   the  best  I  can." 

The  meeting  promises  to  be  very  In- 
teresting on  account  of  the  rawness 
and  inexperience  of  men  and  oflicers 
of  the  National  Guard  as  suggested  Dy 
the  above  remark. 

The  selection  of  this  post  for  the  m.i- 
neuvers  was  a  happy  one.  The  reser- 
vation has  19,000  acres,  spread  over 
hills  and  level  plain.  The  Republican 
river  on  the  west  and  the  Smoky  Hill 
on  the  south  give  opportunity  for  com- 
pUcattHi  tactics,  while  the  open  farm- 
ing country,  extending  for  miles  In 
every  direction,  makes  the  region  Ideal 
for    marche.s. 

The  fort  Is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the 
West  and  has  for  many  years  beeii  the 
seat  of  the  light  artillery  and  calvary 
school.  It  was  Gen.  Sheridan's  fa- 
vorite among  W'e.stern  posts,  and  he 
contemplated,  when  at  the  head  of  the 
army,  making  It  the  greatest  In  tha 
world. 

The  Kan.saa  farmers  coveted  the  land 
included  In  the  post  and  sent  a  peti- 
tion to  coTigress  a.sklng  that  all  hut  a 
few  hiwidred  acres  be  opened  to  set- 
tlement. Sherld.an  ordered  a  special 
car  and  went  West.  He  came  here 
and  sent  fi)r  the  men  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  petition. 

••What  do  you  want  of  this  land?" 
he   asked. 

'•We   want   to   make   farms  of  It." 
"How    much   of   your    state   Is    culti- 
vated now'/"   Inquired   the  general. 

"About  one  eighth,"  was  the  hesitat- 
ing   response. 

•"Then."  thundered  the  gruff  old  w.ar- 
rlor,  "go  and  cultivate  the  other  sev- 
en eighths  before  you  ask  me  for 
more." 

He  went  back  to  Washington  and, 
appearing  before  the  c<ingn.ss  conunit- 
tees,  urged  larg<'r  apiiriiprlations  and 
the  making  of  this  post  a  military 
school  wherc^  should  be  trained  for 
field  work  the  regiments  stationed  at 
various  points  on  the  plains.  Out  of 
his  work  grew  the  present  maneuvers. 
The  government  ha.s  .si)ent  over  $1,- 
000,000  here  for  buildings  and  the  Im- 
provements needed  for  permanency. 
.  As  much  more  will  be  expended  In  the 
next  three  years  and  then  the  post  will 


rank  with  any  In  the  world,  except  as 
regards  Its  lack  of  fortifications. 

Water  pipes  have  been  laid  in  the 
camp;  the  Union  Pacific  has  built 
extra  tracks  In  order  to  carry  freight 
and  excursionists;  the  postofflce  force 
thas  been  trebled;  the  express  messen- 
ger has  two  extra  assistants— It  all 
means  great  activity  during  the  two 
months  that  the  maneuvers  are  to  con- 
tinue. 

In  the  maneuvers  the  Infantry,  cav- 
alry, light  artillery,  the  commissary, 
quartermaster's  and  medical  depart- 
ment?, as  well  as  the  engineers,  signal 
corps  and  oixlnance  corps,  will  take 
part.  Strategical  and  tactical  prob- 
^lems  will  be  worked  out  In  actual 
practice. 

The  actual  field  work  will  begin 
with  some  explanations  and  reviews. 
The  nvllltla  will  be  Instructed  In  the 
objects  of  the  gathering,  and  there 
will  be  active  field  operations. 

The  maneuvers  will  begin  with  a 
campaign.  In  which  i»4irt  of  the  force 
of  10.000  men  will  endtavor  to  rep.  1  an 
Invading  army.  The  tactical  exercises 
will  relate  to  drilling  men  In  the  use 
of  guns  and  swords,  to  e-ompany,  regi- 
mental and  battalion  niovements  and 
to  giving  support  to  a  company  or 
regiment. 

A  hospital  corps  will  be  attached  to 
each  regiment,  and  will  have  six  beds 
and  everything  needed  for  the  care  of 
the  wounded  men.  Nine  ambulances 
will  be  provided.  The  provisions  for 
the  care  of  the  wounded  win  apply 
to  the  militia  and  regulars  alike.  If 
the  soldiers  do  not  learn  valuable 
lejjsons  In  the  management  of  the  hos- 
pital It  will  be  their  own  fault. 

The  signal  service  will  put  Into  ac- 
tual use  wireless  telegraphy.  Automo- 
biles will  be  employed  for  the  rapid 
transfer  of  supplies  atid  the  repairing 
of  breaks  In  the  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone wires,  which  will,  of  course,  be 
made  by  the  trin)ps  detailed  to  act  as 
the  enemy  at  every  opi>ortunlty.  T\\e 
signal  men  will  be  divided  Into  two 
detachments,  one  to  ^defend  and  the 
other  to  attack. 

The  signal  sc-rvice  expects  to  use  a 
war  balloon  to  get  Information  ot  the 
enemy's    position. 

The  board  of  control  has  been  In 
consultation  for  two  weeks  preparing 
the  outline  for  the  maneuvers.  When 
some  uf  the  well-tailored  .militia  offi- 
cers receive  orders  some  rainy  night 
to  take  their  command  and  critsa  the 
Smoky  Hill  river  the  best  they  can 
without  using  bridges— and  there  Is 
none  for  miles  up  or  down  the  river — 
they  will  think  that  warfare  Is  not 
the   picnic   they  have   suppose*!. 

The  benefits  accruing  to  the  army 
from  the  maneuvers  will  not  be  con- 
fined to  the  staff.  Each  arm  of  the 
service  will  receive  les.sons  that  will 
be  of  value  In  the  event  of  actual 
need. 

The  cavalry  will  be  exercised  In  the 
role  which  modern  warfare  has  as- 
signed to  It— that  of  scouts.  It  will 
liover  on  the  Hanks  and  the  fine  horses 
which  the  mlUtla  ofilcers  have  scoured 
the  West  to  obtain  will  be  well 
wearied  before  the  work  Is  ended. 


Raiiroad,   Smelter   and 

Orchards  and  Farms 

in  Danger. 

Golden,  Col.,  Aug.  16. — Anyone 
who  knows  of  a  good  way  In  which 
to  snub  a  sliding  mountain  can 
sell  this  knowledge  on  favorable 
terms  to  the  Colorado  &  Southern 
railroad. 

A  mile  from  Golden  Is  a  spur  of 
the  Rockies  known  as  North  Table 
mountain.  It  rears  a  square  head 
something  like  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
into  the  atmosphere,  and  Is  a  pretty 
hursky  sort  of  mountain,  taken  all  In 
all. 

For  the  last  two  weeks  a  portion 
of  It  has  taken  to  sliding,  and  the 
railroad  people  have  found  It  neces- 
sary to  keep  a  force  of  100  men 
busy  shoveling  the  mountain  dirt 
off  the  tracks.  So  far  they  have 
been  able  to  keep  ahead  of  the 
slide,  but  even  with  the  aid  of  a 
steam  shovel  the  task  Is  a  difficult 
one. 

A  quarter  of  the  way  up  the 
mountain  runs  a  flume  through 
which  are  conducted  the  waters  of 
Clear  Creek  over  Into  the  farmers' 
Irrigated  lands  to  the  west.  On  one 
slope  lower  down  is  the  Golden 
smelter.  Below  the  ditch  and  above 
the  smelter  runs  the  lilghway,  and 
bordering     this     are     farms. 

Engineers  wiy  that  the  cause  is 
an  unusual  one.  For  down  In  the 
ground  is  a  stratum  of  hard,  dry 
potters'  clay,  smooth  as  glass,  and 
the  great  weight  of  the  earth  rest- 
ing upon  it  Is  simply  causing  the 
mass  to  move  slowly  down  toward 
the   level. 

It  Is  scarcely  an  avalanche,  as  in 
the  mountains  this  term  Is  under- 
stood to  represent  a  sudden  slide 
of     great     masses     of     earth.  The 

only  difference  Is  that  this  moun- 
tain Is  moving  with  almost  imper- 
ceptible    speed,      about      ten      feet     a 

'^The  county  officers  have  already 
expended  thousands  In  trying  to 
keep  the  road  In  passable  condition.

MiNES  HEAT  AND  COLD. 

Nature  Supplies  West  Virginia  Florist 
With  Coal  and  Cold  Storage. 

Fairmont,  W.  Va.,  Aug.  16.— A  florist 
of  this  town  gets  both  heat  and  eold 
from    the    same    mine. 

In  the  engine  room  of  his  plant  a  tun- 
nel four  by  four  feet  leads  Into  a  coal 
mine.  It  Is  provided  with  a  track  and 
a  train  of  cars,  and  thirteen  earlo:ids 
of  coal  are  mined  by  the  engineer  every 
day    for    llie   l«>iler. 

In  tliis  same  tunnel  Is  the  cold  stor- 
age plant.  Nut  one  pound  of  lee  Is  used 
by  the  florist,  yet  flowers  go  to  the  cus- 
tomers in   pert'eet  condition. 

The  excavated  chambers  of  the  mine 
furnish  ideal  cold  storage.  The  little 
railway  runs  throiiK'i  the  greenhou.ses 
an<l  furnishe.s  transportation  facilities 
for   the  department. 

The  temperature  Is  never  less  than 
■15  degrees,  never  more  than  4S  degrees, 
and  does  not  vary  much  at  any  season. 
Cut  flowers  will  keep  perfectly  for  ao 
days    here. 

An  experiment  was  made  with  a 
dozen  carnations.  After  fifteen  days 
tliey  were  taken  from  the  inine,  com- 
pared with  a  like  number  of  freshly  cut 
flower.s  and  found  to  be  In  perfect  con- 
rtition.  Wlien  put  aside  ihey  wilted  one 
day   sooner   ban    the    frcsli   carnations. 

A  potted  plant  ordered  for  a  Klven 
occasion  may  bloom,  too  freely  or  too 
soon;  If  sent  to  the  mine  Its  growth  Is 
arrested  by  the  cold,  even  temperature. 

Little  o.'irs  are  laden  with  flowers  in 
full  bloom  and  run  Into  the  mine,  where 
they  are  kept  perfectly  tmtil  It  Is  time 
todellver    them    to    customers. 

Nolhins  more  lie.iut  if  \il  than  the 
chainlier  of  <  at  flowers  could  l>e  Imag- 
ined. Against  layers  of  black  coal,  car- 
nations in  hoists  llglitcjl  the  gloom. 
Here,  too,  was  .a  lieap  of  violets  await- 
ing   Kaster   morning. 


while  other  portions  are  twisted  and 
heaped  up.  It  has  become  neces- 
sary to  put  up  fence-rail  barricades 
at  night.  Inasmuch  as  no  one  knows 
what  will    happen   within   an    hour. 

The  slide  started  below  the  level 
of  the  ditch,  which  has  not  yet  been 
affected.  Up  above  on  the  moun- 
tainside are  a  number  of  springs^ 
and  these  aro  supposed  to  furnlsn 
the  solvent  which  causes  the  earth 
to  slip  Tho  side  of  the  mountain 
Is    torn    and    seamed    with    great    f.s- 

''"irpolnts  these  are  eight  or  ten  feet 
wide,  giving  the  appearance  of  an 
earthquake.  Every  few  minutes  in 
some  spot,  there  Is  a  loosening  of  the 
overhanging  earth,  a  dull  thud  and 
new  fls.sure8  appear  on  the  mountain- 
side, with  a  fence  gone  here  and  a 
part  of  the  road  there.  v.»    «„ 

The  smelter  was  thought  to  be  in 
danger  of  joining  in  the  slide,  but  the 
work  done  by  the  railroad-men  has  so 
far  protected  it.  These  men  say  that 
they  cannot  think  of  any  way  of  solv- 
ing the  problem,  but  to  keep  right  on 
moving  away  the  dirt  as  fast  as  It 
comes  and  loading  the  mountain  piece- 
meal   on    the    trains    and    carrying     It 

^ Tnfthe  south  slope  James  Taylor  had 
a  fine  orchard.  Trees,  earth  and  all 
have  been  corralled  In  the  slide,  and 
the  orchard  Is  several  hundred  feet 
farther  down  the  mountain  than  it 
orlginallv  was.  Taylor  whimsically  as- 
serts that  If  he  keeps  on  moving  he 
will  have  a  hard  time  agreeing  with 
his  next  neighbor  In  whom  title  to  the 
orchard    rests. 

The  earth  has  slipped  down  upon  the 
dwelling  of  William  Carpenter,  anoth- 
er farmer,  and  has  torn  away  a  cor- 
ner of  the  house.  The  residence  Is 
built  at  the  bottom  of  a  sharp  slope, 
with  a  two-foot  foundation  under  the 
upper  part  and  a  six-foot  foundation 
on  the  lower.  Carpenter  has  braced 
the  house  with  a  dr.zen  upright  beams, 
but  It  Is  unlikely  that  he   will  be  able 

to  save  it.  ..      ^   M    ,n 

Another  house  that  was  situated  40 
feet  from  the  foot  of  the  mountain 
now  has  the  mass  of  earth  at  Its  back 
door.  The  barn  of  Ole  Peterson's  farm  I 
was  formerly  about  fifty  feet  from  the 
house.  The  moving  earth  has  not 
affected  the  house,  but  the  barn  Is  150 
feet  away  now  and  there  Is  a  big 
cha.sm  bet  wet  n  It  and  the  house,  which 
Peterson  has  been  compelled  to  bridge. 


New  York.  Aug.  16.— The  Sun  says: 
The  small  gold  dollar  is  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  of  American  coins. 
Every  Issue  now  bears  a  premium,  and 
in  some  cases  this  amounts  to  more 
than  $100.  Yet  these  coins  were  Issued 
for  40  years,  from  1849  to  1899,  and  a 
grand  toUl  of  nearly  20,500,000  pieces 
were  turned  out  during  that  perlcd  by 
the    government's   coinage   presses. 

There  are  75  varieties  pf  the  gold  dol- 
lar. Of  these  the  Philadelphia  mint 
struck  forty.  New  Orleans  six,  San 
Francisco  seven,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  nine 
and  Dahlonega,  Ga.,  thirteen. 

The  gold  dollar  struck  at  Dahlonega 
in  1861  Is  probably  the  rarest,  oniy 
two  specimens  are  known  up  to  date 
and  each  Is  worth- over  $100.  The  1S60 
"D  '  dollar  Is  worth  $3S,  and  one  of  liie 
same  mint  dated  Ihoo  recently  sold 
for  $52. 

The  dollar  ranking  next  in  point  of 
rarity  la  the  one  dated  1854,  which  was 
coined  at  the  Charlotte  mine.  TMa 
bears  the  Liberty  head  on  the  obverse 
and  the  mint  letter  "C."  The  United 
Slates  mint  records  stale  that  only 
four  were  coined,  and  a  single  speci- 
men In  now  eafcUy  worth  $100. 

The  Philadelphia  mints  rarest  gold 
dollar  is  dated  18.5.  In  this  year  just 
420  gold  dollars  were  struck.  Each  one 
of  these  is  worth  from  $50  upward. 
■  For  some  reason  the  gold  dollar 
struck  at  the  San  Francisco  mint  in 
1870  ranks  In  rarity  with  the  scarcest 
issues  of  the  other  mints.  This  dollar 
has  a  record  price  of  $105,  and  yet  3,000 
of  ihem  were  coined. 

The  Carson  City  mint  struck  no  gold 
dollars  and  none  of  those  Issued  by  the 
New   Orleans   Institution    Is   scarce. 

A  few  years  ago  these  Utile  coins 
wcj-e  pl-.ntiiul.  Then  present  scan:uy 
has  come  about  chlefiy  through  their 
use  as   bangles   on   bracelets. 

When  this  fad  was  at  Its  height, 
about  twenty  years  ago,  it  was  a  com- 
mon thing  for  a  young  woman  to  pos- 
sess a  bracelet  with  from  ten  to  twenty- 
five  gold  dollars  dangling  therefrom. 
Each  of  these  had  tho  design  erased 
from  one  side,  and  upon  the  smooth 
surface  were  engraved  the  Initials  of 
the  particular  admirer  who  presented 
the   bangle. 

A  girl's  popularity  was  often  measured 
by  the  number  of  bangles  she  wore 
on  her  bracelet,  and  It  may  be  Imagine  J 
how  many  gold  dollars  were  used  for 
this  sort  of  ornament.  Most  of  the 
coins  subjecred  to  this  treatment  were 
rendered  utterly  worthless  to  the  coin 
collector,  and  the  widespread  mutila- 
tion had  the  result  of  giving  great 
rarity   to  certain   dates. 

While  the  bangle  fad  has  gone  in  this 
country  It  Is  still  regarded  with  favor 
In  Mexico,  where  the  senorttas.  year  In 
and  year  out,  use  bangles  of  gold  as  a 
standard  ornament,  and  this  steady  de- 
mand causes  the  Increasing  price  of 
gold  dollars,  the  commonest  of  which 
are  now  worth  $1.80  apiece. 

Tho  gold  dollar  was  first  Issued  by 
this  government  In  1849,  but  several 
varieties  of  gold  dollars  had  previously 
been  coined  In  the  '00s  by  a  private 
mint  at  Rutherford,  N.  C.  They  bore 
no  date,  but  it  Is  certain  that  they 
were  struck  aboi|t  1834. 

The  first  Issue  of  these  coins,  known 
as  Bechtler  dollars,  from  the  name  of 
the  owner  of  the  mint,  showed  on  the 
obverse  "Bechtk'r  Rutherf.  "  In  the 
field  was  "28  G."  On  the  reverse  was 
"Carolina  Dollar,"  in  the  center  oelng 
a   figure   "1." 

The  second  variety  bore  "A.  Bechtler, 
1  Dol."  on  the  obverse.  ^  "Carolina 
Gold"  was  on  the  reverse,  with  "27  G. 
21  C."  The  third  general  type  showed 
the  name  of  "C.  Bechtler.  Rutherf."  In 
the  field  was  "30  G."  On  the  other  side 
was  "N.  Carolina  Gold.  Dollar."  In 
the  center  was  the  word  "One." 

The  first  varieties  are  now  worth 
about  $2;   the  last  is  held  at  $8. 

The  next  gold  dollar  was  struck  at 
the  mint  In  1836  as  a  pattern  coin.  On 
the  obverse  it  has  a  radiated  Liberty 
cap  bearing  the  word  Liberty  upon 
the  band.  On  the  reverse  around  the 
border  was  the  inscription.  "United 
States  of  Anxerlca."  Encircled  by  a 
palm  brancli  was  "1  D."  The  date 
"1S36"  was  below. 
This  design   was   struck  In   gold,   sll-

A  specimen  In  gold  Is 
worth  $35,  while  one  In  sliver  Is  valued 
at  $10. 

In  1849  the  first  dollar  In  gold  was 
Issued  by  the  mint  in  the  form  of  a 
pattern  coin.  This  specimen  on  the 
obverse  showed  a  laurel  wreath  sur- 
rounding a  square  hole.  The  reverse 
bore  the  Inscription  "l  Dollar,"  sur- 
rounded by  thirteen  stars.  The  edge 
cf  the  pattern  coin  was  plain.  A 
specimen  is  now  worth  $22.  The  de- 
sign was  not  accepted,  and  the  one 
now  familiar  then  came  Into  circula- 
tion. 

This  coin  was  too  small  for  practical 
use,  and  In  1S54  Its  size  was  Increased 
by  '  adding  alloy.s,  but  the  intrinsic 
value  of  the  gold  remained  the  same. 
The  new  style  also  showed  a  change 
In  design  on  the  obverse,  this  being 
an  Indian  girl's  head  with  a  plumed 
coronet. 

There  are  two  sizes  of  the  Indian 
head.  The  coins  bearing  the  small 
head  were  issued  in  1835  by  the  Phila- 
delphia, New  Orleans  and  Dahlonega 
mints,  and  in  San  Francisco  in  185S. 
The  larger  head  Is  borne  by  all  the 
other    large    elzed    gold    dollars    up    to 

The  mint  designers  seemed  to  have 
a  fondness  fcr  Hie  coin  with  a  hole  in 
the  center.  In  .n  1852  four  designs 
were  submitted  to  congress.  The  gen- 
eral design  of  these  four  patterns 
showed  a  circular  hole  In  the  center, 
on  the  obverse  being  "United  States 
of  America,  1S52."  The  words  "Ring 
Dollar"  were  on  the  reverse  within  a 
Femlclrcle   of   laurel   sprigs.

On  the  obverse  is  the  head 
of  Liberty,  wearing  a  cap,  on  the 
band  of  which  was  Inscribed  '  I^lb- 
erty,"    surrounded   by   thlrLe:;n    ?tars. 

The  reverse  shows  .tn  eagle,  with 
arrows  In  Its  right  talon,  whlli  the 
left  supports  a  United  States  shield 
across  which  Is  a  ribbon  bearing  rho 
motto,  "In  God  We  Trust."'  This  coin 
was  also  struck  In  copper. 
At  least  twenty-two  varletloa  of  gold 


dollars,  all  octagonal  In  form,  were 
struck  In  California  from  1853  to  1875. 
The  majority  of  these  coins,  which 
were  composed  of  native  gtild,  are  of 
similar  design,  that  of  the  obverse 
showing  the  head  of  Liberty,  sur- 
rounded   by    thirteen    stars.

Greece  is  a  Haven,  Pro- 
vided the  Police  Are 
Rewarded. 

r.iris.  Aug.  16.-The  waiting  game  Is 
still  .1  popular  policy  with  the  French 
i  police.  Some  months  ago  Paris  detec- 
tives chased  a  young  French  embezzler 
Into  Greece  and  found  him  protected 
from  extradition  by  the  authorities, 
whom  he  paid  well;  so  they  quietly  sat 
down  and  waited  for  the  criminal  to 
spend  all  his  .stolen  money.  Th»-n  when 
lu'  had  to  move  away  and  crossed  mto 
Iialy,  the  detectives  arrested  him  ano 
brought  him  here. 

Ferdinand  Bolle,  aged  24,  was  a  clerk 
in  tlie  Societe  Generale  Bank.  He  was 
married  and  also  had  a  separate  estab- 
li':hment  over  which  a  young  woman 
fr'end  presided.  He  received  notice  of 
discharge  just  at  the  time  that  ever>-one 
-vi-5  talking  of  Jean  Gallay,  the  bank 
clerk  "baron"  and  Mile.  Merelli.  Bolie 
isairt  to  himself.  "Why  should  I  not  Imi- 
tate this  Gallay?"  So  ho  began  to  fill  in 
checks  and  forge  signatures.  In  a  few 
davs  he  cashed  in  $25,000.  Then  he  left 
Paris  with  his  mistress.  The  couple  fled 
to  Corfu  and  took  a  charming  and  lux- 
urious villa.     They   began  to  have  a  gay 

time.  ,  , 

Bolle  foolishly  wrote  to  some  friends 
in  P-'«ris  detailing  the  lively  life  he  was 
leading.  The  police  were  waiting  for  just 
such  letters  and  two  detectives  armed 
wit.i  the  necessary  papers  immediately 
wc.it  to  Corfu.  When  they  called  on 
Bolle  he  introduced  them  to  his  fair  com- 
panion and  feted  them.  l?ut  he  refused 
to  return  to  France.  The  detectives, 
when  they  tried  to  extradite  him,  found 
that      the      authorities      were       protectins? 


Bolle.  Tliey  aipealed  to  the  Greek  minis- 
ter of  the  inierior  and  to  thf  chief  of 
police  of  Corfu,  but  received  only  prom- 
ises. Then  the  French  ambassador  look 
a  hand.  This  resulted  In  Bolle  and  his 
conjpanion  being  expelled  from  that  par- 
ticular village,  the  authorities  of  which 
vere  di.smi.<iRed.  But  the  fugitive."?  mere- 
ly moved  <.n  to  the  next  village  and  took 
ai. other  villa  Tlie  French  detectives 
thereupon  telegraphed  that  tintil  Bolle 
had  spent  all  his  money  an  arrest  was 
hiiposslble.  Th'.y  were  then  ordered  to 
wait  like  Patience  on  a  monument  until 
the  bank  clerk  had  run  through  his  last 
df  liar.  Bolle  was  sp«^nding  money  like  a 
billionaire  and  for  tive  weeks  the  two  de- 
tectives went  fishing,  smoked  and  slept 
and  enjoyed  them.selves. 

When  Bolle  finally  eame  to  the  end  ot 
hiii  stolen  sixills  he  and  his  companion 
took  a  little  coast  steamer  to  Brindiai. 
The  detectives  awaited  them  on  arrival, 
arrested  Bolle  and  quickly  got  extradi- 
tion. 

On  arrival  in  Paris  Bolle  and  the  de- 
tectives told  their  stories  to  Examining 
MaK^istrate  Btrr,  who  also  qvi.stioned 
Bolle's  mistress.  She  denied  knowing 
where  the  man's  money  came  from  and 
was  discharged.  Bolle  made  a  full  con- 
fession. He  declared  that  the  Greek  au- 
thorities knew  he  was  a  thief  and  m;ide 
him  pay  a  heavy  sum  each  day  for  pro- 
tection from  arrest.

GIVES  STORY 
OF  THE  RAIDS 

Department  Official  Tells 
of  Killing  of  Japan- 
ese Poachers. 


Seattle.  Wash,  Aug.  16.— E.  W.  Sims, 
BLfltciior  for  the  department  of  com- 
merce and  labor,  Bent  to  the  St.  Paul 
rookeries  to  investigate  conditions  there 
and  who  arrived  two  days  after  the 
klUiiiK  (»f  tho  five  Japanese  poachcis, 
returned  here  yesterday  on  the  stean.er 
Jefferson.  Telling  of  the  situation  in 
the  rookeries,  he  said: 

"There  were  two  days  of  active  raid- 
ing by  the  Japanese  who  had  four 
Bchooners  and  possibly  nve.  Monday, 
July  16.  during  a  dense  fog,  the  guards 
heard  lirlng  at  various  points  around 
the  Island,  Indicating  that  the  raiders 
were  shooting  seals  In  the  water.  Gov- 
ernment Agt^nt  L.embk.'y  Invesllgaitd 
and  captured  six  Japs  In  a  l)oat  as  they 
landed  to  kill  .seals  with  clubs.  These 
surrendered  without  a  light.  Later  In 
the  afternoon  continuous  firing  was 
heard    around    the    Islands. 

"Tuesday  two  native  guards  found 
three  Japanese  landing  in  a  boat.  Two 
of  the  raiders  were  arnud.  The  naval 
guards  ordered  the  Japanese  to  .sur- 
render, but  Instead  they  jumped  Into 
their  boat  and  started  to  pull  away. 
One  shout  of  warning  was  tired,  but  the 
Japanese  continued  to  row.  Then  the 
guards  tired  to  kill,  two  of  the  Japan- 


ese being  killed  outright  and  one 
wounded.  The  boat  drifted  to  shore 
and  the  wounded  man  was  cared  for. 
The  same  afternoon  Lembekey  and 
tlfteen  guards  surprised  a  boat  filled 
with  raiilers.  The  men  started  to  row 
away,  carrying  their  plunder  wUh 
them,  when  the  guards  flred.  killing 
two  others.  One  was  dead  In  the  boat, 
another  was  seen  to  float  away  in 
the  surf  and  a  third  was  thrown  over- 
board from  the  schooner.  Twelve  were 
captured.  The  schooner  then  weighed 
anchor  and  got  away. 

"I  will  make  a  full  report  to  the 
secretary  of  tlio  department.  Tiie 
twelve  captured  were  bound  over  to  tlio 
grand  Jury  and  imprisoned  at  Juneau. 
They  may  be  Indicted  for  piracy." 


SULLIVAN  DECLINES. 

Illinois  Democratic  Committeeman  Re- 
fuses to  Resign  Place. 

Chicago,  Aug.  16.— Democratic  Na- 
tional Committeeman  R.  C.  Sullivan 
gave  out,  yesterday,  a  statement 
which  he  prepared  and  mailed  broad- 
cast throughout  Illinois  In  reply  to 
William  J.  Bryan's  demand  that  ho 
resign  from  the  national  committee, 
and  his  subsequent  assertion  that  his 
opposition  to  Mr.  Sullivan  was  prompt- 
ed solely  by  the  belief  that  "Roger 
Sullivan  and  John  P.  Hopkins  had  de- 
llbei-ately  robbed  the  Democrats  of 
Illinois  of  their  political  rights."  Mr. 
Sullivan  declines  to  concede  to  Mr. 
Bryan  the  right  to  question  his  Dem- 
<x,"racy,  or  his  membership  In  the  na- 
tional committee.

WANTS  TO  TAX 
PULLMAN  CARS 

Chicago    Corporation 

Counsel  Claim  Tlieir 

Home  is  There. 

Chicago,  Aug.  16.— That  Chicago  ia 
the  home  of  all  Pullman  cars,  and  that 
they  should  be  taxed  here  waa  the 
claim  made  yesterday  by  Corporation 
Counsel  Lewis,  when  he  attacked  the 
valuation  of  the  Pullman  company,  be- 
fore the  board  of  review.  He  contend- 
ed that  the  fact  that  a  car  journeyed 
from  state  to  state  on  regular  or  ir- 
regular trips  did  not  exempt  it  from 
taxation   in   Chicago. 

In  addition  to  demanding  the  taxa- 
tion of  the  c^xrs.  Lewis  insisted  that 
the  company  pay  tax.-s  on  $22,000,000  of 
capital  stock,  $20.ix»0.t^X)  surplua  and 
back  taxes  of  $l.t;.'>0.tMH».  He  al.so  took 
up  the  company's  real  estate,  son>e  of 
which  Is  held  by  the  Pullman  associa- 
tion. When  the  Pullman  c;ise  was 
called  by  President  Upham  of  the 
board  of  review,  counsel  for  the  com- 
pany were  unable  to  answer  ques- 
tions put  to  them  by  Lewis,  and  the 
matter  was  therefore  continued  until 
Friday. 

AMPLE  TIME  FOR 
CONSIDERATION 

Frencli  Recall  That  Sep- 
aration Is  Not  Effec- 
tive Till  December. 

••  Paris,  Aug.  16.— The  pope's  encycli- 
cal letter  to  the  French  archbishops 
and  bishops  regarding  the  reparation 
law  continues  a  topic  of  absorbing  in- 
terest here,  but  the  di.^cu.«sion  is 
largely  polemical,  since  the  law.  does 
not  take  effect  until  Deceml^er  and  this 
gives  atnple  time  for  reflection.  More- 
over, the  absence  of  all  high  person- 
ages, official  or  parliamentary,  defers 
an  exact  determination  of  the  govern- 
ment's course.  Nothing  similar  to  the 
inventory  riots  has  occurred  or  is  ex- 
pected to  occur  either  in  Paris  or  the 
provinces,    although    the    actual    publi- 


cation of     the  law  In     December     will 
probably    accentuate    tha    situation. 

M.  Briand.  minister  of  public  wor- 
ship. Is  absent  from  Paris,  but  the 
Temps  yesterday  gathered  the  views  of 
several  high  officals  who  point  out 
that  the  encyclical  is  merely  negative, 
condemning  the  cultural  associations 
provided  by  the  law,  but  giving  no  real 
instructions  relative  to  the  bishops' 
future  course. 

The  pope's  Intention  la  regarded  in 
government  circles  as  leaving  the 
bishops  free  to  act  In  the  way  which 
to  them  seems  best,  without  exciting 
a  violent  conflict  betweVjn  the  civil  and 
religious  powers.  Th»?  pope,  they  con- 
tend, by  his  repeated  references  to  the 
rejection  of  the  as.soclatldns,  entertain- 
ed the  afterthought  llmt  the  govern- 
ment might  po.sslbly  be  Induced  to  as- 
sent to  the  formation  o(  association, 
which  while  carrying  out  the  spirit  of 
the  law,  would  recogo'nlze  the  divine 
consUtution  of  the  church,  the  un- 
changeable rights  of  the  pontjff  and 
the  hierarchy's  complete  control  of 
sacred  edifices. 

However,  this  hypoUieste,  if  true,  has 
not.  according  to  the  semi-official 
view,  any  great  chance  of  realization, 
such  a  project  being  considered  ac- 
ceptable by  the  government,  which  re- 
gards the  law  as  Incapable  of  modifl- 
cation.  Negotiations  evidently  are  not 
out  of  the  question,  but  how  they  may 
he  entered  upon  remains  problemati- 
cal. 

The  Assumption  day  services  at  the 
churches  yesterday  were  attended  by 
great  crowds.  The  day  was  observed 
as  a  national  holiday,  all  of  the  gov- 
ernment offices,  the  banks  and  the 
bourse  being  closed.  The  govern- 
mental observance  of  a  church  holi- 
day Is  commented  upon  as  an  anomaly 
In  connection  with  the  controversy 
with  the  Vatican.

PRESERVATION  NECESSARY. 
Chicago,  Aug.  16.— Unless  precau- 
tions are  taken  for  the  preservation 
and  cultivation  of  our  forests,  the 
United  States  will  be  compelled  to 
buy  lumber  from  foreign  countries, 
according  to  H.  M.  Hale  of  Washing- 
ton. Bpedal  representative  of  the  de- 
partment of  forestry'  of  the  United 
Statesi,  w-ho  delivered  an  address  yes- 
terday before  the  members  of  the  Na- 
tional Coopers'  association.  Mr.  Hale 
quoted    statistics    showing    the    great 
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inroad  in  American  forests  during  the 
last  ten  years,  declaring  that  certain 
sections  had  been  almost  depleted  of 
merchantable  timber.  The  adoption  of 
a  resolution  encouraging  the  forestry 
department  at  Washington  in  Its  work 
to  preserve  and  develop  the  forests 
of  the  United  States  followed  Mr. 

The  convention  ad- 
journed last  night  to  meet  at  St. 
Louis    In    March,    1907.

DEMANDS  ENFORCEMENT 
OF  PROPOSED  REDUCTION 


Governor  Johnson  Says 
Railroads  Should  Re- 
duce Grain  Rates. 

Commission  Should  Force 
Reduction    Named  in 
Compromise  Proposal. 

St.  Paul.  Aug.  16.-(Sprcial  to  The 
n.rald.)— Governor  Johnson  today 
askt'd  Attorney  •  General  Young  for 
his  opinion  as  to  the  constltutlanallty 
of  the  law  providing  for  the  election 
of  nn-mi/ers  of  the  railway  and  ware- 
house commission.  The  governor  sa>s 
that  wkhin  tlie  pa.st  few  days  the  St. 
Paul  Dispatch.  In  an  editorial,  charged 
that  the  commls.sloner.s  aro  restrained 
airl  prohibited  from  performing  the 
functions  of  their  offlco  hy  rea.son  of 
being  not  constitutionally  in  office, 
and  because  of  fear  that  the  railroad 
corporaUons    might    institute    proceed- 


ings   to    test    the    conslllutlonality    of 
their  election  to  office. 

The  governor  also  sent  a  letter  to 
the  state  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
mission, in  which  he  practically  de- 
mands that  the  commis.slon  compel 
the  railroads  of  the  state  to  make  a 
material  reduction  in  grain  rates,  such 
as  was  offered  by  the  Great  Northern. 
Northern  Paclhc  and  Soo  roads  in  their 
••compromise"  proposition  made  a  few 
days  ago.  After  nferrlng  to  that 
proposition  and  Its  rejection,  and  in 
commending  its  rejection,  he  says: 

"By  their  own  statement  the  three 
companies  can  afford  to  make  a  ma- 
terial rcHluctlon  In  grain  rates,  and 
they  should  be  compelkd  to  do  it  witu- 
out  delay.  The  demand  that  the  present 
Inciuiry  into  rates  bo  suspended,  could] 
not,  of  course,  be  entertained.  Inas- 
much as  the  proceeding  is  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  given  you  by  tiie 
last  Ugi-slaturo  in  joint  resolution, 
chapter  350,  laws  of  1905.  There  la  no 
reason  for  presuming  that  the  imiuiry 
l>tliig  conducted  before  you  will  result 
In  any  Injustice  to  the  railroad  com- 
panies conccrnf>d;  if  it  should  the  courts 
are  open  to  thorn  for  the  purpose  of 
having  such  corrected,  and  Uiey  should 
be  willing  to  abide  by  the  decision  of 
the  same  tribunal  which  passed  not 
only  upon  every  conceivable  property 
right  of  the  individual  citizen,  but  upon 
questions  of  life  and  death. 

•'It  is  a  startling  and  audacious  pro- 
posal   that   your   board    should    forbear 


continuing  an  Imulry  which  you  had 
commenced  pursuant  to  UgislaUve  in- 
structions, and  tho  suggestion  made 
on  behalf  of  railroads  other  than  the 
three  making  the  proposal,  that  such 
a  reduction  would  disturb  their  rates. 
is  equally  preposterous.  The  people  of 
otie  portion  of  the  state  should  not 
continue  to  pay  excessive  rates  in  or- 
der that  the  symmetry  of  the  rate^ 
in  force  upon  some  other  road,  in 
some  other  portion  of  the  state,  or  in 
other    states,    sliould    be    maintained. 

•'I   request,   therefore,   that   you   take 
such   means  as   may   be  available,   and 
as   the  attorney   general   of     this   state 
may  advise   you   are   efficient,   for   the 
I  purpose    of    securing    to   .the    people    of 
1  this  state  the  reduction  in  rates  upon 
'  coarse    grains    by    the    three    roads    I 
have    mentioned,    ponding    the   decision 
of  the  board  uiM>n  the  question  of  mer- 
chandise   rales;     nor    should    such    re- 
duction  be   limited    to   sliipments   orig- 
inating more  than  loO   miles  from   the 
terminals;    or    if    you    should    be    ad- 
vised that  such  action  is  not  feaslijle, 
that  the   scope  of   the   present   inquiry 
be  so  enlarged   as   to  Include  not  only 
'  the   propriety   of   the   present   rates   on 
i  merchandise,      but       also       commodity 
rates   in   thi.^   state   generally."

Tlie  government  thermometer,  while 
registering  the  actual  heat,  .probably 
does  not  do  justice  to  the  heat  as  it  is 
felt  down  in  the  city,  where  the  high 
buildings  and  the  reflected  heat  from 
walls  and  sidewalks  Increase  the  tem- 
perature. It  is  believed  that  the  heat 
downtown  was  from  tive  to  ten  degrees 
higher  than  that  registered  on  the  hill, 
so  it  is  safe  to  say,  it  Is  thought,  that 
the  thermometers  down  in  the  city 
showing  as  high  as  93  or  94  were  about 
right. 

The  government  thermometer  per- 
formed a  rather  peculiar  contortion 
about  2  o'clock  this  afternoon.  It  reg- 
istered 88  degrees  at  1  o'clock  and  held 
that  temperature  during  almost  the  en- 
tire hour.  Then  a  lake  wind  struck  It 
and  shoved  the  mercurj;  down  sudden- 
ly to  76.  A  moment  or  so  later  the  heat 
took  effect  again  and  the  thermometer 
was  shoved  up  to  82  degrees  which  was 
the  register  at  2  o'clock.  These  changes 
took  place  within  fifteen  minutes.

The  September  term  of  the  district 
court  will  begin  three  weeks  from  yes- 
terday.

STOLEN  GEMS 

RECOVERED 

Laborer   Finds   Jewels 

Worth  $50,000  Hidden 

in  Building. 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Aug.  IG. -Acting  under 
Instructions  cabled  from  England,  John 
P.  O'Brien,  a  laborer  employed  In  tho 
wrecking  of  the  World's  fair  buildings, 
has  unearthed  an  alligator  bag,  contain- 
ing Jewels  valued  at  $50,000,  which  was 
stolen  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  P.  Henry  Clay- 
ton of  Devonshire,  Eng.,  during  a  visit 
to  the  Louisiana  Purchase  exposition  two 
years  ago.  .        ^  ^        i. 

The  jewels  were  stolen  from  a  trunk 
and  they  were  not  missed  until  the  Clay- 
tons had  returned  to  England,  after  a 
tour  around  tne  world.  They  then  had  no 
means  of  knowing  where  tho  jewels  had 
l>een  stolen.  About  a  month  ago  a  Hindoo 
servant,  who  had  been  in  their  employ 
during  their  trip,  was  fatally  injured  by 
an  elephant  In  India,  and  on  his  death  bed 
confessed  that  he  stole  the  jewels  while 
in  St.   Louis. 

He  said  that  he  became  alarmed,  ana 
fearing  detection,  had  dropped  tiiem  into 
a  hole  in  the  wall  of  the  Manufacturers 
building.  Later,  he  again  wished  to  se- 
cure the  gems,  but  on  returning  to  the 
place  he  had  secreted  them,  could  not 
reach  the  bottom  of  the  space  between 
the  plaster  and  the  side  of  the  building. 
Fearing  to  make  any  Inquiries  or  ask  as- 
sistance, the  Hindoo  departed  from  St. 
Louis  with  the  Claytons,  lea\'ing  tho 
jewels  in  their  hiding  place. 

O'Brien  was  generously  rewarded  ana 
was  also  employed  by  Mr.  Clayton  as  hla 
personal  attendant.

Herald.)— Judge  Hallain,  In  the  Ilam-

Wa.shlngton,  Aug.  17.— The  following 
dispatch  was  received  by  Gen.  Ains- 
worth,  the  military  secretary  from 
Maj.  Penrose  at  Fort  Brown,  Tex., 
and  gives  tho  official  Information  con- 
cerning the  disturbance  at  Brownsville 
which  was  alleged  to  have  been 
caused  by  the  presence  of  negro  sol- 
diers. Maj.  Penrose,  was  not  in  pos- 
session of  all  the  facts  when  he  sent 
the   dhspatch    which    follows: 

"Reference  to  your  dispatch  yester- 
day. A  shooting  occurred  in  Browns- 
ville about  12  o'clock  on  the  morning 
of  Aug.  14,  In  which  one  civilian  was 
killed  and  the  chief  of  police  wounded 
in  right  arm,  which  had  to  be  ampua- 
ted.  Believe  shooting  was  done  by  en- 
listed men  of  this  post,  but  ftave  not

Has  Candidate  for  County 

Attorney  Opposing 

Counsel  in  Case. 

Adams  Prosecutes  and 
Norton  Defends  Pris- 
oner in  Police  Court. 


The  f^o  candidates  for  the  Republi- 
can nomination  for  county  attorney 
were  opposing  lawyers  in  police  court 
this  morning  and  it  looks  as  Ihougn 
this  fact  Is  the  result  of  a  "josh"  put 
up  on  one  or  the  other  of  them.  Of 
course  everybody  knows  that  the  two 
men  mentioned  are  Charles  E.  Adams 
and  John  H.  Norton.

Mr.  Adams 
did  HO  on  the  understanding  thai  ne 
was  nurely  •subbing."  as  the  printers 
say,  and  would  not  be  Identified  with 
11  further  than  the  preliminary  exam- 
ination.

As  no  attorney  appeared,  the  hearing 
proceeded  and  Mr.  Macdonald,  man- 
ager of  the  Glass  block  was  put  on  the 
Bland.

Industry   regarding  wlilch    there  is   lit-  j 
tie  popular  information,  but  which  has , 
been  making  great  strides  In  develop- 1 
mcnt   Is  that  of  ostrich  farndng.  Olti- 
clal    reports     coming    to     Washington 
show    that    the    unfortunate  experience 
of    pioneer    breeders,    who    had    to   pay  j 
heavily    for    their    lack    of    knowledge, 
has   been  avoided   by   those   who   have: 
taken   up   the   breeding   in   more   recent  i 
years. 

On   tho  first  American  ostrich   farm, 
started  twenty-three  years  aifo,  refcultsj 
were  not  encouraging,  and  It  has  be^n  I 
found    that    more    than    half    the   num- 
ber   of    ostriches    in    this      country      at  j 
present  are  the  prugt  ny  of  a  single  pair  j 
obtained  to  start  a  farm  In  Arizona  in  I 
1S91.    That  territory  has  ever  since  been , 
considered  the  best  section  of  America 
for  ostrich  fanning,  although  some  ex- 
porlnients   havu   been   inado  in   Callfer- 
nla,  Arkan-sas  and  Florida. 

In  the  .Salt  river  valley  of  Arizona 
climatic  conditions  are  favorable  to  the 
health  of  the  birds  and  this  la  turn  im- 
proves the  Quantity  and  yield  ot 
feathers  which  is  the  aim  of  tho  indus- 
try. Nature  lias  looked  out  for  an  ail- 
the-year-round  production  of  alfalfa 
there,  so  that  one  of  the  pnme 
requisites  In  breeding,  that  of  con- 
tinuous green  feed,  la  thus  readily 
met. 

It  Is  doubtful  whether  there  Is  any 
bird  or  animal  which  can  be  bred  in 
the  United  .Slates  which  will  command 
a  more  "fancy  "  price  than  the  ostrich. 
Heretofore  this  huge  bird  has  been  con- 
sidered valuable  only  for  ilio  ft-attiers 
it  produces.  As  these  are  a  luxury 
which  may  be  enjoyed  only  by  those 
with  money  to  .spare,  and  who  deniaud 
the  finest  quality  obtainable,  the  Im- 
ported sptHjlmens  have  commanded  the 
highest  price  and  have  forestalled  the 
native-grown   plumes.  I 

In  tho  last  few  years,  however,  with' 
the  steady  lncrea.se  In  ostrich  farm-  [ 
Ing  In  tho  far  .Southwest,  other  uses, 
have  appeared.  One  of  the.se  Is  the, 
u.se  of  ostrich  eggs  for  making  omelets! 
and  such  other  culinary  productions 
that  usually  require  hens  eggsj.  I 

It  has  been  found  that  two  and  one-' 
half    dozen    of    tho    latter    are    require  1  j 
to    make   as    much   omelet   as   a   single  > 
ostrich  egg.    If  people  acquire  the  tasie] 
for   suth    a    diet   It    is   a   fact   of   some 
ImporLance    to    them   to   know    that    an 
ostrich     has    been    known    to    produce 
more    than    thirty   pounds   of   egg    food 
in    a    single    year.      Further    than    this] 
the    flesh    of    the    domestic    ostrich    is 
relished    by    those    who    have    eaten    it. 
so    that    the    Inrd    has    coma    Into    the 
.same  general  class  of  food  and  poulty.  In 
addition   to  Its  primary  and   more  im- 
portant value  as  a  producer  of  feathers. 

In  the  opinion  of  those  engaged  In 
the  industry  these  facts  furnish  all  the 
answer  needed  to  the  iiivai-iable  in- 
quiry as  to  whetlier  ostrich  farming 
is  pi^.»fitable.  One  acre  of  alfalfa  pro- 
duecs  sufficient  forage  to  maintain 
four  grown  l)lrds,  and  provide  them 
with  all  tho  living  space  required. 
Each  bird  yields  aiinually  one  and  a 
half  pounds  of  feathers,  which  com- 
mand an  average  price  of  %'i'K  and  find 
a  ready  sale.  This  means  a  return  of 
$102  for  the  flock,  in  addition  each 
will  lay  from  thirty-six  to  ninety 
egg.s,  available  either  for  lncul>allon. 
if  tlie  owner  wishes  to  Increase  the 
number  of  his  birds,  or  else  providing 
egg  food  at  the  rate  of  three  and 
one-half  pounds  to  the  shell.  This 
egg  product,  averaging  probably  as 
high  as  3W  eggs  a  year,  or  fully  1.000 
pounds  of  egg  food,  is  a  considerable 
item  in  the  growers'  first  calcula- 
tions.

Governor    tleyward   of 

South  Carolina  Cannot 

Prevent  Lynching. 

Mob  Hears  Him  Respect- 
fully But  Disregards 
His  Plea. 


Columbia,  S.  C.  Aug.  17.— Within  the 
shadow  of  tho  home  of  his  victim, 
Miss  Jennie  lirooks,  afttr  having  been 
Ideutilicd  by  her,  and  after  Governor 
Hcyward,  who  went  to  the  scono  of 
the  trouble,  had  addressed  the  mob 
In  vain.  Bob  Davis,  tho  mgro  who, 
on  Monday,  murderously  attacked  Miss 
Brooks  with  intent  to  commit  assault, 
and  who  afterwards  outraged  a  negro 
girl,  14  years  old,  was  lynched  at 
Greenwood,  about  7:30  o'clock,  last 
eveJilng. 

Governor  Heyward  reached  the  scene 
shortly  alter  tho  negro  had  been  cap- 
tured. A  platform  was  erected  in  a 
fence  corner,  on  the  premises  of  the 
victim's  father,  from  which  i)lai.form 
Governor  Heyward  addressed  the  mob 
in  an  eliort  to  prevent  the  lynching. 
The  governor  beseechtd  the  mob  not 
to  lyneli  JJavis,  but  la  vain.  At  the 
conclusion  of  his  speech  the  g(»vernor 
was  vociferously  cheered.  The  mob 
then  rushed  tho  prisoner  from  tho 
view  of  the  governor,  and  within  a 
thort  distance  of  the  home  of  his 
victim  the  negro  was  riddled  with 
bullets. 

Thj  negro  was  captured  in  a  creek, 
tied  hand  and  foot  -/.nd  brought  to 
the  home  of  his  vic.l.n  for  identifica- 
tion. When  they  arr'vtd  at  the  gale 
of  the  Brooks  homo,  a  great  crowd 
gathered  thert.  Four  men  were  dele- 
gated to  escort  him  to  the  house. 
The  young  lady,  lying  on  ,ut  bed.  with 
a  deep  ga!*h  in  her  throat,  turned 
her  eyes  toward  the  negro  as  he 
stood  there  between  his  captors,  his 
hands  tightly  bound  with  a  rope. 
"That's  the  scoundrel/'  she  said.  "I 
know  him  by  his  eyes."  The  negro 
was   removed   outside    the   house." 

'Hear  the  governor,"  said  some  one. 
and  he  began  in  his  clear  voice  a  most 
Impassioned  appeal.  "I  know,"  he 
eald,  "that  nothing  could  take  place 
that  could  keep  you  from  hearing  the 
governor  of  South  Carolina.

I  promise  you.  on  my 
honor,  that  as  spee<ly  a  trial  as  the 
law  allows  shall  be  held.  I  w'ould 
not  object  to  cutting  the  rope  to  hang 
that  scoundrel,   provided   the   law   says

DIET  FOR  SIX  YEARS. 

Glasgow,  Aug.  17.— The  discussion  con- 
cerning milk  ;is  a  health  food  has  been 
given  a  ciueer  turn  here.  A  case  has  just 
come  under  the  observation  of  the  local 
physicians,  and  It  Is  said  there  is  only 
one  similar  case  on  record— that  of  a  6- 
year-old  girl  living  in   Montlcello,   Va. 

The  case  is  that  of  a  boy  living  at  Pen- 
arth.  who  has  existed  entirely  on  milk 
Siince  his  birth,  six  y<-ars  ago.  His  name 
Is    Arthur    Keene.       He     lives     with      his 


mother  and  father,  and  ho  Is  one  of  four 
children.  He  will  not  tako  anything  but 
milk.  The  choicest  foods  have  Ijeen  of- 
fered him,  but  he  refuses  to  be  ctiaxed 
away  from  his  milk  diet.  On  one  occa- 
sion his  mother  forced  food  down  his 
throat,  but  it  made  him  ill  at  once,  and 
he  a.<5ked  for  milk.  His  diet  each  week 
consists  of  thirty  pints  of  milk  mixed 
with  sugar  and  water,  which  is  by  no 
mean.s  an  excessive  quantity  for  even  a, 
12-months-old    Infant. 

Yet,  in  spite  of  this  scanty  and  monot- 
onou.'5  diet,  the  boy  is  fully  developed,  of 
normal  size  and  of  good  weight.  He  Is 
inclined  to  be  a  bit  rickety,  and  is  rather 
nervous.  He  attends  Penarth  council 
school,  and  is  of  a  most  cheerful  disposi- 
tion. He  has  puzzled  the  doctors  of  Pen- 
arth. They  have  carefully  examlnid  him, 
and  they  confess  that  tlie  case  baffles 
them  completely.

"The  hospital  surgeons, 
fatigued  by  their  labors,"  he  says, 
were  unable  to  attend  to  cases,  and 
wounds  diagnosed  as  fatal  were  left 
to  take  their  course.

[the  morgues  were  horrible,  In  one  I 
[counted  thirty-two  civilian  bodies,  all 
I  dirty  and  dressed  as  they  fell.  The 
'people  have  grown  callous  with  too 
j  much  death.  I  was  shocked  to  hear  a 
young  girl  laugh  heartily  at  the  sight 
of  a  woman  whose  brain  pan  had  been 
torn  off  by  a  bomb.  In  one  hospital  I 
saw  a  youth  who  when  bayonetted 
Wednesday  feigned  death.  The  sol- 
diers trod  over  him  and  their  heavy 
boots  crushed  his  fingers  to  pulp;  but 
he  successfully  stood  the  ordeal.  He 
was  carried  to  the  morgue,  when  it 
was  discovered  that  he  was  alive.  He 
is  now  progressing  favorably.  Last 
night  resulted  in  an  orgie  of  blood  in 
the  Jewish  quarter.  The  number  of 
persons  clubbed  or  bayonetted  exceed- 
ed 300."

Yesterday  she  secured  a  rig 
and  drove  out  to  the  lake  to  see  if  eho 
couM  locate  him.  There  she  was  shown 
the  hat  found  in  the  boat,  and  identified 
it  as  her  husb.ind's.

DIVORCE  IS  NOT  VALID. 

New  York  Supreme  Court  Puts  Dakota 
Divorcee  in  Predicament 

New  York,  Aug.  17.— Ail  doubt  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  suit  of  Mrs.  Amelia  R. 
Gunton,  brought  last  winter  against  Prof. 
George  Gunton,  proprietor  of  Gunton's 
Magazine,  was  settled  today  when  Jus- 
tice Giegerich,  in  the  supreme  court, 
signed  an  Interlocutory  decree  of  absolute 
divorce  in   favor   of   Mrs.    Gunton. 

The  decree  sets  forth  that  it  was  grant- 
ed in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  "on  the  ground 
of  adultery  by  the  defendant."  Prof. 
Gunton  has  another  wife,  in  the  person 
of  Rebecca  Lowe  Gunton,  to  whom  he 
was  married  in  Feb.  14.  1904.  The  de- 
cree forbids  him  to  marry  again  until 
the  death  of  Amelia  R.  Gunton,  to  whom 
he  was  married  many  years  ago.  and 
from  whom  he  obtained  a  divorce  on  the 
ground  of  desertion,  in  Dakota,  prior  to 
his    marriage    to    Rebecac    Lowe. 

The  decree  shows  the  court  held  Mrs. 
Amelia  Gunton  still  to  be  the  lawful  wife 
of  Prof.  Gunton,  and  that  It  refused  to 
recognize  the  validity  of  the  Dakota  di- 
vorce. The  suit  was  conducted  with  the 
utmost  secrecy.  From  time  to  time  it 
waa  asserted  that  it  was  an  action  for 
separation    and    not    divorce.

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WILL  THE    COMMISSION  ACT? 

Governor  Johnson  has  given  the  state  railroad  and 
warehouse  commissioners  a  poser.  He  has  called  upon 
them  to  compel  tiic  railroads  to  reduce  the  grain  rates 
to  the  extent  at  least  offered  by  the  Great  rvTorthern, 
Northern  Pacific  and  Soo  roads  in  their  "compromise" 
proposition  made  a  few  days  ago.  Of  course,  he  does 
not  favor  the  acceptance  of  the  "comprcmiise"  by  aban- 
doning the  inquir'y  into  rates  on  merchandise,  but  on 
the  contrary  commends  the  rejection  of  that  offer.  But 
if  the  roads  could  afford,  he  argues,  to  materially  reduce 
grain  rates  on  condition  that  the  present  inquiry  into 
rates  generally  be  suspended,  then  they  can  afford  to 
make   the   reduction   without   any   such   condition.     Says 

the  governor: 

By  their  own  statement  the  throe  companies  can 
aft.Md  to  malte  a  material  reduction  in  grain  rates, 
and  ihty  should  he  cunipolleil  to  do  it  without  delay. 
The  demand  that  the  present  inquiry  into  rates  ho 
suspended,  could  not.  of  course,  be  entertained,  inas- 
much as  the  procef.linj?  is  In  accordance  with  the  In- 
structions given  you  by  the  lust  leglslrture  in  joint 
resolution,  chapter  350,  laws  of  19()5.  There  Is  no 
rea.son  for  presunung  that  the  inquiry  being  con- 
ducted before  you  will  result  in  any  injustice  to  the 
railroad  companies  concerned;  if  it  sliould  the 
courts  are  open  to  them  for  tlie  purpose  of  having 
such  corrected,  and  they  should  be  willing  to  abide 
by  the  decision  of  the  same  tribunal  which  passes 
not  only  upon  every  conceivable  property  right  of 
the  Individual  citizen,  but  upon  questions  of  life 
and   death. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Governor  Johnson  is  entirely 
correct  in  the  position  that  he  takes  upon  this  question. 
If  the  commissioners  perform  the  «luty  which  they  owe 
to  the  people  who  elected  them  they  will  without  delay 
proceed  to  carry  into  effect  the  request  made  by  the 
governor  and  order  the  railroads  to  materially  reduce 
their  grain  rates.  The  roads  have  admitted  that  they 
are  in  a  position  to  make  such  a  reduction  and  they  have 
professed  to  be  very  much  surprised  that  the  commis- 
'.*ioners  did  not  accept  their  proposition.  Now  it  will  be 
seen  whether  they  are  really  anxious  to  give  the  farnu-rs 
reduced  rates  on  grain.  The  suggestion  made  on  behalf  of 
railroads  other  than  the  three  making  the  proposal,  that 
such  a  reduction  would  disturb  their  rates,  is  pronounced 
equally  preposterous  as  the  audacious  proposal  that  the 
rate  inquiry  be  discontinued.  As  Governor  Jolmson  well 
says,  the  people  of  one  portion  of  the  state  should  not 
continue  to  pay  excessive  rates  in  order  that  the  sym- 
metiy  of  the  rates  in  force  upon  some  other  road,  in 
some  otl'.or  portion  of  the  state,  or  in  other  states,  should 
be  maintained. 

The  good  faith  of  the  commissioners  in  the  conduct 
Ot  the  rate  inquiry  they  have  been  conducting  for  some 
time  past  has  been  questioned.  The  governor  ,  has 
pointed  out  a  way  in  which  the  commissioners  can  show 
that  they  regard  the  interests  of  the  people  paramount 
to  the  wishes  of  the  railroads.  What  are  they  going  to 
do  about  it? 


VALUE  OF  ACQUAINTANCES. 

Nobody  in  business  will  seek  to  deny  the  value 
of  acquaintance  as  a  commercial  asset. 

The  man  with  a  wide  circle  of  acquaintances  is  a 
more  valuable  employe  than  the  one  with  a  limited  num- 
ber, always  providing  that  his  own  nature  is  such  that 
acquaintance  makes  friends.  Of  course  if  his  acquaint- 
ances are  of  a  shady  class,  he  can  bring  no  credit  to  a 
reputable  business,  but  such  acquaintances  are  not  at 
all  the  kind  that  is  meant. 

A  Western  newspaper  tells  of  an  incident  in  point. 
Not  long  ago  the  cashier  of  a  commercial  bank  in  that 
city  died,  and  the  directors  looked  about  for  his  suc- 
cessor. In  the  bank  were  a  number  of  faithful,  capable 
clerks  who  had  served  the  bank  for  years  in  different 
capacities,  and  who  knew  its  business  thoroughly.  They 
were  ambitious  for  promotion,  of  course,  and  naturally 
expected  that  one  of  them  would  get  the  coveted  place. 
The  directors,  however,  chose  a  man  who  had  never 
before  been  behind  the  counters  of  a  bank,  and  who 
had  spent  his  whole  life  in  another  busineiis.  However, 
he  had  "a  very  wide  acquaintance,  and  was  popular,  and 
these  were  the  attributes  the  directors  sought.  It  goes 
without  saying  that  in  addition  he  was  honest  and 
capable,  for  no  bank  would  want  a  cashier  who  was 
otherwise,  even  if  he  had  a  bigger  string  of  acquaintances 
than  any  m.'»«»  in  town. 

In  almost  any  occupation  a  large  and  wholesome  set 
of  acquaintances  is  valuable.  The  clerk  who  knows  many 
people,  who  meets  men  readily  and  wins  their  approval 
and  liking,  will  bring  more  trade  than  the  most  compe- 
tent clerk  who  immures  himself  in  solitude,  and  who 
cares  nothing  for  the  society  of  his  fellows.  If  he  cares 
nothing  for  them,  he  can  depend  upon  it  that  they  will 
care  nothing  for  him. 

The  same  thing  is  true  of  a  young  doctor,  a  young 
lawyer  or  a  young  business  man  just  starting  out.  In 
nearly  all  cases,  it  will  be  acquaintance  rather  than  merit 
that  gets  business  started  their  way.  Of  course,  with.mt 
merit  they  cannot  hold  the  business  that  comes,  but 
other  things  being  equal  the  man  who  is  popular  will  get 
ahead  faster  than  the  one  that  is  unpopular  because  he 
does  not  seek  the  society  of  his  fellows. 

It  is  not  natural  for  some  people  to  be  popular,  and 
try  as  they  may  they  are.  unable  to  win  popular  approval. 
There  is  something  wrong  in  such  cases,  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  man  who  finds  that  to  be  the  case  with  him 
to  search  for  the  fault  and  remedy  it. 

Kindliness  and  courtesy  are  sure  winners  of  popu- 
larity. The  man  who  has  consideration  for  those  about 
him,  and  who  does  not  try  to  make  himself  everything  in 
his  little  world,  is  more  likely  to  be  popular  than  the  sel- 
fish, coldblooded  individual  who  thinks  of  nothing  but 
his  own  welfare.  What  such  a  man  gains  must  be  by 
main  strength,  while  the  considerate  man  will  find  others 
willing  to  push  him  along.  *

SLIPSHOD  BUSINESS. 

The  courts  and  varioua  insurance  companies  and  indi- 
viduals have  lately  been  wrestling  with  a  curious  ques- 
tion, and  oddly  enough  they  do  not  agree  upon  a  similar 

answer. 

When  is  it  legally  noon? 

Fire  insurance  policies  expire  at  noon,  and  there  is 
no  dispute  that  this  means  12  o'clock,  midday,  or  sixty 
minutes  alter  ii  o'clock  a.  m. 

But  while  the  greater  part  of  the  country  is  under 
•tandard  time,  there  are  many  communities  still  gov- 
erned by  sun  time,  which  may  be  all  the  way  from  a 
few  mnuites  to  an  hour  different.  The  question  is 
whether  local  time  should  govern  the  expiration  of  in- 
surance  policies,  01"   standard    time. 

In  one  state  a  fire  occurred  at  two  minutes  after  noon, 
sun  time,  and  the  policy  on  the   property  destroyed  ex-    it  pay  its  way. 


OHIO'S  NEW  LIQUOR  LAWS. 

New  temperance  laws  fornied  a  leading  feature  of 
the  last  governorship  campaign  in  Ohio,  and  combined 
with  the  revolt  against  boss  rule  and  the  growing  desire 
of  the  people  everywhere  for  more  truly  representa- 
tive government,  they  produced  the  election  of  a  Demo- 
cratic governor.  Though  that  Democratic  governor  has 
now  passed  away  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Repub- 
lican lieutenant-governor,  the  legislature  that  was  elected 
did  what  it  was  chosen  for,  and  the  results  are  now 
becoming   noticeable. 

The  new  state  liquor  law  in  Ohio  was  not  a  prohibi- 
tive measure,  but  a  restrictive  and  regulatory  device. 
It  was  designed  to  lessen  the  number  of  grog  shops 
in  the  state,  to  produce  a  greater  revenue  from  them, 
and  to  give  the  state  authorities  better  control  over  the 
existing  abuses  attendant  upon  the  sale  of  liquor. 

The  revenue  under  the  new  law  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year  reached  nearly  $5,000,000,  as  against 
$2,190,000  in  the  same  period  last  year  under  the  old 
system.  Thus  the  object  of  increased  revenues  has 
been  quickly  reached.  The  license  fee  was  advanced 
from  $350  to  $1,000  a  year,  thus  reducing  the  number  of 
saloons  by  2,500,  leaving  less  than  10,000  now  in  opera- 
tion, while  increasing  the  gross  revenue  to  the  state. 
A  still  further  reduction  in  the  number  of  saloons  is 
expected,  and  while  this  will  result  in  lowering  the  rev- 
enue, to  bring  it  back  to  the  old  basis  the  number  of 
liquor  shops  would  have  to  be  reduced  to  less  than  one- 
third  of  their  old  figures,  and  this  is  not  expected. 

Three-fourths  of  the  receipts  from  liquor  licenses 
goes  to  the  state's  general  fund,  and  the  balance  is 
divided  between  the  county  poor  fund  and  the  municipal 
police  and  general   revenue   fund.     It   is  stated   that  the

In  the  West 
there  are  few  White  Cities  that  have 
been  in  existence  more  than  two  years, 
but  in  the  Eadt  some  of  them  have  been 
going  for  several  years,  and  they  are 
more  popular  now  tiian  they  were  the 
first  season.  The  people  want  some  place 
of  amu.sement  to  so  to  in  aummur  time,  if 
for  nothing  more  than  to  seu  the  crowds, 
and  a  spot  where  Innocent  diversion  is 
offered  at  small  cost  Is  bound  to  remain 
at  the  high  tide  of  popularity.  "

"The  development  of  the  lead  and  zlno 
fields  of  Southern  Wisconsin  Is  by  no 
means  complete,"  said  F.  N.  Lang  of 
Benton,  Wi.s..  at  the  Lenox.  "New  prop- 
erties are  b**lng  opened  up  right  along, 
and  the  exploration  worlt  is  being  carried 
on  all  over  tlie  district.  Some  good  veins 
yet  remain  undiscovered,  and  every  once 
In  a  while  a  diamond  drill  locates  some 
new  and  paying  vein. 

"A  popular  system  of  raising  money 
down  ^  there  for  mining  ventures  is 
through  development  companies,  which 
ask  .otockholders  to  contribute  $5  or  $10 
a  month  until  1100  has  iK'en  paid  In.  or 
until  a  strike  is  made,  to  stand  the  cost 
of  drilling  expenses.

There  are  several  instances  in  the  Wis- 
consin zinc  fields  where  small  investors 
have  taken  out  $50  for  every  dollar  orie- 
Inally  ventured  in  a  development  proposi- 
tion."

pired  at  noon.  The  insurance  company  held  that  it  had 
expired  before  the  time,  and  refused  payment.  Sun 
time  is  used  at  that  place,  but  according  to  standard 
time  the  policy  had  nut  expired  when  the  fire  occurred. 
The  policyholder  sued  the  company,  claiming  that  local 
customs  did  not  govern  the  policy,  and  the  state  courts 
•Ubtained  him.  In  another  state  a  decision  just  opposite 
to  this  was  given,  and  the  United  States  courts  will  have 
to  decide  it. 

In  the  meantime,  the  man  who  exercises  ordinary 
care  and  never  lets  his  policy  lapse,  even  for  a  minute, 
will  never  have  to  worry  about  this  question.  It  every- 
body did  this,  the  problem  would  be  very  trilling  indeed. 
Since  everybody  does  not  exercise  such  care  in  business 
affairs,  it  will  be  necessary  to  get  the  highest  courts  to 
pass  upon  the  question,  which  ordinary  care  would  have 
prevented  ever  becoming  a  question  of  interest  to  the 
courts. 

It  IS  characteristic  of  certain  slipshop  types  that  they 
should  neglect  ordinary  business  precatitions  until  they 
lose  fverything  or  have  to  put  up  an  expensive  tight  to 
get  what  they  are  entitle<l  to.  It  is  small  wonder  such 
men  fail.  A  man  that  would  let  the  tire  insurance  policy 
on  his  business  house  lapse  would  leave  the  front  door 
unlocked  at  night  so  that  burglars  could  conveniently 
have  access  to  his  valuables. 

A  merchant  that  was  "right  up  to  snuff"  would  not 
only  look  \\ith  care  into  the  fastenings  of  his  doors, 
but  he  would  cert.iinly  see  that  his  insurance  policies 
were  not  suffered  to  lapse,  even  for  a  second.  Such  is 
the  perversity  of  fate  that  if  a  man  is  going  to  have  a 
fire,  he  is  pretty  certain  to  have  it  the  next  minute  after 
his  policy  expires,  and  when  he  is  not  covered  by  insur- 
ance. 


In  reducing  the  number  of  drinking  places  and  in- 
creasing the  revenue  the  law  has  mailc  itself  worth  while. 
In  addition,  it  is  likely  that  in  reducing  the  number  of 
saloons  the  quality  of  those  remaining  has  been  im- 
proved. Under  high  license  it  is  largely  a  case  of  sur- 
vival of  the  fittest,  and  while  some  low  groggeries  will 
no  doubt  continue  to  make  money  under  the  high 
licenses,    the    majority    of    them    will    be    forced    out   of 

business. 

Still,  Duluth  imposes  a  similarly  high  license,  and 
nearly  200  saloons  continue,  to  operate  under  it,  presum- 
ably at  a  profit.  But  in  Duluth  the  city  gets  the  entire 
revenue,  and  does  not  have  to  divide  with  the  state.

Anti-Greek  Movement  In 
Balkan  Countries  Be- 
coming Serious. 

Struggle  For  Domination 

in  Balkans  Believed  to 

Inspire  It. 


Sofia,  Aug.  16.— The  anti-Greek  move- 
ment in  Roumania  and  especially  in  Bul- 
garia is  daily  assuming  greater  propor- 
tions and  threatens  to  become  a  serious 
danger  to  peace.  The  Bulgarian  govern- 
ment, It  appears,  will  be  forced  to  take 
exceptional  measures  to  terminate  the 
disturbances  which  are  due  to  the  anti- 
Greek  feeling  with  which  the  entire  pop- 
ulation  of   the  principality   Is  Imbued. 

The  cause  of  this  feeling  Is  the  histori- 
cal competition  between  Greece  and  Bul- 
garia for  domination  In  the  Balkans, 
which  was  recently  re-awakened  and 
stimulated  by  their  rivalry  in  Macedonia- 
rivalry  which,  it  is  alleged,  has  been 
artificaJly  encouraged  by  the  Turkish 
authorities— and  particularly  by  the  atroc- 
ities of  the  Greek  bands.  It  is  asserted 
that  the  patriarchal  church  at  Constanti- 
nople has  acted  as  an  accomplice  of  these 
bands,  with  the  object  of  forcing  the 
peaceful  population  of  Bulgaria  to  join 
the  church  and  that  the  propaganda 
has  been  carried  out  In  Bulgaria  by  the 
crime  ol"  the  patriarchal  church,  which 
openly  raised  subscriptions  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Greek  patriotic  societies  and 
also  sought  to  inrtame  the  Bulgarian 
spirit.

REPUBLICAN  PLATFORM. 

Draft  for  Nebraska  Convention's  Consld- 
erailon  is  Made  Public 

Omaha,  Aug.  17.— The  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  state  committee  to  pre- 
pare a  platform  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Republican  state  convention  completed 
Its  lalKjr  yesterday  afternoon.  The  plat- 
form agreed  upon  for  submission  to  the 
state  convention  Aug.  22  was  at  once 
made  pui^llc. 

After  endorsing  the  past  record  of  the 
Republican  party  and  noting  with  pride 
the  work  of  the  last  congress,  the  plat- 
form declares  'unalterable  allegiance  to 
the  principle  of  protection  and  approves 
the  efforts  of  the  national  administra- 
tion to  insure  justice  for  the  people 
against    trusts." 

The  platform  favors  the  election  of 
United  States  senators  by  direct  vote  of 
the  people.  It  says.  "We  declare  our- 
selves as  unalterably  opposed  to  the  dom- 
as  we  do  con-  i  jnatlon  of  corporations  In  the  public 
affairs,  and  urge  the  enactment  by  the 
next  legisUature  of  an  anti-pass  law  that 
will  prevent  the  issuance  of  any  free  pass, 
free  tleket,  free  transportation  or  tran.s- 
portation  known  as  newspaper  or  edi- 
torial mileage,  except  to  bona  fldft  em- 
ployes of  a  railroad  company  and  to 
members  of  their  immediate  families  and 
caretakers    of    live    stock." 

An  employees*  liability  bill  Is  favored.

WILD  ORGIES  ARE 
PART  OF  WORSHIP 

Clevelander     Describes 

Scene  He  Witnessed  in 

Central  America. 

Cleveland.  Ohio,  Aug.  17.— A  fact  not 
generally  known,  and  one  that  America 
will  find  hard  to  credit,  is  that  In  one 
portion  of  our  continent,  supposed  to 
be  civilized,  there  exists  a  religion  that 
requires  Us  believers  to  become  drunk, 
to  dance,  and  to  drink  the  blood  of 
animals. 

I  The  native  Indians  of  Guatemal, 
Central  America,  are  firm  believers  in 
this  barbarous  religion.  Feats  are 
held  regularly  every  few  weeks  by 
them,  at  which  everyone  present,  In- 
cluding women  and  children.  Is  requlr- 
led  to  drink  himself  or  heraelf  Into  a 
state  of  stupcfacation,  and  In  that  con- 
dition   dance    and    praise    their    gods. 

Gustave  Ganibs,  a  coffee  dealer,  1)35 
Woodland  avenuo  southeast,  returned 
from  Guatemala  but  a  short  time  ago. 
While  In  that  country  he  was  owner  of 
a  large  cottee  plantation  a  short  dis- 
tance from  Coban.  and  had  many  deal- 
ings with  the  Indians.  He  describes 
one  of  these  feasts,  which  he  witness- 
ed, as  follows: 

"A  large  fire  was  built,  around  which 
were  gathered  about  150  men,  women 
and  children,  all  with  the  tire  of  re- 
ligious zeal  In  tlielr  eyes.  Several 
young  steers  were  lying  nearby  with 
throats  cut  fn>m  which  blood  was 
pouring  Into  a  large  receptacle  reserv- 
ed for  that  purpose. 

"One  by  one  those  present  would 
glide  silently  up  and  drink  the  blood, 
and  then  return  to  their  seats  by  the 
firo  without  a  word.  When  the  supply 
was  exhausted  a  large  bag.  made  from 
the  skin  of  some  wild  animal,  was 
brought  out  and  opened  and  everyone 
i  helped  himself  to  the  liquid  it  con- 
tained. 

"I  learned  afterward  that  it  was  a 
native  wlno,  very  intoxicating,  called 
'chica.'  After  all  had  their  fill  from 
the  bag  they  stggered  to  their  feet  and 
danced  for  perhaps  an  hour.  From 
time  to  time  one  would  fall  from  ex- 
haustion, until  finally  all  were  lying 
helpless  on  the  ground. 

"The  Indian  believes  that  unless  lie 
is  very  much  intoxicated  his  gods  will 
not  listen  to  his  prayers,  and  also  that 
If  lie  drinks  so  much  that  he  is  unable 
to  dance  he  is  condemned  by  those  he 
worships."

Work  at  CanaL 


J.  D.  VVanleaa.  the  dlvor  who  has 
the  city  contract  to  lay  gSM  and  water 
mains  acrosa  the  canal  to  I'ark  Point, 
has  quit  worlc,  and  unleaa  the  dU- 
agreement  between  hl^  and  the  water 
and  light  board  la  settled,  the  prob- 
ability ia  that  no  water  mala  will  be 
completed  to  Park  Point  thla  year. 

The  trouble  between  Mr.  Wanleas 
and  the  members  of  the  board  came 
to  a  head  wlicn  an  estimate  for  11,000 
on  the  work  by  Mr.  Wanless  was  pre- 
sented to  the  board  for  passage  yes- 
terday. The. board  did  not  pass  It,  and 
Mr.  Wanle.ss  decided  that  he  would 
quit  until  Uiey  do.

ONLY  ONE  ISSUE  LEFT 
IN  BOARD  OF  TRADE  CASE 


Attorney  General  Young 

Argues  That  Board  is 

Illegal  Combine. 

State  Abandons  Charges 

of  Conspiracy  Made 

In  Complaint 


Oral  argiiim-nts  together  with  briefs 
•were  submitted  to  Judge  Dibell  this 
morning  In  the  closing  of  the  case 
brought  by  the  state  of  Minnesota  ex 
rel  the  Minnesota  Farmers'  Exchange 
against   the  Duluth  bgard  of  trade. 

Tiu  action  is  one  in  which  the  state, 
at  the  Instance  of  the  farmers'  ex- 
change, brought  suit  against  the  local 
Institution  cliarging  it  with  conspiracy 
to    restrain    the    grain    trade    and    with 

permitting  its  members  to  discriminate 
against  persons  in  the  tra<le  outside 
ol"  the  board.  The  object  sougiit  was 
the  annuhnent  of  the  franchise  of  the 
board  of  trade  and  the  punishment  of 
the  members  If  they  were  found  to 
have  violated  the  state  anti-trust   law. 

The  trial  was  held  several  weeks 
ago.  about  three  days  being  taken  for 
the  testimony'. 

The  trial  came  to  a  close  sooner 
than  had  been  expected  owing,  it  Is 
claimed,  to  the  fact  that  the  charac- 
ter of  some  of  the  ttstimony  relative 
to  the  charg^•s  of  conspiracy  was  not, 
It  is  understood.  Just  what  the  state 
had    exjiected. 

Att<jrney  CJeneral  E.  T.  Young,  who 
argued  for  the  state,  avoided  any  dis- 
cussion on  the  point  of  a  conspiracy 
or  atttnipt  to  keep  numbers  of  the 
farmers  exchange  from  the  board. 
He  sated  his  reasons  for  so  doing  as 
follows: 

•'The  evidence  was  very  conllicting 
a«  to  the  conspiracy  charge.  It  is  be- 
fore the  court  for  his  consideration.  I 
believe  it  wiser  for  me  and  courteous 
to  all  concerned  to  refrain  from  dis- 
cussing it." 

The  attorney  general  declared  that 
the  welfare  of  all  the  people  of  the 
state  demands  that  the  state  see  to  it 
that  the  rules  under  which  boards  of 
trade  and  other  institutions  operate, 
do  not  permit  the  members  thereof  to 
exercise  undue  advantage  over  others 
in  trade  who  are  not  members.  He 
argued  that  Rule  26  of  the  by-laws  of 
the  Duluth  board  fixes  absolutely  the 
commission  which  must  be  charged  by 
every  member  to  any  non-member  and 
as  arbitrarily  fixes  the  rate  of  Interest 
that  must  be  charged  for  members  for 
money  advanced  the  shippers  who  are 
not  membfers. 

Mr.  Young  claimed  that  the  b<»ard 
■has  thus  fixed  a  minimum  rate  of 
profits  below  which  a  member  cannot 
go  without  paying  a  penalty  to  the 
other  intmbers.  He  claimed  there  is 
no  difference  betwen  such  an  opera- 
tion and  that  of  several  banks  if  they 
should  get  together  and  fix  a  rate  of 
Interest  that  shouM  be  paid  by  cus- 
tomers loaning  money.  The  principle 
Mr.  Young  declared,  is  just  the  same  in 
both   cases. 

He  claimed  that  the  grain  raising 
people  of  Minnesota  are  Incapable  of 
organization;  that  they  are  t<»o  scat- 
tered; and  that  they  must  deal  with 
the  exchanges  which  constitute  the 
avenues  by  which  the  producer  reaches 
the  market.  AJ,r.  Young  argued  that  It 
Is  very  important  to  the  producers 
that  there  be  no  combination  on  the 
part  of  thost  who  handle-  the  grain 
whereby  an  ab.solute  tax  is  levied  on 
the  producer  for  the  benefit  of  the 
middleman. 

It  was  argmd  by  Mr.  Young  that 
the  court  does  not  concern  itself  with 
the  per.<s«mal  integrity  of  the  men  con- 
stituting the  membership  of  the  board, 
but  that  it  Fhould  concern  Itself  in 
the  principles  under  which  the  board 
operates,  not  only  as  to  whether  it  Is 
doing  wrong,  but  as  to  whether  it  has 
the  power  to  do  wrong. 

Mr.  Young  claimed  that  each  mem- 
ber of  the  board  should  be  peritiltted 
to  make  his  own  commission  rate  and 
rate  of  interest  on  money  advanced 
the   shlpp.-r,   and   that    "it   is  the  arbi- 


trary nature  of  the  proposition  that  Is 
obnoxious,  so  far  as  the  legal  question 
is   Involved." 

He  argued  that  the  statutes  relative 
to  boards  of  trade  do  not  authorize 
specific  rules,  but  give  general  pow- 
ers to  the  boards  to  secure  uniformity 
of  business.  These  rules,  he  claimed, 
must   be  con.iistent   with    the  law. 

Mr.  Young  also  argued  that  the  rules 
of  the  Duluth  b<fard  absolutely  dis- 
criminate by  declaring  on  their  face 
that  the  minimum  rate  of  profit  must 
be  enforced  against  non-members. 
He  claimed  this  to  be  an  interference 
with  trade. 

it  was  argued  that  under  the  exist- 
ing conditions  there  is  nothing  to  pre- 
vent the  board  raising  its  c<jin- 
misslon  from  1  to  as  high  as  6  or  7 
per  cent,  and  that  tlie  producers  have 
altsolufelyr.o  protection. 

As  to  the  (luestiorj  of  the  similar 
rcles  existing  in  other  boards  and  ex- 
cl.aiges  throughout  the  country,  Mr. 
Young  declared  that  all  testimony  to 
tl  at  effect  was  not  admissible  in  evi- 
dence, and  that  the  court  had  no 
means  of  taking  judicial  notice  of  the 
anti-trust  laws  of  other  states.  More 
sp<elfically,  and  so  far  as  the  simi- 
larity of  the  rules  ol  the  local  board 
witii  thosf  of  the  Minneapolis  board  Is 
coi.cerned,  Mr.  Young  clalme<l  that  if 
the  rules  are  found  to  be  wrong  here, 
tliey  will  have  to  be  abrogated  by  the 
MiuneapoFls  board. 

The  attorney  general  quoted  several 
autliorltlis  in  support  of  his  various 
contentions,  and  submltf.d  the  case 
for  the  stale   with  his  brief. 

Mr.  S<  verante  of  the  hrm  of  Davis, 
Kellogg  &  Severance,  who,  with  the 
local  firm  of  Sullivan  &  Orant.  has 
been  conducting  the  defense,  argut  d 
Ir.   behalf  of   the  board   of   trade. 

He  took  the  position  that  it  is  a 
a  serious  matter  for  a  board  of  trade, 
comprised  of  the  men  making  up  the 
membership  of  the  local  organization, 
to  havf  charges  of  conspiracy  brought 
against  it  oy  a  man  of  the  standing  of 
llu'  atlornny  general  <  f  the  state.  To 
put  It  in  plain  English,  Mr.  Severance 
declared  that  It  was  e<iulvalent  to  a 
charge  of  felony  against  the  ilOO  men 
who  comprise  the  local  board.  Mr. 
Severance  claimed  that  It  is  not  only 
for  the  court  to  decide  whether  the 
Duluth  board  of  trade  shall  continue 
to  do  business,  hut  to  determine 
whether  the  men  comprising  it  are 
violating  the  laws  and  are  punishal'le 
for  a  felony. 

As  to  the  argument  advanced  by  the 
attorney  g.  lural,  Mr.  Severance 
claimed  that  the  only  novelty  about 
it  was  his  going  outside  the  state 
for  decisions  criticizing  the  decisions 
of  the  Minnesota  supreme  court. 

Commenting  on  the  position  taken 
by  the  attorney  general  as  to  the 
character  of  the  testimony  on  the 
conspiracy  charge.  Mr.  Severance  said 
it  was  only  fair  to  presume  that  the 
state  had  abiAfloned  that,  and  has 
only  argued  on  the  question  as  to 
whethrr  the  Duluth  board  of  trade 
is  or  is  not  an  Illegal  body. 

Mr.  Severance  claimed  there  was  only 
one  bit  of  evidence  on  the  charge  of  a 
comblnaticm  of  the  members  and  that 
was  the  denial  of  every  one  of  the  2U0 
members  of  any  agreement  for  implied 
agreement  whereby  any  member  was  to 
be  prohibited  from  doing  business  with 
a  member  of  the  Minnesota  Farmers' 
exchange  under  penalty  of  a  boy- 
cott. 

Mr.  Severance  presumed  there  is 
only  one  really  left  and  that  is  Ine 
matter  which  involves  the  continuance 
of  the  Duluth  board  of  trade  in  busi- 
ness  with   any   success. 

He  argued  that  the  evidence  as  to 
the  similarity  of  the  rules  in  the  boards 
and  exchanges  throughout  the  country 
was  admissible  ajid  that  it  ha.>»  a 
strong  bearing  on  the  case  as  going 
to  show  that  It  was  genarally  uiuKi- 
stood  that  the  operations  of  such  In- 
stitutions are  not  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  anti-trust   laws. 

Mr.  Severance  dlscus.sed  the  statutes 
that  have  been  enacted  since  1S6S  ccm- 
ferring  powtrs  on  the  b<)ards  of  trade 
and  claimed  that  the  revised  laws  of 
Ut05  have  not  detracted  but  rather  em- 
phasized the  large  powers  that  have 
been   conferred   In   the  past.

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merce  or  to  produce  a  monopoly  by 
conctntratlntf  business  In  the  hands  of 
the  members  of  the  board,  thereby  de- 
rstroying  open  and  free  competition  m 
Duluth.  Attention  wa.«  called  to  the 
fact  that  the  anti-trust  law  does  not 
attempt  to  prohibit  agreements  between 
two  or  more  pers<in.<»  with  reference  to 
the  charges  they  may  make  for  per- 
sonal services  rendered  and  that  in 
this  respect  the  Mlnnes-ota  law  differs 
materially  from  the  statutes  of  other 
states. 

Conceding,  for  the  purposes  of  argu- 
ment; that  under  some  circumstances 
the  members  of  the  board  of  trade 
might  by  the  enactment  of  improper 
laws  for  their  government  or  by  acting 
in  uniscui  in  illicit  practices  bring 
themselves  within  the  condemnation 
of  the  law.  Mr.  Severance  claimed  (hai 
the  facts  as  disclosed  In  the  record  of 
the  case  show  the  acts  of  the  members 
of  the  Duluth  board  and  of  the  board 
Itself  to  have  been  entirely  lawful, 
that  the  rules  complained  of 
are  entirely  reasonable  and  enacted 
for  the  fair  protection  of  the  members 
in  their  business  and  not  wantonly  for 
the  purpose  of  injuring  ajiyone  else. 
He  claimed  they  are  not  within  the 
prohibition  of  the  statute,  however,  it 
may  be  construed.      -  , 

Mr.  Severance  claimed  that  under 
Judge  Sanborn's  decision  in  the 
Whltwell  case,  it  is  perfectly  clear 
that  the  rules  of  the  Duluth  board 
of  trade,  as  set  forth  In  the  com- 
plaint, and  claimed  to  constitute 
an  unlawful  restraint  on  commerce, 
are  perfectly  innocent  for  the  rea- 
son that  they  do  promote  compe- 
tititto  and  their  main  purpose  and 
chief  effect  is  to  foster  trade  and 
Increase  the  business  of  the  mem- 
bers. 

Mr.  Severance  argued  that  the 
board  of  trade  itsetf  transacts  no 
business.  It  is  owner  of  the  build- 
ing and  provides  all  the  facilities 
for  its  members  to  do  business. 
Every  member  is  Interested  in  en- 
larging the  business  of  the  board 
as  much  as  possible,  in  preserving 
the  Integrity  of  the  membership,  and 
in  maintaining  the  highest  possible 
competition  in  the  purchase  and  sale 
of  commodities  on  the  board.  At- 
tention was  called  by  Mr.  Sever- 
ance   to    the    fierce    competition    that 


often   takes  place  on  the  floor  of  tho  \ 
exchange   when   there   Is  a  cjrload   of 
grain     for     sale     and     th3     broker     *s 
fighting    for    the    very     last    fraction 
of    a    cent    per    bushel. 

Mr.      Severance      argued      that      for 

the  board  to  produce  uniformity  it 
was  necessary  for  It  to  have  a  uni- 
form rate  of  commLsslons.  That  Is 
the  only  way  in  which  a  demoraliz- 
atfon  of  business  can  be  prevented. 
The  farmer  In  the  western  part  of 
the  state  in  consigning  a  car  of 
grain  to  a  "^ Duluth  broker  knows 
from  the  publisl^ed  rules  exactly 
what  charge  the  broker  can  exa<  t 
for  his  services  and  knows  that  he 
cannot  charge  hinj  a  higher  rafe 
per  bushel  than  he  charges  any- 
Dody  else;  that  he  cannot  claim  the 
right  to  do  a  wholesale  business  at  a 
cheaper  rate  than  he  does  a  retiJI; 
that  l^e  farmer  who  raises  one  car 
of  grain  and  ships  It  to  Duluth  can 
have  his  busincs  tran.sacted  as  effi- 
ciently, as  honestly,  and  as  cheaply 
as  any  great  elevator  company  hav- 
ing a  line  of  elevators  across  the 
state  and  whose  shipments  amount 
to  thousands  of  c^rs  annaully.  Not 
only  that.  Mr.  Severance  said,  but 
this  producer  of  grain  knows  he  has 
an  immediate  remedy  for  any  griev- 
ance against  his  broker  without  ex- 
pense. He  does  not  have  to  hire  a 
lawyer,  bring  suit  and  await  the  re- 
sult of  litigation,  but  he  can  bring 
the  broker  jip  before  a  committee  of 
the  board  and  compel  him  to  adjust 
the  grievance  under  penalty  of  ex- 
pulsion  from   the  board. 

In  this  way,  it  waa  claimed,  the  busi- 
ness of  the  board  Is  transacted  and  It 
is  essential  that  n^  man  be  permitted 
to  retain  a  membership  whose  honcbty 
is  open  to  suspicion.  No  person  can 
be  privately  elected  to  membership. 
Any  person  of  good  character  and  credit 
may  be  elected  to  a  membership  on 
successfully  passing  the  requirements. 

Mr.  Severance  claimed  that  rates  of 
commission  charged  do  not  affect  the 
price  received  for  the  commodities 
dealt  In.  Their  effects  on  the  transac- 
tion Is  only  incidental  and  not  direct, 
and  therefore,  these  rules  relative  to 
commissions  are  not  within  the  terms 
of  the  statute.  In  order  to  be  within 
the  prohibitions  of  any  anti-trust  law, 


either  the  local  law  in  this  state  or  tlie 
federal  law,  it  Is  essential  that  the 
effect  on  commerce  or  on  prices  must 
be  direct  and  certain. 

Mr.  Severance  argued  that  It  was  not 
a  restraint  on  trade  for  a  member  to 
decline  to  do  business  with  a  non-mem- 
ber, nor  is  the  exclusion  of  persons 
from  the  lloor,  for  the  law  presumes 
that  such  exclusion  is  for  the  benelit  of 
the  members  and  no  other  person  can 
question  It. 

Mr.  Severance  quoted  from  a  lartje 
number  of  authorities  In  the  support  of 
his  arguement  and  gave  a  number  of 
references  covering  other  points. 

The  case  was  argued  right  through 
the  noon  hour  In  order  that  the  Twin 
City  attorneys  might  get  the  afternoon 
train  for  their  hnmes.

The  hearings  will  be  begun  at 
once.     The  governor's  letter  stated  that 

i  the  hearings  heretofore  held  had 
demonstrated  that  railroad  rates  were 
too  high  and  that  the  Great  Northern, 
Northern  Pacific  and  the  Soo  railroads, 
by  offering  to  lower  their  rates  on 
grain  as  a  compromise  to  avoid  fur- 
ther rate  hearings,  had  shown  that 
they  could  afford  to  reduce  freight 
rates.

Montreal,  Aug.  17.— The  average  New 
Yoriter  accustomed  to  the  small  melon 
that  grows  in  Jersey  and  Connecticut 
knows  little  about  the  possibilities  of 
tae  cantaloupe,  unless  fortune  leads 
him  to  some  such  restaurant  as  the 
Waldorf  or  the  St.  Regis  during  the 
live  weeks  beginning  with  the  early 
part  of  this  month,  in  which  famous 
Montreal  melon*  may  be.  had. 

The'  ^lontreal  m^'loji  niight  be  called 
a  thing  of  tx^uty  and'|l  Joy  forever 
if  it  would rojily.-.copiinup  tu  grow  all 
summer.  In,  the  ^at  pIp-co  it  is  from 
three  to  six  times  the  size  of  the  or- 
dinary melon,  and  it  excels  its  sinaller 
brother  in  taste  and  flavor  as  much 
as  it  does  in  size. 

In  all  about  3,000  of  these  luscious 
fruits  find  their  way  into  the  dining 
rooms  of  a  few  New  York  hotels  every 
summer.  Every  one  of  them  is 
marked  and  nurhl>ered  and  every  one 
is  contracted  for  early  in  the  spring. 

The  man  who  is  accvustomed  to  buy- 
ing a  Rocky  For<t  melon  for  15  cents 
would  shy  at  the  prices  paid  for  these 
products  of  Canada-  They  command 
from  5<  to  70  centS-.l^ere.  a^d  double 
that  amount  tn  I^;^  Ydrk:  Some- 
times they  may  befc  jfo^nd  tn  small 
numbers  at  the  beat  Truifc-^tores,  re- 
tailing at  as  much  as  J3  ©a^Ji. 

The  limited  supply  accQunt«  for  the 
price,  and  as  the  years  go  by  they  bid 
fair  to  become  more  and  more  expen- 
sive until  they  pass  out  of  existence 
like  the  dodo.  The  growth  of  the  city 
will  be  responsible  for  the  calamity. 
Already  it  is  fast  encroaching  on  Ou- 
tremont,  a  suburb  back  of  Mount 
Royal,  where  the  soil  and  the  heat 
form  an  ideal  combination  for  the 
growth  of  the  melon.  The  demand  for 
building  lots  has  already  caused  the 
destruction  of  scores  of  orchards,  from 
which  not  so  many  years  ago  the 
world  got  its  I^a  i  aineu.se  apples. 

There  arc  La  Fameuse  apples  now. 
but  any  ono  of  the  old  timers  will 
tell  you  that  they  are  nothing  at  all 
like  the  fruit  that  grew  on  the  trees 
on  the  other  side  of  the  mountain. 
The  number  of  Montreal  melons  is 
likewise  growing  smaller  and  smaller 
each  year,  and  it  Is  likely  that  ten 
years  fi"om  now  the  Montreal  melon 
will  be  a  morsel  not  to  eat.

STORM  CLOUD 

DISPELLED 

Resolution    Endorsing 
Hearst  Stirs  the  Typo- 
graphical Meeting. 

Colorado  Springs,  Aug.  IT.— What  for  a 
time  had  the  appearance  of  a  dangerous 
storm-cloud  over  the  proceedings  of  the 
International  Typographical  union  con- 
vention was  dispelled  today  by  agreement 
among  the  delegates  upon  a  compromise 
substitute  for  a  resolution  endorsing  and 
commending  William  R.   Hearst. 

The  Hearst  resolution  was  offered  by 
Delegate  Roberts  of  Washington,  and 
commended  the  New  York  congressman 
for  his  efforts  and  achievements  in  behalf 
of  organized  labor.  Opposition  to  the 
resolution  was  headed  by  Delegate  Mc- 
Culloch  of  Omaha,  who  declared  the 
measure  a  political  one,  and  announced 
his  unswerving   opposition  to  having   the 


International  Typographical  union  made 
a  tail  to  any  man's  political  kite. 

The  compromise  substitute,  which  la 
to  be  offered  during  the  session  today, 
and  which  is  expected  to  pass  without  a 
fiKht.  commends  all  editors  who  have 
exerted  themselves  in  behalf  of  union 
labor,  makine:  incidental  mention  of  the 
fight  conducted  by  Mr.  Hearst,  with 
specific  mention  of  the  Los  Angeles 
field. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  politics, 
which  recommends  that  the  printers  join 
with  all  other  branches  of  organized 
labor  in  supporting  the  men  and  political 
organlzjttlons  that  have  manifested  a 
friendship  for  labor  and  the  favorable  at- 
titude toward  legislation  that  it  a.sks, 
was  received  by  the  delegates  with  en- 
thusiasm, Mr.  McCulloch  of  Omaha  b  lug 
outspoken  In  his  endorsement  of  the 
movement.  He  urged  the  delegates  to  re- 
member their  good  intentions  upon  re- 
turning to  tlielr  homes,  and  go  to  prim- 
aries and  elections,  determined  to  put  In 
office  men,  from  the  rank  of  alderman  to 
that  of  senator,  who  can  be  relied  upon 
to  vote  for  labor  legislation  as  well  as 
talk  for  labor  votes.

By  the  Board  of  Army 

Engineers  is  Nearly 

Ready. 

Washington,  Aug.  18. — The  board 
of  army  engineers  appointed  to  In- 
vestigate conditions  at  Duluth  and 
Superior  harbor,  with  a  view,  to 
<levlsing  means  of  protecting  ship- 
ping within  the  harbor  entrance 
from  wave  action  during  certain 
periods,  has  completed  Its  work  and 
its  r«port  will  be  presented  to  the 
chief   of   engineers   In   a   short    time. 

The  question  at  Issue  was  whether 
It  would  be  better  to  build  a  break- 
water a  short  distance  outside  of  the 
harbor  entrance  or  cut  a  new  chan- 
nel   through    Minnesota    I'oint. 

I'nder  the  practice  of  the  war  de- 
partment the  report  will  not  be  made 
public  until  It  Is  sent  to  congress 
next  December  and  those  who  ex- 
pected that  some  work  on  the  pro- 
ject would  be  done  this  season  will 
be  disappointed.  The  report  Is  for 
the  guidance  of  the  committee  on 
rivers  ami  harbors  In  making  appro- 
priations for  future  work.  if  the 
house  b-aders  should  decide  that  a 
V river  and  harbor  bill  Is  to  be  passed 
at  the  next  session  some  provision 
will  undoubtedly  be  made  for  carry- 
ing out  .whatever  recommendation 
the    board    makes. 


Colorado  Spring!!.  Colo..  Aug.  18. — 
With  the  declaration  that  the  fight  for 
the  8-hour  day  Is  practlcaly  won.  the 
fifty-second  annual  convention  of  the 
Typographical  union  yesterday  voted 
to  reduce  the  strike  assessment  from 
10  per  cent  to  8  per  cent  on  the  wages 
of  employed  printers.  At  this  time, 
88,960  members  are  working  eight 
hours,  2,556  are  under  a  nine-hour 
contract  and  4,709  are  on  strike.  The 
expanse  of  the  strike  to  date  has  teen 
approximately  $1,800,000.  all  of  which 
I  with  the  exception  of  $47,715.94  has 
I  been  contributed  by  members  working 
under  undisturbed  conditions.

St.  Petersburg.  Aug.  18.— Since  the 
acute  revival  of  terrorism  the  min- 
istry of  the  Interior  has  been  flooded 
with  complaints  forwarded  by  chiefs 
of  police  in  all  parts  of  the  empire,  to 
the  eiiecl  that  the  police  are  resigning 
by  wholesale,  and  It  Is  evident  that 
it  this  state  of  attalrs  continues.  It 
may  compel  a  practical  replacement  of 
the  police   by  troops. 

The  cabinet  has  given  serious  atten- 
tion to  the  situation  In  i'oland,  and 
the  question  of  dispatching  consider- 
able relntorctinenls  of  troops  there, 
and  sending  out  punitive  expeditions, 
has  been  discussed,  but  no  decision 
has   been  reached. 

The  monarchist  organizational  most 
of  which  are  classed  by  the  i-.iberais 
as  black  hundreds,  are  trying  to  ar- 
range a  national  congress  at  Kielf, 
wiUi  the  view  to  placing  the  tickets  in 
the  field  for  the  parliamentary  elec- 
tions, which,  it  Is  now  believed,  will 
be   held  In   November.

GERMANS 
PLEASED 

Are  Delighted  With  Re- 

suhs  of  Meeting  of 

the  Monarchs. 

Diplomats  LooK  for  Im- 
provement in  Relations 
With  England. 


Berlin,  Aug.  18.— Great  satisfaction 
prevails  at  the  fareign  office  over  the 
results  of  the  meeting  at  Frederlch- 
shoff  between  King  Edward  and  Em- 
peror William.  The  latter  has  ex- 
pressed himself  as  in  the  highest  sat- 
isfaction over  the  results.  The  dis- 
cussions between  the  monarchs  in  the 
presence  of  their  diplomatic  represen- 
tatives covered  many  political  ques- 
tions of  Interest  to  both  oountrlesk  with- 
out aiming  at  reaching  speclflc  ar- 
rangements but  with  the  view  to  com- 
ing to  a  satisfactory  understanding 
respecting  the  policies  pursued  by  the 
two   countries 

This  was  accomplished  In  the  mam. 
and  the  foreign  office  expects  to  see 
the  improvement  in  the  relations  be- 
tween them  continue.  The  recent 
friendly  demonstrations,  originating 
among  the  British  and  German  peo- 
ples from  dissatisfaction  with  the  poli- 
tical hostilities  attributed  to  the  two 
governments,  facilialed  the  Frieder- 
Ichoff  meeting,  since  King  Edward 
Ihad  no  desire  to  see  German  antlpath- 
iles  continually  attributed  to  him.  So 
•  far  as  the  report  of  a  personal  es- 
trangement between  the  two  monarchs 
Is  concerned,  this  has  been  wholly  dis- 
sipated by  the  talks  at  Frederlchshoff 
and  their  relations  have  grown  cor- 
dial.   

TAKES  DEADLY  DECOCTION. 

Match  Heads  and  Carbolic  Acid  is  Drink 
of  Suicide. 

Donaldson,  Minn..  Aug.  18.— Mrs.  Axel 
Schuholm.  wife  of  one  of  the  weallhieit 
farmers  In  this  part  of  the  state,  com- 
mitted suicide  by  drinking  a  decoction 
of  match  heads  and  carbolic  acid  and 
throwing  herself  In  a  swamp  near  by 
her  home,  where  her  dead  body  was 
discovered  the  next  morning. 

She  had  been  In  poor  health  for  some 
time,  and  a  short  time  ago  her  phy- 
sician decided  that  a  surgical  opera- 
tion would  be  necessary.  This  seemed 
to  prey  upon  the  woman's  mind  until 
she    became    mentally    unbalanced. 

She  had  been  acting  queerly  for 
some  time  and  had  been  closely  watch- 
chI  by  her  husband.  On  the  night  of  the 
suicide  she  managed  to  elude  his  vigil- 
ance.

London  Reports  Conflict— New 
York  Gets  Serious  News. 


London,  Aug.  18. — Private  tele- 
grams received  here  from  South  Amer- 
ica today  add  little  to  what  has  al 
ready  been  cabled  about  the  earth- 
quake in  Chile.  The  manager  of  the 
Tarapaca-Argentlna  bank  informed 
the  press  that  from  the  advices  he  had 
received  he  had  reason  to  believe  that 
the  damage  done  at  Valparaiso  was 
not  so  serious  as  supposed.  The  staff 
of  the  bank  was  safe  and  the  building 
had  been  only  slightly  damaged. 

The  Pacilic  Steam  Navigation  com- 
pany has  received  the  following  cable- 
gram from  Valparaiso:  "Violent 
earthquake.  Heavy  loss  of  property 
and  lives.  The  company's  office  par- 
tially destroyed.  Floating  property 
undamaged." 

The  Eastern  Cable  company  reports 
that  direct  cable  communication  with 
Valparai>^o  has  not  yet  been  re-estab- 
li.shed.  The  Chilean  legation  .  has  not 
received  any  newts. 

Cable  dispatches  received  by  two 
firms  here  say  that  only  two  squares 
at  Valparaiso  and  the  surrounding 
avenue.s  have  be<^n  destroyed.  On  the 
other  hand  the  Chilean  Trading  com- 
pany's advices  say  that  a  great  amount 
of  damage,  accompanied  by  severe  loss 
of  life,  has  resulted  from  the  earih- 
(liiake. 

Private  cables  show  that  the  reports 
that  the  nitrate  grounds  in  Chile  suf- 
fered seriously  are  unfounded.  Copl- 
apo,  capital  of  the  province  of  Ata- 
cama,  apparently  was  the  most  north- 
erly point  where  the  dif?turbance  was 
seriously  felt.  Iquiqul,  Autofoga.sta 
and  other  towns  in  the  nitrate  region, 
were   not   damaged. 

Hamburg,  Aug.  18. — The  North 
German  bank  today  received  from 
Its  correspondent,  the  Banco  De 
Chile  y  Alemania  at  Valparaiso,  the 
following    dispatch: 

"All     well.  Bank     building     only 

slightly  damaged.  Many  houses  de- 
stroyed by  fire.  We  are  unable  to 
state    extent    damage.    Banks    closed."

Their  manager  reports  that  all 
places  of  business  hi-ve  been  closed 
and  the  delivery  and  operating  staff 
is  much  demoralized.  No  messen- 
gers have  reported  for  duty  and 
deliveries  can  only  be  made  on  ap- 
plication to  the  office.

News  Meager,  But  Great  Catastrophe  is 
Reported. 

New  York,  Aug.  IS.— A  cable  dispatch 
to  a  morning  paper  from  Buenos  Ayres, 
says:  According  to  the  information  re- 
ceived here,  a  large  number  of  build* 
ings  have  been  destroyed  In  Val- 
palralso  and  the  loss  of  life  is  said 
to  have  been  large.  The  disturbance 
was  general  throughout  Chile  and  was 
felt  at  some  points  In  the  Argentine 
republic. 

News  of   the   disaster  is  meager  ow- 
ing   to    the    fact    that    telegraph    com- 
i  municatlon  Is  (^t  off,  the  schocks  hav- 
i  Ing    thrown    down    the    telegraph    linefc. 
I  From    the    details    obtainable.    It    ap- 
\  pears  that   there  were  five  shocks,   the 
disturbance    passing    south     along     the 
Pacific   coast   and   crossing   the   Andes. 
The   shocks   were   severe   according   to 
the     registration     of     the    seismograph 
Instruments    here   and    at    Santa    Ro.ia 
and    Andes    City.      The    property    loss 
is  enormous.     Many  houses  were  thrown 
down.     Including    governnK'nt     house. 

During  the  night  the  volcano  Tupan- 
gato  on  the  Chile-Argentine  border, 
was  heard  roaring  and  the  people  fled 
to  the  churches  to  pray  for  safety.  At 
San  Juan,  In  the  Andes,  high  winds  ac- 
companied the  shocks.  The  shock  at 
Andes    was    very    severe.      The    shociis

WOMAN  FATALLY  BEATEN 
,Y  FARMER  NEAR  TWIG 


MERELY  A  MOSQUITO  BITE. 


Assaulted  His  Wife  While 

She  Was  in  Delicate 

Condition. 

Woman  Was  Kicked  and 

Pounded  in  a  Brutal 

Manner. 


One  of  the  most  brutal  crimes  ever 
committed  In  St.  Louis  county  was 
perpetrated  Thursday  evening  near 
Twig  postoffice  in  the  town  of  Grand 
Lake,  when  William  Wright,  a  farmer, 
beat  and  kicked  his  wife  Into  a  condi- 
tion that  is  expected  to  result  fatal. y. 
and  then  ficd  to  the  woods  in  that 
neighborhood.  He  has  not  yet  been  ap- 
prehended although  a  warrant  is  out 
charging  him  with  assault  in  the  first 
degree,  and  the  authorities  have  made 

some  search  for  him.  „r      •  . 

As  near  as  can  be  learned  Wngnt 
had  returned  recently  from  a  several 
weeks'  absence  on  a  surveying  crew. 
Trouble  of  some  nature  was  started 
with    his    wife,    who    is    in    a    delicate 


condition,  and  it  finally  resulted  In 
his  brutal  assault,  in  which  he  Is 
claimed  to  have  beat  her.  knocked  her 
down,  kicked  her  a  number  of  times, 
and  then  to  have  chased  her  with  a 
butcher  knife.  Mrs.  Wright  is  said  to 
have  run  half  a  mile  to  the  house  of 
the  nearest  neighbor  where  she  col- 
lapsed, and  at  last  reports  was  not 
expected  to  live.  Her  condition  is  all 
the  more  serious  from  the  fact  that 
she  was  about  to  give  birth  to  a  child. 

Word  was  dispatched  to  the  sheriff's 
office  of  -  the  assault  and  steps  were 
taken  Immediately  to  secure  a  war- 
rant charging  Insanity  against  Wright, 
the  idea  being  to  get  him  in  custody 
as  quickly  as  possible.  It  is  under- 
stood, however,  that  he  could  have  been 
apprehended    without    a    warrant. 

When  the  authorities  reached  the 
Wright  homestead,  Wright  had  disap- 
peared and  there  Is  no  definite  clue 
as  to  his  whereabouts,  although  it  Is 
rumored  that  he  was  seen  yesterday  In 
vicinity  of  Pike  Lake.  It  is  understood 
that  the  county  authorities  will  send 
out  a  force  of  deputies,  in  addition  to 
the  telephone  dispatches  to  the  neigh- 
boring towns,  and  that  every  effort  will 
be  made  to  apprehend  the  wife  beater. 

Great   indignation    has   been   aroused

Woman  Murdered  In  Ward 

County  and  Her  Body 

Hid. 

•White  Karth— The  authorities  of  Ward 
county  are  confronted  wlih  one  of  the 
gr>-atest  niy>^leries  that  luis  attracted  the 
fttiention  of  the  police  in  this  part  of 
the  state.  Apparently  a  woman  has  been 
murdered  and  her  body  disposed  of  so 
that  no  trace  of  it  has  yet  been  found. 
Tiie  scene  of  the  supposed  crime  is 
Bomewh«rf  Intween  Wlii^e  Karth  and 
Tioga.  Yesterday  a  complete  outfit  of 
■women's  wearing  apparel  was  found  on 
the  banks  of  a  creek  northwest  of  White 
Karth.  The  clothing  was  sp.attered  with 
blood  and  Idood  was  scattered  along  the 
trail  leading  to  tlie  bank  of  the  cieek. 
FarnuTS  in  tlie  vicinuiiy  and  citizens  of 
Wliite  Karth  scourv-d  the  nelghboriiood 
In  an  endt  avor  to  lind  the  body  of  the 
mlssins  Woman.  Th--  enek  was  draKK<-d 
both  above  and  btlow  the  spot  wlitro 
tho  clothing  was  found,  but  no  trace  of  a 
corpse   could   be   discovered. 

Farmt  rs  living  in  tlu-  vicinity  of  the 
epot  say  thi-y  distinctly  remember  hearing 
the  screams  of  a  woman  at  night  two 
weeks  ago.  'I'lie  samt-  nirfUt  a  siran^icr 
drove  up  to  Alex  Wills'  farm,  nine  miles 
northeast  of  White  Kailh,  with  a  single 
rig,  and  told  Mr.  Wills  that  his  horse 
>vas  exhausted  and  that  he  wished  lo 
leavi!  it  th-re  for  a  few  days.  Wills  al- 
lowed the  liorse  to  be  put  in  the  stable 
and  there  It  has  remained  ever  since. 
In  the  morning  Wills  went  out  lo  lo4)k 
at  tliu  outtit.  A  light  laprobe  in  the 
bottom  of  the  buK>;y  was  smeared  with 
blood,  and  the  rear  portion  of  the  bUKKY 
It.scif  also  had  a  quantliy  of  blood  spat- 
tered   upon   It. 

The  stranger  gave  the  name  of  Andrew 
W'cilson  and  volunteered  the  Information 
that  he  was  Koing  tii  lliil'uril,  n.  ;ir  wle/n- 
ho  said  he  resided.  Tho  bUKKy  is  a 
plain  open  one.  containt-d  a  corduroy 
ovt-rcoat  lined  with  wool,  a  light  colored 
coat  and  vest  and  other  clothing,  togeth- 
er with  th  ■  laprobe  nuntioned.  Tlu'  horse 
bears  a  Canailian  brand.  Is  a  small  bay 
mare,  wtishinn  about  MX  pounds,  short 
tall,  forefoot  clipped  and  both  Its  ears 
recently    were    sUl. 

The  theory  of  the  farmers  about  here 
is  that  ih<'  murder  probably  was  com- 
mitted near  the  place  where  tiie  clothing 
was  found,  and  that  the  dead  body  was 
removed  to  a  more  secluded  spot.  The 
sheriff  at  Mliiot  has  been  notified  and  is 
malting  an  investigation. 

Harvey— J.  R.  LaVallo,  a  negro,  is  un- 
der arrest,  charged  with  the  muider  of 
Itudolph  Fernlck.  The  murder  apparent- 
ly wa.s  unprovoked. 

Fernick  w;i3  at  work  at  the  cement 
block  faetory  when.  It  Is  alli-Rort,  the 
netfro  suddenly  a!>proaehed  him  from  be- 
hind and  struck  him  over  the  head  wifn 
a   .'shovel,    crushing    his   skull. 

Little  is  known  of  Fernick.  He  came 
to  town  on  tlio  nonn  passenger  train, 
•went  to  work  at  tiie  cement  factory  and 
■was  killed  within  three  hours  afterward. 
Ills  name  was  found  tattooed  on  his  arm

REVOLUTION  IN 
DRAINAGE  PLANS 

Steam  Ditchers  Will  be 

Used  in  Future,  Says 

Ralph. 

Crookston,  Minn..  Aug.  18. —  (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — In  an  inter- 
view yesterday,  George  A.  Ralph, 
engineer  of  the  state  drainage  board, 
stated  that  the  method  of  construct- 
ing drainage  ditches  In  Northern 
Minnesota  would  be  revolutionized 
during  the  next  year  or  ,two.  He  ; 
says  that,  because  of  the  enormous 
amount  of  work  that  Is  to  be  done, 
it  will  be  impracticable  to  accom- 
plish it  with  horses  and  wheel 
.scrapers  as  in  the  past  and  that  the 
steam  ditcher  will  be  used  in  the 
future  almost  exclusively.  He  also 
savs  that  the  steam  dredge  mu.st  be 
used  In  the  drainage  of  the  swamp 
lands  In  the  northern  part  of  the 
state  where  Immense  projects  are 
planned. 

Tho  $3,000,  which  it  was  neces- 
sary for  the  buslne.ss  men  to  pledge 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  state 
training  school,  the  building  for 
which  has  bc<^  completed  on  the 
state  farm  north  of  this  city,  has 
been  pledged  by  the  business  men  to 
be  used  for  the  current  expense  for 
the  coming  year  and  tho  school 
will  open  this  fall  as  planned.  It 
Is  expected  that  the  state  legislature 
will  refund  -this  money  at  the  next 
st'ssion. 

Tho  Great  Northern  has  started 
the  work  of  double  tracking  across 
tho  Red  Lake  river  at  this  point.  A 
crew  of  several  hundred  men  are 
now  employed  with  several  work 
trains  and  .ste.^m  shovels,  making 
the     cuts     for     the     approaches,     and 


there  are  a  certain  number  of  men 
who  make  it  a  rule  to  travel  without 
expending  any  cash  for  fares,  but  at 
this  particular  season,  when  so  many 
are  anxious  to  get  work  In  the  har- 
vest lields,  the  rush  for  sidedoor  Pull- 
mans is  at  its  height,  and  if  tho 
brakemen  were  not  on  their  guard 
thw  freight  trains  would  be  carrying 
about  as  many  passengers  as  some 
of    the    regular    passenger    trains. 

The     railroad     employes     always     in- 
crease  their  vigilance   with   tJie    begin- 
ning  of  August,   especially    on    the    di- 
visions   between    Dululli    and    the    Da- 
kotas,   knowing  the  harvest   will   prove 
a    magnet     that     will     draw    hundreds 
i  who    haven't    enough     money     to     pay 
their  fares.     But  with  all  their  watch- 
I  fulness,   they  cannot  keep   their   trains 
I  entirely   free   from   this   class   of   men, 
I  and    a    large    and    varied    assortment 
I  manage  to  reach   the  Dakotas  w  ithout 
any     special     expense     to     themselves, 
save    for    the    lo.ss    of    time,    and    time 
counts    for    nothing    with    the    hoboe. 

The  season  will  last  until  well  along 
after  the  harvest  Is  complete,  for  as 
soon  as  the  work  is  over  with  on  tho 
Western  farms,  the  laborers  head  for 
Duiuth  and  Northern  Minnesota  again, 
to  go  In  the  woods  for  the  winter.  On 
the  return  trip  they  generally  have 
more  money  than  when  they  went 
out,  but  uo  matter  how  much  coin 
they  may  have  about  their  persons, 
there  still  lingers  a  pronounced  dis- 
taste against  parting  with  any  of  it 
for  the  benefit  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany, and  so  they  still  try  to  steal 
rides,  with  more  or  less  success. 

Some  of  the  brakemen  bec<mie  <3is- 
couraged  in  their 'elTorts  to  save  their 
employers'  money,  and  go  in  to  make 
a  little  on  the  side  for  themselves. 
By  taxing  the  returning  harvesters  a 
dollar  or  two  for  transportation  over 
each  division  the  brakics  make  a  com- 
fortable little  stake  for  themselves, 
and  nobdy  Is  the  wiser,  unless  a 
"spotter"  happens  to  take  a  trip  along 
the  line  In  the  guise  of  a  hoboe,  and 
gets  the  names  of  the  offenders.

Southern  PaciHc   Pays  $1,000,000 
a  Line  in  Oregon. 

San  Francisco,  Aug.  18.— The  South- 
ern Pacific  officials  paid  over  $1,000,000 
yesterday  to  close  a  deal  made  five 
or  six  weeks  ago,  by  which  the  South- 
ern Pacinc  comes  into  possession  of 
the  Coos  Bay,  Koseburg  &  Eastern 
railroad,    in    Southeastern    Oregon. 

The  transaction  is  one  of  the  big- 
gest deals  since  the  fire,  affecting  .San 
Francisco  capitalists.  It  means  a  dis- 
tinct and  pronounced  development  of 
the  Harrinian  plans  to  have  two 
trunk  lines  between  San  Fi-ancisco  and 
Portland,  the  same  as  there  is  now 
between   this  city  and   Ix>s  Angeles.

DEPOSITORS 
FEAR  LAWYERS 

Stensland  Creditors  Will 

Demand    Protection 

Against  Attorneys. 

Chicago,  Aug.  18.— Theodore  Stens- 
land, vice  president  of  the  MlUvaukce 
Avenue  State  bank,  charged  with 
violating  the  banking  laws,  failed  to 
appear  before  Justice  Severson,  In  the 
West  Chicago  Avenue  police  court  to- 
day. The  case  was  continued  to 
Aug.  28. 

The  22,000  depositors  in  the  bank, 
roused  by  the  entry  of  a  dozen  more 
lav.yers  into  the  legal  fight  over  the 
assets  of  the  wrecked  bank  have  or- 
ganized and  will  hold  a  mass  meeting 
tomorrow  afternoon.  They  will  demand 
protection  against  complications  tlioy 
fear  from  a  squabble  of  attorneys.. 


The  books  do  not  show  much  chance 
for  a  long  meeting  of  the  city  coun- 
cil on  Monday  night,  unless  some  of 
the  old  questions  are  dug  up  and  dealt 
with. 

One  of  these  old  questions  is  as  to 
wheihor  the  sinking  fund  commission 
should  be  allowed  to  take  up  the  water 
and  light  bonds  awarded  to  the  Com- 
mercial Investment  company  and  try- 
to  dispose  of  them  to  outside  com- 
panies at  private  sale.  It  was  expect- 
ed that  ihat  Avould  be  taken  up  la.st 
Monday  night  but  nobody  yaid  a  word 
about  it. 

Then  there  is  the  matter  of  the  light- 
ing contract  which  nobody  seems  to 
know  about.  It  may  be  taken  up  Mon- 
day night  and  disposed  of,  and  again 
it  may  not.  The  question  of  employ- 
ing electrical  engineers  to  make  plans 
and  estimates  for  a  miuiicipal  com- 
mercial electric  lighting  plant  is  also 
in  sliape  to  be  taken  up  if  the  time  is 
ripe. 

Another  thing  which  can  be  brought 
up,  and  probably  will  be  is  the  bid 
of  P.  McDonnell  for  grading  and  im- 
proving Tioga  street.  The  first  bid 
was  rejected  because  it  was  too  liigh, 
Mr.  McDonnell  bidding  something  over 
$9,000.  Re-advisement  took  place  and 
on  the  second  bid,  Mr.  McDonnell  bid 
$1,000  more  than  the  lirst  time.  His  is 
the  only  bid  in  on  the  work  and  it  was 
held  up  In  council  meeting  last  week 
at  the  request  of  Alderman  Wilson. 

The  matter  of  neglected  sewer  con- 
nections may  come  up  in  a  way  which 
will  interest  a  number  of  people.  From 
time  to  time  the  health  commissioner 
of  the  city  recommends  that  sewer 
connections  be  made  in  certain  in- 
stances. He  will  report  to  the  council 
on  Monday  night  that  the  council's 
instructions  to  have  sewer  connections 
made,  in  fifty-three  Instances  have  not 
been  obeyed.  It  Is  now  up  to  the 
council  to  instruct  the  city  attorney 
to  take  proceedings  against  these  prop- 
erty owners.

Marquette,  Mich.,  Aug.  18.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— In  the  ordinary  course 
of  events,  John  Mack,  cf  Milwaukee, 
itinerant  clothing  merchant  and  suit 
club  organizer,  who  has  been  serving 
a  sixty-day  term  in  the  county  bastlie, 
would  have  secured  his  liberty  Tnurs- 
day,  but  the  prospect  before  him  is  a 
further  sojourn  in  upper  peninsula  Jails. 
Recently  Sheriff  Rough  Jogged  tiie 
memories  of  Sheriffs  Beck  of  Houghton 
and  Perow  of  Delta  county  to  the  ef- 
fect that  Mr.  Mack  would  go  his  own 
sweet  way  unless  another  warrant  was 
waiting  for  him.  The  response  was 
ready.  Both  sheriffs  gave  notice  that 
they  wanted  the  man.  Houghton  se- 
cured him,  and  yesterday  he  was  given 
another  sixty-day  sentence.  Escanaria 
will  probably  get  him  next. 

Mack  appears  to  have  operated  also 
In  Dickinson,  Iron  and  Menominee 
counties,  and  may  be  passed  along  still 
further.  His  "tailoring"  business  in 
the  upper  peninsula  hasn't  proved  so 
profitable  after  all.  He  reaped  some  1 
hundreds  of  dollars  of  easy  money,  | 
but  It  promises  to  be  some  months, 
possibly  years,  before  he  will  again  be 
permitted  to  resume  operations.  It  cost 
$4,  cash  down,  to  join  one  of  Mack's 
suit  clubs,  and  It  Is  alleged  that  In  no 
Instance  has  a  suit  been  forthcoming.

THE   PARTY  ORGAN. 

One  of  the  late  newspaper  directories  gives  an 
interesting  insight  into  the  changing  conditions 
under     which     newspapers    and     partisanship     are 

associated. 

There  are  fewer  party  organs  in  this  country 
today  than  there  ever  were  before,  and  the  change, 
which  is  still  in  progress,  is  all  one  way.  No  inde- 
pendent newspapers  are  becoming  partisan  organs, 
while  many  heretofore  strictly  party  papers  are 
becoming  independent.  Even  those  that  retain 
the  party  label  have  largely  ceased  their  old-time 
habit  of  unthinking  allegiance,  so  the  actual  con- 
ditions are  really  much  farther  advanced  than  the 

tigures   show. 

With  the  old-time  party  organ,  there  was  but 
one  side,  eitlier  in  the  news  columns  or  upon  the 
editorial    page.      "Our    peerless     candidate"    was 


always  a  man  without  a  blemish,  the  soul  of  honor. 
the  highest  development  of  statesmanship,  the 
greatest  man  that  ever  lived.  ''Our  disreputable 
opponent"  was  always  the  scum  of  the  earth,  with- 
out a  touch  of  honor  or  decency,  who  was  simply 
seeking  a  job  at  the  public  expense  that  he  might 
transfer    to    the    people    the    responsibility    for    his 

support. 

"Our  party"  was  the  source  of  all  good,  the 
author  of  good  crops  and  good  weather  as  well 
as  of  the  nation's  growth  and  prosperity.  The 
other  party  was,  as  consistently,  the  source  of  all 
evil  and  the  refuge  of  the  offscourings  of  human- 
ity. Every  member  of  "our  party"  was  an  ideal 
citizen,  and  every  member  of  the  other  party  was 
an  enemy  of  society. 

The  strictly  party  organ  was  almost  without 
influence,  even  in  the  ranks  of  its  own  party. 
Everybody  knew  just  what  it  was  going  to  say 
every  day.  It  would  complacently  accept  the  yel- 
low dog  candidate  and  praise  him  as  fulsomcly 
as  it  did  the  finest  specimen  of  the  real  merit  that 
existed  in  all  parties.  It  would  swallow  what 
originality  it  might  have  professed  «r !  siuinfy 
itself  cheerfully  if  nec.Ssary,  in  order  to  enthusi- 
astically ccviaim  every  plank  in  the  platform  and 
every  candidate  on  the  ticket  as  the  very  choicest 
product  of  politics. 

No  wonder  the  breed  is  dying  out.  It  finally 
became  laughable,  and  sometimes  pathetic.  Its 
knell  was  sounded  when  it  ceased  to  pay,  wheti 
the  public  began  to  drop  its  patronage  of  "organs." 
whether  they  represented  a  political  machine  or  a 
corrupt  special  interest. 

While  there  are  yet  many  papers  calling  them- 
selves Republican  or  Democratic,  as  the  case  may 
be,  there  are  not  nearly  so  many  as  there  used  to 
be'  and  even  these  usually  scold  their  own  parties 
when  they  go  wrong,  and  the  parties  arc  the  bet- 
ter for  it.  The  only  newspapers  of  real  influence 
today  are  those  that  own  no  allegiance  to  any 
party,  but  keep  their  news  columns  free  from 
bias  and  tell  the  truth  in  their  editorial  columns 
without  adulterating  it  with  partisanship. 


known  as  the  tobacco  trust,  has  lately  announced 
a  new  free  life  insurance  scheme  for  its  employes 
that  is  getting  it  some  free  advertising  which  no- 
body grudges. 

Under  the  proposed  arrangement  the  bene- 
ficiary of  any  employe  who  draws  not  more  than 
$50  a  week  in  wages  will  upon  the  death  of  such 
employe  receive  the  wages  to  which  he  would 
have    been    entitled    for    the    succeeding    year    up 

to  $500. 

Thus  the  beneficiary  of  an  employe  whose 
wages  were  $8  a  week  would  get  the  pay  for  more 
than  a  year,  while  the  beneficiary  of  one  whose 
wages  were  $48  a  week  would  only  get  tl>«  maxi- 
mum, $500. 

The  number  of  employes  afTected  by  the  plan 

is   said   to   be   about    150,000. 

Now  this  isn't  much.  But  it  is  a  vast  deal 
greater  than  nothing  at  all,  or  a  bimch  of  fiowers 
to  put  on  the  coflfin,  which  is  the  maximum  atten- 
tion most  employing  corporations  give  their  work- 
men after  their  producing  capacity  is  terminated  by 

death. 

It  will  pay  the  expenses  of  the  funeral,  and 
leave  a  comfortable  little  margin  over  to  smooth 
the  way  for  the  bereaved  family  while  it  is  look- 
ing about  for  a  new  foothold. 

And  small  as  it  is,  it  will  be  worth  more  than 
it  costs  to  the  company,  because  it  will  be  a  bond 
of  common  interest  between  employer  and  em- 
ploye, the  lack  of  which  ruins  many  a  business 
and    makes    the    progress    of    others    a    constant 

jangle.  . 

It  is  not  entirely  for  reasons  of  gratitude  or 
sentiment  that  employers  should  show  some  con- 
sideration for  the  material  welfare  of  those  depend- 
ent upon  them  for  their  livelihood.  It  is  good 
business,  too,  for  where  an  employer  shows  a 
decent  interest  in  the  wcllbeing  of  his  men,  it 
stands  to  reason  that  there  should  be  a  greater 
likelihood  that  they  will  show  an  interest  in  his 
welfare  than  there  would  be  if  he  regarded  them 
merely  as  money-making  machines  to  be  hired  for 
as  little  as  possible  and  made  to  do  as  much  as 
they  can  stand. 

There    are    very    few    labor    troubles    in    indus- 
tries   where    employers,    whether    it    is   because    of 
sentiment  or  good  business  sense,  look  out  a  little 
for  the  good  of  their  workmen.     Workingmen  arc 
human,  and  they  know  what  gratitude  is  and  how 
to  express  it  if  they  are  given  any  occasion  for  it. 
Where  an  employer  does  what  he  can  to  make 
the   lives   of   nis  wage-earners   happier,   pleasanter 
and  fuller  of  confidence  in  the   future,  he  is  pretty 
certain   to  get   a  substantial   return   in  more   faith- 
ful  workmanship,   a   great   interest   in   the   success 
of  his  business  among  his  employes,  and  smoother 
progress   of   business    all    around. 

Those  who  fail  to  see  the  reason  in  this,  and  to 
follow  it  out  in  their  relations  with  those  upon 
their  pay  rolls,  are  either  narrow  and  selfish,  or 
very   shortsighted. 


the  adoption  of  this  progre§sive  system  in  Ore- 
gon, and  Mr.  Shafcr  suppliers  further  details  that 
go  to  show  that  so  far  the  experiments  along  that 
line  have  been  a  complete  success. 

The    experiment,    though    the    plan    was    not 
adopted  until  ten  years  later,  had  its  origin  in  the 
Populist  uprising  in   1892,  w)ien'  it  was   first  pro- 
posed.     After    repeated    failures    it    finally    went 
through   the   legislature,  and  was  adopted  by  the 
people  in  1902.     Eight  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters 
are  empowered  to  propose  laws  and  constitutional 
amendments,  which  becom"  -of-rative  on  receiving 
a  majority  of  votes  in  their  favor  at  the  next  gen- 
eral election;  and  5  per  cent  may  demand  the  refer- 
endum on  any  measure  passed  by  the  regislature 
except  laws  necessary  for  the  immediate  preserva- 
tion  of  the   public   health,   peace  or   safety.     This 
year   even    the   general    appropriation    bill,   on    ac- 
count  of   strong    opposition,    was    referred    to    the 
people  on  petition,  and  it  carried  by  a  large  vote. 
The    first    practice   of   the   system   has    not   left 

the    way   open   for    a   single    criticism.     According    ^^^    ^^^ 

to  Mr.  Shafer  it  has  "proved  a  field  of  dragon's  j  ,„,  the_^8ide  holding 
teeth  to  the  Oregon  machine  politician."  He 
shows  that  in  none  of  the  ten  measures  submitted 
to  the  people,  under  both  the  initiative  and  the 
referendum,  was  there  indifference;  everything 
pointed  to  the  fact  that  the  ordinary  voter  studied 
the  questions  proposed,  made  up  his  mind  before 
going  to  the  polls,  and  voted  intelligently  and  in- 
dependently on  all  the  propositions  placed  before 

him. 

The  measures  provoked  a  vast  deal  of  discus- 
sion, and  the  writer  says  that  for  a  number  ©f 
months  the  people  of  Oregon  have  been  more  or 
less  actively  engaged  in  the  business  of  legislation. 
And  there  is  no  evidence  of  radicalism  on  the  part 
of  the  voters. 

"So  far  from  the  initiative  and  referendum  en- 
dangering  the    stability   of   our   institutions,"    says 
Mr.  Shafer,  "they  are  likely  to  act  as  a  sobering 
and  steadying  influence  upon  the  entire  electorate." 
And  there  is  noticed  among  the  Oregon  people 
a   genuine  joy   at  the  discovery  of  their   political 
capabilities.      Representative   government   is   good, 
but  there  is  an  exhilaration  in  direct  participation 
in  lawmaking;  the  interest  is  sharpened,  the  intel- 
ligence    is     quickened,     moral     suceptibilities     are 
aroused.     The    Oregon    people,   according   to   this 
writer,  are   convinced  that  in  the  double   form  of 
government,  partly  representative  and  partly  direct, 
they    have    discovered    the    true    solution    of    self- 
government. 

All  of  which  goes  to  show  that  the  source  of 
our  political  and  economical  evils  is  that  the  gov- 
ernment has  not  been  close  enough  to  the  people 
to  keep  alive  a  proper  interest  in  public  affairs.

INDIANA  DRAINAGE. 

Interest  111  drainage  is  being  aroused  in  various 
parts  of  the  country  besides  in  Minnesota,  and 
many  idle  acres  that  have  been  heretofore  aban- 
doned to  the  reign  of  waste  and  disuse  are  being 
turned  into  useful   areas. 

A  survey  of  the  Kankakee  valley,  in  Northern 
Indiana,  is  about  to  be  made,  with  a  view  of  drain- 
ing and  reclaiming  an  extensive  area  now  wholly 
or  partially  overflowed.  The  survey  will  be  tnade 
under  the  direction  of  the  national  government, 
the  counties  interested  co-operating  with  subscrip- 
tions  to   defray    the    expense. 

According  to   the  Indianapolis  News  this  is  a 
revival  of  an  old  movement.     In    1869  a  company 
was   organized   and    had    surveys   made,   and   their 
engineer  reported  that  drainage  of  the  overflowed 
water    into    the    river    was    a    simple    engineering 
problem.      In    1881    the   legislature   authorized   new 
surveys,  which   showed  that   the   Kankakee  and  its 
tributaries  drained  over  1,600  square  miles,  or  ap- 
proximately 1.000,000  acres.     It  was  estimated  that 
the  marsh  lands  along  the  Kankakee  and  its  tribu- 
taries    which     might    be     recovered    by    judicious 
drainage  amounted  to  400,000  acres,  and  the  lands 
that  would  be  benefited  to  224,805  acres  more,  mak- 
ing 624,805  acres  in  all.     It  was  estimated  further 
that  drainage  would  add  $10,000,000  to  the  wealth 
of   the   state.     This   survey   was   made   twenty-five 
years    ago,   and    possibly   the    submerged   area   has 
been    slightly    reduced    since. 

And  now  a  third  survey  is  to  be  made,  and 
there  arc  excellent  prospects  that  it  will  result  in 
the  reclamation  of  the  submerged  acres.  The  project 
will  involve  deepening  the  Kankakee,  thereby  in- 
creasing its  navigability. 

Minnesota's  problem  is  much  more  serious  than 
this.  Instead  of  a  few  hundred  thousand  acres, 
Minnesota  has  millions.  Instead  of  all  lying  around 
the  valley  of  one  stream,  Minnesota's  swamp  lands 
jvill  have  to  be  drained  into  several  water  courses. 
But  while  on  a  larger  scale,  our  drainage  scheme 
is  just  as  feasible,  just  as  profitable,  and  infinitely 
more  necessary  than  Indiana's.  In  a  large  meas- 
ure the  growth  of  the  state  waits  up(jn  its  fulfill- 
ment since  the  submerge.l  areas  make  inaccessible 
and  tiseless  many  acres  c\f  dry  land  which  will  be- 
come Immediately  availaUe  when  the  wet  lands 
have  been  dried  and  the  ^«y  made  open  for  the 
sturdy  tread  of  the  settler. 

Minnesota,   too,   is   farther   advanced,   since   the 
last    legislature    provided    for    a    survey    upon    the

The   replies  were  numerous;  some  were  plans 
ible,  some  ridiculous;  but  the  prize  was  awarded 
to    the    man    that   gave    the    credit    to    Euclid,   the 
mathematician. 

The  story  goes  that  Euclid  went  to  Alexandria 
to  teach  Ptolemy  Soter,  the  king  of  Egypt,  the 
mysteries  of  mathematics.  Ptolemy  buried  himself 
in  his  studies,  plodded  along  a  week  or  two,  and 
then,  as  many  a  less  noble  individual  has  done, 
became  wearied  of  his  labors,  and  asked  impa- 
tiently if  there  was  not  some  special  shorter  way 
by  which  he  could  be  taught. 

"Sire,"  said   Euclid,  "there  is  no  royal  road  to 

learning." 

Euclid  might  have  said,  with  equal  truth,  that 
there  is  no  royal  road  to  anything  worth  h.iving. 
The  best  rewards,  and  the  most  soul-satisfying 
results,  are  reached  at  the  end  of  a  road  full  of  toil 
an.l  adversities.  If  there  were  rgyal  roads  to 
learning,  we  should  all  be  learned.  As  learning 
is  to  be  acquired  only  at  the  expense  of  infinite 
pains,  most  of  us  are  far  from  being  learned.  But 
those  that  do  toil  along  the  rugged  road  that 
leads  to  knowledge  find  pleasure  by  the  way  and 
reward  at  the  end. 

More  time  is  wasted,  by  the  average  individual, 
seeking  royal  roads  to  their  destinations  than 
would  be  needed  to  get  there  by  the  common  route. 
Many  men  waste  their  lives  seeking  royal  roads  to 
fortune,  neglecting  the  road  that  opportunity  daily 
points  out  to  them.  The  goal  of  fame  is  not  to  be 
reached  by  any  royal  road,  and  those  that  spend 
their  careers  seeking  such  short  cuts  never  get 
anywhere. 

It  might  be  said  that  those  who  acquire  wealth 
by  inheritance  have  found  the  royal  road  to  for- 
tune. But  until  you  can  find  a  person  that  has 
acquired  wealth  in  that  way  who  appreciates  it 
as  much  as  those  do  that  toiled  for  it,  such  cases 
cannot  be  accepted  as  disproving  the  application  of 
Euclid's   saying  to  the   acquisition   of  fortune. 

The  only  way  to  learning,  to  fame  or  to  fortune 
that  is  worth  while  is  the  old-fashioned  way  of 
hard,    intelligent,    systematic    and    persistent    hard 

work. 

Learning  or  fame  or  fortu.te  that  is  acquired 
by  any  so-called  royal  road  is  not  worth  while. 
The  way  of  hard  work  is  always  open  to  every- 
body, and  it  is  the  only  way  that  ends  in  certain 
and  satisfying  reward. 


CAMPAIGN  EXPENSES. 

The  movement  to  prohibit  corporation  con- 
tributions to  campaign  funds  is  entirely  logical, 
because  '--.po.aiions  have  neither  souls  nor  pa- 
triotism, and  their  expenditures  are  designed  to 
benefit  themselves  and  their  stockholders,  even 
at  the  expense  of  free  government  and  of  the 
people  generally,  if  necessary. 

On   the   other   hand   it  has  been   noted   that  if 
the  campaign  funds  depended  purely  upon  patriot- 
ism  for  their   sources   they   would   be   slender   in- 
deed.    While  many   strong  partisans,  who  believe 
that   only   in   the    success   of   their   party   can   the 
safety  of  the  country  be  maintained,  will  continue 
to  contribute  to  campaign  funds,  the  sum  total  of 
their  contributions  would  be  very  small  compared 
with    the    vast    campaign    funds    that    have    been 
raised  from  corporation  treasuries  by  both  of  the 
great  parties.     While  one  party   has  been  able  to 
raise    greater    campaign    funds    from    such    sources 
than  the  other,  that  was  not  the  fault  of  the  party 
that   got   the    least,   nor  because   of  a  lack   of  at- 
tempts to  get  as  much. 

But  if  corporation  contributions  are  instigated 
by  selfishness  that  means  no  good  to  the  mass  of 
the  people,  and  if  individual  contributions  come 
too  slowly  to  be  adequate,  what  is  to  be  done? 
It  would  do  no  harm,  perhaps,  if  campaign  funds 
were  cut  down  to  a  small  proportion  of  what 
they  have  been  in  the  past.  There  certainly  should 
be  no  funds  large  enough  to  corrupt  voters.  If 
there  was  just  enough  for  a  little  colored  fire  and 
band  music,  and  just  enough  left  over  to  pay  the 
speakers  and  hall  rent,  the  funds  would  be  ample, 
and  government  would  doubtless  be  purer  and  less 
influenced  by  selfish  interests. 

Prof.  H.  J.  Davenport,  writing  in  the  Journal 
of  Political  Economy,  says:  "If  the  proposed  law 
prohibiting  corporation  contributions  really  pro- 
ceeds upon  the  conviction  that  all  these  contribu- 
tions have  distinctly  and  dangrously  a  purely 
business  aspect,  why  continue  to  the  individual  the 
privilege  of  contribution  as  somehow  justified 
under  the  inducement  of  profit,  the  while  that  the 
same  privilege  is  denied  the  corporation  on  the 
ground    of    immorality?" 

Evidently  he  would  shul  out  individual  con- 
tributions on  the  same  ground  that  the  rest  of  us 
would  shut  out  those  from  corporations.  What, 
then,  is  the  poor  candidate  to  do  for  his  colored 
fire  and  his  brass  band  and  his  hall  rent?  Pay  it 
himself?  No;  Prof.  Davenport  saj-s  he  is  to  have 
the  state  pay  it  for  him.  And  why  not?  Why 
shouldn't  the  state  stand  a  decent  amount  of  cam- 
paign expenses  as  well  as  it  should  the  expenses 
of    carrying    on    elections,    and    even    of    primary

The  medicine  showman  Is  an  Inter- 
estinjT  iind  picturesque  i)erson,  and  he 
usually  surrounds  lilmself  with  some 
of  Uie  same  kind.     Most   likely  he  has

fashion    niagazintvs. 

The  chances  arc  that  ho  is  an  "office 
worker"  In  winter,  and  In  the  medi- 
cine show  lousiness  in  the  summer 
time.  An  office  worker  is  a  fakir, 
who  pets  himself  up  .somo-A  here  as  a 
epeclaliat  In  everything  pertaining  to 
,  medicine.  If  the  real  (luack  Is  not 
Impressive  l.x)king  unouRh,  he  employs 
an  assistant  to  put  on  tlie  '"front"  and 
"make   tin;   t*lk"    to   the   ualients. 

Some  times  the  "'offlce  worker" 
makes  a  very  great  thing  of  it  during 
the  winter,  and  occasionally  a  sum- 
mer stas<jn  is  productive  of  great 
profit.  The  fakirs  make  a  livinar  at 
all    times. 

They  are  in  reality  showmen  of  the 
poorer  class,  and  what  they  don't 
know  about  medicine  would  often  fill 
volumes.  Some  of  the  men  have  a 
smattering  of  learning,  and  all  of 
them  are  very  rich  in  stilltd,  high- 
Boundlng  cimver.sation,  calculated  to 
Impress   the   ignorant. 

To  orgajilsce  a  medicine  show  is 
rather  a  simple  matter.  The  fakir 
puts  an  advertisement  in  some  New 
York  tlnauloal  paper,  which  reads 
much  as  follows: 

•Wanted:  Comedian,  who  can  do 
Dutch,  Irish  and  B.  F.  Must  bo  good 
43aneers  and  be  able  to  vamp  piano. 
Boozers  and  chasers,  save  stamps. 
Show  small.,  but  salaries  sure  ©very 
Tuesday.  Address ,  •" 

While  to  the  layman  this  advertise- 
ment may  be  pretty  much  of  a  puz- 
zle, the  nun  whom  the  medicine  fakir 
•wants  to  employ  understand  its  word- 
ing all  right  enough,  and  if,  as  he 
pays,  he  d.ns  pay  salaries  with  real 
money,  he  has  no  difficulty  In  getting 
veisatUe  artists,  who  entertain  his 
aud'ences  with  old  songs,  and  soil  his 
comliined  toolhix>wder  and  consump- 
tion cure  after  he  has  made  the  big 
rpeech  about  It. 

But  for   the   uninitiated   who   earc  to 

know,    it   might    be   said    that    "B.    F." 

means  black  lace,   and   stipulates  that 

.    the    successful    applicant    for    the    p<^st 

tliat    is    vacant    must    be    able    to    do, 


Ills  human  llesh  is  subject  to,  all  In 
one  bottle,  for  so  much  per  gross 
at   any   of   these  houses. 

Usually,  the  showman-physician  gives 
the  impression  that  the  recipe  for  hia 
healing  lluids  is  his  exclusive  property 
and  th.t.t  he  It  was,  who  discovered 
the  wonderful  cure.  He  intimates  Ihut 
he  is  disposing  of  It  via  the  entertain- 
ment route  merely  to  Introduce  It.  The 
fakir  who  Is  able  to  put  the  "big  front" 
is  usually  the  one  who  sells  his  own 
"discoveries." 

On  the  particular  evening  on  which 
the  highways  and  byways  man  formed 
a  part  of  the  audience,  the  fakir  had 
many  persons  to  talk  to  and  the  noise 
made  by  his  two  colored  entertainers 
drew  more  to  the  corner  every  few 
minutes. 

After  the  negroes  had  obliged  with 
a  duet,  the  medicine  man  hlmstlf 
stepped  to  the  front  of  the  little  plat- 
form.     He    tried    to    look    impressive. 

"Before  I  have  the  entertainers  give 
you  more  music,  I  want  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  little  box  I  hold  «n 
my  rlgbt  hand,"  he  said. 

Ah,  It  was  about  time  for  him  to 
say  something  about  catarrh,  consump- 
tion, stomach  ache  and  rheumatism. 

"I  bet  I  can  stand  on  my  head  and 
point  out  somebody  who  at  this  very 
minute  Is  suffering  from  catarrh."  No 
one  seemed  disposed  to  refute  this 
statement,  so  ii«  continued:  "It  Is  a 
well  known  fact  that  nine  of  every  ten 
people  suffer  from  cataarh  and  from 
my  experience,  I  should  say  that  ten 
out    of   every    ten    people    have    it. 

"Do  you  know  what  follows  catarrh? 
what  It  always  leads  up  to?  Consump- 
tlon!

City  Engineer  Thomas  F.  McCllvray 
has  come  out  with  a  suggestion  that 
aerial  bridges  be  used  to  replace  the 
draw  bridge  knocked  down  last  week 
by  the  steamer  Troy  at  the  interstate 
crossing.  Mr.  McGUvray  is  broaching 
the  matter  seriously  and  advances  sev- 
eral reasons  to  show  why  such  bridges 
will  be  more  advantageous  tlian  the 
draw  bridge  just  put  out  of  commission. 
Instead  of  one  aerial  bridge,  he  suggests  1  49J  j^jg^  ^^^ 
two  In  order  that  there  should  be  no !  that  being 
delay  for  teams  or  cars.  The  reasons 
he  offers  in  support  of  his  statemi-nt 
that  they  will  serve  the  bridge  pur- 
poses better  than  a  draw  are  these: 

The  service  will  be  quicker  than  that 
of  a  draw  bridge  because  wnen  a  ship 
is  passing,  the  bridges  can  be  worked 
up  to  the  time  the  boat  in  within  500 
feet  tlius  avoiding  tlie  delay  necessary 
for  swinging  the  bridge  sucli  as  caused 
immeasureable  delay  with  the  draw- 
bridge. The  instant  a  vessel  pas.sjs, 
trafllc  can  be  resumed  without  having 
to  wait  until  the  draw  swings  back. 
Where  one  vessel  Is  following  another 
only  a  short  distance  behind,  a  draw- 
bridge keepa  open  until  all  such  fol- 
lowing vessels  will  have  passed,  iength- 
;  ening  the  delay  In  iraflic,  while  a  biidge 
i  of  the  aerial  type,  traftlc  could  be  tem- 
porarily resumed  while  the  following 
boats    were   approaching.

As  for  his  medicine,  the  showman  can 
secure  them  by  answering  advertise- 
ments in  the  same  paper  wherein  he 
Bought  the  service  of  a  comedian.  There 
are  several  houses  throughout  the 
country  which  make  a  specially  of 
manufacturing  goods  for  quacks  who 
travel. 

One  can   peciire   panaceas  for   all   the 


people   stepped   farther  from   the   sput- 
tering gasoline  lights. 

"You,  brother,  you  are  suffering 
from  catarrh.  C^ome  upl"  said  the 
"doctor,"  pointing  his  linger  at  an 
honest  workingman  In  the  ci-owd 
which  had  surrounded  his  little  stand. 
The  worker  hesitated. 

"Come  right  up."  commanded  the 
man  of  medicine.  And  tlio  worker, 
looking    very    uncomfortable,    did    so. 

The  entertainers  heli>ed  him  up  the 
steps  and  stO'Hl  by  him,  as  If  to  pre- 
vent ills  escape.  The  medicine  man 
hau  him  gargle  a  little  and  es.sayed 
to  slu)w  the  effect  of  the  great  cure 
for  catarrh  and  preventative  of  con- 
sumption on  the  catarrh  germs.  Then 
he  had  his  gentlemanly  agents  pass 
among  the  onlookers  and  dispose  of 
the  wonderful  dope  to  all  who  could 
bo  Induced  to  give  up  25  cents. 

To  tho  poor  man  whom  he  liad 
lured  to  the  platform  the  sliowman 
gavo  a  package  of  tho  medicine  "free 
of  charge." 

The  "gentlemanly  agents"  took  only 
one  box  apiece  (this  medicine  was 
done  up  In  little  pasteboard  atYalrs) 
and  by  this  method,  the  number  of 
sales  made  was  Impressed  upon  the 
minds  of  those  who  watched.  After 
the  firt  two  or  three  sales  are  made, 
they  usually  come  thick  and  fast,  if 
the  audience  is  at  all  susceptible. 

Some  medicine  men  employ  confed- 
erates, who  stand  out  In  the  crowd, 
allow  themselves  to  bo  treated  to 
medicine  on  the  platform,  or  stand 
in  the  rear  and  start  the  crowd  to 
buying  by  purchasing  the  first  pack- 
age of   tiie   wonderful   cure. 

After  the  honest  workingman — a 
healthy  fellow  who  looked  as  If  ho 
mlKht  live  a  century — had  rejoined  his 
comrades  in  the  audience,  one  of  them 
said   to  him: 

"Say.  Bill,  I  didn't  know  you  had 
this  hero  catarrh?" 

"I  didn't  know  as  I  have,  but  It 
seems  to  me  I've  had  them  symptoms 
he  was  talkln"  about,  and  It  don't  do 
no  hurt  to  take  something  for  'em," 
said   Bill. 

Impressed  by  this  logic  and  the 
number  of  sales  being  made  by  the 
"gentlemanly  agents,"  the  comrades 
bought  some  cure-all.

Defaulter  TooR  Role  of

Livingston,  Mont.,  Aug.  17.— Sheriff 
A.  S.  Robinson  made  an  Important 
capture  Wednesday  in  the  person  of 
OUn  P.  Farr,  who  is  said  to  be  a  de- 
fautlng  cashier  of  the  citizens'  bank 
of  Mcllae,  Ga. 

Farr  had  assumed  the  name  of  W. 
W.  Wilson  and  he  claimed  to  be  a  de- 
tective sent  out  to  appiehend  Olln  P. 
Farr,  and  under  this  name  he 
patched     several     messages 


some  bridge 
if  possible. 

The  city  engineer  poli^ts  out  that  the 
aerial    bridge    across     the    ship    canal 
cro&ses   that  space  of  400  feet  in  from 
a   minute  and   a  half  tu  a  minute  and 
throe-quarters,  and   the   space  between 
the   cities   could    be   crossed   in   a  very 
few   more   seconds.

The 
interstate  bridge  had  in  it  3,600  tons 
of  steel,  and  the  city  engineer  estimates 
roughly  that  1,200  tons  of  steel  in  each 
suggested  bridge  would  amply  cover 
the  .space  and  to  spare.

Chelsea,  Mass.,  Aug  18.— Following 
the  official  Information  given  by  Bank 
Examiner  Ewer  to  tlie  comptroller  at 
Washington  that  the  failure  of  the 
First  National  bank  of  Chelsea  was 
due  to  excessive  loans  made  to  ofll- 
cers  and  directors  of  the  bank,  it  be- 
came understood  yistcrday  that  the 
principal  factor  in  the  su.si>ension  of 
the  bank  was  a  large  indebtedness  on 
the  part  of  its  president,  Sylvester  B. 
Hinckley.  This  Indebtedness  is  unoffi- 
cially estimated  at  from  1300,000  to 
$i>OU,uOO,  but  statements  made  by  direc- 
tors of  the  bank  indicated  that  Pre.-!!- 
dent  Hinckley  had  transferred  to  the 
Institution  his  equity  In  large  real  es- 
tate boldlngs,  which,  it  is  expected, 
would  provide?  for  the  payment  in  full 
of  all  depositors.  President  Hinckley 
Is  said  to  be  tatally  ill  at  his  iiome  in 
Newton. 

Developments  today  Indicated  that 
Mr.  Hinckley  was  involved  in  exten- 
sive rtsil  estate  transactions  fn»m 
which  he  expected  splendid  profits  for 
the  bank  as  well  as  hltns<if.  Tho  fail-

New  Commdnder=in=Chief 
Announces  Staff— Pres- 
ident Roosevelt  Wires. 

Minneapolis,  Aug.  17. — The  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  completed  Its 
fortieth  encampment  late  yesterday 
and  adjourned  to  meet  in  Saratoga,  N. 
Y.,  In  1907.  Just  prior  to  the  final  ad- 
journment, the  new  commander-in- 
chief,  F.  F.  Brown  of  Zanesville,  O., 
announced  the  following  staff  ap- 
pointments: Adjutant  general,  Jo- 
seph W.  O  Neall  of  Ohio;  quarter- 
master general,  Charles  Burrows  of 
Xew  Jersey;  as.slstant  quartermaster 
general,  J.  L.  Holcomb  of  Philadel- 
phia; chief  of  staff,  J.  V.  Winanes  of 
Ohio. 

Resolutions  were  passed  asking  the 
secretary'  of  war  to  purcliase  the 
ground  upon  which  monuments  have 
been  erected  on  the  battlefield  of  Bull 
Run  and  asking  that  statistics  as  ac- 
curate as  pos.^lble  of  the  mortality  in 
Southern  prisons  be  issued  by  the  gov- 
ernment. 

During  the  day  Commander-in-Chief

The  compromise  of  the  Great  North- 
ern tho  Northern  Pacific  and  the  Soo 
was  reached  Aug.  8.  Instead  of  let- 
ting the  people  of  the  state  know 
through  the  press  what  the  roads  pro- 
posed to  do  for  them,  the  commission 
called  in  but  one  side — the  railroad— 
and  attempted  to  settle  the  question, 
with  the  people  of  this  state  unrepre- 
eented.  Had  it  not  been  for  President 
Stickney  and  James  Manahan,  attor- 
ney for  the  Shippers  and  Receivers' 
association,  who  exposed  the  presence 
of  the  cloven  hoof,  the  matter  might 
have  been  signed,  sealed  and  decreed 
before  the  insignificant  public  had 
even  had  so  much  as  a  hearing.  Nerv- 
ous and  trembling  for  their  very  seats, 
the  members  of  the  commission  re- 
jected the  entire  proposition,  thanks  to 
those  who  took  It  upon  themselves  to 
represent  the  people  of  the  state  when 
its  sworn  servants  neglected  to  do  .so. 
Governor  Johnson  waited  his  chance. 
He  has  not  only  registered  his  protest 
in  behalf  of  the  people  of  Minnesota, 
but  he  has  sought  an  opinion  from  the 
attorney  general  which  may  give  him 
power  to  remove  the  commissioners 
who  sought  in  this  manner  to  belittle 
the  rights  of  the  people  of  this  state, 
whom  they  were  called  Into  office  to 
serve,  and  to  serve  faithfully.

NO  FURTHER^^STURBASCES 

Are  Reflected  on  Seismographic  Records 
at  Washington. 

Washington,  Aug.  18.— The  records  of 
the  seismograph  at  tho  weather  bureau, 
taken  from  the  instruments  this  morn- 
ing, show  tliat  there  have  been  no  earth 
movements  here  since  that  Thursday 
afternoon  and  evening  which  undoubt- 
edly were  due  to  the  Chilean  earth- 
quake. Of-great  interest  to  the  weatner 
bureau  of  this  city  is  the  fact  that 
Thursday's  record  shows  that  the 
heaviest  east  and  west  movement  was 
at  44  minutes  and  45  seconds  yast  7  p.  m. 
and  the  strongest  north  and  south 
movement  did  not  occur  until  8  minutes 
later.  The  north  and  south  movc- 
mtnt  was  the  heavier,  the  earth  move- 
ment being  over  a  quarter  of  an  Inch. 

At  10:30  o'clock  this  morning  neither 
the  state  department  nor  the  Cnilean 
legation  had  received  any  report  of  tne 
earthquake  in  Chile.  The  Chilean  min- 
ister to  Washington,  Mr.  Walker- 
Martinez,  is  attending  the  Pan-Ameri- 
can conference  in  Kio  de  Janeiro  and 
in  his  absence,  Manuel  Vega,  who 
was  formerly  attached  to  the  Chilean 
mission  in  tiie  city  of  Mexico,  Is  in 
charge  of  the  Washington  legation. 
Manuel  Vega,  the  Chilean  charge  here, 
has  been  unable  to  get  into  communica- 
tion with  his  government  and  he  la  de- 
pendent entirely  upon  the  newspapers 
for  reports  of  the  disaster.  Becau.se  of 
the  admirable  construction  of  buildings 
in  Valpairaiso,  Mr.  Vega  Is  not  In- 
clined to  believe  that  the  loss  of  lile 
has  been  heavy.  The  city  Is  one  of 
the  most  modern  In  South  America 
and  lacks  the  narrow  streets  and  frail 
buildings,  which  arc  common  to  so 
many   cities   In   Latin-America.

Mr.  Root  concluded  with  an  elo- 
QHent  tribute  to  Buenos  Ayrea,  its 
people,  Institutions,  hospitality  and 
splendor  and  resumed  his  seat 
amidst  the  greatest  enthusiasm, 
flowers  being  showered  on  him  from 
all  parts  of  the  house.  The  ban- 
quet will  long  be  remembered  by 
the  Argentine  people  and  may  be 
considered  to  be  the  Inauguration 
of  a  new  era  In  the  relations  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Ar- 
gentina.

Excellent,  Says  R.  G. 

Dun  &  Co. 

New  Y'ork,  Aug.  18.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.'s  weekly  review  of  trade  tod.-ty 
says:  Abundant  crops  and  an  oversold 
steel  Industry  engender  sentiments  of 
confidence  that  make  the  outlook  brigJit 
for  a  continuance  of  present  prosperous 
business  conditions.  Each  week  brings 
a  new  high  water  mark  in  some  de- 
j  partment  and  the  net  result  is  uni- 
'  formly  better  than  the  corresponding 
i  week  in  any  previous  year.  The  weather 
'  has  favored  both  crops  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  murchandise,  while  tlie 
latter  is  Increased  by  seasonable  bar- 
gain sales.  Despite  unprecedented  pre- 
cautions for  business  by  liberal  pur- 
chase of  rolling  stock,  the  railways  are 
facing  serious  traffic  blockade  that  can- 
not be  avoided  when  tlie  crops  begin 
to  move  freely.  Earnings  thus  for  re- 
i  ported  for  August  were  11.7  per  cent 
larger  than  last  year.  Some  damage 
by  storm  was  reported  but  of  local  ef- 
fect only,  and  a  more  significant  fan- 
tor  was  the  further  voluntary  advance 
In  wages  at  textile  mills.

two  score  years.  Some  Swedish  peo- 
ple came  up  the  lakes  from  Chicago 
as  early  as  1869,  and  in  1870  Rev.  C.  A. 
Cederstam.  a  traveling  missionary 
sent  out  by  the  Swedish  Lutheran 
church,    came   here    and    hi-ld    services. 

The  first  meeting  place  was  in  a  lit- 
tle schoolhou.se  on  Third  avenue  east, 
and  the  church  organization  was  l)e- 
gun  in  the  fall  6f  1870.  but  not  com- 
pleted until  March  of  the  next  year. 
Rev.  Cedorstam  was  called  to  be  the 
first  pastor,  and  he  visited  the  city 
once  a  month  and  inld  meetings  here. 
John  liraiuit  was  the  first  secretary 
of  the  church,  and  Swan  John.so!i, 
Nels  Hall,  and  A.  P.  Krantz.  father 
of  Rev.  E.  J.  Knintz  who  afterwards 
became  pastor,  composed  the  first 
l>oard  of  deacons.  Tho  first  trustees 
were  E.  G.  Swanstrom,  Ludvlg  Hag- 
|ardt,  and   J.   Brandt. 

Rev.  E.  N.  Ctorlander  was  the  second 
man  to  take  ehiuge  of  the  struggling 
n<'W  ehureh,  and  as  he  was  the  first 
minister  to  make  his  residence  here  he 
may  lie  nally  l)e  considered  the  Inst 
regular  pastor.  It  was  during  his 
pjistorate,  187l'-3.  that  the  old  church, 
which  the  congregation  occupied  up  to 
last  June  was  built  at  the  corner  «)f 
Second  street  and  Second  avejiue  wi-st. 
It  was  a  frame  building,  with  a  seat- 
ing capacity  of  200  and  cost  about 
$l,r.(K)  when  built. 

The  buililing  was  scarcely  completed 
when  the  great  panic  which  swept  the 
country  in  1S7"  had  a  tremendous  ef- 
fect on  the  city,  ami  In  187.')  there  were 
but  few  left  of  the  former  congrega- 
tion. In  187.'.  things  began  to  take'  on 
rosier  hues  and  for  the  two  years  fol- 
lowing Rev.  Rrlnk 
in  the  church.

COLLEGE  TO  WORK  FIVE 
HUNDRED  ACRE  FARM. 

Sherry,  T.'i?.,  Aug',  18.— A  college,  the 
controlling  motive  of  whose  founders 
Is  to  give  an  education  to  young  men 
and  women  whose  limited  means  do 
not  permit  entrance  at  other  educa- 
tional institutions,  will  be  opened  here 
next   month. 

It  is  known  as  the  Northwestern 
Collegiate  institute,  and  Its  president 
will  be  Rev.  William  J.  Agnew,  who, 
since  leaving  McCormick  seminary  in 
1901,  has  devoted  himself  to  mission 
field  work  In  Wisconsin.  Prof.  R.  M. 
Smith,  a  well-known  educator,  will  be 
the  principal. 

Upon  a  farm  of  500  acres,  almost  in 
the  geographical  center  ot  the  state, 
the  college  has  been  erected,  and  with 
the  opening  on  Sept.  12  the  work  will 
be  launched.  The  student  who  de.slres 
a  college  education,  but  who  Is  un- 
able to  pay  the  tuition  fee  demanded 
by  other  institutions,  ma>'  come  here 
and  will  be  given  employment  upon 
the  farm   or   In    the   dormitories. 

A  model  dairy  and  cheese-maklnsT 
plant  are  to  be  Installed,  and  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  Income  from  the  sale 
of  the  farm  products  and  the  output 
of  the  dairy  will  more  than  reimburse 
the  college  for  the  amount  expended 
in  the  education  of  its  undergraduates. 

The  college  will  offer  a  regular 
academic  course,  with  much  time  de- 
voted  to  tlie  study  of  the  Bible.

Mich.,  Aug.  18.— (Special  to 
The  IKraUl.)— I'mhr  ihf  sup«-riiitfiuU;iuy 
of  Capl.  Frank  I'latto  of  Isluxniing,  ax- 
ct'lU-nt  iiri>Ki»ss  is  btinn  made  with  thv 
task  of  rcopciiinK  Hit'  o>ii  Anu-rican  mine, 
till  oUl-tlme  proptTty  on  the  Weatt-rn  Mar- 
tlUftte  raiiK*.'  which  was  shut  down  a 
dozen  years  ago.  Tho  work  ^as  started 
la:^  winter.  l'n«lcrKi'ound  there  ha.s 
been  a  considerable  settling  of  ground, 
despite     the      hard      hematite    formation, 

while  on  s\jrfaee  there  wa.s  not  a  building 
in  habitabli'  eondlilon.  A  large  boarding 
hou.se  is  now  in  proces.s  of  oon.struction, 
and,  wiih  a  l\'w  dwelling.s  now  available, 
will  furnish  ade<|uate  aeeummodalions 
for  the  m»'n,  .sum*-  of  whom  are  forced  to 
live  at  tile  Dexter  location,  a  mile  dl.s- 
lant.

— Without  so  much  as 
making  an  examination  of  the  fabu-

Charles  Schwab,  the  one  time  steel 
magnate,  Duluth  people  associated 
with  the  Bonanza  Circle  turned  down 
the  Greenwater  proi>erty  located  by 
Arthur  Kounze,  and  which  now  prom- 
ises lo  be  the  grt^ale.st  producer  In  the 
world.  As  recently  as  last  September, 
t'harlos  Purdon,  formerly  of  Duluth, 
Secured  the  Duluth  people  an  option 
on  the  property  for  $2lKl,000,  a  sum 
It    will   easily    produce   In   one   month. 

Here  is  the  manner  in  which  the 
story  came  out; 

A  prominent  Duluth  mining  man, 
whose  every  movement  la  carefully 
watched  by  the  wise  ones  of  that  far 
northern  burg,  being  met  In  the  lobby 
of  the  principal  hotel  of  this  gateway 
to  Sonora,  was  asked  if  he  thought 
there  was  any  likelihood  of  Duluth 
becoming  the  financial  center  of  the 
West  by  reason  of  the  golden  stream 
ilowing  Into  that  town  from  the  mines 
of  Arizona,  Sonora,  Montana  and 
Michigan'.' 

"riealH,"  he  answered,  "I  was  just 
thinking  of  how  narrowly  Duluth 
escaped  from  participating  In  one  of 
Ihe  biggest  copi>er  finds  of  the  age. 
Have  yim  ever  heard  of  the  Green- 
water  district?" 

Humbly  the  writer  confessed  that 
he  had  not  enquired  where  It  was  lo- 
cated. 

"Loca-ted?  Why,  It  Is  ^ated  in  Just 
the    place    where    It    seems    that    any 


mineral  of  greater  value  than  Iron  ore 
or  mud  has  a  liabit  of  locating  itself 
It's  located  In  Death  Valley,  In  South- 
ern Nevada,  the  most  desolate  waste 
ft  which  this  earth  boasts  today.  Hav- 
ng  been  in  the  mining  business  for, 
vou  might  say,  all  my  life,  these 
stories  of  fabulous  llnds  do  not  obtain 
a  too  ri*ady  credence  with  me.  Yet 
from  experience,  and  In  a  negative 
way,  costly  experience,  too,  I  have 
learned  that  one  must  not  be  too 
skeptical  respecting  the  first  reports 
he  hears.

The  Maney  Mining  company  of  Du- 
luth. at  the  threshold  of  the  Mesaba 
range,  has  aci|uired  a  large  deposit  at 
Alvarez,  in  Colima,  and  is  preparing 
to  bigin  devolopment  work.  It  is  cred- 
ited with  the  intention  of  establishing 
a  hydro-electric  water  power  on  the 
Maney  river,  which  is  taken  to  mean 
that  electric  smelting  of  the  ore  Is 
contemplated,  a  process  that  has  been 
tested  very  successfully  the  past  year 
at  the  Canadian  Soo.

Salt  Lake,  Aug.  IS.— During  last 
week  the  Mammoth  Mining  company, 
operating^  in  the  Tlntlc  district,  mar- 
keted ninety-eight  tons  of  gold  ore 
that  sold  for  over  $12,000,  and  witiiin 
the  next  few  days  It  will  ship  an- 
other lot  equally  as  valuable.  This

They  are 
put  to  work  by  the  instructor,  Mr. 
Siegel.  who  a.sslgns  them  to  certain 
rows  where  they  di^'  out  weed.-- 
hoe,  mulch  the  earth  with  a  rake,  or 
do  whatever  he  considers  is  necessary 
for  the  growth  and  -strength  of  ihi 
vegetables     or     plants.  When      this 

work  Is  completed  to  his  entire  satis- 
faction he  exjilains  why  It  was  e:^- 
sentlal  that  the  ground  around  l".<- 
corn  should  be  mulched,  or  why 
the    beans    needed    weeding. 

The  children  are  encoura-:red  lo 
a.sk  questions  about  their  own  ftar- 
den  plots,  and  th<-n  are  led  around 
the  other  beds  and  the  growth  and 
care  of  the  corn-flower,  morning 
glories,  or  a  lesson  on  maple  seed- 
lings Is  given,  so  that  th(  y  are  kipt 
interested  In  the  farm  work  for  .U 
least  two  hours,  and  In  this  wav; 
not  onlv  learn  about  the  vegetables 
and  plants  they  are  raising,  but  all 
work  that  the  other  classes  are 
Ing.  and  what  relation  It  has  to 
studies  they  are  pursuing  in 
regulation    braneh»s. 

The  Idea  of  having  the  children 
work  In  the  garden  Is  to  teach  them 
to     correlate     the     daily     studies     with 


do- 
th- 
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nature  and  with  this  object  in  view 
the  girls  in  the  cooking  cla.ss  were 
given,  lettuce,  bean.s,  peas,  radishes 
and  beets  to  raise,  while  the  girls 
In  the  millinery  classes  planted  corn 
flowers,  popples,  marigold  and  such 
varieties  as  they  make  use  of  in 
trimming   hats.* 

The  .sewing  and  embroidery  class 
is  growing  sweet  peas,  morning 
glories  and  English  Ivy,  becau.se 
these  plants  and  flowers  are  being 
ccmstantly  'used  by  them  in  their 
school  work  for  decorating  doilies, 
underclothing,  or  hangings  that  they 
ornament  in  an  endeavor  to  make 
their  homes  m<ire  artistic.  In  this 
v.ay  the  pupils  become  familiar  with 
the"    form    and    color    of    the    flowers. 

Because  they  work  constantly  In 
wood,  making  "salt  and  pepper  boxes, 
small  waste  basket.s,  benches  and 
f<jot  .sto<ds.  the  bench  work  class  of 
hoys  has  a  plot  In  which  tree  .sjeed- 
llngs  of  maple,  cedar,  oak.  bass- 
wood,  hickory  and  chestnut  have 
been  planted,  the  objetl  being  to 
give  the  youngsters  a  chance  to  see 
how  the  wood  they  cut  and  saw 
dallv    grows. 

Most    interesting    of    all    is    the    frog 
pond.     It    was   dug   and   made    by    the 


boys    and    girls    of    the    nature    study  1 
class.     The  water  in  it  is  secured  from] 
a   nearby    hydrant   and    the   frogs,    tad- ! 
poles,   catfish  and  silver  fish  afford  the ; 
children  a  great  amount  of  pleasure  and  i 
give    the    teacln  rs    many    opportuniLies ! 
for  explaining  the  life  of  fish  and  oihorj 
details    that    would    be    difficult    to    hi- j 
terest   the   little   folks  in   if  the  objec'.s 
were  not  swimming  around  before  them 
in    the    water.      Watercress      is      being 
grown,  too,  for  the  benefit  of  the  coo.iv- 
ing    class,    for    the    girls    are    anxious 
to  have  it  to  garnish  and  trim  the    dishes 
with. 
For    the   benefit   of   the   pupils   in   the 

Venetian  iron  class,  where  oiit  of  small 
pieces  of  metal  match  boxes,  fiower 
stands,  holders  for  books  are  created, 
there  is  a  mound  of  iron  and  brass  ore, 
ocher  and  ore  sulphides  for  the  children 
to  examine  and  discuss.  The  little  ones 
are  encouraged  to  bring  stones  and 
any  bits  of  ore  they  can  secure  for  llie 
class  to  ini)ecL  and  talk  about  .so  that 
they  will  become  familiar  with  the 
various  metals  in  the  crude  states  as 
they  are   taken   from   the  earth. 

That  the  garden  has  been  a  success 
is  shown  by  the  Interest  the  pupils 
take    in    it,    for   on    the    days    that    tlie 


work  is  out  of  doors  the  classes  are 
always  usually  large,  and  some  of  the 
Utile  folk  stay  after  they  have  been 
dismissed  to  walk  around  the  beds,  or 
if  they  see  that  a  certain  i)lot  needs 
hetiiig.  do  the  work  of  another  depari- 
ment,  lest  something  might  go  wrong 
before  the  class  arrived  to  care  for  its 
plants  or  vegetables. 

Many  of  the  children  in  the  neighbor- 
hood   who    do    not   go    to    the    vacation 
school  have  become  so  interested  in  the 
garden    that   they    spend    most   of  their 
time  around  the  plots  and  have  really 
organized    themselves    into    a   guard    to 
keep    off    dogs.    cats,    and    to    prevent 
j  any   one     walking     across     the     plots 
!  and  Injuring  the  plants. 
I      Though    the    garden   has   been    in    the 
!  ground   but    tliree   weeks   it   is   growing 
\  splendidly,  and  the  cooking  class  hopes 
!  soon  to  have  beans  and  peas  from  Ms 
I  own  plot  to   use  during  its  lesson.     All 
the    work    in    the    garden      except      the 
ploughing  of  the  grounds  has  been  done 
by    the   three   hundred    pupils    who   at- 
tend    every    week.      They    planted    tiie 
seeds  and  flowers  furnished  by  the  de- 
partnunt  of  education,  and  have  hoed, 
raked,   mulched  and   watered  the  plots, 
and   in   fact   taken   complete   charge   of 
them  ever  since.

delicate  tendi-r— both  carefully 

wrapped,  and  then  fruit,  a  peach  and 
a  pear,  also  protected.  Last  of  all  ap- 
peared a  small  glass  bottle  of  fruit 
tablets  wrapped  about  with  a  square 
of  linen  Just  large  enotigh  to  moisten 
and  use  for  wiping  lips  and  fingers.  It 
was  all  delightfully  refreshing,  and 
quite  enough  for  ir.e  and  a  little  old 
lady  across  the  aisle,  who  had  not  been 
so  "bountifully   reniembertd. 

On  a  longer  Journey,  like  a  trans- 
continental trip.  there  are  certain 
standbys  that  It  Is  well  to  carry  if  one 
wishes  to  economize  or  be  ready  for 
meals  on  time  even  with  trains  de- 
layed.

Tak*'  mild,  creamy  cheese,  grate  and 
beat  soft  with  a  fork.

This  may  be  spread  on  crackers  or 
bread  as  priferred.

for  a  refreshing  cup  of  lea  ask  the  por- 
ter to  bring  you  a  pot  of  hot  water, 
drop  your  tea  bag  into  the  bottom  of 
your  cup  and  pour  the  hot  water  over. 
Let  it  infuse  three  or  four  minutes,  re- 
move the  bag  and  drink.  After  using 
these  little  bags  throw  out.  and  you 
have  no  untidy  mess  of  tea  leaves  to 
reckon  with.  A  basket  of  fruit  that  Is 
not  easily  perishable,  a  little  tin  box 
of  preserved  ginger,  a  glass  of  jam  if 
you  will,  and  with  (jccaslonal  supple- 
menting of  bread  or  fruit  at  places 
where  you  make  long  stops,  you  c;in 
achieve  even  a  long  journey  comfort- 
ably and  economically.

A  good  fitting 
white  mohair  skirl  may  frequently 
be  w<irn  ln.«i<'ad  of  a  white  wash 
skirt,  thus  savin??  the  laundry  bill, 
for  a  heavv  w  hlte  duck  skirt  is  no  in- 
considerable item.  This  year  figured 
mohairs  are  preferred  to  the  plain 
finish,  but  the  cheek  or  stripe  must 
be  all  <m  the  one;  color.  In  all 
white  striped  mohair  is  extremely 
pretty,  trimmed  simply  v.ith  stitched 
bands  or  straps  of  the.  material  it- 
self.

Globe  artichokes  must  be  usimI  before 
the  llower  opens.  The  edible  portion 
consists  of  the  thickened  part  at  the 
base  of  the  scabs  and  the  receptacle  to 
which  the  leaf-like  scales  are  attaclied. 
In  cookery  books  the  receptacles  are  al- 
ways spoken  of  as  the  "bottoms."  The 
parts  of  the  nower  in  the  center  of 
the  bud  are  called  the  "choke"  and 
must    always    be    removed. 

When  the  artichoke  Is  very  young 
and  tender,  the  edible  portions  may  be 
eaten  raw  as  a  salad.  When  It  be- 
comes hard,  as  It  does  very  quickly.  It 
must  be  cooked.  When  boiled  it  may 
be  eaten  as  a  salad  or  with  a  sauuo. 
The  sciilcs  are  pulled  with  the  fingers 
from  the  cooked  head,  the  base  of  each 
Uaf  In  the  sauce  and  then  eaten.  The 
bottoms  (receptacles).  which  many 
cKMslder  the  most  delicate  part  of  the 
artichoke,  may  be  cut  up  and  s»  rved 
as  a  salad  or  they  may  be  stewed  and 


served  with  a  sad^.A-o  prepare  the 
artichokes,  removes  alJL  the  hard  outer 
leaves.  Cut  off  the  stem  close  to  tne 
leaves.  Cut  off  the  top  of  the  bud. 
Drop  the  artlchotaj  Into  boiling  water  i 
and  cook  until  terser,  which  will  take, 
from  thirty  to  nftfc  mf^utes.  then  take 
up  and  remove  M6  choke.  SerTe  a 
dish  of  French  saWT  dleaslng  with  the 
artichokes,  which  %ai'be  eaten  cither 
hot  or  cold.  Melt^  Uuttor  also  makes 
a  delicious  sauco -fpo  the  artichokes 
If  they  are  eaten  J^ot.

hole stitch.  Finally  lace  stitches  are 
inserted,  being  caught  to  the  lo<ip9  of 
the  buttonholing.

In  the  event  of  using  the  common 
buttonhole  stitch  the  work  is  more 
iiuiekly  done,  being  stretched  on  a 
frame  or  enamelled  cloth,  the  prin- 
cipal ftguri'S  outlined,  the  stitcher  ex- 
ecuted with  a  blunt  point  needle  to 
the  buttonholed  edge,  worked  last. 
Only  aft-r  the  work  Is  removed  from 
the  frame  or  enam*;lled  cloth  may  the 
linen  In  the  open  llgures  bo  cut  away 
from  the  back.

Rajah  cloth  and 
tl>e  many  Japanese  silks  ar»-  comparative- 
ly cool,  as  comfortahlf  us  anything  of 
the  d»'.scrlptlon  can  b.>  In  the  city  In  mld- 
summtr  and  st.ind  an  aatonishing  amount 
of  Wear  and  tear. 

It    is    roally    not    pos.^ible    to    g<'t    along 
without    tw;)    shirt    waist    gowns,    the    one 
(.1    silk,    foulard    or    rujah    that    Is    very 
simply  made  so  that   It   can   be  worn  day 
in   Mid  day  out,   with   fresh  linen   collars 
.md     cuffs,     the    other    for    rather    nicer 
wear,   of   linen,   mohair  or  silk.     The  first 
of  these  gowns  must   be  made  with  short 
skirt    and    long    sleeves.      It    Is    all    very 
well    for    Uame    F.oshion    to   decree  elbow 
sleeves    for  all   occasions,    but    long   white 
glov*^   made  a  very  considerable   Item   In 
hot    weather    when    they    must   be   cleaned 
dally,    and    there    la    nothing    uglier    tlian 
ii   long  silk   or   cotton   glove.     Then,    too, 
long  gloves  are  far  better  than  the  same 
length   of   lace  embroidery   cuff  and   If  on 
special    occasions    It    Is    desired    to    make 
the   gown    to   match,    long   gloves   can    be 
pulled    up    to    the    elbow    over    the    lace. 
On«   silk    shirt    w  vist    gown    that    was    es- 
p«'elally     smart     had     long    leg-o'-mutton 
sleeves   with   only  a   narrow   embroidered 
linen    cuff    to   match    the    collar    and    tiny 
yoke.

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As  the  season  advances  there  are 
noticeable  many  new  and  alt<igether 
charming  models  in  wraps  and  jack- 
ets for  wear  with  afternoon  gowns 
of  lace  or  lawn.  A  short  fitted 
jacket  is  quite  as  correct  as  a  long 
loose  wrap  and.  In  fact,  the  two  are 
u.sed    to    answer    the    .same    purpose. 

A  cloth  wrap  must  be  of  delicate 
shade  and  of  finest  quality  to  be 
appropriate  for  afternoon,  but  cloth 
is  now  to  be  had  of  such  exceeding 
light  weight  as  to  be  none  too 
warm,     even     in     midsummer.  The 

clotir  jacket  must  naturally  be 
rather  elaborately  made  or  else  the 
cut  must  be  so  smart  as  to  be  a 
very  distinctive  style  of  its  own. 
The  longer  wraps  are  generally  ex- 
tremely long  and  hang  loose  from 
the  shoulders,  the  cloth  being  either 
braided   or   embroidered   all   over. 

The  accompanying  illu.strations, 
which  are  taken  from  L'Art  et  la 
Mode,  show  two  afternoon  wraps 
that  are  quite  unlike  and  yet  each 
one  is  exceedingly  smart.  Figures 
1  and  2  show  the  back  and  front 
of  the  .same  jacket.  This  model  is 
of      biscuit      colored      cloth,      trimmed 


with  bias  braids  of  taffeta  silk  of 
the  same  shade  as  the  cloth.  The 
cloth  is  laid  over  an  undercoat  of 
pompadour  silk,  the  flowers  being 
against  a  pale  blue  ground.  This 
silk  forms  a  vest  in  the  front  of  the 
jacket  and  is  visible  also  in  back. 
In  front  the  bias  bands  of  silk 
form  a  little  bolero  which  is  caught 
down  by  cloth  covered  buttons.  The 
jabot  and  sleeve  ruffles  are  of  lace 
and  help  considerably  to  give  a 
softening  effect  to  the  hard  lines 
formed  by  the  cloth  and  silk.  The 
skirt  shown  in  the  model  is  of  fine 
handkerchief  linen,  trimmed  with 
deep  flounces  of  Valenciennes  lace;

Doings  in  Fashion  Land  -  French  Styles    Con 
trasted  With  American-  Economies  Clever- 
ly Masked  by  Seeming  Extravagances. 


The  wearing  of  nntural  doweru.  cLleHy 
In  amall  bouguota  upon  the  coat  or  corsage 
Is  a  fad  tbat  came  nortb  from  tlie  Ulvlcin 
In  the  late  spiliig  aud  early  Buinmer 
montba.  Fragrant  flowers  have  been  most 
In  favor,  and  of  those  the  yellow  tea 
rose  hat  easily  held  first  place  In  the 
esteem  of  the  fastidious.  For  oiio  thing, 
this  same  yellow  tea  rose  Is  not  too  com- 
mon. It  la  somewhat  expensive — compared 
with  other  tilossoms  -  and  then  yellow  In 
all  Its  tints  and  nuances  Is  the  fashion- 
able color,  par  excellence,  this  year  In 
Paris.  It  Is  a  blossom  that  will  bar- 
moulse  welt  with  every  toilette,  a  point 
that  does  not  belong  to  other,  aud,  per- 
haps, more  favored  blooms;  aud  Us  deli- 
cate odor  Is  not   too  Insistent. 

The  wearing  of  a  large  bunch  of  lav- 
ender or  of  purple  sweet  peas  with  a 
mourning  or  a  half  mourning  costume  Is 
Id  high  favor.  The  use  of  violets  In  this 
connection  has  boon  much  ovcnioue;  aud 
Its  deathknell  was  soundid  when  the 
wearing  of  artificial  violets  bcgaq  to 
spread  apace.  The  sweet  peas,  lii  either 
the  light  or  the  darker  tint,  accords  well 
with  ei|her  black,  lavender  or  gray:  while 
dpon  on  all  white  gowa  they  preseut  a 
little  splotch  of  color  contrast  that  can 
not  fall  to  be  appreciated. 

Is  not  over- 
looked; aud  whether  worn  with  or  with- 
out a  spray  or  two  of  green  maideuhalr 
fern.  It  la  most  often  the  choice  of  the 
youuger  boction  of  society.  There  Is  on 
amount  of  sluiplldty  to  this  dainty  blos- 
som that  serves  to  commeud  It  to  tbose 
who  dislike  any  display  that  savors  even 
to   the  slightest  of  ostentatlou. 

At  the  race  meets— where  one  goes  <o 
see  the  very  latest  tblug  In  gowus, 
wraps  aud  accessories,  displayed  either 
by  the  haute  moude,  tbe  dcual-mondc,  or 
by  tbe  shop  assistants  of  some  of  tbe 
best  bouses  who  have  new  Ideas  that 
y  ^  they  wish  to  exploit-  a  half  blown  peony 
was  frequently  seen  as  a  corsage  Iwuqucl. 
Juat  why,  one  could  not  well  tlguro  out, 
for  tbe  flower  itself  Is  uugatuly  as  to 
i\9»,  trying  as  to  color,  aud  abso- 
lutely iacklug  as  to  perfume.  How- 
ever, like  so  many  other  fads  of  fash 
Ion,  It  cought  on  to  some  esteut;  one 
well  known  woman  going  so  far  as  to 
wear  a  Leghorn  cbaneau  wreathed  witb 
peontea,  a  large  oue — au  uaturel— on  the 
corsage,  aud  a  bunch  of  the  artificial 
blooms  tied  on  tbe  top  and  the  handle  of 
ber  parasol. 

(Jray  has  been  tremendously  overdone, 
both  In  the  tallormade  and  the  dressy 
type  of  gown;  and  there  Is  a  strong  re- 
action—all the  more  apparent  since  the 
arrival  of  the  summer  vtsltlug  American 
contingent-  against  Its  use  In  almost  any 
connection.  Oue  well  kuowu  house  that 
bas  8pou8i>red  perhaps  more  Innovations 
to  fashion  than  any  other  has  had  all  of 


Its  gray  stock— cloth,  chirTon,  gausc,  silk 
and  velvet  and  trluinilnKS  of  countless 
kinds  — dyed  to  other  tones. 

The  hydrangea  shades  are  In  the  very 
drst  tlight  of  fashion!  Iloitcnsia  Is  the 
pretty  name  that  the  French  bestow  upon 
this  dollcntely  shaded  flower;  and  the 
t)lnos,  pinks,  and  the  Indefinite  mingltngs 
of  the  two  shndes  that  the  blossom  so 
characteristically  displays  are  cleverly 
handled  In  a  great  majority  of  the  gowns 
for  lawn,  luncheon,  dinner  and  garden 
party    uses. 

There  seems  to  t>o  no  Indlcatloo  of  tbe 
wane  of  transparent  or  semi  transparent 
materials  for  dress  purposes.  The  various 
novel  weaves  of  voile  -known  nuder  many 
names,  but,  substantially,  all  about  ihc 
same— are  well  to  the  forefront  of  things 
fashionable,  but  chletly  In  silken  weav- 
Ings.  Exquisitely  soft  and  lustrous  silks 
— chllTon  double  of  a  season  or  two  ago. 
but  with  a  more  lustrous  finish— are  light 
In  the  very  first  flight;  and  to  their  trim- 
ming all  the  Ingenuity  that  the  designer 
can  devise  Is  brou^jht.  The  mateilal  It- 
self Is  of  such  sheer  quality  th.nt  rather 
heavy   trimming  fs  best  posed  upon  It. 

There  seems  to  be  someone  strenuou.sly 
and  devotedly  pushing  the  cause  of  the 
American  short  skirt  for  Parisian  wear. 
True  enough  It  Is  that  the  I'arl.slenne  has 
accepted  this  mode-but  un<ler  protest 
and  for  a  very  limited  acceptance.  Only 
for  the  roughest  wear  Is  It  donned,  and 
It  Is  niwn'-s  doffed  with  a  sigh  of  thank- 
fulness. T'»o  well  does  she  kuow  and  ap- 
preciate the  fact  that  the  long  and  trail- 
Ink  skirts  become  her  best;  and  since 
long  walks  are  Indulged  In  only  under 
doctor's  orders,  why  make  of  herself  a 
fright  when  there  Is  no  necessity  and 
substantially  nothing  to  be  gained  by  so 
doing?  That  Is  about  the  spirit  In  which 
the  short  skirt  Is  received,  and  the  horde 
of  visiting  Americans  who  so  well  display 
Its  many  advantages  arc  gazed  at.  and 
Its  use  at  all  hours  of  the  day  put  down 
to   a    national    Idlosyucracy. 


The  corselet  skirt  seems  to  have  mn.le 
Its  parting  bow  to  the  fashionable  world. 
At  Its  best  It  required  a  degree  of  skill 
aud  cutting,  and  n  attll  greater  one  In 
fitting  than  could  readily  be  commanded 
by  the  average  purse.  Then,  too,  unless 
It  reached  juat  the  proportionate  point 
between  the  bust  and  the  walstliue, 
which  made  tbe  best  of  Its  wearer's 
possibilities  the  result  was  anything  but 
a  happy  one.  The  all  too  Stout  woman  — 
she  Is  happily  well-nigh  nonexistent  In 
France,  at  least  among  the  natives— and 
tbe  painfully  slender  woman  bot:i  seemed 
to  descry  qualities  In  this  mt>de  to  suit 
their  special  peculiarities  of  build  ond 
figure,  and  with  what  elTect  ihe  speedy 
relegation  of  this  mo<]e  to  the  Umbo  of 
things   forgotten    would  seem   to   indicate. 


Novel  Shapes  and  Smart  Trimmings  Greet  the  Eye  -  Large  and  Small 

Chapeaux  Equally  Well  Thought  Of-  Feathers  in  Many  Kinds 

and  Construction  -  Colors  and  Trimming  Schemes. 


A  trip  to  town  in  these  latter  days  of 
the  waning  summer  season  Is  sure  to  re- 
sult In  the  purchase  of  one  or  more 
chapencx. 

Comfiared  with  the  new  and  novel  ex- 
amples that  are  freely  displayed  In  the 
windows  of  one's  favorite  shops,  the 
headgear  of  the  summertime  looks  wo- 
fuily  faded  and  out  of  place.  Indeed,  a 
'JO-nilnute  stroll  along  the  ovenue  and  a 
(lasslng  glance  Into  the  shop  windows  la 
sure  to  put  any  woman  out  of  conceit 
with  her  own  npi>earance,  and  It  Is  only 
by  resolutely  shutting  her  eyes  to  the 
shops  and  turning  her  glance  upon  her 
fellow-creatures  In  the  crowd  that  one 
can  be  at  all  consoled  for  the  general 
worn  aud  faded  look  which  eren  the 
best  of  summer  costumes  are  wont  to 
assume  at   Just    this  juncture. 

"The  large  hats  are.  if  possible,  more 
than  a  trifle  larger  than  before,  while 
the  same  Is  positively  true.  In  Inverse 
ratio,  of  the  small  shapes.  I.«rge,  larger, 
largest;  and  small,  smaller,  smallest,  con- 
jugates the  millinery  situation  ot  this 
moment;  and  It  Is  the  superlative  degree 
In  each  tli.it  Is  most  favored." 

Thus  spake  a  famous  milliner,  juat 
back  with  her  cherished  "pattern  hats" 
from  Paris.  Wise  In  her  day  aud  genera- 
tion, she  put  In  the  earlier  part  of  tho 
season  In  visitln:^  the  different  resorts 
along  the  coast,  and  so  got  'to  be  thor- 
oughly posted  as  to  what  the  great  ones 
of  Paris  had  made  up  for  favored  cus- 
tomers late  In  the  summer  seoson.  With 
those  well  defined  In  her  m'nd's  eye, 
there  was  no  fear  that  she  could  l>e 
taken  in  with  duplicates  of  such,  made 
up  In  autumn  and  oftentimes  In  winter 
materials,  and  shown  to  the  visiting 
trade  of  America  os  "the  dernier  crl,  the 
verj-  latest  thing  that  has  been  con- 
ceived and  created  for  the  American 
woman!"  Not  at  oil!  8he  knew  her 
grou!id,  and  could  tell  tbe  difference  at  a 
gluuce. 

In  the  small  hats  there  ore  some  charm- 
ing subjects  that  clearly  approach  the 
Charlotte  Corday  models  of  a  few  sea- 
sons ago.  Of  course,  is  might  be  ex- 
pected, while  It  Is  tronsparentiy  reminis- 
cent of  :his  design.  It  Is  In  the  dilTer- 
ences  rather  than  In  the  resemblance 
that  Its  chic  Is  to  be  found.  The  ssime 
soft  and  sprcutllug  crown  and   tbe  down- 


turned  brim  arc  manipalnted  after  a  new 
design,  so  that  It  .-«  only  to  those  who 
keep  close  track  of  the  vagaries  of 
fashion  '.  lat  the  resemblance  presents 
Itself  strongly. 

Of  the  large  hats.  It  la  the  Else,  atiape 
and  position  of  the  bandean  that  largely 
determine  their  genre.  A  front  brim  that 
projects  becomingly,  a  side  that  Is  sharp- 
ly lifted  and  a  back  that  sets  closely  to 
tbe  head— In  marked  contradistinction  to 
the  shapes  of  the  summertime.  In  which 
an  altogether  superfluous  width  of  black 
brlra  made  the  hat  seem  posed  wrong  side 
front,  distinguishes  the  later  shapes  from 
their  predecessors.  The  so-called  picture 
shapes — overworked  and  altogether  hack- 
neyed description,  but  none  other  so  ex- 
pressive seems  to  present  Itself — are  mak- 
ing themselves  quite  conspicuous,  es- 
pecially in  bridesmaids'  bats  for  tbe  cere- 
monies that  may  be  considered  tbe  logical 
outcome  of  summer  and  racatlon  times. 
Ostrich  feathers  an<^  mallnes  reign  su- 
preme for  those  occasions,  while  velvet. 
In  some  one  or  another  of  its  many  novel 
manifestations.  Is  relied  upon  to  cover 
the  wire  frame  that  seems  to  be  tho 
sine  qua  non  of  the  milliner's  workroom. 

The  tailored  hats,  designed  t.  be  tbe  log- 
ical accompaniment  of  the  wooltex  tailor- 
made  gown,  are  very  mncb  1i  the  front 
just  now.  Indeed,  they  seem  to  fill  In 
better  than  any  other  that  between  and 
betwixt  time  known  In  France  as  the 
demi-salson,  or  half  season,  to  give  It  a 
literal  Interpretation.  Those  that  reigned 
In  the  summertime  were  most  of  tbem 
models  of  Inspired  ugliness,  bard  enough 
for  the  radiant  l)eaiity  to  c.rry  off  auc- 
cessfully,  and  utterly  Impossible  for  the 
girl  with  but  nn  average  amount  of  good 
looka  to  commend  her.  T^'»  effort  to 
produce  something  at  once  distinctive, 
original  and  altogether  at  variance  witb 
the  current  models  aud  yet  ,  well  within 
the  limits  prescribed  at  tbe  moment  by 
Dame  Fashion,  usually  resulted  In  some- 
thing that  was  neither  fish,  "esb  nor  de- 
cent red  herring,  so  far  as  becomlng- 
ness   was  concerued. 

The  new  arrivals,  however,  are  far 
more  rational  in  sliape  and  appearance 
than  might  have  been  expected  from  tbose 
offered  by  tbe  same  designers  In  tbe  early 
summer.  Tbe  t.'.llor  hat  Is  undeniably  tbe 
source  and   fount  of  Inspiration,   and   tbe 


changes  are  rung  on  the  Rat-brimmed, 
the  aaucer-brlmmed,  high  crown,  low 
crown,  bandeau  and  no  bandeau,  until 
there  Is  at  least  a  goodly  variety  to  the 
line. 

Smart  little  turbans,  whose  greatest  pro- 
portions ore  from  front  to  back  and  as 
narrow  In  shape  as  the  torpedo,  are  back 
again.  Caroline  Reboux  Introduced  this 
model  some  three  or  four  seasons  ago 
under  the  title  of  the  Glengarry  turban — 
It  Is  not  at  all  onlike  a  Glengarry  cap 
done  In  straw  — but  somehow  It  did  not 
seem  to  take.  Just  at  that  ^erlod  the 
overhanging  pompadour  was  rampant  on 
this  side  of  the  Atlantic— the  Parlsienne 
has  never  adopted  tbe  extremes  In  this 
coiffure  that  we  over  here  have  not  only 
countenanced,  but  even  adopted— and  the 
very  small  hat  did  assuredly  look  silly 
topping  a  headdress  that  was  made  to 
stand  out  for  several  Inches  all  around 
the  face.  Now,  however,  that  the  mode 
In  coiffure  has  been  materially  lessened, 
there  seems  to  be  a  wide  field  for  ac- 
ceptance In  this  smart  or  pert  little  cha- 
peau. 

And  apropos  of  feathers,  the  attention 
of  the  Audubor.  society — banded  together 
to  prevent  the  slaughter  of  birds  for  mil- 
linery purposes — Is  not  required  to  this 
season's  models.  No  bird  that  ever  flew 
bore  such  wings,  breasts  and  feathers  os 
arranged  In  the  milliner's  showcases  at 
present.  That  they  are  all  of  barnyard 
origin  Is  stated  for  a  fact— with  the  al- 
most Inappreciable  exception  of  tbose 
game  birds  that  are  served  at  table, 
pheasant,  grouse,  partridge,  ptarmigan, 
etc.— and  It  Is  a  further  fact  that  there 
are  more  "bauds"  than  ever  employed  In 
the  feather  factories,  to  dye,  bleocb, 
mount  and  paste  those  effective  things 
that  are  sold  as  wings,  quills,  breasts, 
birds,  etc.  Audubon  himself  would  be 
mightily  puzzled  to  classify  most  of  the 
pieces  sold  today  either  as  to-  color,  else, 
breed  or  habitation.  Bo  tbe  tender-heart- 
ed woman  may  order  chapeaux  trimmed 
with  feathers  and  feathered  effects  galore 
without  In  the  least  Imagining  that  any 
creature  has  been  robbed  that  gbe  may 
make  herself  smart  to  tbe  eye.  It  Is  the 
prosaic  hen  and  chicken  of  tbe  barnyard — 
and  afterwards  the  dining  table — that  has 
shed  feathers  enough  to  make  up  tbose 
extremely  smart  and  becoming  pieces  that 
the  milliner  uses  so  effectively.

The  First  of  the  Felt  Chapeaux. 


The  latter  part  of  August  usually  In- 
troduces the  first  ot  the  felt  chapeaux, 
the  Initial  display  of  tbose  fascinating 
shapes  which  tbe  world  feminine  will  dis- 
port a  few  weeks  later  on.  Those  who 
arc  wise  In  their  day  and  geueration 
when  the  time  comes  to  discard  the  faded 
headgear  of  the  brilliant  summer  time, 
will  adopt  those  later  manlfestatloua  In 
felt  rather  than  renew  hats  which  glori- 
fied the  burning  days  of  June  and  July. 
For  use  with  tbe  shirtwaist  suit  or 
with  the  tailor-made  the  model  that 
forms  tho  subject  of  illustration  is  oue 
that  will  commend  Itself  to  the  fastidious 
dresser.     Of  a  shape   that    will   prove  al- 


most uQlversaiiy  becoming  and  presented 
In  a  host  of  novel  tints  and  nuanctfs  of 
tbe  mode  Its  very  simplicity  !s  one  of  Its 
best  recommendations  to  the  fashion  wise. 
Fashioned  somewhat  upon  sailor  lines, 
the  presence  of  a  bandeau  In  the  back 
and  the  lift[uK  of  the  brim  sharply  to  the 
crown  at  the  left  side  makes  for  some 
variation  la  a  mode  tbot  baa  threatened 
to  become  somewhat  more  than  monot- 
onous. As  presented  It  'a  In  a  light 
shade  of  cafe-au-lalt  felt — more  milk  than 
coffee,  though— and  -.Imply,  almost  se- 
verely, trimmed  with  a  cream-white  satin 
chiffon  ribbon.  Tbe  bow  points  dia- 
tluctlv   toward   tbe  back,   the  bandeau  is 


covered  with  closely  crushed  loops  of  tbe 
same  ribbon  and  a  stiff  buckram  buckle 
shape  Is  covered  with  the  black  and  white 
striped  broadcloth  that  Is  so  effectively 
used  for  collar  and  cuffs  upon  the  tailor- 
made  tbat  accompanies  the  bat. 

The  air  of  fine  fret  ;.r  that  dominated 
the  chapeaux  of  the  summer  time  Is  de- 
lightfully lacking  in  those  that  are  to 
■  her  In  the  autamn  months,  and  a  much 
more  i^atlonal.  If  less  romantic  appear- 
ance Is  promised  for  tbe  fasbionsble  fol- 
lower In  the  coming  months.  Tbe  bao- 
deon  Is  assuming  less  strenuous  propor- 
tions, the  angle  at  whtcb  the  hat  Is  ti!>M 
Is  less  tipsy,  and  the  coiffure  demanded 
by    tbe   later  modes  proi:  not   to  de- 

mand all  of  tbe  extraneous  aids  which 
tbe  bats  of  the  season  nearly  passed 
proved   so   unbecomlns    wltbost. 


Velvet    With    WtnK** 

The  attention  of  the  Audubon  Society, 
with  Its  worthy  object  of  discouraging  the 
slaughter  of  birds  for  millinery  purposes, 
may  be  relaxed  this  season;  at  any  rate, 
so  far  as  iTie  fashion  of  wearing  feathers 
in  many  sorts  and  shapes  upon  the  new 
hats  Is  concerned.  Shapes  and  sizes  of 
wings  such  as  never  grew  upon  any  bird 
tlint  flew  are  what  the  designers  are 
using  mostly,  and  that  In  colors  which 
Audubon  himself  would  fail  to  classify  as 
belonging  In  even  the  remotest  connection 
to  ilie  feathery  tribes.  Tbe  feathers  and 
feather  effects  most  In  use  today  find  their 
origin  In  the  barnyard,  and  the  number  of 
"hands"  required  to  make  up  the  places 
that  figure  In  millinery  catalogues  Is 
muchlj-  on  the  Increase.  Examination  will 
prove  thai  most  of  tbe  so-called  wings, 
birds,  breasts,  etc.,  are  all  of  them  pasted 
upon  a  net  or  muslin  foundation,  well 
wired,  so  that  they  may  be  bent  to  any 
shape  or  angle  that  caprice  may  suggest 
or  fashion   dictate. 

The  pretty  and  becoming  shape  Illus- 
trated Is  In  a  medium  shade  of  brown, 
with  tbe  side  smartly  turned  up  and  a  set 
of  those  artificial  "wings"  cleverly  dis- 
posed for  trimming  effect.  One  large 
piece  is  80  managed  that  li'  covers  the 
low  drum-shaped  crown  and  almost  tbe 
entire  brim  In  front,  the  pin  feathers  ex- 
tending well  toward  the  back.  The  up- 
turned side  Is  faced  with  a  similar  ef- 
fect, while  tbe  bandeau  Is  riffled  with  a 
mass  of  filmy  white  mallnette,  this  mak- 
ing for  the  combination  of  brown  and 
white  that  Is  so  effective  and  so  fashion- 
able this  season. 

The  Roand  Tarban  la  Hodlah. 

Those  fancy  mixed  braids  of  which 
the  modern  milliner  makes  such  effec- 
tive and  so  many  uses  are  turned  to  good 
account  In  this  novel  little  shape,  one 
which  displays  well  the  recent  tendency 
of  fashionable  hats  to  maintain  even 
smaller  lines  than  tbe  summer  models 
lutroduced.  A  large  crown  that  sets  coa>- 
fortably  to  tbe  shape  of  tbe  bead  and  a 
narrow  rolling  brim  that  strongly  sug- 
gests a  sailor  shape  are  tbe  component 
features.  A  moderately  sized  bandeau — 
that  Is.  It  is  moderate  compared  with 
some  of  tbose  noted  recently— Is  tucke%l 
In  at  the  back  to  give  tbe  cbapeaa  that 
smart  and  becromlug  tilt  over  tbe  fore- 
head which  proves  so  welcome  to  thoae 
of  regular  features.  The  outer  edge  of 
the  brim  Is  bound  with  a  bias  velvet 
band,  under  which  the  sbaplug  wire  la 
concealed;  and  this  same  velvet  reap- 
pears In  tbe  cravat  of  ribbon  that  eo- 
clrcies  the  crown,  making  an  eilglog  to 
it  both  top  and  bottom.  The  rlbl>oa 
displays  two  shades  of  hydrangea  bioe, 
making  a  pretty  contrast  to  tbe  dark 
green  of  tbe  velvet  and  felt  braid,  while 
tbe  trimming  feathers  are  of  a  soft  grav- 
isb    shade    of    fawn,    witb    marabout    to 


white,  tipped  In  gray,  applied  on  each 
feather.  Quite  a  little  marabout  Is  tucked 
In  aoiong  the  ribbon  loops  that  trim  the 
back  bandeau,  aud  lend  a  light  aud  airy 
effect  to  an  otherwise  plain  trlmmlujc 
scheme. 

In  Oresater  Style. 

For  some  of  tbe  prettiest  and  the  most- 
original  styles  In  tbe  coming  autumn 
milliuery,  the  chief  dependence  will  be 
placed  on  the  wire  frame,  the  part  tbat 
Is  not  seen,  but  which  It  Is  tbat  deter- 
mines the  chIc  and  allure  of  the  cbapeaa. 
Such  Is  the  case  witb  the  extremely 
pretty  example  pictured.  From  outward 
appearances  it  seems  as  though  the  round 
plateau  of  oyster  white  felt  had  been 
pushed  Into  shape  with  a  couple  ot  hat 
pins,  and  the  fluffy  ostrich  tips  applied 
at  random.  Far  otherwise  Is  It  In  reality, 
as  the  mllllucr's  apprentice  could  elo- 
quently tell.  The  wire  frame  Is  made 
after  the  usual  fashion,  the  crown  being 
edged  with  just  the  straight  strips  tbat 
will  best  support  tbe  flexible  felt  that 
covers  tbe  shape.  A  bandeau  Is  run  Ill- 
all  around,  steeitest  at  the  left  side, 
where  the  flat  felt  plateau  Is  pleated  Into- 
on  upstanding  flare.  -  Projecting  at>oat 
equally  far  back  and  front,  tbe  shape 
sets  closely  to  the  coiffure  at  those 
points,  being  wired  to  turn  down  slightly. 
Four  ostricb  tips  In  brown  are  posed  at 
tbe  left  side,  tbose  In  tbe  back  a  trifle 
longer  than  the  others,  so  that  they  rest 
prettily  on  tlie  hair.  A  bunch  of  browo 
velvet  roses,  witb  sbaded  foliage,  like- 
wise In  velvet,  balances  the  shape  at  tbe 
right  side  aud  adds  a  pretty  touch  ot 
color  to  the  whole. 

The  Nevv  Phlpp«  Torbnn. 

Tbe  small  turban  Is  slated  for  a  most 
successful  inning  in  tbe  things  tbat  are 
scheduled  for  autumn  bappeolnga.  Tbe 
pictured  model  Is  ooe  tbat  will  uodonbt- 
edly  receive  acceptance  at  tbe  bauda  of 
tbe  fastidious  as  being  conspicuously  orig- 
inal and  yet  well  within  tbe  limits  of  the 
mode.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  tbe  limits  of 
th«  felt  shape  have  to  be  assisted  witb 
wiring.  Tbe  crown  la  flat,  but  of  suffl- 
clent  size  to  accommodate  tbe  coiffure 
generously.  Tbe  brim  Is  bent  downwards 
after  the  mushroom  style  all  around;  tbe 
back  iiftlog  quite  a  little  to  display  tbe 
bandeau  trimming  of  velvet.  A  brilliantly 
finisbed  miroir  chiffon  velvet  Is  used  for 
trimming,  carelessly  folded  around  tbe 
crown  and  shirred  and  folded  into  In- 
numerable crushed  loops  all  across  the 
back  of  tbe  bat  A  atrlped  round  buckl* 
Is  posed  at  the  left  side,  and  seems  to 
bold  the  group  of  sbaded  vulture  feathers 
tbat  flaunt  tbeir  length  over  tbe  back  of 
tbe  cbapeau.  Tbose  vulture  feathers  are 
loglcol  successors  to  tbe  peacock  plnoies 
tbat  held  swav  durlog  tbe  earlier  part  of 
tbe    season.

)       WAONER  NOT  EASY  BOSS 

Trials  of  the  Men  Who  First  Staged  the  Trilogy-" 
Extracts  From  Diary  of  Fricke,  Stage 
">  Manager  at  Bayreuth. 


The  first  three  persons  to  sit  in  the 
BWimniing  machine  in  "'Uas  Khelngold^' 
were  Anton  Seidl.  Herman  Fischer  of 
Munich  and  Felix  Mottl.  Seldl  was  Wog- 
linde.  Mottl  Flosshllde.  and  Fischer  Well- 
gunde.      These   three   young   men,   destined 

later  to  become  noted  Wagner  conduc- 
tors, were  put  Into  the  apparatus  in 
order  to  give  to  the  stage  hands  the 
music  eues  which  should  set  the  swim- 
ming  box   ill   motion. 

Lilli  and  Marie  L.ehmann  and  Fraulein 
Laininert  were  the  first  of  all  the  Hhine- 
duughters.  They  were  horrified  when  thoy 
saw  for  the  first  time  the  machine  Into 
which  they  were  expected  to  climb.  Three 
yi»ung  men  wen-  in  it  swimming  in  the 
air  as  easily  its  if  they  were  really  in 
the  water,  but  that  did  not  serve  to  calm 
the   feelings   of   the   three  women. 

"No!"  cried  LJlli  Lehmann,  "I  would 
never  trvist  myself  In  that  thing,  who- 
ever the  man  may  be  that  invented  It.  I 
will    get    into    it    uii(U-r    no    clreuinstances: 

I  have  just  got  out  of  a  sick  bed  and ■" 

The  other  two  women  were  silent. 
■•\Von^t  you  be  courageous  and  get  Into 
the  carriage.  Mile.  Marie?"  asked  Richard 
Fricke,  whu  had  been  brought  bv  Richard 
Wagner  to  Bayreuth  to  put  into"  practical 
shape  some  of  the  scenes  of  the  trilogy. 
"I  will  bet  that  after  a  few. minutes  you 
will  lose  all  fear  and  that  the  sen«;itlon  t>f 
pleasure,  the  same  that  you  would  have 
in  swimming,  will  get  the  upper  hand." 
With  a  great  deal  of  shrieking  and 
trembling.  Marie  l.ehmann  allowed  her- 
self to  be  tied  In  the  wttgon.  Gradually 
she  lost  her  look  of  fright,  smiled  and 
finally  admitted  that  the  motion  was 
pleasant.  Then  LiUi  acquired  the  cour- 
age to  nuike  the  trial. 

Fraulein  I^mniert  followed  her  and  the 
three  Rhinedaughiers  Wcrc  soon  swim- 
ming smoothly  about,  laughing  and  ap- 
parently enttjying  theinselvtH  very  much.  ' 
Ttiey  then  sang  the  music,  and  the  ma- 
chinists, having  learned  from  the  dis- 
tinguished trio  how  to  move  the  machine 
in  aocordanci'  with  the  notes,  made  the 
first   rehearsal  a  complete  success. 

All  this  happened  thirty  years  ago  when 
the  ••Nlbelungen  Ring'  waa  rehearsed  for 
the  first  time.  In  view  of  his  thirtieth 
anniversary  of  the  opening  of  Bayreuth. 
which  ocurs  this  summer,  the  family  of 
Fricke.  who  died  three  years  ago,  have 
published  Ills  diary,  which  is  to  be  full  of 
information  about  the  preparations  for 
the  first  performances  of  the  Nlbelungen 
operas  Fricke  went  to  Bayreuth  a  year 
before  the  rehearsals  began  at  the  re- 
quest of  Wagner. 

"I  do  not  need  a  stage  manager,"  Wag- 
ner wrote  to  Fricke,  'but  rather  a  prac- 
tical, easy  dancer  and  p<jser  who  can 
make  my  wishes  clear  to  the  performers 
by  carrying  them  out  px-uctlcally.  Your 
talent  for  the  stage  in  general  appeals 
to  me,  and  I  would  be  very  glad  if  you  ' 
would  come  to  Bayreuth  and  attend  sonie 
ot  the  piano  rehearsals  In  order  to  fa- 
miliarize  yourseli'   with   the  situation." 

\\  hen  Fricke  got  U)  Bayreuth  in  1876 
'"''■"y  <jf  the  effects  planni^d  by  Wagner 
had  not  yet  been  put  to  practical  test 
and  some  had  eventually  to  be  aband- 
oned. Some  of  the  stage  business  de- 
signed for  Alberlch  was  so  difficult  to 
carry  out  that  Fricke  wanted  to  play  the 
role  himself  and  have  the  music  sung  by 
some  man  in  concealment.  Wagner  was 
not  at  all  opposed  to  the  Idea,  but  later 
decided  to  eliminate  some  of  the  more 
dilficult  Incidents. 

••It  Is  very  difficult  to  work  with  Wag- 
iier,  wrote  Fricke  In  the  diary  he  kept  at 
Bayreuth,  ••for  he  never  sticAs  to  one 
thmjf.   He  Jumps  from  one  to  another 

He  Is  never  willing  to  keep  at  one 
thing  long  enough  to  settle  it.  lie  wants 
to  be  his  own  stage  manager,  but  lacks 
nearly  every  quality   for  this   work. 

His,  mind  fixed  on  the  general 
scheme,  ignores  details,  and  tomorrow 
ne  will  liuve  forgotten  everything  that 
he  has  arranged  and  settled  for  today 
It  is  \-ery  difficult  to  understand  hlni 
when  he  talks,  as  he  always  speaks  as 
one  who  is  talking  with  and  for  hlm- 
Beir  only.  Then  he  breaks  out  with 
something  the  meaning  of  which  can 
only    be    approximately    caught."

'ili"?*'  .""*^  Austria  were  making-  It  as 
dirricult  as  possible  for  Wagner  to  get 
the  singers  he  wanted.  Director  Jauner 
who  had  promised  the  services  of  Hans 
KUhter,  Amalla  Materna  and  Scarla  at 
the  preliminary  rehearsals,  with  some 
of  the  chorus  singers,  refused  to  let 
these  singers  go  unless  Wagner  would 
allow  him  to  give  ••Die  Walkure"  If  he 
wanted  to  perform  .t  at  the  Imperial 
opera  house  at  Vienna  without  royal- 
ties It  Is  a  matter  «)f  history  that 
\\  agrter  would  consent  to  no  such  ar- 
rangement. 

Wh.it  the  original  performers  of  the 
Mbeluiigen  Ring  had  to  undergo  from 
Wagner  la  indicated  In  one  anecdot.- 
that  Fricke  tells  of  Amall.i  Materna.

wrote  Fricke  during  the  rehearsals,

Wagner  Interrupted  her  not  at  all  mild- 
ly and  called  her  aside.  That  happened 
Just  at  the  moment  when  she  was  sing- 
ing with  the  greatest  fire  and  enthu- 
siasm. 

•'It  was  naturally  Impossible  for  her 
to  begin  .igaln  with  the  same  feeling 
or  Intensity  and  she  made  mistakes. 
Hans  Ricrhter  cried  out  that  she  should 
have  learned  the  music  before  she  came 
to  the  rehearsal,  although  she  had  been 
perfect   at    the    previous   rehearsal. 

"The  result  was  that  she  went  home 
In  tears.  We  couhl  not  comfort  her." 
Anoth^r  fact  recorded  by  Herr  Fricke 
la  concerned  with  the  scene  of  the 
Norns.  which  precedes  tfie  first  act  of 
•'Gotterdammerung."  This  prelude  Is 
sung  In  New  York  only  In  the  so-called 
uncut  versions  of  the  trilogy. 

The  three  Fates  sit  on  a  rock  weaving 
the  thread  of  destiny.  which  they 
throw  from  one  to  another.  It  does 
not  alw.iys  happen  that  the  one  to 
wh<mi  the  thread  Is  thrown  Is  good 
enough  catcher  to  prevent  it  from   fall- 


ing to  the  stage,  and  It  thus  happens 
that  the  stage  manager  is  often  called 
upon  to  pick  up  the  thread  and  hand 
It  to  the  one  of  the  trio  for  whom  it 
was   Intended. 

Gustave  Mahler,  shortly  after  he  be- 
came director  at  Vienna,  abolished  the 
use  of  the  rope  in  this  s<ene  and  made 
the  action  of  the  weaving  purely  sym- 
bolical. Rienard  Fricke  tried  to  do  the 
same  thing,  but  this  was  plainly 
against    Wagner's   ideas. 

•I  do  not  believe,"  said  Fricke  to  the 
composer,  "that  it  wjll  be  possible  for 
the  women  so  to  throw  the  thread  that 
they  will  always  be  certain  to  catch  It.  ' 
••Then  let  them  rehearse  it  ujitll  they 
are    sure,"    was    Wagner's    answer. 

It  was  then  that  his  assistant  sug- 
gested the  pantomimic  pretense  of 
weaving  a  cord  which  should  be  invls. 
Ible  to  the  audience,  but  Wagner  was 
strongly   opposed   to   that, 

"Pantomime  and  no  rope?^'  he  s.ild. 
•"Never!  It  goes  without  saying  that 
the  rope  must  be  used  in  Bayreuth  and 
elsewhere." 

Felix  Mottl  always  fjillows  this  man- 
date of  the  composer  in  his  production 
of    "Gotterdammerung. •■ 

The  death  of  Karl  I^autenschlager  has 
brought  out  some  Interesting  stories  of 
the  famous  stage  machinist's  dealing 
I  with  the  composer.  Lautenschla<'ger 
I  did  not  prepare  the  ••Nib»hingen  Ring" 
for  production  at  Bayreuth  thirty  years 
ago.  That  task  fell  to  Karl  Brandt, 
under  whom  Ijautenschlaeger  served 
his   apprenticeship. 

He  first  became  actively  associated 
with  Wagner  at  the  time  "Parsifal" 
was  being  prepared  for  performances 
of  the  "Nlbelungen  Ring"  at  the  Munich 
opera  house,  however,  when  King  Lud- 
wlg  and  Composer  Wagner  sometimes 
were    tiie    only    ll.Mteners. 

It  was  the  difficulty  of  mounting  the 
finaJo  of  the  second  ai-t  of  •'Gotterdam- 
inerung"  that  brought  L.aiitensolilaop«'r  to 
Bayreuth  while  Wagner  and  Brandt  were 
struggling  to  carry  the  comp«>«<'i"R  Idea.** 
into  effect.  King  I^udwlg  sent  him  to 
Wagner  for  Instructions.  Lautenschlager 
ask^d  Wagner  what  he  should  do. 

'My  exalted  and  royal  patron."  said 
Wagner,  "is  amiability  and  attention  It- 
self. You  see.  I  am  Just  now  trying  my- 
self In  •Gotterdammerung'  to  make  the 
scenery  support  the  music.  In  the  theater 
the  scenery  is  an  Integral  part  of  the 
work  Itself. 

"How  did  you  think  out  the  fall  of  the 
gods  In  'Gotterdammerung?'  asked  Lau- 
tenschlaeger. 

Wagner  was  silent  for  a  while  and  then 
answered: 

"How!  You  see  that  was  an  exalted  mo- 
ment when  I  wrote  the  text.  The  sub- 
limity of  the  idea  of  the  twilight  of  the 
gods  stood  there  in  all  its  bulk  and  great 
iitss  before  me.  Twilight  of  the 
gods!  Twilight  of  the  gods:^'— Wagner's 
voice  grew  louder  and  more  emphatic^ 
"Overthrow  of  the  gcnls.  downfall  of  the 
celestial  ones  and  the  lofty!" 

After  another  pause  in  which  the  com- 
poser seemed  to  be  contemplating  the 
grandeur  of  the  Idea  that  hiul  inspired 
him.     Wagner  went  on: 

••1  think  that  any  man  who  can  with 
enthusiasm  lose  himself  In  the  wonls 
•Downfall  of  the  gods,  overthrow  of  the 
mighty.'  will  see  the  grandeur  of  the  situ- 
ation before  his  eyes.  What  I  concelve<l 
I  saw  really  before  me.  So  without  the 
least  change  I  described  In  the  text  the 
scene  as   I  saw   it. 

"From  my  stage  people  I  demanded  that 
they  put  themselves  in  my  place  and  ac- 
complish for  me  more  than  Brandt  has 
been  able  to  do  with  this  scene.  I  want 
the  sublimity  of  this  whole  situation  of 
the  gods  in  Its  overwhelming  greatness 
represented.  Th<>n  only  will  I  say  'It  is 
right.     I   am  satitfled.'  " 

I..«ute«chlaeger  got  no  more  practical 
advice  than  this  as  to  the  mounting  of 
the  climax  of  the  last  opera  of  the  trilo- 
gy. So  he  went  back  to  Munich  and  ar- 
ranged the  scene  according  to  his  own 
ideas. 

Wagner,  at  the  request  <if  I..udwig.  cartic 
to  see  the  performance.  After  It  was  over 
he  sought  out  Uautenschlaeger.  pressed 
his  hand,  and  said: 
••Now.  that  is  my  idea." 
In  spite  of  this  realization  of  Wagner's 
Ideas,  the  scene  remains  the  greatest  test 
In  the  world  of  stage  t»'Ohnlque  as  it  ex- 
Istt  today  an<l  is  rarel.v  Impressive.  Fre- 
quently It  Is  absurd.  Now  th<'  tendency  Is 
less  to  labor  to  realize  some  of  Wagner's 
ideas  itnd  more  to  eliminate  many  of  the 
fc^ollsh   ones.     «

The  forty-seventh  annual  Minnesota 
state  fair,  whatever  may  be  its  suc- 
cess in  matters  of  exhibits,  amusement 
and  financial  results,  cannot  but  be  the 
most  Bigniflcant  and  important  yet 
held  in  the  state.  And  this  means 
much  In  a  state  which  has  developed 
such  a  fair  as  that  held  midway  be- 
tween St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis.  For 
some  years  it  has  been  the  largest  fair 
In  the  United  States  and  has  so  far 
eclipsed  all  others ^js  to  equal  the  ag- 
gregate of  several  neighboring  fairs  In 
matters  of  attendance,  exhibits,  prem- 
iums and  purses  paid,  etc. 

The  Minnesota  state  fair  has  devel- 
oped from  small  beginnings.  For  many 
years  It  had  no  permanent  grounds, 
but  was  held  in  various  parts  of  the 
state  as  convenience  or  local  interest 
suggested.  AlK>ut  twenty  years  ago 
Ramsey  county  presented  to  the  state 
the  present  fair  grounds  and  tike  first 
group  of  buildings  was  erected.  With 
very  little  state  aid  the  grounds  were 
developed  and  building  after  building 
added.  After  some  ups  and  downs  In- 
cident to  fre<iuent  changes  in  manage- 
ment, a  delinite  policy  was  adopted 
and  a  board  of  managers  and  corps  of 
officers  were  Installed  who  have,  with 
few  changes,  continued  to  the  present 
time. 

The  central  idea  has  been  sound 
business  management  and  the  develop- 
ment of  agriculture  in  Minnesota  on 
the  broadest  lines.  The  fair  has  thus 
been  distinctly  educational.  So  keen 
an  observer  as  Mayor  David  P.  Jones 
of  Minneapolis  said  in  a  recent  ad- 
dress; The  State  Agricultural  Asso- 
ciation of  Minnesota  Is,  with  the  State 
University,  the  greatest  educational 
agency  In  the  whole  commonwealth. 
They  aro  co-extensive  and  are  practi- 
cally doing,  along  slightly  different 
lines,  the  same  work — the  promotion 
of  an  Intelligent  understanding  and 
knowledge  as  to  the  development  of 
the  resources  of  the  state,  the  best 
methtids  of  growing  the  products  of  the 
soil,  and  the  handling  of  the  wealth 
that  the  soil  produces." 

Some  years  ago  the  fair  management 
took  up  the  delinite  promotion  of  the 
livestock  Industry  of  the  Northwest. 
Minnesota  and  the  Dakotas  were  one- 
crop  states.  Wheat  overshadowed 
other  grains;  cattle  were  few  and  of 
poor  (juallty.  Interesting  some  of  the 
great  livestock  breeding  associations 
of  the  country',  a  series  of  national 
cattle  exhibitions  were  Instituted  In 
connection  with  the  annual  fairs.  They 
were  immensely  successful  and  the 
effects  were  Immediate.  Very  soon 
auction  sales  of  pure-bred  cattle  were 
made  features  of  these  great  exhibl- 
tl<»n8  and  large  numbers  of  animals 
were  dispersed  each  year  among 
Northwestern  farmers  and  breeders. 
So  rapid  has  been  the  growth  of  cat- 
tle breeding  that  a  ver>'  Important 
part  of  the  exhibition  and  sale  of  cer- 
tain breeds  this  year  is  contributed 
from    Minnesota    farms. 

The  t^eed  of  a  livestock  amphitheater 
for  the  use  of  the  livestock  division  of 
the  fair  was  felt  long  before  there  was 
any  prospect  of  securing  the  building. 
At  last  It  became  an  Imperative  ne- 
cessity. This  year  the  finest  amphi- 
theater on  any  fair  grounds  in  the 
country  has  been  completed  in  time 
for    dedication    at    the    fair.     The    great 


I  building   stands   for   diversified  agrlcul- 
I  tural  Interests,  for  the  Improvenient  of 
[existing  herds,  for  the  creation  of  new 
j  herds,    for   the  enriching   of   the    soil   of 
I  Minnesota   farms,    for   the   building    up 
jof    a    great    livestock    industry      which 
I  shall    mean    countless    millions    to     the 
farmers  of  Minnesota  in  time  to  come.

The  building  is  359  feet  long  by 
200  feet  broad  and  the  central 
arena  is  270  feet  by  120 — the  larg- 
est   arena    in    the    country. 

The  state  fair  grrounds  comprise 
about  200  acres  of  rolling  land,  sit- 
uated on  the  high  ridge  between 
Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul.  They  ad- 
join the  experiment  station  and  state 
agricultural  school.  Being  midway 
between  the  two  cities  they  ur«k 
easily  reached  from  both.  The  Como- 
Harriet  Interurban  line  passes  the 
southern  border  of  the  grounds  and 
during  fair  week  a  commodious  ter- 
minal is  used,  unloading  passengers 
almost  in  the  center  of  the  grounds. 
The  time  to  either  city  is  about 
thirty    minutes. 

The  principal  buildings  are  In  the 
south  half  of  the  gsounds,  a  large 
part  of  the  northern  portion  being 
devoted  to  the  grand  stand  and  a 
mile  and  half-mile  tracks — the  lat- 
ter within  the  former.  Every  rod 
of  both  tracks  is  visible  from  the 
grand  .itand  which,  with  its  "bleach- 
ers" will  seat  nearly  20,000  people. 
A  concrete  subway  under  the  tracks 
alows  for  the  pasagc  of  teams  and 
automobiles  without  the  danger  of 
a    grade    crossing. 

City  water  and  gas  roach  every 
part  of  the  grounds;  fire  engines 
from  the  cities  afford  protection 
from  conflagration;  numerous  eating 
booths  supply  the  needs  of  the  Inner 
man;  an  emergency  hospital  looks 
out  for  those  who  may  be  taken 
ill;  rest  rooms  are 
ladies;  toilet  rooms, 
streets,  rest  benches, 
to  keep  the  grounds  clean;  tele- 
phone and  telegraph  service,  a  post- 
office — these  are  some  of  the  things 
which  contribute  to  the  comfort  of 
visitors.

Buildings  for  poultry, 
dairy  products  and  apparatus,  wo- 
men's work  and  agricultural  and 
horticultural  products  are  In  the 
Immediate  vicinity.  An  exposition 
building  supplies  room  for  exhib- 
itors of  all  maner  of  goods  from 
the  city  stores  and  warehouses, 
while  a  manufactures  building  is  for 
the  display  of  Minnesota  products 
in  process  of  making.  Only  a  part 
of  the  vast  agricultural  implement 
and  machinery  division  is  houe^  In 
buildings.  The  larger  part  of  it  Is 
in  the  open  air  or  in  tents  or  tem- 
porary structures  erected  by  exhib- 
itors. 

The  fair  affords  abundant  pleas- 
ure for  the  visitor  when  tired  of 
studying  exhibits.  Before  the  grand 
stand  a '  remarkable  program  of 
races,  specialties  and  vaudeville  en- 
tertainment is  put  on  each  after- 
noon; while  in  the  evenings  racing 
by  electric  light,  specialties  and 
other  features  occupy  part  of  an 
entertainment  program  which  con- 
cludes each  night  with  a  spectacular 
pvrotechnic  drama.  This  year  Greg- 
or^''s  "Moscow"  is  to  be  given — a 
production  founded  on  the  riots  and 
burnings  in  that  ill-fated  Russian 
city. 
There  will  be  sen  Rational  racing  each 

day  of  the  fair,  but  Monday,  the 
opening  day,  will  easily  lead  all 
others  for  great  eveiits.  In  addition 
to  the  rcg-ular  program,.  Dan  Patch, 
the  fastest  i>aclng  horse  in  the  w-orld, 
and  Cresceus,  the  fastest  trotting  stal- 
lon,  are  both  to  go  against  their 
world's  records.  Both  these  horses  are 
owned  in  Minnesota— by  M.  W.  Sav- 
age of  Minneapolis — and  both  hold 
more  world's  records  than  can  be 
easily  recounted.  Dan  Patch  made  a 
mile  In  1:57%  on  the  Minnesota  state 
fair  track,  a  year  ago,  and  afterwards 
lowered  his  record  to-l:55i4.  Cresceus 
has  a  record  of  2: 021,^.  The  appearance 
of  these  two  grreat  horses  on  the  track 
at  he  same  line  will  be  one  of  he 
grea  evens  of  racing. 

The  Minnesota  state  fair  offers  more 
money  in  purses  for  races  than  most 
of  the  grand  circus  a-ssociations  of  the 
East.  "The  program  also  schedules  the 
fa^itest  race  of  the  year  in  America — 
the  2:02  pace,  to  be  held  on  Thursday 
of  fair  week.  In  this  race  are  en- 
tered The  Broncho,  whose  exploits  this 
summer  show  her  to  be  one  of 
the  greatest  living  horses;  Hazel 
Patch,  Ecstatic,  Blacklock,  and  others 
of  almost  equal  fame.  There  are  two 
races  for  $5,000  purees,  two  for  $2,500 
purses,  one  for  $2,000.  and  eight  for 
$1,000  each.  In  the  2:13  class  pace  for 
$5,000,  on  St.  Paul  day,  there  are  thirty 
entries;  in  the  2:21  class  trot,  for 
Minneapolis  day,  there  are  twenty-one 
entries.  There  will  be  either  a  sen- 
sationally fast  race  or  a  sensationally 
large  pur^e  each  day  of  the  fair. 

All  racing  at  the  Minnesota  state 
fair  is  held  without  any  of  the  pool- 
selling  and  betting  ring  adjuncts, 
which  ore  the  features  of  many  race 
courses. 


LA  FOLLETTE 
MAKES  SPEECH 

Starts  Lenroot  Campaign 

With    Address    at 

Mount  Horeb. 

Mount  Horeb,  Wis.,  Aug.  17. — In  a 
rousing  speech  before  a  large  audience 
of  Norwegians  here.  Senator  Robert 
M.  La  FoUett  opened  the  state  cam- 
paign for  I.  L.  Lenroot,  and  declared 
that  as  long  as  he  lived  no  man  could 
bluff  hlin  out  of  his  fight  for  repre- 
sentative   government. 

Senator  La  Follette  has  been  severe- 
ly attacked  for  coming  out  for  Len- 
root, the  Superior  assemblyman  and 
clerk  of  courts,  who  wants  to  be  gov- 
ernor. La  Follette  has  entirely  ignored 
Governor  Davidson,  whom  he  left  in 
charge  of  state  affairs  when  he  re- 
signed to  go  to  the  senate.  In  conse- 
quence, the  "stalwart"  faction  Is  now 
rallying  about  Davidson,  and  the  La 
Follette  supporters  have,  if  It  is  true, 
torn  open  all  the  old  wounds  of  the 
political  state  fight  of  two  years  ago 
and  before. 

"If  I  had  been  a  cowardly,  truck- 
ling fellow,"  said  Senator  La  Follette 
In  his  address  here,  in  reply  to  the 
attacks  made  on  him  recently,  "I 
would  have  gone  out  of  the  state  until 
this  storm  is  over.  I  am  not  and  never 
have  been  a  coward.  I  have  no 
quarrel  with  any  man.  It  would  have 
been  easier  for  me,  of  course,  to  say 
these  warring  men  are  friends  of  mine.

Neither  Dwyer  nor  Smith  heeded  the 
advice  thai  uas  offered  to  them.  Smith 
lasted  a  short  time  only,  after  dis- 
carding the  advice  to  "ix^  natural," 
and  lawyer  is  "out  of  It"  for  all  time. 
Riley  tJramian  was  like  Dwyer  and 
Smith  In  Imperiurbablllty.  and  he.

They  tell  great  .stories  of  Grannan's 
v.lnnlnK.<;  how  he  won  $100,000  at  the 
old  wi'Uer  track  .it  liuttenburg.  N.  J., 
in  two  weeks,  beginning  with  $800; 
how  he  netted  $2.'.o.o()i)  In  five  weeks 
In  ISlto;  how  from  $30  he  once  made 
$10r>,000  in  a  fortnight  and  so  nn. 
Many  of  these  stories,  like  most  of 
their  port,  are  exaggerations,  but  life 
was  a  wonder  in  his  day. 

His  career  closed  in  1903.  with  his 
phvslenl  condition  Impnlieo.  llioueh  he 
Is  under  4('.  He  Is  remembered  as 
about  the  politest  bookmaker  that 
ever  was  known.  His  "thank  you"  for 
a  $2  bet  from  an  unknown  "piker" 
was  as  cordial  in  his  best  davs  ns  one 
for  $20,000  from  the  Dwyers.  Gran- 
nan is  still  on  the  track,  though  not 
cutting  a  great  figure. 

John  W^  Gates  and  John  A.  Drake, 
racing  partners,  can't  be  cla.ssed  with 
the  men  mentioned  above,  of  course, 
though   they   are   certainly      plungers. 


One  of  the  most  amusing  things  ever 
reported  of  Mr.  Drake  was  his  alleged 
Indignant  announcement  In    1902   that 
i  if    the    papers    didn't    -stojp    .saying    he 
was  winning  $100,000  a  day,  he  should 
certainly    withdraw    from    the      track. 
He  had  won  some  money  on  the  pre- 
vious   day,    he    admlted,    but    no    such 
sum  a.s  the  one  mentioned,  the  actual 
figures  being  for  Oct.   15.   1902:   "Win- 
I  nlngs.   $21,955;   losings,   $3,000;   to  the 
shorter' good.  $  IS. 955." 

Two   years   earlier   it   was   published 
that  he  had  won  a  cool  million  on  the 
English  tracks.

At  the  detlicating  services,  Ixfore  a  vast 
congregation,  embracing  leading  Catho- 
li<!  prelates  from  all  parts  of  America 
and  Cardinal  SatoUi,  spt  cial  represetiia- 
tiv.-  of  Pojje  I.eo.  Mr.  Hill  said  in  su'o- 
s;ance:  "The  title  deeds  to  this  prop- 
erty specilically  stipulate  that  whenever 
I  lie  principle.vi  of  true  Americanism,  as 
now  tauglit  by  Archbishop  Ireland,  shall 
cease  to  be  promulgated  in  this  institu- 
tion, the  property  shall  revert  to 
heirs    or    legiil    representatives."

One  of  his 
own  phras.-s.  with  its  siifTitleanee  of  his 
attitude,  shows  how  he  has  gained  such 
eminence  and  influence:  "The  watch- 
words of  the  age  are  reason,  education, 
liberty,  the  ann/lioration  of  the  masses." 
Those  are  among  the  things  which  tlio 
archl)isliop  of  St.  Paul  stands  for  and 
has  w..rked  for  with  all  his  heart  and 
soul.  He  is  a  profound  believer  in  edu- 
cation, a  devoted  friend  of  freedom,  an 
earnest  worker  for  the  tnoralaiid  intel- 
lectual betterment  of  the  people.  a;i<l 
the  deeline  of  drimki-nness  in  St.  Paul 
and  the  pasi'age  of  a  strict  "hii;h  licens." 
law  for  Minnesota  are  very  hirgily  his 
Work. 

John  Ireland  is  a  practical  Christian. 
He  belle\es  in  prayer  baek»il  up  by  work, 
(^jod  sense  J)ervades  his  pit  IV.  He  is 
willing  that  the  struggling  f.irnier  should 
break  the  .Sabbath  to  save  his  crops. 
It  is  even  whispered  that  His  Grace— 
With  the  p«'ctoral  cross  hanging  at  his 
breast  and  his  ca.s.Mock  turne.l  up— on  one 
occasion  rush.'d  (.ut  after  mass  to  help 
an  Irish  firmer  gather  in  his  hay  in  the 
face  of  rain. 

The  archbishop  i.s  a  man  of  powerful 
build,  with  a  profile  not  unlike  that  of 
I>ante.  A  massive  head,  a  penetrating 
gray  eye.  penetrating  in  its  glance  as 
an  arrow,  but  becoming  gentle  with 
change  of  mood.  He  has  a  hearty  sense 
of  humor  and  enjoys  a  wliole-souled 
laugh.  He  Is  very  ai-cessible  to  the  poor, 
and,  above  all.  Is  practical  In  his  meth- 
ods of  aiding  them.  He  is  ab.solulely 
sincere;  he  is  tolerant;  lie  Is  diniocratU"; 
he  Is  instinct  with  common  sense;  he 
holds  that  all  life  is  pro^re.^sive.  and 
that  the  church  must  keep  up  with  the 
march.

In  1>T,S  he 
had  gained  control  of  the  bonds  of  the 
St.  Paul  i>t  Pacific  railroad,  which  he 
.soon  m.ide  the  Itlastcrn  seethm  id'  the 
Great  Northern  system,  that  ultimately 
extended  from  I'ugel  Somul  to  St.  Paul 
and  from  hulnth  on  the  .North  to  Yank- 
ton in  South  l>akota.  Not  content  with 
his  railway  interests,  he 
enily  a  Bti-aniliip  <'i>mpany 
po.se  of  securing  a  Iar«e. 
trolling  share  of  the  traffi( 
I-iikes,  and  ultimately  organized  a 
steamsdiips  to  run  between  our 
ctNi.st   and    Ja])an. 

Mr.  Hill  is  a  creator,  not  n  wrecker. 
He  penetrated  the  wilderness,  built  cit- 
ies and  towns,  oi)ened  mines,  erected 
mills  and  shops,  settle<1  farms  and 
stocked  ranches,  and  thus  added  enor- 
mously to  tin-  agKiegate  wealth  and  in- 
ere.ised  materially  the  national  popula- 
tion. He  caused  more  bl.ides  of  grass 
to  grow  where  none  grew  before  and 
bnilt  a  railroad  from  the  Mississippi  to 
the  Paciiie  without  land  grant  or  cash 
subsidy,  upon  his  individual  credit,  per- 
haps he  has  more  interest  in  the  exten- 
sion and  prosperity  of  our  foreign  trade 
than    .vn.v    other    man    In    the    worlil. 

The  Northern  I'acific  railroad  on  the 
south  Jind  the  Canadian  Paeifii-  on  the 
north,  each  aided  by  subsidy,  opposed 
the  fireat  Northern  with  rate  war  and 
litigation.  Slowly  Mr.  Hill  crushed  tli.> 
opposition.  In  the  panic  of  1803  North- 
ock  went  down.  Tho  (ir«at 
k  stood  firm,  alone  among 
lilt;  irans-eonliiieiital  railroad  stocks. 
At  almost  all  times  for  the  past  twenty 
years  the  stock  of  this  road,  running 
across  the  mountains  and  deserts,  hus 
tieen  (fuoted  in  Wall  Street  above  that 
of   the   New    York   Central. 

A   great    export    trade    has    twen    created 

l>y     the     Great      Northern     railroad.     Kx- 
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Is    carried    through    Puget    Sound    ports. 

Mr.  Hill  describes  the  simjile  experi- 
ment that  created  his  tremendous  experl- 
ton  tonnage:  "Some  Japanese  were 
passing  through  the  United  States,"  he 
says.  "My  agents  in  Japan  had  report- 
ed tho  amount  of  cotton  spun  tliere.  and 
the  fact  liiat  raw  cotton  came  mainly 
from  India.  It  made  an  inferior  yarn, 
and  sold  at  a  low  price.  1  got  these 
inaiiufaciurers  to  try  a  small  shipment 
of  American  cotton,  witli  the  guarantee 
that  if  It  did  not  prove  profitable  to 
mix  our  long  staple  with  their  short 
staple  of  India  I  would  pay  for  the  cot- 
ton.       It    was    very    .satlsfa<:tory." 

This  Is  the  Hill  method  In  a  nutshell. 
Competition  with  his  mxtdoor  neigh- 
bor is  nothing  to  him— It  is  the  compe- 
tition with  tlie  World  that  he  desires. 
Ho  represents  tho  comnierilal  aehleve- 
ment  of  the  Nrtrthwest.  .Suez  and  the 
waterways  of  the  Atlantic  are  more  his 
comiietilors  than  the  I'nion  Pacific  or 
Canadian  Pailfic  railroad.  He  trades 
In  the  markets  of  the  world  and  com- 
petes with  all   the  tr.idera  of  tiie  world. 

Some  years  ago  Mr.  Hill  ot>tained  a 
controlling  interest  In  the  Northern 
Paeitlc  railroad,  which  had  been  a 
financial  shutllecoek,  ami  tjf  the  great 
Chicago.  Burlington  &  Quincy  railroad 
systetn.  He  planned  to  "merge"  these 
with  his  own  Great  Northern  line,  but 
the  supreme  court  of  the  t.'nited  .States 
upset  the  projeet.  It  did  not  and  could 
nt)t  nbolisii  his  contnd,  liowever.  Ho 
now  domin.it«.-s  the  three  rtiads  abso- 
luttdy,  to  thelT  manifest  benefit,  and. 
as  lie  i-lalms,  to  the  benefit  of  their  p.a- 
trons.  Tho  combined  trackage  of  these 
lines   is   over   '^,i»)')  miles. 

But  he  h.is  Just  started  on  nncdher 
gigantic  enterprise.  To  this  insatiate 
archer  the  m:istery  of  two  tr.T.ns-conil- 
nental  ro.ids  «loes  not  suffice.  He  wants 
another,  and  he  has  beguti  to  build  It, 
in  his  own  characteristic  way. 

The  New  York  World,  a  paper  th.at  Is 
not  liable  to  a  sus|dcion  of  undue  fa- 
voritism toward  corporations  In  gen- 
eral or  toward  Jiny  one  ♦•orporatlon, 
points  to  the  1.3i»>-mile  trunk  line  wliich 
ilr.  Hill  and  his  associates  are  con- 
structing in  British  America  from  Win- 
nipeg lo  tlie  I'acific  Coast  as  another 
ex:iniple  of  the  Hill  way  of  building  a 
railroad.  The  World  Jidds:  "The  road 
will  eost  $;<:.',:-xio.otio.  and  it  will  be  paid 
for  by  the  builders  out  of  their  own 
pockets.  Mr.  Hill  might  hiive  made  the 
Grtat  Northern,  which  he  controls, 
finance  the  new  enterprise;  or  he  might 
have  had  a  fiotatlon  of  securities  with 
Wall  street  talent  to  underwrite  them. 
.\s  It  is  there  will  In-  no  bonds,  no 
bonuses,  no  commissions. 

"Sim-e  Mr.  Hill  years  ago  bought  the 
little  road  out  of  St.  Paul,  whieh  he 
afterwards  exp.inded,  he  has  consis- 
tently   pursued    three    nietliods. 

"He  never  asked  for  a  government 
subsidy.  He  issued  only  one  class  of 
stock,  with  uniform  rights  and  quali- 
ties."

He    has    the 
eye  of  an  eagle,  th«'  head  and  shoulders 
of  a  bison.     The  hard-handed  Sc.andlna-  , 
vlan    f.irmers    of      the      Northwest      are  j 
proud    of    iilni,    and    recognize    the   kind  | 
of   Indebtedness   to  him   that  a  creature  j 
owes    to    his    creator.      Characteristic    is 
the   saying   current   among  the   Swedes:  | 
"Ah   tank    when    Yem    Hell    koom    roun'  I 
laughin'    dere'     bees    da    d«'evll    to    pay.

Mr.  Hill  Is  magnetic,  but  moody. 
When  the  mood  Is  right  there  could  be 
no  more  delightful  companion.  ms 
memory   is   wonderful,    his   command   of 
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statlstli'S  and  facts  ac<"urate  and  un-  \  has 
failing,  his  mind  Is  bright,  his  conver. 
satlon  sprightly.  He  Is  short  and  broad 
with  a  frame  square-set  and  powerful, 
once  he  worked  on  the  docks  and  was 
a  heaver  of  heavy  freight.  He  is  in 
every  sense  a  larg»-  man. 

How  many  millions  or  hundreds  of 
millions  James  J.  Hill  possesses  few  of 
his  friends  here  i-are  to  estimate.  Few- 
er still  question  Ills  title  to  tiiose  mil- 
lions or  begrudge  them.  It  is  not  unl- 
versallv  admitted  that  ali  his  methods 
have  been  free  from  rep.oach;  but  his 
record  as  compared  with  that  of  most 
other  kings  of  rtnan<e  has  been  so 
clean,  his  policies  have  been  so  broad 
and  constructive,  his  tr.uisactions  so 
honest,  his  credit  so  fiawKss.  taat  he 
stands  highest  where  he  Is  best  known, 
and  has  fewest  critics  in  his  own  imme- 
diate   envlreoiment. 

Mr.  Hill's  marriage  to  Miss  Mary 
Mehigan  after  he  had  begun  to  tread 
his  upward  w.iy  with  something  of  as- 
surance was  a  genuine  romance  of  the 
heart.  Miss  Mehigan  was  employed  at 
tile  old  .Merch;int.s'  hotel  in  St.  I'aul 
when  Hill  was  a  day-boarder  tliere.  He 
saw  her,  fell  In  love  with  her  and  pro- 
posed marriage  to  her.  ,       .    ^, 

But  in  this  matter,  as  throughout  his 
career,  he  spiced  the  n>mantic  with  the. 
practical.  He  was  planning  to  be  a 
rich  man.  The  wife  of  such  a  man  as  he 
proposed  to  be  should  be  handsome,  .self- 
poised,  liroad-minded  and  capable.  The 
girl  he  loved  had  all  these  qualities.  But 
she  should  also  have  the  training,  the 
taste,  the  cultivation  that  is  given  by  the 
schools,  and  he  proposed  to  her  that  be- 
fore their  marriage  she  should  take  a 
ccurse  at  a  convent  school  at  his  ex- 
fn  use  She  consented,  and  when  after  her 
graduation  she  returned  to  St.  Paul  a 
grac  •"  ■  dignified,  acconiplislied  woman 
tliey  Were  married. 

This  marria^je  has  turned  out  well.  Hill 
was  himself  of  Protestant  ancestry,  but 
Mriry  Mehigan  whs  Catholic,  atid  as  Mrs. 
Hill  she  has  remained  a  Catliolic.  Nine 
children— six  daughter.^  and  three  sons- 
have  been  born  to  the  couple.  The  three 
older  daughtirs— Mary,  Ruth  ajid  Char- 
lotte-are  now    respectively,   Mrs.    Samuel 


Hill  of  Wtushington;  Mrs.  A.  C.  McC. 
Beard  of  New  York,  and  Mrs.  George  C. 
Slade  of  St.  Paul.  The  Mis.ses  Clara, 
Rachel   and   (Jertrude   are  still   unm.nrriod. 

His  tliree  .ions  are  all  In  the  rallro.ad 
business  with  their  father.  Kach  had 
to  serve  a  severe  apprenticeship,  work- 
ing in  one  department  after  the  othi-r, 
as  hard  and  as  systematically  as  if  they 
had  to  toil  to  live,  and  thus  becoming 
fiiinill.ir  with  railroading  from  the  ground 
up.  James  N.  Hill,  the  eldest,  was  Iden- 
tified with  one  of  the  Great  Northern 
branches.  Louis  W.,  the  second  son.  is 
vice  president  of  the  Great  Northern  and 
his  father's  chief  assistant,  handling 
much  of  the  president's  exi'cutive  work. 
It  is  und(  ratood  that  Louis  W  will  w<ar 
Klijah's  mantle  by  and  by.  since  he 
sla  ws  gr.-at  breadth,  combined  with  a 
capacity  for  detail  secimd  only  to  that 
of  his  father.  Walter,  the  youn.«est  son, 
is  still  a  clerk  in  the  big  Great  Northern 
building. 

James  J.  Hill,  like  many  another  who 
has  c.irvetl  his  way  from  obscurity  to  the 
limelight  of  succiss.  Is  not  averse  to 
tnlkitig  over  tho  old  days— when  ho  has 
time — and  lie  doesn't  objict  to  seein? 
stories  of  his  struggles  in  prin».  But  lie 
is  greatly  opposed  to  publicity  c<mcerning 
his  family  affairs,  and  photograiths  ol 
Mrs.  Hill  and  In-r  daughters  are  not  given 
out  for  publication. 

Mrs.  Hill's  inlluence  over  her  husliand 
Hi  powerful  if  not  supreme.  She  has  never 
shown  any  signs  of  undue  elation  over 
l.'ie  family  rl.se;  8h<  is  kind  and  charitable 
In  a  thoroughly  sensible  aiyl  th.erefore 
never  o.stt-ntailous  manner.  Tliere  was 
probably  at  first  some  aloofness  maiii- 
fefcled  towani  her  by  women  whose  <arly 
surroundings  had  been  more  gracious 
t'uin  hers.  This  aloofness  has  long  since 
dl.>- appeared,  but  she  has  neither  encour- 
agetl  nor  disc<juraged  those  who  di.'plnyed 
it  in  the  selection  of  her  circle  of  p.rsjiial 
acquaintances. 

There  is  a  story  often  repeated  In  St. 
Paul  that  two  women  with  whom  she 
bar^'ly  had  a  speaking  acquaintance  once 
called  upon  Mrs.  Hill,  soon  after  the 
completion  of  the  costly  and  beautiful 
Hill  mansion  on  Summit  avenue.  Thej' 
had  heard  that  Mrs.  Hill  possessed  a 
superb  collection  of  emeralds.  Hardly 
had  they  seated  themselves  before  they 
asked  to  see  the  stt>n«'S.  "Certainly." 
said  Mrs.  Hill,  and  withdrew  In  nor 
quiet  and  dignified  way.  In  a  few  min- 
utes in  came  a  servant  with  a  tray  of  j  surgeons 
gems,  which  the  visitors  inspected,  Ijut 
Mrs.  Hill  didn't  appear  again,  nor  did 
the  ladies  become  regular  callers. 

When  Mr.  Hill  pr«-sented  tin-  half-mil- 
lion dollar  endowment  to  St.  Paul's  semi- 
nary, in  Mrs.  Hill's  name,  his  delicaie, 
c<msiderate.  beautiful  tribute  to  his  wife 
was  easily  the  crowning  Incident  of  a 
notable  ceremony. 

James  J.  Hill  is  plentifully' "'endowed 
wlt4>  that  rich  element  of  common  sen.se, 
rounded,  intensified,  crystallzed.  which 
is  the  safest,  if  not  the  highest,  mani- 
festation of  genius.  He  has  broad  recep- 
tive powers,  keen  perceptive  powers,  an 
Inrtexible  will.  He  has  always  been  a 
clo.se.  omnivorous  student  of  books,  of 
affairs  of  men.  In  a  company  of  a  dozen 
gentlemen,  einine-nt  In  various  walks  of 
life,  he  can.  during  ten  minutes  of  con- 
versation wtih  each,  unostentatiously  tell 
him  something  new  and  valuable  about 
his  own  sp«'cialty,  something  he  woui<l 
deem  It  a  lo.s8  not  to  have  heard.  He 
is  that  sort  of  a  man,  and  that  sort  of 
a  man  is  one  among  a  million  in  this 
world  of  medlocres. 

Mr.  Hill  knows  the  railroad  business 
thoroughly,  from  the  ground  Moor  to  its 
pinnacle.  He  is  an  exp«^rt  in  all  depart- 
ments of  rallro.iding,  either  from  practi- 
cal experience  or  from  careful  study.  He 
knows  every  engine  on  his  road,  its  haul- 
ing power  and  Its  consumption  of  fuel. 
And  he  knows  all  the  regions  through 
which  his  liens  pass  better  than  any  other 
man  In  tho8«>  regions,  or  out  of  them. 
He  knows  in  eacli  sta^  each  county  he 
penetrated,  its  geography,  its  topo- 
graphy, its  soils,  its  resources  and  capa- 
biilties;  he  knows  its  fauna  and  its  flora 
down  to  the  minutest  details;  he  knows 
Its  air,  its  water  and  its  minerals  with 
the  knowledge  of  a  practical  scientist; 
he  knows  the  exact  measure  of  its  trans- 
portable products,  and  more  accurately 
than  any  of  its  own  citizens  he  can  es- 
tlniat*>   its   possibilities  of  development. 

He  h.as  been  toiling  for  years  to  obtain 
this  knowledge— and  he  i^an  toll  terri- 
bly. That  knowledge  Is  a  part  of  his 
"plant,"  a  part  of  his  equipment  as  a 
railroad  manager  and  financier,  which 
no  rival  can  take  froiii  him,  and  which 
places  him  abe>ve  rivalry  in  tho  prosecu- 
tion of  his  vast  designs.

Polish  National  Alliance 

Asks  New  Receiver  for 

Chicago  Bank. 

Chicago,    Aug.    17.— The    Polish    National 

Alliance    of    the    United    States    of    North 

America   has  filed  a   bill   in   the  supreme 

court    here   asking    that   another   receiver 

for  the  Milwaukee  Avenue  State  bank  bo 

appointed.  John  C.  Fetzer,  present  re- 
ceiver of  the  bank,  who  was  appointed  by 
Judge  Brentano  recently,  is  made  a  iwrty 
to  the  suit.  The  bill  asks  that  Judge 
Brentano  set  aside  a  Judgment  entered 
in  tile  circuit  court  by  Judge  Gibbons  in 
favor  of  T.  T.  Eide  against  the  bank.  The 
bill  sets  forth  that  the  judgment  in  favor 
of  Eide  was  fraudubnt  because  the  aj)- 
pearance  entered  by  John  Waage,  who 
claimed  to  represent  the  bank,  was  not 
authorized.  Tlie  petition  also  sets  forth 
that,  as  the  judgment  was  traudulent. 
Judge  Brentano,  although  jutige  in  the 
superior  court,  has  juri.sdiction  to  set  it 
aside. 

The  bill  is  based  on  the  allegation  that 
the  alliance  lia.s  $4S,000  deposited  In  the 
bank;  that  under  the  insurance  act  of 
ISW  thc!se  are  exempt  funds,  being  death 
benefits,  and  should  be  separated  from 
other  funds  in  the  bank.  The  bill  also 
alleges  that  the  alliance  represents  the 
majority  of  the  creditors  of  the  bank,  and 
tliat  its  inte-rest  should  be  protected  by 
the  court-s.  The  bill  sets  up  that  the 
officers  of  the  bank  have  fled;  that  Cash- 
ier Herlng  is  in  iail.  and  that  the  affairs 
of  the  bank  have  been  grossly  and  crim- 
inally  mismanaged. 

Although  Receiver  Fetzer  was  made  a 
party  defendant  to  the  I'roceedlngs  no 
objection  was  made  to  his  appointment 
as  receiver  in  the  new  ca.ie.  After  filing

Aug.  18.— For  years  Boston  has 
stood  for  the  original  and  unique  per- 
formances of  mankind,  and  I  doubt  If  the 
pu.st  can  show  anything  more  out  of  the 
routine  than  the  act  of  Manager  Fred 
Tenr.cy  last  week,  when  he  practically 
assaulted  Umpire  Klem,  of  the  Harry 
Pulllam  special  staff. 

Not  being  able  to  account  for  the  loss 
of  old  balls  Capt.  Tenney  decided  that  the 
umpires  were  holding  out  by  the  use  of 
some  secret  pockets,  and  after  the  game 
on  Tuesday  he  lay  in  waning  for  Umpire 
Klem.  who  wa-s  forced  to  pass  through  a 
dark  alley  to  get   to  his  dressing  room. 

Tenney    grabbed    his    man,    but    failed    to 
hold  him,  as   Klem  proved  good  at  break- 
ing holds.     "I'll   get   you   yet,"   was  Capt 
'Jenney's   parting    etiout    aa 
away. 

Afttr    the    game    the    next    day 
once   more  confronted  the  umpire 
mnnded    that    he    stand    and    be 
Klem   showed   fight   and    refused 
closed  in  to  receive  a  Jolt  on 
It  1  ere    any    more    daniftge 
the  two  were  separated.

The  rules  were  revised  by  the 
ing  committee:  Dr.  H.  L.  Williiims,  Min- 
nesota; L.  M.  Dennis,  Cornell;  W.  T.

Charles  Daly.  West  Point;  Paul  J.  Dash- 
iell,  Annapolis;  J.  B.  Fine,  Princeton;  E. 
K.  Hall.  Dartmouth;  J.  T.  Lees.  Nebras- 
ka; C.  W.  Savage,  Oberlin,  and  A.  A. 
Stagg,    Chicago. 

The  chief  alterations  in  the  rules  for 
this  sea.son  are  as   follows: 

The  officials  of  the  game  shall  be  a 
referee,  two  umpires  and  a  linesman. 

The  two  halves  shall  be  thirty  minutes 
in    length. 

The  snapper-back  must  place  the  ball 
flat  upon  the  ground,  with  its  long  axis 
at  right  angles  to  the  line  of  scrim- 
mage. 

It  has  also  been  provided  that  a  player 
to  be  on  line  of  scrimmage  must  have 
both  hands  or  both  feet  up  to  or  within 
one    foot   of   this    line. 

A  player  attempting  to  make  a  fair 
catch  must  signify  his  intention  by  rais- 
ing his  hand  clearly  above  his  head  whilo 
advancing  toward  the  ball. 

Further  addition  has  been  made  to  the 
rule  regarding   "down." 

That  is,  that  the  referee  shall  blow  his 
whistle  whenever  any  portion  of  the  per- 
son of  that  runner  with  the  ball,  except 
his  hands  or  feet,  touches  the  ground 
while  ho  Is  in  the  grasp  of  an  opponent. 
The  ball  Is  also  "down"  when,  as  speci- 
fied in  the  rules,  it  goes  acro.ss  the  goal 
line  on  a  kick  whicji  has  struck  tlio 
ground  in  the  field  of  play,  except  tho 
kick-off.  and  also  when  it  goes  over 
in  tho  same  manner  from  a  forward 
pass. 
Tripping  and  hurdling  are  forbidden. 
Regarding  the  taking  out  of  time,  it  is 
provided  that  either  captain  may  ask  for 
time  three  times  during  the  half  without 
penalty. 

Further  provision  is  made  against  in- 
terference with  the  man  snapping  tho 
ball  back.  The  opponents  must  not  In- 
terfere with  the  maji  snapping  the  ball 
back  nor  touch  him  not  the  bail  until 
it    is   actually    put    In    play.

circuit  talk  Is  again  occupying  the 
attention  of  baseball  writers  In  the 
Northern  and  Copper  Country  league 
circuit  and  also  some  of  the  magnates. 
As  yet  It  Is  only  talk,  and  no  action 
will  be  taken  until  after  the  season  is 
over. 

The  season  jfist  drawing  toja  close 
has  been  a  fairly  profitable  one  to 
most  of  the  clubs  remaining  in  tiie 
league,  but  it  has  also  taught  them 
some  valuable  lessons. 

One  lesson  Is  that  the  Copper  Coun- 
try cannot  support  four  ba.seball  clubs 
iu  an  eight  club  league.  It  is  too 
mucli  to  expect  of  a  territory  With  the 
population  it  has  to  draw  upon.  In  a 
small  "trolley"  league,  playing  weekly 
or  seml-weeitly  games,  such  a  league 
might  be  made  to  pay,  but  in  a  larger 
league,  playing  dally  grames  and  with 
heavy  traveling  expenses,  not  moie 
than  two  clubs  at  the  out.side  should 
be  allowed.  Calumet  and  Lake  Lin- 
den can  take  one,  playlny  the  Sunday 
games  at  Lake  Linden,  and  Houghton 
and  Hanc*ock  should  be  able  to  sup- 
port   a    Joint    team. 

Winnipeg  and  Duluth  have  proven 
themselves  good  ball  towns  this  year, 
and  that  makes  four  locations  to  oe 
counted    on.  '■ 

And  right  at  this  pglnl'  there  Is  a  fact 
that  must  be  taken  "iflto  considera- 
tion. Winnipeg  and  Duluth  fans  can- 
not work  up  the  interest  in  a  game 
against  such  towns  as-'-iTaqpo  or  Lake 
Linden  or  Hancock,  that  a  game  with 
a  team  from  St.  Vaut  or  Minneapolis 
would  arouse.  It  looks. jtoo  much  like 
bush  league  ball,  no'  matter  how  fast 
a  game  the  teams  frotn  the  smaller 
towns  may  put  up.  Duluth  fans  have 
shown  this  year  that  they  will  patron- 
ize good  ball,  and  If  f>uluth  could  get 
Into  a  league  with  sQinp  bigger  cities 
the  crowds  would  be  doubled.  The  same 
condition    exists    at    JW'iiuilpeg. 

The  natural  place  for  the  fano  to 
cast  their  eyes,  theVpfofe,  ts  tcrward 
St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Milwaukee, 
but  Immediately  the^  tx^ri  up  against 
the  national  agreement^  which  prohibits 
this  league  from  invading  the  territory 
of  the  American  ass<M:iatlon  without 
the  consent  of  that  body.  Either  that 
consent  must  be  obtained,  or  the  North- 
ern league  will  have  to  play  outlaw- 
ball  If  these  cities  are  to  be  invaded. 
Outlaw-  ball  generally  develops  into 
a  pretty  strenuous  game,  with  the  big 
leagues  at  liberty  to  s^voop  down  ar.d 
carry  off  the  most  pronilsing  players  at 
any  time  they  chixise.  Manager  Lamb 
of  the  Winnipeg  club  thinks  he  can 
secure  the  consent  of  the  Twin  City 
clubs  to  put  teams  in  there,  on  condi- 
tion that  the  schedule  is  arrangc^i 
without  confilctlng  dates,  but  Mr. 
Lamb  Is  of  an  optimistic  disposition, 
and  the  Twin  City  men  are  not  in  the 
ba.seball  for  the  benefit  of  their  health. 

The  fans  have  beep  watching  the 
troubles  in  the  association  with  al- 
most ghoulish  interest,  hoping  for 
some  disruption  which  will  leave  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  perhaps 
Milwaukee,  open  to  them.

Paul  Burns  Many 

People. 

St.  Paul.  Aug.  18.— The  explosion  of  a 

mold   used   by    the   City   Railway   com- 

!  pany    in    welding    the    rails    being    laid 

i  on    East    Seventh    street    yesterday    at- 

i  ternoon    injured    several    people    by    a 

shower  of  molten   metal  and  started  a 

fire   which   caused  a  loss  of  $200.

IT  MAY  END 
COALTRUST 

New  Rate  Law's  Effect 

Will  be  Watched  With 

Interest 


Anthracite  Ring  Said  to 

Have   Formed  Plans 

for  Continuing. 


Washington,  Aug.  17.— Within  the 
next  twenty  months  the  railroads  of  the 
j  United  States  must  divest  themselves 
{of  all  ownership,  either  direct  or  in- 
direct In  coal  properties.  May  1,  1908,  is 
the  date  by  which  they  must  be  out  of 
the  coal  business.  Many  things  can 
be  accomplished  in  twenty  months, 
but,  according  to  railroad  officials,  the 
time  is  none  too  long  in  which  to  ac- 
complish the  task  congress  has  put 
upon  them.  Just  now  the  railroad  law- 
yers, traffic  mana^rers  and  other  rail- 
road officials  are  busy  with  affairs  that 
have  to  do  with  the  going  Into  effect 
of  most  of  the  provisions  of  the  new 
rate  law  two  weeks  from  next  Tues- 
day, but  the  directorates  of  the  gieat 
railroad  system  are  not  overlooking  the 
provision    of    the    law    relating    to    tlie 

alliance   between   their  roads  and  coal 
concerns. 

The  enforcement  of  the  law  ought  to 
bring    prices    down.      Men     who    have 
!  been  in  the  business     of     mining     and 
j  marketing   coal    for   years   say   it    will. 
With  the  railroads  eliminated  from  the 
I  business   except   as     common     carriers, 
I  coal   will,   as  a  rule,   it   is  pointed   out, 
i  be    marketed    at    the    nearest    market. 
With    the    railroads    Interested    in     the 
business,    it    had    frequently    been    the 
rule  lo  make  consumers  pay  for  "long 
haul"  coal  simply  because  the  railroads 
could,   by  enforcing  the  rule,  get  more 
out   of    the    business.      It   has   been   al- 
leged,  for   Instance,    that   the  railroads 
penetrating    the    West     Virginia      field, 
and    also    crossing    Ohio    and    Indiana, 
have    at    times    forced    their    Indiana 
customers    to    buy    West    Virginia    coal 
in    preference    to    tlie    Indiana   product 
near  at  hand. 

If  the  allegation  is  true,  the  railroads 
accomplished  this  feat  by  refusing  to 
supply  cars  to  move  the  Indiana  out- 
put, while  they  could  find  plenty  of 
cars  to  haul  the  coal  from  the  mines 
in  West  Virginia,  in  which  they  were 
interested.  After  they  have  divested 
themselves  of  all  interest  in  coal  prop- 
erties, the  roads  will  probably  not  be 
so  anxious  to  crowd  local  coal  out  of 
the  market  for  products  of  faraway 
mines.  Whatever  their  attatude  may 
be,  they  will  not  be  able  to  control  the 
situation.  The  local  mines  will  be  able 
to  get  cars  in  which  to  market  txicir 
product,  and  that  alone  will  solve  the 
problem. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  how  the 
capitalists  solve  the  situation  in  the 
anthracite  region.  Evidently  they  have 
!  a  nice  problem  ahead  of  them  there. 
I  It  will  also  be  worth  while  watching 
j  to  see  whether  the  price  of  anthracite 
j  comes  down  after  the  railroads  are 
I  divorced  from  the  business. 

It  Ig  pretty  well  understood  that  the 
railroad  coal  combination  in  the  an- 
thratice  region  was  formed  by  J.  Pler- 
pont  Morgan  and  George  F.  Baer.  It 
Is  assumed  that  the  capitalists  who 
control  this  rich  combination  will  do 
their  utmost  to  hold  the  coal  prop- 
erties together.  They  have  what  the 
street  calls  "a  good  thlnar,"  and  they 
are  not  likely  to  let  loose  ot  it.  The 
general  impression  In  financial  circles 
is  that  the  anthracite  properties  now 
owned  by  the  railroad  coal  combina- 
tion will  all  be  turned  over  to  the 
Temple  Iron  company,  a  Pennsylvania 
ctirporatlon  formed  In  1873,  with  very 
broad  powers,  and  that  the  company 
will  be  put  In  a  voting  trust  for  a 
long   term   of  years. 

The  railroad  companies  that  are  in- 
terested financially  in  the  .  anthracite 
mines  are  the  Lehigh  Valley.  New  Jer- 
sey Central,  Erie,  Lackawanna,  Dela- 
ware and  Reading.  It  may  be  said  that 
the  Reading  has  always  claimed,  as 
has  the  Pennsylvania,  that  it  has  no 
Interests  In  the  coal  business  except 
as  a  transportation  company.  The 
Reading's  coal  interests  are  vested  In 
the  Philadelphia  Coal  &  Ironlron  com- 
pany. Perhaps  the  Interstate  com- 
merce commission  will  take  the  view 
that  the  stock  In  the  Reading  Coal  & 
Iron  company  la  owned  by  the  Reading 
Railroad  company,  and  that  that  com- 
pany, after  all.  takes  the  profits  on 
anthracite  coal.  This  Is  one  of  the 
questions  that  will  probably  have  to  be 
.settled  before  the  provisions  of  the 
law  go  into  effect. 

According  to  recent  stories  from 
Pitt.sburg,  capitali.'»ts  of  that  city  have 
formed  an  $.S,ftOO.000  company  to  take 
over  the  coal  lands  owned  by  the  Penn- 
sylvania.

Santiago,  Chile,  Aug.  20.— Five 
hundred  persons  are  dead  at  Valpar- 
aiso as  a  result  of  the  earthquake 
shocks,  according  to  the  latest  advices 
based  on  the  reports  of  refugees  who 
reached  this  City  this  morning. 

The  monetary  loss  at  Valparaiso 
runs  into  the  millions.  Six  or  eight 
other  cities  have  been  destroyed.  The 
railroad,  street  railway,  telegraph  and 
telephone  systems  are  thoroughly  de- 
moralized. 

The  known  dead  in  this  city  num- 
ber twenty.  Madame  Monte,  wife  of 
Admiral  Monte,  who  was  reported 
killed,  Is  alive,  but  seriously  Injured. 
It  is  expected  that  the  street  railway 
and  lighting  systems  in  this  city  will 
be  restored  today. 

Santiago.  Chile,  Sunday.  Aug.  19. — 
The  situation  Is  becoming  clearer.  A 
relief  committee  was  organized  here 
today  and  the  street  railway  service 
was  resumed.  It  was  feared  that  San- 
tiago would  be  plunged  In  darkness 
owing  to  lack  of  coal  to  supply  the 
works,  but  the  officials  of  the  gas 
company  say  that  they  have  a  suffi- 
cient supply  to  last  a  week. 

Carles  Edwards,  one  of  the  propri- 
etors of  the  Hercurio  of  Valparaiso, 
has  arrived  here  on  horseback  from 
that  city.  He  confirms  the  reports 
that  Almendral  quarter  and  the  prin- 
cipal avenue  of  Valparaiso  have  been 
transformed  into  heaps  of  ruins. 
When  he  !  ft  the  city  the  inhabitants 
were  wandering  about  looking  for 
relatives  and  friends.  Tlie  majority 
of  the  InhabitanLs.  he  says,  have 
sought  refuge  on  the  hills,  In  the 
parks,  and  along  the  seashore.  The 
administration  building  and  Victoria 
theater  had  disappeared  even  to  their 
foundations.  The  Marine  arsenal  was 
only  slightly  damaged,  but  not  any  of 
the  private  residences  were  habitable. 
In  spite  of  the  desolation,  perfect  or- 
der was  maintained  by  the  troops 
which  were  bivouacked  on  the  Grand 
avenue  and  Victoria  square.  The  mil- 
itary ambulances  were  gathering  up 
the  wounded  and  dead. 

When  Mr.  PJdwards  left  Valparaiso 
it  was  Impo.ssible  to  determine  the 
niimber  of  persons  killed,  but  accord- 
ing to  his  estimate,  the  number  of 
lives  lost  were  small,  when  the  extent 
of  the  catastrophe  was  taken  Into  con- 
sideration. At  one  depot  he  saw  fifty 
bodies.  The  main  hotel  was  standing 
and  all  the  guests  escaped  Injury,  but 
Mr.  Edwards  regards  Valparaiso  as 
being  uninhabitable   for  the   present. 

The  squadron  of  cavalry  forming 
the    presidential    escort      has      started 


from  here  for  Valparaiso  with  instrutv- 
tions  to  requisition  all  the  cattle  met 
with  between  this  place  and  Valpar- 
aiso and  to  drive  the  herds  to  the  lat-^ 
ter  city.  In  order  to  prevent  a  famine, 
A  large  number  of  people  have 
sought  refuge  on  the  various  ships  at 
anchor  in   the   Bay  of  Valparaiso. 

The  report  that  the  naval  school  at 
Valparaiso  had  escaped  destruction 
is  confirmed  today.  A  number  of 
families  have  sought  refuge  in  the 
school  building,  where  they  are  belna^ 
cared  for  by  the  naval  authorities. 

Medical  supplies  have  been  sent  from 
this  city  lo  Valparaiso,  and  every- 
thing possible  is  being  done  to  assist 
the  homeless  people.  No  accurate  esti- 
mate of  the  damage  done  by  the 
earthqua.ke  can  yet  be  made,  but  It 
Is  considered  certain  that  It  will  rua 
into  the  hundreds  of  millions  of  dol- 
lars, and  it  is  ft-ared  that  a  commer- 
cial crisis  will  follow  the  earthquake 
disaster.  It  is  believed  that  steps 
win  immediately  be  taken  to  meet 
this  situation.  Business  is  being; 
slowly  resumed  here  and  at  Valpar-^ 
aiso. 

The  ministers  of  war  and  of  the  In- 
terior,   with    a    detachment    of    volun- 
teers  from    the   army   and    fire   depart- 
ments,   left   here   this   morning  for   the 
purpose    of    re-establishing    telegraphio 
communication     with     Valparaiso.       A. 
train     which     left     Santiago     for     the 
North  today  arrived   without  any  diffi- 
culty at  Calera.     Contrary   to   the  gen- 
eral    belief,      the      tunnels      were      not 
wrecked,    and    it    is    hoped    that    trains 
!  will    be    running    regularly    tomorrow. 
!      The    government    has    authorized    the 
;  provincial    governors    to    spend    all    the 
i  money    necessary    to    help    the    earth- 
j  quake    sufferers    in    their    districts. 
I      Wht'n     the     earthquake     first     shook 
i  this  city,   the  prisoners  in  the  p«nU«n- 
tlary  began  singing  hymns.     There  wag 
no  loss  of  life   among  them   so   far  as 
known,    but    at    Valparaiso    the    prisoa 
walls  fell  and  Crushed  140  prisoners  icy 
death. 

A  telephone  message  received  here 
today  from  Vina  del  Mar  announced 
that  the  portion  of  that  town,  betweerx 
the  Itoyal  hotel  and  the  custom  house, 
is  not  dangerously  damaged,  but  that 
the  rest  of  Vina  del  Mar  Is  almost 
totally  destroyed. 

President  Rel.soo  has  received  dis- 
patches from  La  Serena,  capital  of  the- 
province  of  Coquimbo,  saying  that  nO' 
damage  has  been  done  in  the  north, 
but  the  majority  of  the  houses  In  the 
Amagada  district  have  collapsed,  as

RECORD  OF  ONE 
WEEK  IN  RUSSIA 

Figures  Tell  Fearful  Re- 
sult of  Uprising  Among 
the  People. 

St.  Petersburg,  Aug.  20.— Last  week's 
statistics  show  that  fifty-eight  officials 
were  murdered  and  forty-three  were 
wounded  In  Russia  proper;  that  five 
bomb  depots  were  discovered,  that  six 
safes  were  rifled  of  money,  and  that 
sixty-three  persons  were  robbed.  These 
official  figures  do  not  take  into  account 
the  pillaging  in  the  country,  nor  do 
they  give  the  number  of  military  exe- 
cutions or  arrests  of  agitators  and  rev- 
olutionists, and  there  are  no  figures 
showing  the  numberof  persons  sent  into 

6Xil6. 

The  St.  Petersburg  Gazette  says  that 
2,300  persons  were  banished  on  Saturday 
from  St.  Petersburg  alone,  and  that 
750  were  placed  on  trains  bound  lor 
the  interior.  Prefect  of  Police  Von 
Launilz  has  declared  his  intention  of 
clearing  the  capital  of  all  "vagabonds.." 

The  police  of  this  city  are  being  train- 
ed in  the  handling  of  rapid  fire  guns 
at  an  arms  factory  outside  of  St.  Pet- 
ersburg. A  detachment  of  police  is  sent 
there    dally     for    training. 

Moscow,  Aug.  20.— In  an  Interview  to- 
day Alex  J.  Guchkoff,  who  is  regarded 
as  one  of  the  strongest  and  mo*}t 
capable  Conservative  Liberals  in  Russia, 
and  who  many  times  has  been  mention- 
ed as  the  natural  premier  in  a  Conser» 
valive  cabinet  outside  of  the  bureau- 
cratic circles,  spoke  in  a  despondent 
tone  of   the   future.     eH   said: 

"There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  em- 
peror's good  intentions.  Tlie  great  mis- 
fortune Is  that  he  does  not  comprehend 
the  situation.  The  influences  which 
hedge  him  about  are  such  that  it  is 
impossible  for  h<m  to  understand  what 
is  going  on  in  the  country,  and  he  is 
constantly  forced  to  take  action  upon 
false  premises.  The  fact  that  the  em- 
peror Is  constantly  in  the  dark  regard- 
ing the  true  state  of  affairs  is  respon- 
sible for  the  hopelessness  of  the  out- 
look."       ^____

It  was  the  desire  of  the  dying  woman 
that  her  little  daughter  might  have  the 
care  of  a  woman  w  hom  she  knew  would 
be  loving  and  tend*r.  The  promise  was 
made  and  kept  within  a  month.  BrowtJ 
and  Miss  I..lster  going  to  Minneapolis, 
where  they   were  married. 

The  marriage  had  been  kept  a  pro- 
found secret,  however,  and  was  only 
disclosed  by  the  tragic  death  of  tho 
husband.

Tills  Is 
3  deg.  lower  than  the  highest  point 
reached  this  summer,  but  owing  to  the 
greater  humidity  we  have  felt  the 
heat  more.  With  the  greater  humid- 
ity the  air  does  not  absorb  the  pers- 
piration from  our  bcKiies,  and  wo  feel 
the  heat.  When  the  air  is  dry  we 
can  stand  a  much  greater  degree  of 
heat,  becau.se  the  perspiration  Is  read- 
ily  taken   up. 

"The  humidity  Is  rapidly  decreas- 
ing this  afternoon,  owing  to  a  thun- 
derstorm which  is  coming  up  from  tiie

Ism  and  revolution  in  Poliuul,  was 
Boundtd  In  the  imperial  telegram  of 
congratulation  to  Governor  General 
Skallon.  of  Warsaw,  on  his  escape 
from  the  bombs  of  would-be  assassins 
at  Warsaw  Saturday.  In  this  Emperor 
Nicholas  after  thanking  divine  provi- 
dence for  saving  the  governor  general's 
life,  "for  me  and  Russia,"  continues: 
"Do  not  be  discouraged;  be  re.soluto 
In  the  battle  with  insensate  anarchy 
and  sedition."  .„  ,      ^ 

Under  prtstnt  conditions  In  Poland 
It  will  be  dinicult  to  execute  the  Im- 
pt-rlal  will,  as  the  police  have  practi- 
cally been  driven  from  the  streets  of 
the  Polish  capital  and  the  prevailing 
military  measures  are  believed  to  bo 
lnade<iuate  tr>  cope  with  the  revolu- 
tionists.

ROUTES  BOTHERED 

Political  and  Other  Ad- 
vertising Complained 
of  at  Postoffice. 


Political  candidates  and  advertisers 
of  various  kinds,  who  have  boen  send- 
ing matter  out  over  the  two  rural 
delivery  routes  In  this  part  of  the 
I  country,  may  And  Uncle  Sam  after 
them  with  a  shan)  stick.  Complaint 
has  been  nuule  by  people  along  the 
rural  routes  that  they  have  been  both- 
ered by  such  niatter  being  put  In  their 
mall  boxes  along  the  road,  and  as 
every  tln»e  anything  is  put  in  one  of 
the  boxea,  a  Hag  goes  up  to  attract 
the  farmers'  attention,  these  things 
cause  Inconvenience. 

The.se  farmers  have  complained  to 
the  Duluth  pontoHice,  and  I'ostmivster 
Eaton  Is  making  Inquiry  to  hnd  out 
whetiier  OT  not  the  federal  i>ostal  laws 
permit  this  sort  of  thing.  The  im- 
pression of  the  posttiltlce  people  is  that 
.such  Is  not  permitted  under  the  laws, 
and  if  It  Is  found  that  the  laws  pro- 
hibit those  things,  a  continuation  of 
the  practice  may  result  In  prosecu- 
tions, for  the  rural  route  people  aro 
wrathy  over  It. 

The  postal  authorities  have  an  ob- 
jection to  the  practice  on  their  own 
account  also.  Should  a  U.  F.  D. 
carrier  happen  along  the  n>ad  and  seo 
the  hag  at  the  box  upright,  and  he 
should  happen  to  have  no  mall  for 
tliat  pariieiilar  box,  he  assumes  that 
ihere  Is  mail  in  the  box  to  be  collected, 
so  he  stop.s  at  the  box  to  collect.  Ihis 
all  occasions  delay  and  there  Is  a 
strong  and  Ironclad  ruling  in  the  pos- 
tal department  against  the  delay  of 
Its   carriers   or   collectors. 

Postmaster  Eaton  says  he  do,.-3  not 
care  to  start  prostK?utlon  in  these 
cases,  and  he  suggests  that  such  ad- 
vertisers and  candidates  slop  the  prac- 
tice and  thus  save  trouble  for  him 
and  for  themselves.  Mr.  Eaton  says 
I  that  of  late  the  practice  along  the 
'  two  rout:;^  has  become  widespread, 
and  the  farmers  are  very  sore  about 
It.

Trades  Assembly  Wrought 

Up  Over  Endorsement 

of  Armstead. 

Made  in  Secret  and  May 

be  Rescinded— Much 

Dissatisfaction. 

Is  John  T.  Armstead  the  Nemesis 
of  the  Federated  Trades  Assembly  of 
Duluth?  That  question  Is  stirring 
some  of  the  members  of  the  assem- 
bly now  with  apparently  good  cause 
It   Is   believed. 

Years  ago  Mr.  Armstead  and  the 
Ijaundry  Workers,  backed  by  the 
trades  assembly  decided  to  sever  all 
connections  and  for  years  the  trades 
assembly  and  all  of  the  unions  fought 
Mr.  Armstead  with  unusual  bitter- 
ness. Then  Mr.  Armstead  fixed  the 
matter  up  about  two  years  ago.  Since 
then  he  has  been  courting  the  lead- 
ers of  the  trades  assembly  assiduously 
and  persistently,  and,  It  is  claimed 
at  this  time,  that  President  Joseph 
Shartel  and  others  of  the  trades  as- 
sembly are  endeavoring  by  every 
means  to  have  John  T.  Armstead  en- 
dorsed by  the  labor  central  organiza- 
tion for  sheriff.  It  Is  expected  that  If 
the  matter  carries  there  will  be  a  split 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  union  man, 
Ole  Larson.  Is  also  a  candidate  on  the 
Republican  ticket,  and  Walter  John- 
son, another  union  man.  is  a  candidate 
for   sheriff   on   the   Democratic   ticket. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  trades  as- 
sembly held  last  Tuesday  night,  it  Is 
claimed,  endorsed  Armstead  for  sher- 
iff. The  matter  has  been  kept  very 
quiet  and  the  meeting  was  held  In 
secret.  It  Is  now  claimed  that  the 
endorsement  will  not  hold  as  the 
meeting  was  not  representative  and 
It  Is  very  likely  that  the  matter  will 
be  again  threshed  out  when  the  trades 
assembly  meets  on  Friday  night.  It  Is 
said  to  be  not  unlikely  that  the  en- 
dorsement will  be  rescinded. 

At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the 
trades  assembly  the  first  attempt  at 
the  endorsement  was  made.  Delegate 
Ernest  Peters  of  the  Leather  Workers' 
union.  Just  before  adjournment,  moved 
that  the  assembly  go  into  executive 
session.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this 
would  oust  the  reporters  for  the  two 
daily  papers,  and  as  stated  In  the 
meeting  that  they  had  always  dealt 
fairly  by  the  assembly,  the  executive 
session  Idea  was  voted  down,  and  the 
assembly  then  adjourned.  Mr.  Pe- 
ters, It  was  understood  at  the  time, 
was  desirous  of  having  Mr.  Armstead 
endorsed  and  that  Is  why  he  moved 
for  an   executive  session. 

The  endorsement  came,  however,  at 
a  special  meeting  the  following  Tues- 
day night.  The  news  of  this  leaked 
out  only  when  by  careful  sounding, 
some  of  those  present  were  trying  to 
find  out  how  their  brother  union  men 
felt  about  It.  Those  opposed  to  the 
Arm.stead  move  claim  that  according 
to  the  platform  adopted  by  the  State 
Federation  of  Labor,  only  men  with 
union  cards  are  to  be  endorsed,  and 
this   rule   Is   being  violated. 

When,  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago. 
the  trades  assembly  so  changed  Its 
constitution  as  to  allow  endorsement 
of  candidates  In  a  political  contest.  It 
was  freely  predicted  that  the  assem'- 
bly  would  come  to  grief  through  it. 
In  fact  the  understanding  was  at  the 
time.  It  Is  claimed,  that  no  endorse- 
ments were  to  be  attempted  except 
where  something  of  vital  Interest  to 
labor  was  at  stake  or  some  enemy  of 
labor  was  desired  to  be  opposed. 

DOCK  MEN  HAVE

Large  Number  of  Freight 

Handlers  Demand 

Better  Terms. 


BLINDED

Fast  Freight  Crashes  Into 

Train  Loaded  Wa 

Workingmen. 

Seven  Killed  and  Seven 

ttuit— Heartrending 

Scene  Follows. 


Johnstown,  Pa.,  Aug.  20. — Plung- 
ing through  a  blinding  rainstorm  at 
the  rate  of  forty-five  miles  an  hour, 
yesterday,  a  fast  freight  train  on 
the  Pennsylvania  railroad  crashed 
Into  a  work  train  at  Sang  Hollow, 
killing  seven  and  seriously  injuring 
seven  others  of  the  work  train  crew. 
Three  of  the  latter  will  probably 
die.  Engineer  Woods  was  the  only 
member  of  the  freight  crew  to  be 
Injured. 

The  work  train  had  stopped  at  a 
water  plug  near  Sang  Hollow  to  take 
water.  A  Fort  Wayne  freight  was 
following  and  because  of  the  driving 
rain  the  engineer  was  unable  to  see 
the  work  train  until  just  before  the 
crash.  The  engineer  of  the  freight 
jumped  and  received  injuries  from 
which  he  will  die.  The  fireman  re- 
mained on  the  engine  and  was  un- 
injured. When  the  freight  engine 
crashed  into  the  work  train  It  plow- 
ed Its  way  through  the  cars.  All 
of  the  laborers  and  others  of  the 
work  crew  was  asleep  and  those 
killed  probably  never  knew  they 
were    struck. 

The  cries  of  the  wounded,  the 
burning  cars,  the  overturned  engines 
and  the  sound  of  escaping  steam 
combined  to  make  a  most  horrible 
sight.  The  crew  of  the  freight  made 
an  attempt  to  rescue  the  men  from 
the  cabin  car  but,  owing  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  wreck,  entrance  was 
impossible  and  it  was  hours  before 
It  was  found  out  how  many  were 
dead  Four  men  were  dead  when 
taken  out.  The  others  died  after 
being    taken    to    a    hospital. 

It  Is  reported  that  four  others 
are  In  a  dying  c*>"dition.  Accord- 
ing to  reports,  Engineer  S.  N.  Woods 
of  the  freight  train,  had  Increased 
speed  just  before  the  crash  that  he 
niight  take  water  from  the  water 
pans  along  the  track.  An  investi- 
gation   will    be    made.    It    Is    said. 

When  news  of  the  wreck  reached 
this  city,  two  wreck  crews  were  sent 
out  The  conditions  as  described  by 
members  of  these  crews  upon  tbeir  ar- 
rival were  appalling.  Dead  and  dyliig 
were  lying  on  the  tracks,  whi  e  some 
of  the  injured  were  hanging  out  of  tne 
windows  of  the  cabin  car  crying  f«^r 
help  and  begging  to  be  saved  from  hre 
that  had  started  In  the  wreck.  Some  of 
the  injured  who  had  been  thrown  from 
their  bunks  to  the  side  of  the  train 
were  crying  and  moaning  on  the 
ground.  One  man  lay  against  the  side 
of  the  track  badly  crushed  and  kept 
crying  feebly  for  his  wife  and  child. 
The  big  engine  lay  on  Its  side,  belch- 
ing streams  of  hot  water  and  clouds  of 
steam  which  enveloped  several  of  the 
Injured  me  non  the  ground. 

With  all  haste  the  wreckage  was 
lifted  away  from  the  victims.  One  of 
these,  a  one  legged  man,  was  pinned 
under  a  timber  from  the  derrick  and 
terribly  crushed.  Calling  one  of  the 
wreckers  to  him,  he  said:  "For  Gods 
sake,  kill  me  and  put  me  out  of  my 
misery.  Please  don't  tell  my  wife  I  am 
hurt.  She  is  away  on  her  vacation  and 
it  would  be  a  shame  for  me  to  spoil 
things  for  her." 

When  the  wreck  had  been  cleared 
away  It  was  found  tliat  part  of  the 
last  car  on  the  work  train  has  been 
thrown  150  feet  up  a  hill  at  the  point 
of  the  wreck,  and  one  set  of  the  trucks 
had  been  hurled  in  an  opposite  direc- 
tion,   seventy-fivo    feet    Into    the    river.

FIGHTING  FOR  LIFE. 

It  seems  almost  too  good  to  be  true  that  the  Standard 


Oil  company  must  shortly  face  a  contest  that  is  actually 
a  fight  tor  its  life.

It  will  be  a  mighty  fight.  It  will  be  a  free  govern- 
ment against  a  gigantic  octopus  that  has  twisted  its 
tentacles  throughout  the  fabric  of  government  and 
society.  It  will  be  a  test  of  which  is  the  greater  and 
stronger,  the  government  of  a  free  people  or  the  crea- 
ture  to  which  it  has  given  birth. 

Of  crnirse  the  Standard  will  fight  to  the  last  drop  of 
blood.  It  has  been  browsing  in  a  rich  pasture,  and  it 
'  \  will  not  submit  to  being  driven  out  tamely.  It  will  take 
^all  the  power  of  the  government  to  do  the  work  it  has 
undertaken.  It  will  take  all  the  power  of  the  trust  to 
resist  it.  Thefse  are  two  mighty  forces,  in  many  re- 
spects the  mightiest  in  the  world,  and  the  contest  will 
be  surely  titanic. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  people  the  oil  trust  has  merited 
the  worst  that   can  come  to  it.     In   simplifying  the  oil 
trade,   in   ado|)ting  modern   methods   and    inventions,    in 
cheapening   the    cost   of   production   and   in    eliminating 
waste    and    useless    friction,   the    founders    of    the    trust 
performed  a  great  public  service.     But  they  did  not  let 
the  public  get  the  benefits   of  that  service.     They  took 
,  them  all  for  their  own  use. 
^/       And  by  that  exhibition  Qf  merciless  greed,  by  their 
cruel  and  relentless   crushing  of  those  who  might  have 
given   the    public   a   fairer   distribution   of   benefits,    they 
ha  -e    richly    merited    the    punishment    that    would    be 
involved  in  the  dissolution  of  the  trust. 


"SEE  AMERICA  FIRST. 

Not  much  has  been  heard  lately  about  the  "See 
America  First"  league,  which  was  started  in  the  West 
last  winter,  but  the  need  of  its  work  is  as  great  as  ever. 
Some  idea  of  what  is  getting  away  from  the  West 
may  be  gained  from  figures  provided  by  Thomas  Cook 
&  Sons,  who  estimate  that  Americans  will  spend  abroad 
more   than  $85,000,000  this   year. 

In  1904  there  were  80,021  first-class  passengers  to 
Europe,  in  1905  there  were  87.641.  and  it  is  estimated 
that  96.000  will  go  this  year.  The  cost  of  the  average 
first-class  round  tnp  is  $1/5.  to  which  $10  in  tips  must 
be  added,  which  will  make  $17,760,000  for  first-class 
ocean  passages  alone.  Second  class  passengers,  for  the 
round  voyage,  will  spend  $7,515,000  more. 

First  class  tourists,  perambulating  about  the  other 
side  of  the  pond,  will  spend  money  as  follows:  19.000 
tourists,  four  weeks  at  $6  per  day  each,  $3,200,000;  38.500 
tourists,  six  weeks  at  $8  per  day  each,  $13,000,000;  24.000 
tourists,  eight  weeks  at  $10  per  day,  $21,500,000;  14.500 
tourists,  twelve  weeks  at  $10  per  day,  $12,80,00.  Second 
class  tourists,  figuring  their  expenses  in  Europe  at  $125 
each,  will  spend  $10,447,500.  This  makes  the  total  of 
$85,102,000  of  our  money  that  will  be  spent  in  gomg  to 
Europe,  seeing  Europe  and  coming  home  from  Europe 
in  this  calendar  year. 

Now  if  they  only  knew  it,  these  people  could  have 
jnst  as  good  a  time  and  see  just  as  many  wonderful 
things  if  they  spent  all  this  money  at  home.  Doubt- 
less many  of  them  have  seen  much  of  their  own  coun- 
try. It  "13  equally  certain  that  many  of  them  have  never 
thought  of  such  a  thing,  but  are  going  abroad  because 
it  is  the  fashion  to  go  abroad. 

Of  course  many  will  always  go  to  Europe  for  their 
trips.  There  is  no  objection  to  their  going  to  Europe, 
but  they  ought  to  know  something  about  their  own 
country  before  they  start,  in  case  somebody  should  ask 
about  it.  There  are  innumerable  places  to  visit  in  this 
country  whose  attractions  are  excelled  by  none  in  the 
world.  The  Yellowstone  Park,  the  Grand  Canon  of  the 
Colorado,  the  big  tree  groves  of  California,  the  won- 
derful scenery  and  uneKcellcd  climate  of  Northern 
Minnesota  and  the  Lake  Superior  country,  tiie  Mam- 
moth cate,  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  hundreds  of  other 
places  arc  just  as  scenic  and  as  interesting  as  the  Rhine, 
the  Alps  or  the  Riviera. 

Mere  argument,  however,  will  not  turn  them.  It  is 
necessary  for  the  West  to  organize  and  get  up  adver- 
tising matter  that  will  attract  tourists,  and  tiir«  their 
attention  away  from  the  never-ceasing  stream  of  travel 
to  Europe  and  toward  the  great  and  glorious  Wide  West.

THE  RECLAMATION  SERVICE. 

The  branch  of  the  federal  government  devoted  to 
the  reclamatitsi  of  waste  lands  is  receiving  much  praise, 
and  it  is  deserved. 

Within  a  few  years  it  has  accomplished  wonders,  and 
it  has  more  wonders  up  its  sleeve.  One  reason  for  its 
efficiency  is  that  politics  has  had  nothing  to  do  with  it, 
and  its  enjjiuccrs  have  been  appointed  because  they  were 
fit  for  their  places,  and  not  because  Senator  Sorghum 
had  some  hungry  constituents  that  he  expected  the  gov- 
ernment to  provide  a  living  for. 

Among  the  undertakings  of  the  reclamation  service 
are  two  of  the  highc>t  dams  in  the  world  and  the  longest 
tunnel  in  the  United  States.  It  has  a  canal  in  Wyoming 
and  Nebraska  140  miles  long,  big  enough  to  tloat  a  ship, 
costing  $5,000,000  and  worth  every  cent  of  it. 

Near  the  Canadian  boundary,  in  Montana,  it  has 
changed  the  course  of  the  St.  Marj'  river,  whose  waters 
formerly  emptied  into  Hudson  bay,  so  that  they  became 
available  for  irrigation  in  this  country,  the  surplus  find- 
ing its  way  into  a  tributary  of  the  Missouri. 

There  are  now  eleven  projects  under  way  in  as  many 
states,  and  seven  or  eight  others  have  been  approved 
by  the  secretary  of  the  interior.  These  collectively  call 
for  the  irrigation  of  about  2,000,000  acres  of  land,  not 
including  a  project  for  the  Sacramento  valley  which  of 
itself  may  add  as  much  more  when  it  is  undertaken  as 
a  whole. 

The  money  expended  in  these  great  enterprises 
comes  from  the  sale  of  public  lands,  and  it  is  recovered 
by  the  government  through  the  collection  of  annual 
instalments  from  the  landowners,  thus  constituting  a 
sort  of  revolving  fund. 

So  far  the  reclamation  service  has  proved  its  worth. 
The  money  put  into  it  is  well  spent,  and  in  a  few  years 
the  government  will  be  receiving  returns  from  it  in  a 
volume  big  enough  to  warrant  operations  on  a  much 
larger  scale. 

The  only  complaint  we  of  Minnesota  have  with  it  is 
that,  ciiriou.sly  enough,  while  everybody  favors  reclaim- 
ing dry  lands  by  irrigating  them,  so  far  no  money  has 
been  spent  toward  reclaiming  wet  lands  by  draining 
them.  Vet  there  is  just  as  much  reason  why  the  reclama- 
tion service  should  reclaim  wet  lands  as  there  is  why 
it  would   reclaim   dry  lands. 

A  start  toward  awakening  interest  in  drainage  wa* 
made  in  Washington  last  winter  by  the  Minnesota  con- 
gressional delegation,  especially  by  Congressman  Stcen- 
erson  of  Crookston,  and  this  agitation  should  bear  fruit 
in  subsequent  sessions  in  the  form  of  laws  providing  for 
the  reclamation  of  wet  lands  as  well  as  of  dry  lands. 

In  the  meantime  the  state  of  Minnesota  can  set  a 
good  example  of  draining  the  swamp  lands  which  she 
owns,  and  lilting  them  for  agricultural  uses. 


A  STRIFE  FOR  CREDIT. 

It  looks  very'  much  as  tljough  the  results  of  last 
winter's  session  of  congress  were  going  to  be  a  great 
bone  of  contention  in  the  dawning  congressional  cam- 
paign. 

The  contention  is  not  over  the  merits  of  the  measures 
that  were  adopted,  but  over  who  is  to  have  the  credit  for 
their  adoption. 

Senator  McCrcary  of  Kcntuckj-,  a  Democrat,  has  just 
opened  his  campaign  for  re-election,  and  in  doing  so  he 
reviewed  the  work  of  congress  at  the  last  session  and 
pointed  to  the  pure  food  bill,  the  Panama  canal  bill,  the 
railroad  rate  bill  and  the  meat  inspection  bill  as  meas- 
ures which  he  and  his  Democratic  colleagues  earnestly 
supported. 

At  the  same  time  Republican  candidates  for  re- 
election arc  doing  exactly  the  same  thing,  and  pointing 
out  that  these  measures  were  introduced  by  Republican 
members  and  pa.'^scd  by  Republican  votes.. 

And  the  funny  thing  about  it  is  that  both  are  right. 
As  the  Springfield  Republican  says,  "a  foreigner,  visiting 
this  country,  on  being  told  that  those  were  the  very 
measures  upon  which  the  Republican  president  had 
built  hi.s  own  record,  would  probably  pronounce  our 
politics  an  insoluble  puzzle." 

And  he  would  be  right,  too,  in  a  way. 
But  the  facts  are  that  the  measures  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  congress  were  voted  for  by  both  Repub- 
licans and  Democrats  at  the  command  of  an  unmistak- 
able public  opinion,  voiced  by  the  president  and  the 
press  of  the  land.  Let  them  all  get  what  credit  out  of  it 
they  may;  the  fact  remains  that  there  were  few  of  them 
that  dared  do  otherwise  tlian  they  did,  and  that  many 
who  voted  for  these  measures  showed  plainly  that  their 
disposition  was  to  kill  them  if  they  could  and  if  they 
dared.  • 

Any  of  these  measures  could  have  been  passed  by 
solid  Republican  support;  most  of  them  only  got  through 
by  the  aid  of  Democratic  votes.  For  once,  the  people's 
representatives  in  congress  voted  without  partisanship 
as  their  first  consideration,  and  the  result,  as  it  always 
will  be  when  the  desire  to  do  the  right  thing  is  weightier 
than  the  desire  to  "help  out  the  party,"  was  beneficial  to 
the  interests  of  the  country  and  the  people. 

So  candidates  may  pet  comfort  and  credit  out  of 
their  votes,  on  these  measures,  as  much  of  bc>th  as  they 
possibly  can.  But  they  will  get  more  credit  if  by  their 
speech  and  action  they  show  themselves  ready  to  do 
more  work  for  the  people,  and  to  let  the  large  interests 
of?  with  the  justice  that  is  due  them,  and  nothing  more 
or  less.

TWO  BROTHERS  DROWNED. 

Frank  and  Wlillam  Zather  Perish  In 
Stripping  Hole  at  Hibblng. 

Hlbbing,  Minn.,  Aug.  2a— Though 
neither  of  them  could  swim,  Frank  Zat- 
ter,  aged  23.  and  William  Zatter,  21, 
brothers,  went  in  bathing  in  a  strip- 
ping hole  east  of  town  yesterday  morn- 
ing and  were  drowned.  George  Kidd, 
their  brother-in-law,  who  was  standing 
on  the  edge  of  the  hole,  was  unable 
to  reach  them  In  time  to  save  their 
lives. 

The  stripping  hole,  though  of  consid- 
erable length,  is  not  more  th.m  fifty 
feet  wide.  Its  water  supply  Is  fur- 
nished bv  a  spring  and  the  rocky  for- 
mation of  the  earth  holds  the  water 
brimful  In  tho  hole.  For  a  few  feet 
out  on  the  sides  a  ledge  extends 
where  the  water  is  not  more  than  neck 
deep.  It  was  on  this  ledge  the  hoys 
intended  to  do  their  bathing.  William 
Zatter  was  the  first  to  step  off  into 
deep  water.  This  mistake  came  so 
suddenly  that  he  did  not  cry  out.  His 
brother,  not  realizing  what  had  hap- 
pened, shouted:  "Oh,  George,  see  Will 
treading    to    see    how    deep    it    isl" 

Almost  the  next  instant  Frank,  too, 
stepped  off  the  ledge  and  the  two 
brothers  sairk  almost  simultaneously  to 
their  de.ith.  Their  bodies  were  recover- 
ed and  brought  to  Hlbbing  on  the  rail- 
road velocipede  on  which  they  liad 
ridden   to   the  bathing  hole. 

\Villlam  Zatter  was  employed  by  the 
Oliver  Iron  Mining  company;  Frank 
worked  in  the  local  postofflce.  Their 
home  is  in  Sherburne,  Minn.,  and  the 
bodies  will  be  sent  there  for  interment. 
A  brother,  John,  and  a  sister,  Mrs. 
William  Kldd.  211  Garfield  avenue,  live 
at    Hlbbing.

MICHAEL  DWYER 
DIES  PENNILESS 

Famous    Plunger   Suc- 
cumbs to  Paralysis- 
Lost  His  Fortune. 

New  York,  Aug.  20.— Michael  Dwyer. 
long  one  of  the  most  prominent  figures 
of  tlie  American  turf,  died  yesterday, 
al  his  little  cottage  in  ISrouklyn,  op- 
posite the  Gravesend  race  track  of  the 
Brooklyn  Jockey  club,  of  which  Philip 
J.  Dwyer,  his  brother,  is  president. 
Michael  Dwver  suffered  a  stroke  of 
pralaysls  some  years  ago  after  he  had 
i  returned  from  a  disastrous  racing 
campaign  in  England  and  since  that 
time    had    been    practically    helpless. 

Dwyer  was  one  of  the  most  famous 
plungers  the  turf  has  ever  known.  He 
amas.sed  a  fortune  but  died  practically 
penniless.  It  is  related  of  Dwyer  that 
on  one  occasion  at  Sheepshead  when 
McLaughlin  was  jockey  for  the  Dwyer 
Brothers  .the  plunger  put  up  $60,000  to 
win  $10,000  on  the  famous  old  racer  Joe 
Cotton.  The  distance  was  seven  fur- 
longs, and  100  yards  from  the  wire  It 
.seemed  thsit  Joe  Cotton  was  beaten  but 
McLaughlin  rode  a  magniJicent  finish 
and  landed  his  employer's  money  by 
a  short  head. 

It  was  because  of  his  plunging  pro- 
clivities that  Michael  Dwyer  parted 
company  with  his  brother  Phillip. 
Michael  formed  a  racing  partnersliip 
with  Richard  Croker  a  few  years  later 
!f>ad  look  a  stable  to  England.  The 
'experiment  was  costly  and  Dwyer  came 
■hom«'  a  poor  man. 

I  rvlichael  and  Phillip  J.  Dwyer  began 
I  their  careers  as  butcher.s.  They  took 
up  trolling  as  a  pastime  and  from 
this  went  into  racing  and,  with  Jimmy 
I  McLaughlin  as  their  jockey,  became 
wealthy,  winning  many  times  some  «of 
tho  oldest  and  richest  of  the  stakes  on 
the   Eastern    turf. 

Phillip  Uwytr  eventually  became 
president  of  the  Brooklyn  Jockey  club, 
which  conducts  the  Gravesend  track 
and  the  Queen's  County  Jockey  club, 
whose   racing   plant  is   at   AQUoduct.

IS  LAYING 
CONCRETE 

Government      Resumes 

Construction  Work  on 

Superior  Entry  Pier. 

Will  Lay  About  800  Feet 

of  Blocks  This 

Year. 


Con.structlon  of  the  south  concrete 
pier  at  Superior  entry  was  resumed 
yesterday  after  operati  ns  In  that 
quarter  had  been  suspended  since  'the 
lata  fall  of  lft04.  The  work  Is  in 
charge  of  Assistant  United  States  En- 
gineer Clarence  Coleman,  under  MaJ. 
Fitch,  government  engineer  In  charge 
of  this  district. 

The  government  is  working  with 
about  the  same  sized  crew  that  It  had 
when  the  big  monolithic  blocks  were 
laid  two  years  ago,  the  concrete  being 
turned  out  of  the  big  coticrete  mixer 
that  was  built  under  Mr.  Coleman'i* 
supervision  at  that  time. 

It '  had  been  i)lanned  to  continue 
the  pier  out  In  the  lake  last  season, 
but  the  frequent  storms  upset  all  the 
preparations  that  were  made  In  the 
way  of  protection  dikes  as  fast  as  they 
were  made,  and  quite  a  large  amount 
of  timber  cribwork  was  destroyed. 
After  several  attempts,  that  lasted 
well  Into  the  summer,  to  get  some  sort 
of  protection  work  In  at  the  entry, 
the  government  abandoned  the  pier 
work  until  this  year,  except  to  con- 
tinue making  preparations  that  have 
been  this  year  successfully  carried  out. 

During  the  flr.st  season  of  construc- 
tion .some  1,500  feet  of  the  new  plor 
was  built  out  from  the  in.side  shore  of 
Wisconsin  Point.  There  still  remains 
about  the  same  distance  to  build  out 
Into  the  lake  at  the  end  of  which  will 
be  the  pier  head  for  the  lighthouse 
and  fog  whistle  station.  The  outside 
work  is  attended  with  far  greater 
difficulties  than  the  InsMe  work,  ow- 
ing to  the  exposed  po.sltlon.  but  the 
engineera  have  a  well-built  protection 
dike  running  out  from  the  shore  for 
a  distance  of  nearly  1,000  feet.  This, 
It  Is  expected,  will  f»>rm  ade<iuate  pro- 
tection so  that  the  concrete  construc- 
tion can  go  right  along  without  Inter- 
rui>tlon  during  ordinarily  bad  weather 
and  it  may  prove  sulttclent  In  ca.se  of 
heavier  northeast  8torm.<». 

The  government.  It  Is  understood, 
does  not  expect  to  get  the  pier  com- 
pleted this  .season,  but  will  probably 
get  It  built  out  as  far  as  the  protection 
dike  extends.  After  that  point  is 
reached  other  plans  will  be  formulat- 
ed to  get  some  sort  of  protection 
while  the  extreme  outer  end  Is  being 
laid. 

The  trestlework  upon  which  thv 
mold  carriers  and  the  cancrete  car- 
riers operate.  ha.s  been  extended  well 
out  Into  the  lake  and  the  whole  plant 
Is  working  smoothly.  It  Is  expected 
that  about  800  feet  of  blocks  will 
be  laid  this  sea.son.  leaving  In  the 
neighborhood  of  800  to  be  laid  next 
year. 

The  molds  are  carried  out  and  sunk 
In  position  over  the  trench  that  ha* 
been  dredged  and  In  which  the  piles 
have  been  driven  for  the  foundations. 
The  concrete  Is  dumped  into  thv 
molds,  displacing  the  water  .is  the 
molds  are  filled  up.  Only  a  few  day* 
elapse  after  the  concrete  Is  In  the 
molds  until  it  hardens,  when  the  tim- 
ber work  Is  removed  In  sections,  and 
ren.ssombled  to  be  sunk  further  out. 
The  concrete.  It  is  said,  will  be  a 
little  slower  In  hardening  than  if  It 
were  In  the  canal  or  the  bay,  as  the 
lake    water    is    much    colder.

Kor 
o\'or  a  .vear  previous  to  ihelr  arrest  and 
conviction,  l>omildson  and  P«»well  con- 
cluiud  a  rat'n-r  unhjue  .Hcheme  to  obtain 
moiu-y  thr«jugh  fraudulrnt  nutans,  and 
the  Kucces.sful  t-fforts  of  the  loftil  authori- 
IUm  in  putting  ;in  »«nd  to  their  optrations 
v.'.il  undoubttdly  r>sult  in  saving  to  a 
ninnber  of  wholt><.;ah;  grocery  houijes 
hi'ge  sums  of  money. 

l»onald8on  and  I'owell  l)ogan  business 
at  Smithfield  and  Newport  News.  Va., 
under  the  firm  name  of  F.  H.  L'arr  tic 
(."o.,  as  whol.'.sal"  grootrs  and  general 
UH  rchandise  eomml».><ion  nn^rtiianta.  af- 
ter obtaining  price  lists  ami  catalogues 
from  well  known  whoii'.Hale  hon.ses  they 
induood  many  of  the  flrm.-«  to  ship  large 
iji'antities  of  goods  to  them  at  Smith- 
l.eld,  from  whieh  place  the  good.s  were 
re-J  hipped  to  Newport  New.s.  Norfolk 
antl  Hcrkley,  Va..  and  there  sold  at  rl- 
(lieuiously  low  prices.  Thi.s  siiienn^  was 
continued  until  the  creditors  b^^gan  prcH.<i- 
Ing  for  their  money.  The  bu.sin<'s.<»  of  I'. 
}i.  (';irr  .<:  <  "o.  was  then  disconiinu<'d,  but 
not  tho  opor.ilion.H  of  the  swindlers  com- 
pcshjg  the  alleged  tlrm.  Tiiey  resumed 
I'liytness  at  Hampton,  Va.,  under  the 
I  name  ot  H.  I).

successful  in  proiuring  good.s.  The  mer- 
chandise was  re-shipped  to  Norfolk,  and 
tier*;  sold  for  a  mere  pittance,  as  com- 
p.nred   with  it.s  actual  value. 

While  Donaldson  carried  on  the  fraud- 
ulnnt  business  in  Virginia,  Powell  con- 
ducted similar  enterprises  in  Raleigh,  N. 
C,  under  varlouR  namea.  Through  evi- 
derce  obtained  by  a  postoffice  insp<»ctor, 
however.  Powell's  operations  were  diseon- 
imiied.  and  In  June.  1905,  he  was  convicted 
anu  sentenced  to  serve  two  and  one-half 
y€-ars  In  the  penitentiary  and  pay  a  fine 
of  |300  and  costs.  The  arrest  and  con- 
viction of  his  partner  In  crime  did  not  ap- 
I  peai  to  di.sconcert  I>)naldson,  for  In  the 
Sfinie  month  he  began  business  at  Phoe- 
bus, Va.,  under  the  name  of  Donaldson 
Prank  &  Co.,  wholesale  grocers.  Tlje  u.s- 
ual  plan  was  followed,  and  he  actually 
v'ctlmlacd  for  the  second  tlnie  ninny  of 
the  same  tlrms  that  had  been  swindled 
through  his  previous  dealing!*.  The  goods 
shipped  to  Donaldson,  Frank  &  Co.  at 
Ifempton  were  re-shlppcd  to  Norfolk, 
wl.rre  they  were  disposed  of  in  .such  large 
quantities  and  at  such  low  prices  as  to 
St  rlously   affect    the    trade   of   the   city. 

AVhile  at  Phoebus  Donaldson  laid  plans 
to  operate  on  a  large  scale  at  Newport 
Nfws  under  the  name  of  Wallace,  Wieth 
&  Co.,  and  was  l>eKinnlng  to  receive 
goods  tmder  this  name  when  the  mat- 
ter was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  post- 
office  department    for  investigation.     The

inspector  soon  obtained  .sufficient  evl- 
dtnce  to  cause  Donaldson's  arrest  and 
crnviction,  and  he  was  taken  into  cus- 
tody in  the  warehouse  (if  the  Old  Do- 
minion Steamship  company  at  Norfolk, 
while  in  the  act  of  signing  f»»r  a  large 
ctfsignmeut  of  veterinary  supplies  that 
had  been  shipped  to  him  under  the  name 
of  l)onald»on,  Frank  &  Co.  of  Phoebus, 
and  which  ho  had  rc-shlpped  to  himself 
at  Norfolk  as  Wallace,  Wieth  &  Co.  Be- 
ing unable  to  give  bond  ho  was  sent  to 
Jail  and  was  later  convicted  and  .sen- 
tenced to  serve  eighteen  months  in  the 
ptnttentiary  at  Atlanta.   Ga. 

Tile  scheme  adopted  by  Don.ildson  and 
Powell  to  defraud  the  wholesale  grocery 
houses  was  conducted  hi  a. rather  shrewd 
iranner.  After  deciding  up<jn  the  town 
from  which  they  intended  to  operate  they 
wouM  rent  a  Ftore  room,  have  attractive 
letter  heads  piinted  with  the  firm  name 
resembling  that  of  some  prominent  man 
or  llrm  In  the  town,  rent  a  lock  box  at 
the  postoffice,  furnish  p^usible  state- 
m»nts  as  to  their  business  standing,  and 
after  obtaining  large  quantities  of  goods, 
which  were  never  paid  for,  the  same  would 
be  re-shlppe<l  to  Norfolk,  and  there  .solvi 
for  comparatively  tritling  amounts.  They 
ordered  almost  anything  in  the  line  of 
business  they  wert;  supposed  to  bo  con- 
ducting, and  concerning  their  business 
standing  furnished  such  convincing  state- 
ments to  the  variotjs  communities  in  which 
tl.ey  op<'rated  that  many  firms  were  eas- 
ily victimized.  The  |iostoflico  inspector 
found  In  the  wareht)u.se  at  Norfolk  goods 
consigned  to  Wallace,  Wieth  &  Co.  from 
one  of  the  firms  that  had  b«^en  defrauded 
several  times  by  the  same  pair,  and  the 
good.s  were  later  returned  to  the  con- 
sntnor.

Jost  how  for  Mr.  Cannon's  boom  will 
he  heard  and  how  long  it  will  last  is  a 
moot     question.       In     fact     It     Is     not 

vouchsafed  to  any  man  to  predict 
what  Vogue  It  will  attain  before  the 
presidential  convention  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  In  1908.  Certain  It  is. 
howovor,  that  there  are  many  Re- 
publicans in  the  lower  house  of  con- 
gresSto  and  yuito  a  few  senators,  who 
seriously  look  upon  "Uncle"  Joe  Can- 
non as  a  formidable  candidate  for  the 
Republican  nomination,  and  that  It 
will  not  be  very  long  before  Mr.  Fair- 
banks and  Mr.  Cannon  "meet  up."  as 
Lhey  say  in  the  parlance  of  the  West, 
for  a  series  of  batUes  royal  for  dele- 
gates to  tho  national  convention. 

Theio  has  been  a  story  In  circula- 
tion for  several  days  here  in  the  seat 
j  of  tho  national  government  that  a 
I  number  of  the  very  shrewdest  poli- 
ticians, including  Joe  .Sibley  of  Penn- 
sylvania. Jim  Sherman  and  Llttauer 
of  New  York,  Wachter  and  Kldd  of 
Maryland,  iilBucKhum  of  North  Car<v 
Una.  Alexander  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y..  Cul- 
lom.  Billy  Ix>rlmer,  Mann  and  Boutell 
of  Illinois,  witli  other  congressmen 
scattered  through  the  remaining 
states,  believe  that  the  hour  has 
struck  for  Joseph  G.  Cannon,  and  that, 
with  Illinois  sending  forth  its  clarion 
call  for  tho  Danville  statesman  to  take 
Uie  lead,  other  states  will  fall  Into 
line,  and  that  by  the  first  of  April. 
1S08.  he  will  be  looked  upon  as  the 
logical  successor  of  Theodore  Roose- 
velt. This  Is  entirely  predicted  on  the 
proposition  that  Theodore  Roosevelt 
will  mean  In  1908  what  he  said  on  tho 
7th  of  November,  1904,  when  he  read 
his  title  clear  to  tho  highest  office  In 
the  gift  of  the  American  people,  and 
there  arc  those  entirely  friendly  to 
Joseph  tr.  Cannon  who  are  telling  it 
about  the  country  that  President 
Roosevelt  told  Joseph  O.  Cannon,  in 
so  many  words,  that  he  would  be  tho 
next  presltl^nt  <<f  the  United  States. 
Be  that  as  it  may,  the  Cannon  boom 
does  not  lack  enthusiasm,  nor  does  it 
lack  a  sure  foundation.  Congressman 
McKlnley  of  Illinois  Is  authority  for 
the  statement  that  the  president  told 
him,  when  with  other  members  qf  the 
Republican  national  congressional 
committee,  that  "Uncle"  Joe  Cannon 
would  be  no>minated  and  elected  presi- 
dent. , 
Of  course  "Uncle"  Joe  Is  coy,  and 
ho  win  not  permit  his  name  to  be 
used  in  state  convention  until  the 
psychological  moment  hast  struck. 
There  is  not  a  shrewder  nor  a  farther 
sighted  politician  than  Joseph  G.  Can- 
non of  Danville.  111.  It  is  a  pride  with 
Joe  Cannon  to  be  likened  unto  the 
lamented  Lincoln,  and  he  has  very 
many  of  Lincoln's  characteristics.  But 
It  is  always  the  main  chance  with  Joe 
Cannon.  What  seems  to  be  the  height 
of  boldness  on  his  part  Is  the  result 
of  studied  rellectlon  and  analysis. 
What  seems  to  be  the  effervescence  of 
a  big  brain  is  the  careful  result  of 
long  discussion  with  himself.  What 
are  seemingly  expressions  of  a  mind 
stored  with  world-wide  knowledge, 
homely  sayings  and  aggre-ssive  com- 
parisons, are  the  results  of  deep  medi- 
tations  and    clo.se    examinations. 

From  this  on  It  may  be  confidently

man  of  wide  experience.  Mr.  Busby  is 
one  of  the  veteran  newspaper  men  of 
the  national  capital,  having  come  to 
Washington  to  represent  the  Chicago 
Inter  Ocean  years  ago.  As  Speaker 
Cannon's  si«cretary  he  has  shown  him- 
self an  adept  in  the  game  of  politics, 
and  with  his  chief  occupying  a  headline 
position  In  the  forthcoming  national 
play  known  as  "The  Presidential  Elec- 
tion."

Over  PranKie  Neii  Was 

a  Surprise. 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Aug.  20.— 
It  is  all  settled  now,  and  Nelson  and 
Gans  are  to  boX  at  Goldfleld  on  Labor 
day,  Sept.  3.  Tiiero  was  a  dead- 
lock for  a  while  owing  to  Nolan  ask- 
ing for  75  per  cent  of  the  $30,000  purse 
for  Nelson  whether  the  Dane  won  or 
lost.  I^nally  Nolan  agreed  to  accept 
$20,000,  and  articles  were  signed. 

Thei^  Is  to  be  no  winner' s  end  and 
no  loser's  end.  Each  man  knov.'s  now, 
before  beginning  to  train,  how  much 
he    is    to    receive. 

Nolan  says  there  have  been  numbers 
of  in.stances  in  which  champions  have 
drawn  down  the  long  end  of  the  purse, 
though  defeat«-<i.  He  forgets  that  ring 
historians  protiounce  Gans  the  real 
champion  of  tlie  class  that  Nelson 
belongs  In.  but  that's  neither  here  nor 
there.  Nelson  Is  tho  drawing  card 
in  this  particular  case,  and  that  is 
what  places  his  manager  In  a  ix>sltlon 
to  demand   inordinate  concessions. 

There  certainly  have  been  instances 
where  a  defeated  cJiampion  has  re- 
ceived mora  than  his  conqueror— tlie 
FitzHlmmons- Jeffries  light  at  Coney 
Island  for  one— but  the  facts  did  not 
leak  out  until  long  after  the  contest. 
This  thing  of  looking  the  whole  world 
squarely  in  the  eye  and  making  a 
demand  for  tho  hog's  share  of  the 
plunder,  win  or  lose.  Is  brazen-faced 
to  say  the  least  of  it,  and  %\ill  hasten 
the  destruction  of  the  few  Ideals  that 
are   left   in   connection   with    the    prize 

it  stands  to  reason  where  each 
principal  Is  to  receive  a  stated  sum 
for  his  services,  "win  or  lose,"  there 
is  no  Incentive  to  endure  more  fatigue 
or   buffeting    than    tiie   law    allows. 

The  records  of  the  ring  are  sprinkled 

with   Instances   of   pugilists   who,    with 

battered  ribs  and  bruised  face?,  gritted 

their   teeth   and   fought  on   and    on   In 

tho    hope   of    earning    the    long    end    of 

the    purse    and    lifting    the    m«irtgage 

on  tlie  farm.

In  this  caj9e,  though,  the  long  end 
of  tho  purse  dosen't  hang  In  the 
balance.  All  mortgages  are  provided 
for    before    the    starting    bell    tinkles, 


and  such  being  the  case  there  is  ample 
reason  for  speculation  as  to  what 
eh€Ct  tho  cut  and  dried  apportion- 
ment of  the  plunder  will  have  on  the 
fighters. 

Say,  for  Instance,  that  Battling  Nel- 
son is  being  severely  punished  may  not 
the  thought  occur  to  him  as  he  sniffs 
ammonia  between  rounds:  •■^Vhat  am 
I  puttinij  up  with  all  this  for?  I  am  to 
get  the  long  end  of  the  purse  auyixow, 
and  they  won't  pay  me  any  more  11  I 
stand  here  to  be  liammored  to  shred.''. 
Guess  I'll  take  a  little  nap  in  the  next 
round." 

The  same  line  of  reasoning  may  occur 
to  Gans  if  he  happens  to  be  getting  the 
worst  of  the  milling,  and  then  again  the 
rivalry  between  the  men  may  be  such 
as  to  make  tliem  forget  all  sordid  con- 
sideration and  battle  like  demons 
while  strength  remains.

WONDERFUL  GLASS. 

Weird  Magic  Mirror  That  is  Sought  by 
Psyschoiogicai  Societies. 

It   seems   like   a   step    backward   into 
the    days    of    the    Arabian    Nights    to 
learn  that  right  here  in  Washington  a 
lady    owns    a    magic    mirror    for    which 
several      psychological      societies      are  ■ 
,  making    good    offers,    but    such    is    the  \ 
'  fact,    says   the   Washington    Post.    The  i 
late    Dr.    Hodgson,    who    died     a      few  | 
months  ago,   was  one  of  the  foremost  , 
mm    of    the    day    In    scientific    experi- 
■  ments,    and    for    some   time    before   his 
'death  he  carried  on  negotiations  tend-  ! 
ing  to  purchase  this  object,  which  has  ; 
Jth©   reputation   among   psychics   as   a^^ 


most  wonderful  glass. 

Until  about  a  year  a^o  this  mirror 
was  in  the  posse.ssion  of  a  Mr.s.  Gor- 
don, who  lived  on  Tenth  street  north- 
west, between  L  and  M  streets.  Tt 
had  been  given  here  several  years  agj 
l>y  Dr.  Le  Roy  Taylor.,  who  died  sud- 
denly in  October,  1904.  Since  Mrs. 
Gordon's  death  it  has  been  owned  by 
her  si.sler,  and  it  is  from  this  lady  that 
the  scientific  societies  are  endeavoring 
to  obtain   it. 

Dr.  Taylor,  who  wa.s  one  of  the  rich- 
est men  of  this  city,  was  a  great 
student  of  the  occult,  and  made  exten- 
sive researches  in  all  kindred  sciences, 
his  library,  now  owned  by  the  Scottish 
Rite,  being  the  most  valuable  of  its 
kind  in  the  L'liitod  Stales.  He  bought 
the  mirror  from  a  secondhand  dealer 
in  books. on  F  street,  the  merchant 
having  got  it  from  the  estate  of  a 
wealthy  lady,  who  had  spent  most  of 
her  life  in  foreign  tiavel.  It  is  believed 
that  it  came  originally  from  the  tem- 
ple of  Alora,  in  the  Himalayan  moun- 
tains, at  a  monastery  In  the  fastness 
where  the  ascetic  monks  devoted  their 
time  to  the  development  of  tlie  psychic 
powers  for  which  tlie  Eastern  adepts 
are  famed. 

The  mirror  is  oblong  in  shape,  being 
about  a  foot  and  a  half  in  length  by 
a  foot  wide.  As  taken  in  tlie  hands 
it  seems  to  be  an  entirely  obaque  ob- 
ject, but  it  is  really  composed  of  two 
parts,  first  a  black  wooden  frame 
about  three  inches  wide,  and  within 
this  a  higlily  polished  glass,  perfectly 
dark.  This  color  is  probably  given  by 
the  back  having  been  p.ainted  thickly 
with  asphaltnm,  which  is  much  used 
for  the  fasliioning  of  mirrors  of  this 
kind. 

The  person  wishing  to  consult  the 
mirror  sits  in  a  quiet  room,  holding 
the  glass  In  the  lap  at  the  right  angle, 
so  as  to  meet  the  eye  with  no  reflec- 
tion on  the  polished  surface.  If  the 
user  possesses  any  psychic  power  at  all 
there  will  gather  on  the  glass  a  dim, 
white  cloud,  which  will  slowly  drift 
across  and  disappear  into  the  frame, 
while  out  of  the  mist  will  appear  faces 
and  scenes  of  happenings  on  the  other 
side  of  the  world  or  events  which  will 
come  to  pass  in  the  future. 

While  many  may  discredit  this  state- 
ment, yet  tliere  are  many  persons  here 
in  Wasliington  who  have  seen  visions 
in  this  mirror — prophecies  which  have 
been   verified  to   the  very  letter. 

The  late  Judge  Caswell,  of  Califor- 
nia, once  looked  in  it  when  visiting  Dr. 
Taylor,  and  within  it  saw  the  face  of 
a  near  relative,  then  living  in  Pitts- 
burg. The  hair  was  combed  back  from 
the  brow  of  the  man  in  an  unusual 
way  and  the  body  lay  still  and  white, 
inclosed  In  the  narrow  confiines  of  a 
cofTirr.  Two  weeks  afterward  this  re- 
lative died,  and  when  the  Judge  looked 
at  the  body  In  the  casket,  strange  to 
.say,  the  hair  was  arranged  In  just  the 
way  In  which  he  had  seen  it  depicted 
two   weeks   before   In   the    mirror. 

Another  time  Mrs.  CJordon,  who  was 
a  great  friend  of  the  Taylor  family 
and  a  woman  of  remarkable  psychic 
power,  was  plainly  pictured  a  house 
on    fire.    The    mansion    Beemed    to    be 


standing  in  a  lawn  on  the  edge  of  a 
river,  and  from  every  detail  it  was 
.«^een  to  be  the  home  of  Dr.  Taylor's 
son.  Presently  the  house  was  seen  to 
catch  on  fire,  and  flaines  Issued  from 
the  windows.  The  next  day  a  tele- 
sram  came  announcing  the  destruction 
by  fire  of  a  beautiful  home  owned  by- 
young   Taylor   down   the   river. 

Among  other  visions  sea.^n  were  those 
viewed  by  the  two  grandchildren  of 
Dr.  Taylor,  daughters  of  young  Lo 
Roy  Taylor,  who  now  makes  his  home 
in  New  York.  Within  the  mirror  one 
of  the  children,  who  was  about  5  years 
old,  .saw  distinctly  the  face  of  her 
dead  graiidmotlur  beckoning  to  her, 
and  grown  persons  in  the  room  who 
were  standing  around  perceived  tho 
same  picture  at  the  same  time.  In 
dozens  of  cases  Mrs.  Gordon  foretold 
the  future  when  looking  into  this 
wonderful  gla.s.s,  and  there  are  many 
persons  in  to\\n  today  who  will  attest 
to   its  strange   power.
